Grand  Master  s Address 


The  Grand  Master  delivered  his  address,  which  on  mo- 
tion was  referred  to  a special  committee,  which  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  announced  as  follows : Past  Grand  Master  P. 

D.  Winston,  Past  Grand  Master  B.  S.  Royster,  and  Past 
Grand  Master  John  W.  Cotten. 

Every  gale  from  the  East  brings  news  of  calamity  and 
suffering.  The  distressing  conditions  which  prevail  among 
the  warring  nations  of  Europe  are  spreading  their  blighting 
pall  over  all  the  earth.  The  progress  of  civilization  for 
forty  centuries  has  met  a withering  collapse  in  the  great 
maelstrom  which  is  drawing  into  its  horrible  vortex  the 
accumulated  advancement  and  enlightenment  among  these 
great  nations.  The  achievements  from  the  arts  of  peace  and 
culture  are  not  sufficient  to  satiate  the  sordid  appetites  of 
ambitious  men,  but  along  with  human  lives  these  must  be 
sacrifices  to  the  merciless  Moloch  of  war.  The  cruel  mon- 
ster gathers  his  tithings  from  young  and  old  alike.  The 
sufferings  of  peace-loving  men,  the  wail  of  broken-hearted 
widows,  and  the  cry  of  homeless  orphans  from  afar,  float 
across  the  seas  and  touch  men’s  souls  everywhere. 

How  different  is  our  lot  in  this  good  land  as  we  meet  in 
peace  and  comfort  on  this  auspicious  evening.  We  are  not 
forced  to  weather  the  storms  of  winter  nor  face  the  carnage 
of  battle,  our  homes  and  loved  ones  are  unmolested  and 
happy.  And  while  the  prayer  of  praise  and  thanksgiving 
go  up  as  consecrated  incense  from  the  altars  of  ten  thousand 
hearts,  it  is  our  opportunity  to  stretch  forth  the  hand  of  sym- 
pathy and  succor  to  those  in  distress. 

We  are  taught  that  a Masonic  Lodge  is  a symbol  of  vast 
dimensions  to  denote  the  universality  of  Masonry  and  to  teach 
us  that  a Mason’s  charity  should  be  equally  extensive. 

On  the  25th  of  November  I sent  out,  through  the  Grand 
Secretary’s  office,  a circular  letter  calling  our  people  to  prayer 
for  peace  among  the  nations,  and  suggesting  a tentative 
form  of  prayer. 
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Henderson,  N.  C.,  November  25,  1914. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  Subordinate  Lodges — 

Greeting: 

The  appalling  conditions  in  the  war-stricken  nations  of  the 
East  stir  within  us  emotions  of  sympathy  and  of  grief  at  their 
great  calamity.  Human  influence  seems  vain  and  futile.  Our 
dependence  is  on  Him  who  rules  the  storms  and  shapes  the 
destinies  of  nations. 

In  the  ranks  of  the  embattled  hosts  there  are  men  who 
have  passed  the  portals  of  The  Great  Masonic  Brotherhood, 
and  who  are  now  at  their  country’s  call  serving  loyally  at 
the  front.  For  these  we  would  offer  a special  petition  that 
they  may  be  protected  in  the  hour  of  danger. 

Therefore,  as  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  1 do  hereby  request  all  Masons,  assembled  at 
their  next  regular  communication,  to  offer  up  to  the  Great 
God  of  the  universe  an  earnest  petition  for  the  speedy  resto- 
ration of  peace  among  the  nations  now  in  the  throes  of  war. 
Let  us  offer  up  our  prayers  from  full  hearts,  pleading  for 
the  safety  of  our  stricken  brethren  and  those  dear  to  them. 

I prefer  that  the  several  Chaplains  or  Masters  should 
word  their  own  petitions ; but  should  any  prefer  to  do  so,  they 
may  use  the  attached  form  which  has  been  prepared  for  the 
occasion.  It  has  the  approval  of  our  Grand  Chaplain,  Rev. 
W.  N.  Johnson,  and  is  meant  only  to  be  suggestive.

Almighty  Father!  Thou  hast  created  all  nations  of  men  to 
dwell  in  peace  and  harmony  upon  the  earth.  Thou  hast  commanded 
Thy  children  everywhere  to  remember  that  they  be  brethren  and 
to  live  in  fellowship  one  with  another.  In  this  dark  hour  of  human 
strife  and  horrible  carnage  among  the  nations,  we  implore  Thee 
to  cause  Thy  spirit  of  peace  and  justice  to  so  animate  the  hearts 
of  those  in  authority  that  war  shall  speedily  cease  and  concord 
and  fraternity  be  re-established  upon  a sure  foundation. 

We  pray  Thee  to  govern  the  wills  of  ambitious  men  and  stay 
the  hands  of  those  who  would  destroy  and  let  peace  again  brood 
over  the  discordant  nations. 

Hear  us,  O Thou  Great  Comforter,  for  the  defenseless  widows 
and  helpless  orphans  and  let  Angels  of  Mercy  be  round  about  them. 
Let  Thy  sustaining  power  be  about  those  who  are  suffering  and 
dying.  Bring  comfort  to  them  in  their  distress,  whether  in  mind,  or 
body,  or  estate. 
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May  we,  who  live  in  a land  of  freedom  and  plenty,  be  inspired 
by  Thy  spirit  to  stretch  forth  the  serving  hand  and  exercise  the 
great  Christian  and  Masonic  virtue — Charity — and  so  fulfill  the  will 
of  Him  whose  life  was  spent  in  serving  and  doing  good  to  the  needy. 

May  the  altars  around  which  we  gather  be  illumined  by  the 
spotless  radiance  of  Divine  Love  and  our  hearts  be  warmed  into 
higher  planes  of  living  and  action. — Amen.

As  Grand  Master  you  are  fraternally  urged  to  attend  in 
person,  or  by  proxy,  a conference  to  be  held  in  Cincinnati  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday  of  next  week,  to  form  the  Masonic  War 
Relief  Association  of  the  United  States,  organized  to  collect 
funds  for  the.  relief  of  Masons,  their  families,  their  widows 
and  orphans.  It  is  proposed  that  the  Advisory  Committee 
shall  consist  of  the  several  Grand  Masters  who  will  be  appealed 
to,  to  solicit  contributions  from  their  several  subordinate 
Lodges  and  from  Grand  Lodge  funds.  Ohio  stands  ready, 
in  her  Grand  Lodge  and  other  grand  bodies,  to  do  her  full 
duty.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  needs  of  Masonic 
brethren  in  Belgium.  There  is  a very  pressing  need  of  relief 
for  Masons  and  their  families  in  nearly  all  the  countries  en- 
gaged in  this  horrible  war.  Trust  you  will  give  your  official 
approval  and  co-operation  in  this  great  work  and  ask  your 
prompt  reply  by  telegraph.

I found  it  impossible  to  attend  the  proposed  meeting, 
but  wired  Brother  Melish  to  let  me  know  what  was  done. 
He  reported  that  the  conference  had  arranged  plans  to  prose- 
cute the  work.  It  is  hoped  that  American  Masons  will  unite 
in  a great  effort  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of  our  brethren 
across  the  seas. 

THE  WASHINGTON  MEMORIAL  ASSOCIATION 

On  February  22,  1914,  it  was  my  good  fortune  to  be 
present  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Washington  Memorial 
Association  at  Alexandria,  Ya.  Past  Grand  Masters  John  W. 
Cotten  and  R.  N.  Hackett  were  there  also,  and  ably  repre- 
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sented  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina.  These  annual 
meetings  of  Masons  from  every  portion  of  our  common  country 
are  fraught  with  great  possibilities  and  will  increase  in  the 
scope  of  their  usefulness  as  the  years  go  by. 

The  object  of  the  Association  has  been  fully  set  forth 
by  brethren  who  have  heretofore  made  report  to  the  Grand 
Lodge.  Apart  from  the  prime  object  presented  in  the  by- 
laws and  constitution  of  the  Association,  that  is,  the  erection 
of  a great  temple  to  the  memory  of  Washington,  the  Mason, 
I am  fully  persuaded  that  ultimate  results  far  more  impor- 
tant will  come  to  our  fraternity  throughout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  our  land.  Members  of  Grand  Lodges  which  now 
stand  aloof  will  come  to  know  each  other  better  and  a common 
interest  will  spring  up  which  will  bear  wholesome  fruit.  It 
is  a lamentable  fact  that  the  various  Grand  Jurisdictions 
know  too  little  of  each  other  and  fail  to  appreciate  the  good 
that  exists  in  all  or  to  cultivate  the  broadest  fraternal  love 
that  might  be  ours.  The  various  Grand  Lodges  recognize 
the  fact  and  have  started  in  the  right  direction  by  appointing 
men  to  represent  them  near  other  grand  bodies.  So  far  this 
has  not  accomplished  what  was  hoped  for,  but  this  interchange 
of  representatives  will  work  out  good  for  ail. 

At  Alexandria  we  were  most  cordially  received  and  enter- 
tained by  the  noble  band  of  Masons  in  the  historic  city  by  the 
Potomac.  Prominent  brethren  from  many  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  were  there  and  mingled  in  the  labors  and  pleasures  of 
the  occasion.  While  we  were  busied  in  the  deliberations 
and  festivities  in  these  historic  halls  it  required  no 
effort  or  play  of  the  imagination  to  feel  the  brooding  in- 
fluence of  the  Grand  Master  who,  over  a century  ago,  wielded 
the  gavel  and  dispensed  Masonic  light. 

The  visit  to  the  tomb  of  Washington  was  especially  im- 
pressive. When  the  procession  arrived  at  the  consecrated 
vault  all  stood  with  uncovered  heads  and  joined  in  a solemn 
invocation,  after  which  the  iron  gates  of  the  crypt  were 
opened  and  that,  distinguished  statesman  and  Mason,  Vice- 
President  Marshall,  entered  and  placed  a beautiful  wreath 
upon  the  stone  coffin  containing  the  dust  of  the  great  hero. 

That  princely  gentleman  and  Mason,  Bro.  Chas.  IT. 
Callahan,  was  the  inspiration  of  the  occasion.  He  is  untiring 
in  his  efforts  for  the  comfort  and  entertainment  of  strangers. 
No  Mason  should  be  without  his  great  book,  “Washington, 
The  Man  and  The  Mason.” 
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THE  CONFERENCE  OP  GRAND  MASTERS 

The  twenty-eight  Masonic  Lodges  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  en- 
dorsed by  the  Grand  Master  of  the  State,  Hon.  Van  Fremont 
Boor,  issued  an  invitation  to  all  of  the  Grand  Masters  in  North 
America  to  be  the  guests  of  the  Masons  of  the  city  and  attend 
a conference  of  Grand  Masters  on  the  14th,  15th  and  16th,  of 
May,  1914.  Each  Grand  Master  was  requested  to  appoint  an 
additional  delegate  to  accompany  him  to  the  conference. 

It  was  my  privilege,  along  with  Brother  F.  R.  Harris, 
of  Henderson,  to  attend  this  great  meeting,  perhaps  the  great- 
est assemblage  of  Masons  ever  held  in  America.  We  were 
assigned  to  the  best  rooms  in  the  Washington  Hotel  which  had 
been  selected  as  headquarters. 

After  a season  of  delightful  fraternal  greetings  in  the 
hotel  lobby  we  passed  over  to  the  beautiful  hall  of  the  Tuscan 
Masonic  Temple  near  by.  Hon.  Van  Fremont  Boor,  Grand 
Master  of  Missouri,  called  the  conference  to  order  and  upon 
motion  he  was  proclaimed  Chairman  of  the  conference ; with 
Bro.  John  R.  Parsons,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Missouri,  as  Secretary  of  the  meeting. 

Upon  roll-call  there  were  found  represented  thirty-four 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  the  York  Grand 
Lodge  of  Mexico.  These  Grand  Lodges  represent  975,000 
Masons,  or  about  two-thirds  of  the  Masons  in  America. 

There  was  a general  exchange  of  ideas  and  sentiments 
among  the  brethren  and  the  following  topics  were  formally 
discussed : 

1.  Certification  instead  of  dimits  in  transfer  of  membership. 

2.  Who  should  have  the  fee  in  conferring  degrees  by  request? 

3.  Jurisdiction  over  rejected  material. 

4.  How  much  should  be  the  limit  of  expenditure  to  sojourners 
and  needy  Masons  and  should  the  Lodge  require  reimbursement? 

5.  Uniform  basis  for  recognizing  foreign  Grand  Lodges. 

6.  Resolutions  looking  toward  international  peace. 

7.  The  work  of  the  Masonic  Relief  Association. 

8.  Bach  Grand  Lodge  should  establish  an  Emergency  Relief 
Fund. 

These  are  some  of  the  many  topics  presented  but  they 
by  no  means  indicate  a limit  to  the  discussions  which  were 
helpful  and  instructive. 

The  meetings  on  Thursday  and  Friday  evenings  were 
held  in  the  great  Moolah  Temple.  On  Thursday  evening  three 
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thousand  and  five  hundred  Masons  had  assembled  in  the 
spacious  auditorium  to  greet  the  visitors.  The  Grand  Masters 
and  representatives  were  assembled  in  an  adjoining  apart- 
ment and  were  arranged  in  line  beginning  with  the  oldest 
Grand  Lodge.  Each  visitor,  leaning  upon  the  arm  of  a dis- 
tinguished Missouri  Mason,  passed  in  line  into  the  auditorium 
amid  swelling  strains  of  martial  music.  A semicircle  was 
formed  in  front  of  the  dais  and  the  escorts  stepped  one  pace 
back. 

The  Grand  Masters  and  their  delegates  were  in  turn  in- 
troduced to  the  vast  audience  and  were  recieved  with  honors 
and  applause  due  their  stations.  First  came  Massachusetts, 
then  Virginia,  then  North  Carolina.  When  the  Grand  Master 
and  representative  of  North  Carolina  were  presented  the 
applause  was  tremendous  and  prolonged.  I was  puzzled  to 
know  why  this  difference  should  be  made.  I was  satisfied 
there  was  nothing  about  your  humble  Grand  Master  to  call 
it  forth.  I was  not  held  in  suspense  for,  on  the  following  day, 
the  representative  from  Washington  State  told  me  that  he  was 
glad  to  meet  the  Grand  Master  of  North  Carolina  as  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  traced  its  lineage  back  to  North 
Carolina.  Then  came  brethren  from  Oregon,  and  the  Dakotas, 
Wyoming,  Iowa,  and  a number  of  Grand  Lodges  in  the  far  west 
and  said  that  they  traced  their  Masonic  lineage  back  through  - 
Missouri  and  Tennessee  to  North  Carolina.  It  was  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  North  Carolina  that  was  up  for  applause  and  not  its 
humble  Grand  Master.  However,  I took  courage,  for  I was 
proud  of  the  privilege  to  represent  so  great  a body  of  Masons, 
with  its  honorable  history,  as  the  mother  and  grandmother 
and  great-grandmother  of  about  twenty-three  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  in  our  great  republic. 

We  witnessed  the  third  degree  conferred,  first  by  a team 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee.  The  next  evening  a 
team  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  • Iowa  conferred  the  third 
degree.  Then  a Missouri  team  put  on  the  same  degree.  The 
work  with  the  embellishments  peculiar  to  each  Grand  Lodge 
was  beautiful  and  impressive,  and,  in  the  main,  is  the  same 
as  the  North  Carolina  work. 

Several  banquets  were  served  and  other  social  functions 
were  prepared  for  our  entertainment.  On  Saturday  after  the 
sessions  of  the  conference  had  closed  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mis- 
souri laid  the  cornerstone  of  one  of  the  wings  of  their  Ma- 
sonic Home.  Ten  thousand  Masons,  headed  by  five  Com- 
manderies  of  Knights  Templar,  with  their  splendid  bands 
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of  music  playing  “Onward  Christian  Soldiers,”  passed  in 
front  of  the  Tuscan  Temple  where,  from  the  massive  granite 
steps  the  Grand  Masters  and  other  guests  reviewed  the  steadily 
moving  column,  with  from  four  to  eight  men  abreast.  The 
Masons  were  arranged  by  Lodges.  Each  Lodge  was  headed  by 
its  own  peculiar  banner  aloft  and  beside  it  was  carried  a 
beautiful  American  flag.  The  interest  was  tense  and  inspir- 
ing. 

When  the  front  of  the  column  reached  the  spot  where  the 
cornerstone  was  to  be  laid,  the  lines  opened  and  the  Masons 
were  banked  on  each  side  four  deep.  The  Grand  Masters 
and  other  invited  guests,  lead  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri, 
passed  down  the  line. 

As  we  looked  with  thrilling  emotion  at  that  immense 
body  of  Masons,  moving  with  stately  majesty,  it  occurred  to 
me  that  our  North  Carolina  Masons  might  find  opportunity  for 
expansion  and  strength  if  they  would  exemplify  some  of  the 
lessons  of  patriotism  taught  in  Masonry. 

We  are  known  as  a conservative  people.  Conservatism 
is  all  right  when  it  is  not  all  wrong.  It  should  not  block  the 
way  to  progress.  Progress  must  be  substantial  if  it  is  real, 
hut  we  must  not  let  whimsical  conservatism  blur  our  vision 
or  dull  our  wits  if  we  hope  to  keep  pace  with  the  best  that 
opportunity  affords. 

Great  good  may  come  from  these  conferences.  There  is 
no  reason  why  the  phraseology  and  technique  of  the  work 
in  our  American  Grand  Jurisdictions  should  continue  to 
diverge  in  every  State.  Every  Grand  Lodge  is  jealous  for 
its  own  “authorized  work.”  Each  one  thinks  it  has  the  only 
real,  true  work. 

I do  not  suggest  radical  changes,  nor  in  fact  any  changes 
at  all,  but  the  truth  remains,  we  can  learn  much  that  is  good 
and  beautiful  from  others  if  we  will. 

' SPECIAL  COMMUNICATIONS 

.January  23.  A special  communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  held  at  Red  Springs,  N.  C.,  on  January  23,  1914. 
Bro.  Jno.  H.  Anderson,  as  Grand  Master,  presiding,  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  the  cornerstone  of  the  Philadelphus  High 
School. 

March  4.  A special  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  called  to  lay  the  cornerstone  of  the  new  Temple  of  Char- 
lotte. When  completed  this  will  be  one  of  the  handsomest 
structures  in  the  country  devoted  exclusively  to  Masonic  pur- 
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poses.  All  of  the  Masonic  bodies  of  that  great  Masonic  city 
united  in  erecting  this  beautiful  Temple,  for  which  they  have 
been  planning  for  a quarter  of  a century.  It  is  indeed  a 
model  of  excellence  and  beauty. 

The  occasion  was  rendered  more  interesting  because  of 
the  presence  of  several  Past  Grand  Masters.  Our  venerable 
brother,  Lewis  S.  Williams,  who  was  Grand  Master,  1859  and 
1860,  was  present  and  took  part  in  the  ceremonies.  Past 
Grand  Masters  W.  S.  Liddell  and  P.  M.  Winchester  were  at 
home  and  among  the  chief  actors  on  the  occasion.  Past  Grand 
Master  F.  D.  Winston  was  the  orator  and,  as  he  always  does, 
made  a great  speech  on  Masonic  activity.  The  Grand  Master 
officiated. 

May  5.  A special  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  called  to  lay  the  cornerstone  of  a new  graded  school 
at  Princeton.  Past  Grand  Master  R.  J.  Noble  officiated. 

June  2.  A special  communication  was  called  to  meet 
in  Wilmington,  in  compliance  with  the  resolution  passed  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  present  a jewel  to 
Past  Grand  Master  C.  H.  Robinson.  The  practice  of  present- 
ing jewels  to  the  retiring  Grand  Masters  was  instituted  some 
time  after  Brother  Robinson’s  term  as  Grand  Master  had 
expired.  Worshipful  Master  John  Thames  officiated. 

July  30.  A special  communication  was  held  at  St.  Pauls 
to  lay  the  cornerstone  of  their  new  graded  school  building. 
The  exercises  were  held  amid  a great  crowd  of  interested 
spectators.  The  Grand  Master  officiated. 

September  4.  There  was  a special  communication  at 
Gibson  to  lay  the  cornerstone  of  their  new  school  building. 
The  Master  of  Gibson  Lodge  officiated. 

September  5.  The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  in  special 
communication  at  Antioch,  Hoke  County,  to  lay  the  corner- 
stone of  a high  school  building.  This  is  one  of  the  best  com- 
munities of  the  State  and  the  people  are  making  advances 
along  all  lines.  The  Grand  Master  officiated. 

September  30.  A special  communication  was  called  to  lay 
the  cornerstone  of  a Baptist  church  at  Colerain,  N.  C.  Past 
Grand  Master  F.  D.  Winston  officiated. 

October  9.  The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  in  special 
communication  in  Gastonia  to  lay  the  cornerstone  of  their 
new  high  school  building.  This  will  be  a magnificent  structure 
costing  over  $50,000.00.  The  day  was  auspicious  and  all  went 
well.  Thousands  of  people  were  present  to  witness  the  cere- 
mony. The  Grand  Master  officiated. 
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November  18.  By  invitation  the  Grand  Lodge  held  a 
special  communication  with  American  George  Lodge,  No.  17, 
Murfreesboro,  N.  C.,  to  lay  the  cornerstone  of  a new  building 
for  Meherrin  Baptist  Church.  The  occasion  was  peculiarly  in- 
teresting as  this  is  one  of  the  oldest  church  organizations  in 
the  State.  It  was  organized  in  1729  and  has  had  an  honor- 
able history  through  the  years  that  have  passed.  The  Grand 
Master  officiated.

These  Lodges  are  all  well  located  and  bid  fair  to  become 
live  working  Lodges.  Several  of  them  have  already  had  the 
services  of  Grand  Lecturers  and  are  doing  fine  work. 

CHARTERS  RESTORED 

On  June  1,  I restored  the  charter  to  Anchor  Lodge,  No. 
234,  which  has  been  dormant  for  twenty  years.  Seven  of 
the  old  members  were  found  who  wanted  the  charter  restored. 
District  Deputy  H.  M.  Poteat  met  with  the  brethren,  opened 
the  Lodge  and  set  them  to  work. 

On  January  13,  1915,  I restored  the  charter  to  Mecklen- 
burg Lodge,  No.  176,  which  had  been  dormant  for  some  time. 
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DISPENSATION 

A most  acceptable  young  man  is  in  the  employ  of  the 
American  Tobacco  Co.  and  located  in  Turkey,  in  Europe. 
He  was  home  for  a short  time  and  desired  to  become  a Mason. 
The  Lodge  voted  unanimously  to  ask  for  dispensation  to  con- 
fer the  degrees  while  he  was  at  home.  I granted  the  dispen- 
sation. 

DECISIONS 

1.  The  entire  initiation  fee  for  all  the  degrees  must  ac- 
company the  petition  before  the  Lodge  can  accept  or  refer  it 
to  a Committee  of  Investigation.  (This  is  already  the  law.) 

2.  In  conferring  the  third  degree,  there  can  be  but  one 
construction  or  interpretation  placed  upon  the  meaning  and 
intent  of  Masonic  law.  The  first  and  third  sections  may  be 
conferred  upon  as  many  as  five  candidates  at  the  same  time ; 
but  the  second  section,  in  its  entirety,  must  be  conferred  upon 
each  candidate  separately  and  alone. 

3.  The  petition  of  a soldier  or  an  officer  in  the  United 
States  Army,  temporarily  stationed  near  a Lodge  under  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  cannot 
be  entertained  unless  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  become  a 
citizen  where  he  is  stationed  and  to  register  and  vote  in  the 
State  elections. 

4.  Two  men  of  exactly  the  same  name — not  related — live 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  a Lodge.  One  of  the  men  petitioned 
for  the  degrees  in  Masonry.  The  committee  made  an  unfavor- 
able report  and  black  balls  were  used.  It  soon  became  known, 
however,  that  the  committee  had  reported  on  the  wrong  man 
and  the  Lodge  had  voted  on  the  wrong  man. 

Held  : — That  the  whole  proceedings  were  null  and  void. 

The  committee  did  not  report  on  the  application  placed  in 
their  hands  nor  did  the  Lodge  vote  on  the  petition  of  the  man 
who  applied. 

Let  the  committee  do  its  duty,  make  report  on  the  proper 
man,  and  let  the  Lodge  ballot  on  the  proper  petition. 

MASONIC  DISTRICTS 

Heretofore  the  State  has  been  divided  into  thirty  Masonic 
districts.  There  have  been,  from  time  to  time,  complaints 
from  various  parts  of  the  State  that  the  Deputies  did  not  visit 
the  Lodges  and  some  of  them  seemed  to  pay  no  attention  to 
requests  for  visits.  In  many  instances  the  Deputies  had  more 
Lodges  under  their  supervision  that  they  could  visit.  In  some 
eases  districts  included  seven  or  eight  counties. 
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In  compliance  with  Sec.  45,  of  the  Constitution,  I request- 
ed the  principal  Grand  Officers  to  meet  me  in  Raleigh  to 
consider  the  situation. 

After  full  discussion  we  decided  to  divide  the  State  into 
such  districts  that  each  Deputy  would  have  as  nearly  ten 
Lodges  as  might  be,  hoping  that  he  could  visit  every  Lodge 
in  his  district  at  least  once  during  the  year. 

By  the  new  arrangement  we  have  forty-four  districts. 
It  required  some  time  to  secure  Deputies  for  so  many.  Two 
remain  unsupplied.  Notwithstanding  this  delay,  nearly  all 
of  the  Lodges  have  been  visited  one  or  more  times  according 
to  the  activity  of  the  Deputy. 

The  District  Deputy  has  more  opportunity  for  serving 
the  Craft  and  of  touching  the  Lodges  at  vital  points  than 
any  one  else.  I am  persuaded  that  already  the  new  arrange- 
ment has  justified  the  change. 

Some  of  our  districts  are  fortunate  in  having  strong 
ministers  of  the  gospel  for  their  Deputies,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  is  assuming  a new  roll  and  exercising  an  unusual  but 
pleasing  prerogative  in  confering  the  title  of  D.  D.  upon  these 
ministers. 

DISTRICT  MEETINGS 

In  quite  a number  of  the  Masonic  districts  enthusiastic 
meetings  have  been  held.  It  was  my  privilege  to  attend  several 
of  these  meetings.  On  account  of  conflicting  engagements  it 
was  impossible  to  reach  all  of  them.  Meetings  were  held  in 
Louisburg,  Gastonia,  Statesville,  Wilmington,  Jackson,  Bur- 
lington, Raleigh,  Rockingham,  Charlotte,  Salisbury,  Wake 
Forest,  Bryson  City,  Dunn,  Murfreesboro,  and  possibly  other 
places.  At  these  meetings  reports  were  made  from  the  various 
Lodges  of  the  district.  There  was  much  enthusiasm  manifested 
and  the  spirit  of  Masonry  made  itself  felt  in  the  community 
where  they  were  held. 

At  most  of  these  meetings  degrees  were  conferred  upon 
real  candidates,  and  there  was  an  earnest  effort  to  excel  in  the 
authorized  work  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  All  of  the  district  meet- 
ings were  well  attended.  At  some  of  them  I found  as  many 
as  three  hundred  Masons  present. 

I hope  that  the  interest  shown  on  these  occasions  indicates 
a Masonic  revival  in  the  State.  They  are  pregnant  with  possi- 
bilities, and  I trust  that  they  will  be  held  in  every  district 
during  the  coming  year. 

Many  of  the  Lodges  are  isolated  and  away  from  the  gene- 
ral circulation  of  Masonic  activity.  In  the  district  meetings, 
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under  the  guidance  of  a skillful  Deputy,  there  is  great  oppor- 
tunity for  fostering  and  encouraging  these  weak  Lodges. 

SCHOOLS  OF  INSTRUCTION 

Some  Lodges  are  laboring  under  great  disadvantages, 
having  hardly  a member  who  knows  the  work  well  enough 
to  prepare,  properly,  a candidate  for  advancement.  I would 
like  to  recommend  that  each  district  establish  a “School  of 
Instruction  ” to  which  all  of  the  officers  and  members  may  go 
for  aid  in  learning  the  work.  These  schools  should  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  Lecturers. 

INTERSTATE  COURTESIES 

Peace  and  good-fellowship  have  characterized  our  re- 
lations with  all  of  the  Grand  bodies  with  which  we  are  in 
fraternal  relation.  There  has  been  a large  amount  of  corres- 
pondence with  other  Grand  Lodges  adjusting  matters,  such  as 
conferring  degrees  by  courtesy,  explaining  the  manner  of 
procedure  under  certain  conditions,  the  appointment  of  rep- 
resentatives, and  the  exchange  of  ideas  in  regard  to  Masonic 
law. 

CONFERENCE  OF  ORPHANAGE  WORKERS 

On  December  1st,  a request  came  to  me  to  appoint  three 
delegates  to  assist  in  the  formation  of  a Conference  of  Orphan- 
age Workers  from  all  of  the  fraternal  and  church  orphan 
houses  in  the  State.  Accordingly  I requested  R.  L.  Brown, 
Superintendent  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  Bro.  J.  J. 
Phoenix,  of  Greensboro,  and  Prof,  P.  P.  Hobgood,  of  Oxford, 
to  attend  this  meeting.  These  brethren  were  present  and 
assisted  in  the  organization  of  the  conference. 

TO  EXEMPLIFY  THE  WORK 

Rockingham  Lodge,  No.  495,  kindly  offered,  at  its  own 
expense,  to  exemplify  one  of  the  degrees  at  this  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  The  brethren  who  will  do  the  work  desire  an 
opportunity  of  putting  it  on  in  the  very  best  form,  and  I hope 
the  Grand  Lodge  will  afford  them  every  necessary  facility. 

THE  BAYLISS  CASE 

No  doubt  the  brethren  are  familiar  with  the  case  brought 
against  the  Grand  Lodge  by  one  M.  W.  Bayliss,  of  New  York. 
At  a recent  term  of  Forsyth  Superior  Court  the  case  was  de- 
cided in  favor  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Grateful  acknowledg- 
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rnent  is  due  our  faithful  attorneys,  Hon.  S.  M.  Gattis,  Hon. 
A.  B.  Andrews,  Jr.,  and  the  firm  of  Alexander,  Parrish  & 
Korner,  for  the  able  manner  in  which  the  trial  was  conducted, 
and  I hope  this  Grand  Lodge  will  recognize  their  valuable 
services  in  some  fitting  way. 

the  code 

One  year  ago  the  new  Masonic  Code  was  adopted.  It  has 
proved  to  be  a valuable  revision  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  a convenient  digest  of  the  standing  regu- 
lations. The  final  indexing  and  printing  in  permanent  form 
has  been  postponed  until  after  the  meeting  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  so  that  all  corrections,  additions,  and  changes  may 
be  made  before  the  book  is  printed,  as  we  want  it  to  go  out 
as  nearly  complete  as  possible. 

All  of  the  forms  and  ceremonies  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  will  be  included,  and  an  exhaustive  index  will  be  made 
to  the  whole  volume. 

BRO.  J.  M.  CLARKE,  OF  SHOAL  CREEK  LODGE,  NO.  518 

Bro.  J.  M.  Clarke  was  expelled  from  Shoal  Creek  Lodge 
about  eighteen  months  ago.  He  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
but  failed  to  have  his  appeal  in  proper  shape,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  sustained  the  action  of  the  subordinate  Lodge.  Since 
that  time  Bro.  M.  W.  Bell,  District  Deputy,  has  made  investi- 
gation into  the  case  and  finds  that  the  action  of  the  Lodge  in 
expelling  Brother  Clarke  was  not  legal.  He  recommends  that 
a committee  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  review  the 
ease.  I hope  this  will  be  done. 

MASONIC  AND  EASTERN  STAR  HOME 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  visit  the  Home  and  to  mingle 
with  our  guests  in  the  Institution.  My  dream  of  years  is  being 
fully  realized  in  the  condition  I found  in  and  throughout  the 
entire  premises.  The  buildings  are  modern  in  every  respect; 
they  are  comfortable  and  well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  our 
great  project.  I found  the  inmates  well  cared  for  and  happy. 
As  I greeted  these  old  men  and  women  it  made  me  glad  that  I 
had  some  little  part  in  preparing  a comfortable  place  for  them 
in  their  declining  years — a place  where  absolute  want  should 
not  grind  out  their  last  days  in  bitterness. 

These  old  friends  seem  so  thankful  for  what  the  Masons 
have  done  and  are  doing  for  them.  Their  voices  quivered  and 
tears  filled  their  eyes  as  they  told  me  how  they  appreciate  the 
Home  and  the  comforts  it  furnishes  them. 
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There  are  now  nineteen  guests  in  the  Home  and  we  must 
by  some  means  prepare  to  accommodate  forty  just  as  soon  as 
possible  for  they  are  in  the  State,  aged  and  infirm,  and  they 
need  our  protection.  It  will  require  three  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  ($3,500.00)  more  than  the  Institution  now 
receives  to  care  for,  in  a proper  manner,  the  additional  num- 
ber, and  maintain  the  Home. 

Brethren,  do  as  I have  done,  visit  the  Home  and  see  for 
yourselves. 

OXFORD  ORPHAN  ASYLUM 

For  forty  years  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  has  been 
before  the  people  of  North  Carolina,  and  has  been  considered 
the  crowning  glory  in  Masonic  achievement.  Thousands  of 
little  waifs  have  been  collected,  trained  and  prepared  for  the 
various  avenues  of  livelihood.  The  people  of  the  State  have 
looked  on  with  genuine  admiration,  the  work  of  Masonry  in 
establishing  and  maintaining  the  noble  Institution.  Its  in- 
fluence has  been  like  a flood  of  golden  sunshine,  warming  and 
cheering  into  new  life  and  hope  the  remnants  of  saddened 
homes,  the  friendless  orphans.  The  sympathetic  touch  of  a 
Father’s  hand  from  above  has  moved  the  hearts  of  men  and 
women  to  prayer  and  offerings  for  the  care  and  support  of 
God’s  little  ones.  The  Great  Teacher  while  on  earth  taught 
that  “Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these, 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me.” 

Yet  it  is  well  for  us  to  take  our  latitude  and  departure  and 
learn  our  bearings.  It  costs  about  $52,000.00  per  year  to 
run  the  Institution.  The  Lodges  contribute  about  $6,000.00; 
the  singing  class  earns  $12,000.00 ; the  shops  and  printing 
office  turn  in  perhaps  $2,000.00 ; the  farm  about  $2,000.00 ; 
the  Grand  Lodge  furnishes  $5,000.00 ; Thanksgiving,  Christ- 
mas and  other  voluntary  offerings  about  $5,000.00;  and  the 
State  appropriation  $20,000.00.  This  indicates  that  the 
Lodges  contribute  directly  less  than  12  per  cent,  of  the  cost 
of  maintaining  the  Orphanage. 

The  Directors  of  the  Asylum  were  instructed  to  erect  a 
building  for  orphan  children  under  the  age  formerly  required. 
The  building  has  been  completed  and  is  ready  for  the  children. 
It  will  take  $4,500.00  additional  funds  to  maintain  the  new 
department.  The  Grand  Lodge  funds  will  not  be  sufficient  for 
the  increase.  In  this  our  dilemma  what  shall  be  done  ? 
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OBSERVATIONS NOT  RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  Every  Mason  who  presents  himself  to  visit  a Lodge 
should  be  required  to  exhibit  his  receipt  for  Lodge  dues  to 
date. 

2.  The  minimum  initiation  fee  should  be  $20.00,  and  the 
minimum  annual  Lodge  dues  should  be  $2.00.  Small  initiation 
fees  will  not  attract  the  most  desirable  men,  nor  will  a reason- 
able fee  prevent  worthy  men  from  seeking  admission  to  Ma- 
sonry. Thinking  people  have  but  little  respect  for  cheap 
Masonry. 

3.  The  hall  of  every  Masonic  Lodge  should  be  made  as 
attractive  as  the  Lodge  can  afford.  Cold,  bare,  walls  and  hard 
benches  have  chilled  the  ardor  of  many  a Mason.  Make  the 
rooms  inviting. 

4.  Only  the  recognized  “work”  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
should  be  taught.  Some  Lodges  are  a law  unto  themselves. 

5.  No  appropriations  should  be  made  in  anticipation  of 
funds  which  may  come  in  next  fall.  Our  financial  system 
should  make  it  possible  for  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  meet 
promptly  every  authorized  demand  upon  the  treasury. 

6.  Every  Lodge  should , encourage  the  dissemination  of 
Masonic  literature.  Turn  the  Lodge  into  a Masonic  reading 
room. 

7.  There  is  a diversity  of  opinion  as  to  what  is  necessary 
to  be  in  “Good  standing”  in  the  Lodge. 

8.  Lodges  should  require  all  candidates  to  pass  exami- 
nations on  the  third  degree  just  as  is  required  in  the  others 
for  advancement. 

9.  The  Grand  Lodge  should  not  impose  heavy  financial 
burdens  upon  the  subordinate  Lodges.  It  is  painfully  true 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  needs  money  for  the  Orphanage  and 
other  objects,  but  there  is  a limit. 

NECROLOGY 

Those  of  us  who  are  accustomed  to  assemble  here  from 
year  to  year  miss  some  familiar  faces  who  since  our  last  annual 
communication  have  been  summoned  by  the  Grim  Messenger. 
Among  these  are : 

Bro.  N.  B.  Broughton  who  forty  years  was  an  active 
member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  for  many  years  a 
faithful  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum.  He  was  a successful  man  of  affairs  and 
possessed  a strong  personality.  We  shall  miss  him. 

Bro.  A.  L.  Parker,  one  of  the  Assistant  Grand  Lecturers, 
was  well  equipped  for  the  responsible  position  which  he  held. 
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In  his  community  he  was  highly  esteemed  for  his  interest  in  all 
local  affairs.  A modest  but  good  man  has  gone  from  us. 

Col.  J.  M.  Craig,  District  Deputy,  was  well  known  over 
the  State.  For  twenty-five  years  he  was  actively  connected 
with  the  State  militia,  and  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  his 
comrades  as  well  as  by  the  State  and  national  authorities, 
lie  was  honored  for  his  worth  and  right  nobly  he  measured 
up  to  the  trust  imposed  in  him. 

Many  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  have  been  called  to  bear 
to  the  Silent  City  of  the  Dead  some  of  their  brightest  and  best 
members.  We  extend  sympathy  to  the  Lodges  and  to  the 
loved  ones  of  those  who  have  departed.

Grand  Secretary  s Report 


The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

It  is  with  genuine  pride  and  pleasure  that  I come  before 
you  once  more  to  make  this  my  twentieth  Annual  Report  as 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina. 

Nearly  all  of  the  Lodges  in  this  State  have  made  their 
reports  this  year,  and  the  figures  that  I present  to  you  in  this 
report  are  more  full  and  complete  than  they  have  ever  been 
in  any  previous  year. 

NEW  LODGES 

New  Lodges  have  been  established  under  the  dispensation 
of  the  Grand  Master  as  follows :

County.

No  Lodge  during  the  year  has  surrendered  its  charter,  but 
the  dispensation  granted  Dothan  Lodge,  at  Dothan,  in  Colum- 
bus County,  and  the  dispensation  granted  Bladen  Lodge,  at 
Elizabethtown,  in  Bladen  County,  have  been  returned  and 
these  Lodges  have  ceased  to  work  under  the  dispensations 
granted  them.  The  same  is  true  in  regard  to  Oval  Lodge, 
at  Oval,  in  Ashe  County,  which  Lodge  was  granted  permission 
to  return  its  dispensation  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand 


Lodge.

You  will  see  from  the  statement  above  that  only  928 
Master  Masons  withdrew  during  the  past  Masonic  Year, 
whereas  in  my  last  report  to  this  Grand  Body  last  year  there 
were  1,095  Master  Masons  that  were  excluded  and  withdrawn. 
This  number  is  still  too  large,  but  I believe  an  improvement 
will  be  shown  during  the  coming  year.  At  our  last  Annual 
Communication  in  adopting  the  new  Code,  we  abolished  the 
practice  of  excluding  members  for  non-payment  of  dues.  A 
practice  had  grown  up  in  a good  many  Lodges  to  exclude  the 
members  that  had  not  paid  their  dues  during  the  year,  and 
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they  did  not  pay  the  per  capita  tax  on  these  members  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  whereas  these  members  were  reinstated  fre- 
quently soon  after  the  report  was  sent  in  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 
I believe  the  present  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  going  to  work 
in  a satisfactory  manner,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  there  will 
be  fewer  non-affiliate  Masons  in  North  Carolina.

In  accordance  with  my  usual  custom,  I bring  forward  the 
receipts  and  membership  of  this  year  and  compare  them  with 
the  receipts  and  membership  twenty  years  ago,  which  will 
show  the  growth  of  Masonry  in  this  State  during  that  time. 

In  the  year  1895  the  receipts  from  all  sources  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  were  $4,779.50.  The  total  receipts  for  the 
present  year,  as  shown  above,  are  $25,505.07,  which  is  an  in- 
crease in  receipts  of  over  500  per  cent. 

In  the  year  1895  the  number  of  Masons  in  the  State, 
in  good  standing,  was  9,842.  We  now  have  a membership  of 
23,969,  which  shows  the  wonderful  growth  in  our  membership. 
These  statements  show  splendid  growth  both  in  receipts  and 
membership,  and  as  previously  stated,  should  be  exceedingly 
gratifying  to  every  member  of  our  order  in  the  State. 

CARD  SYSTEM 

In  my  report*  last  year  I stated  that  it  has  been  my  pur- 
pose and  desire  for  several  years  to  prepare  a complete  card 
system  which  would  give  the  Masonic  record  and  standing 
of  every  Mason  in  the  State.  I recommended  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  make  an  appropriation  of  $600.00  for  clerical  help  to 
aid  in  the  preparation  of  this  work.  Immediately  after  the 
session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  last  year  the  services  of  Miss 
Lilly  Bradley  was  secured  to  assist  me  in  this  work.  We 
prepared  a card  on  which  we  placed  the  name  of  the  member 
of  each  Lodge,  and  the  name  and  number  of  the  Lodge  to 
which  each  member  belonged.  We  took  the  returns  which  had 
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been  sent  in  from  all  the  subordinate  Lodges  in  the  State  and 
filled  out  a card  for  each  member  given  in  the  returns.  We 
then  sent  these  cards,  together  with  a number  of  blank  cards, 
to  the  Secretary  of  each  subordinate  Lodge  in  the  State,  and 
requested  them  to  complete  the  cards  as  far  as  possible,  and 
return  them  to  us. 

On  these  cards  is  given  the  date  of  initiation,  passing  and 
raising  of  each  brother;  a place  for  the  date  of  Ids  affiliation, 
reinstatement,  etc.  There  is  also  a place  on  the  card  for  the 
date  of  birth,  and  the  date  of  death  of  each  brother,  and  also 
for  any  information  concerning  every  member  that  was  ever 
connected  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina. 

We  have  gone  to  considerable  trouble  and  expense  in  pre- 
paring these  cards  and  in  sending  them  out  to  the  Secretaries 
throughout  the  State.  Up  to  the  present  time  these  cards  have 
been  returned  from  202  Lodges.  This,  you  will  see,  leaves 
a considerable  number  of  Lodges  yet  to  be  heard  from. 

As  soon  as  the  cards  are  returned  from  the  Secretaries 
of  the  subordinate  Lodges  they  are  checked  back  through 
all  the  old  files  and  we  add  all  the  information  that  we  can 
gather  concerning  each  individual  brother. 

As  fast  as  the  membership  cards  of  the  several  Lodges 
are  completed,  the  cards  are  thrown  into  a general  index, 
alphabetically  arx-anged.  If  we  can  get  all  of  these  cards 
back  completed  with  the  information  desired,  we  will  then 
have  a full  and  complete  Masonic  record  of  every  Mason  that 
was  ever  connected  with  this  Grand  Body.  We  can  then  refer 
to  this  record  at  any  time,  and  almost  in  a moment’s  time 
we  will  be  able  to  give  the  Masonic  record  and  standing  of 
every  Mason  who  ever  lived  in  this  State.  This  is  a very 
important  work  and  will  be  valuable  to  the  Grand  Lodge  as 
the  years  roll  on,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Secre- 
taries of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  who  have  not  yet  filled 
out  the  cards  sent  them  and  returned  them  to  this  office,  will 
do  so  as  promptly  as  possible,  so  that  during  the  coming 
year  this  card  system  can  be  completed  and  put  in  perfect 
operation. 

1 recommend  that  the  same  appropriation  be  made  for 
this  purpose  during  the  coming  year  so  that  the  card  system 
can  be  completed  and  the  files  be  perfected. 

The  card  system  has  already  shown  its  usefulness  several 
times  during  the  past  year,  as  we  have  been  able  to  give  in- 
formation concerning  old  brethren  that  has  been  valuable  to 
their  descendents. 
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FEE  OP  ONE  DOLLAR  ON  EACH  INITIATE 

At  our  last  Annual  Communication  a resolution  was 
adopted  providing  for  a fee  of  $1.00  on  each  initiate  taken  into 
the  Lodge  during  the  year.  This  charge,  or  additional  ex- 
pense, to  the  subordinate  Lodges  has  caused  considerable 
discussion  and  confusion  among  the  Craft.  I am  fully  con-  ’ 
vinced  that  unless  this  Grand  Lodge  is  ready  and  willing  to 
pay  the  mileage  of  at  least  one  representative  from  each 
subordinate  Lodge  attending  the  Annual  Communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  that  this  additional  charge  of  $1.00  on 
each  initiate  should  be  abolished.  We  have  been  gradually  in- 
creasing our  per  capita  tax  from  time  to  time  until  we  are  now 
charging  a tax  of  $1.00  on  each  member  in  the  subordinate 
Lodges,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  this  is  the  limit  to  which 
we  can,  or  should  go. 

This  increase  has  been  made  necessary  in  order  to  meet 
the  increasing  appropriations  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  It 
is  a glorious  thing  to  be  generous  and  benevolent,  and  a Ma- 
son’s heart  thrills  with  fervent  love  and  deepest  sympathy 
when  touching  appeals  are  made  to  him,  and  at  such  times  we 
too  often  allow  our  better  business  judgment  to  be  warped  by 
our  tender  love  and  sympathy.  A note  of  warning  was  sound- 
ed at  our  last  Annual  Communication  by  a member  of  our 
Finance  Committee,  but  we  heeded  it  not  and  continued  to 
increase  appropriations  and  make  new  appropriations.  The 
result  was  that  we  were  compelled  to  adopt  a resolution  charg- 
ing tlie  extra  fee  of  $1.00  on  each  initiate.  Masons  should 
always  be  generous  and  as  charitable  as  our  ability  will  justify, 
because  charity  and  benevolence  are  cardinal  virtues  of  Ma- 
sonry. We  should  exert  every  reasonable  effort  to  support 
and  maintain  as  liberally  as  we  can  the  noble  Institution  that 
justly  claims  our  love  and  loyalty.  We  should  aid  every 
worthy  cause  that  applies  to  us  as  far  as  our  means  extend, 
and  should  even  stretch  our  ability  if  necessary  at  times,  but 
there  is  a limit  even  to  a Mason’s  generosity,  and  this  Grand 
Lodge  should  not  make  the  mistake  of  allowing  its  generous 
heart  to  run  away  with  its  better  judgment  and  thereby  heap 
burdens  upon  the  subordinate  Lodges  that  they  are  unable  to 
bear.  In  other  words,  we  must  not  make  Masonry  too  ex- 
pensive to  be  enjoyed  even  by  the  poorest  man  in  our  Grand 
Jurisdiction,  provided  he  has  the  heart  and  mind  of  a Mason 
and  desires  to  enjoy  its  privileges  and  blessings.

Grand  Orator  s Address 


The  Gi’and  Orator,  Bro.  R.  C.  Dunn,  was  then  intro- 
duced by  the  Grand  Master,  and  delivered  the  annual  address, 
which,  on  motion  was  ordered  printed  in  the  Proceedings,  and 
a vote  of  thanks  unanimously  extended  to  the  Grand  Orator, 
Bro.  R.  C.  Dunn,  by  a rising  vote. 

The  following  remarks  were  made  by  Bro.  F.  D.  Winston 
in  making  the  motion  to  have  the  address  printed  in  the 
Proceedings : 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master: 

The  eloquent  speaker  has  been  pleased  to  refer  in  terms 
of  high  compliment  to  those  who  have  preceded  him  in  the 
important  office  of  Grand  Orator. 

I entered  this  Grand  Lodge  a quarter  of  a century  gone. 
I have  heard  the  great  orations  of  our  most  worthy  brethren 
in  turgid  prose  and  eloquent  verse.  The  brethren  named  by 
him  were.  Dunn  is. 

For  eloquence  of  diction,  for  graceful  delive  ry,  for  smooth 
description,  for  accurate  historical  narrative,  for  lofty  pur- 
pose, for  direct  and  positive  counsel,  for  gracious  consider- 
ation of  the  weak  and  urgent  plea  for  their  strengthening; 
for  clear  and  comprehensive  statement  of  the  purposes  and 
spirit  of  our  ancient,  sacred  and  humane  Institution ; for  bold, 
yet  truthful,  warning  of  the  evils  without  and  within;  for 
high  hope  of  the  broadening  influences  of  Masonry  upon  the 
lives  and  fortunes  of  those  within  our  tiled  walls  and  the 
world  without,  I do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  magnificent 
oration  we  have  heard,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  equal  of  any  in 
the  past,  and  those  who  come  after  will  find  difficulty  in 
maintaining  the  high  standard  of  excellence  Brother  Dunn’s 
oration  has  set.  I move  that  a copy  be  requested  for  publi- 
cation and  that  Ave  return  our  thanks  by  a rising  vote. 

GRAND  orator’s  ADDRESS 
Most  Worshipful  Master: 

I would  not  be  human  did  I not  greatly  appreciate  the 
honor  you  have  done  me  in  appointing  me  Orator  for  this  the 
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one  hundred  and  twenty-eighth  Annual  Communication  of 
this  Grand  Lodge.  And  while  1 am  not  unmindful  of  the 
futile  efforts  of  which  anyone  would  be  guilty  who  endeavored 
to  equal  the  lamented  Busbee,  the  eloquent  Carlyle,  and  the 
gifted  Winston,  whose  orations  have  made  this  position  illus- 
trious in  the  annals  of  Masonry  in  North  Carolina,  yet,  with 
your  permission,  Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren,  without 
oratory,  for  I am  not  an  orator,  without  elequence,  for  I have 
no  eloquence,  but  in  sincerity  and  in  truth  and  with  an  abiding 
love  for  Masonry,  I would  address  you  to-night  on  the  first 
two  words  of  the  ancient  definition  of  Masonry : ‘ ‘ Masonry 
is  a beautiful  system  of  morality  veiled  in  allegory  and 
illustrated  by  symbol.”  It  shall  be  my  purpose  to  show  you 
that  Masonry  Is  in  spite  of:  (1),  Outside  Opposition,  and 
(2),  the  Apathy  and  Indifference  of  its  Own  Members. 

It  may  be,  my  brethren,  that  when  harmony  first  dis- 
played its  charms,  Masonry  was  born.  It  may  be  that  when 
the  plains  of  Babylon,  the  waters  of  the  Euphrates  and  the 
Tigris,  witnessed  the  world’s  activities,  Masonry  was  present. 
It  may  he  that  Masonry  could  tell  us  of  the  glories  of  Egypt 
when  Egypt  was  indeed  glorious;  that  her  sons  could  point 
with  pride  to  the  part  they  played  in  the  building  of  the 
Pyramids,  those  silent  monuments  of  an  unknown  purpose. 
It  may  be  that  when  Jerusalem  was  the  dwelling  place  of 
the  wisest  of  Earth’s  mortals,  she  was  there.  It  may  be  that 
when  Israel  was  the  chosen  people  of  God,  she  was  amongst 
them,  and  mingled  her  voice  with  theirs  as  they  cried,  “For 
He  is  good ; for  His  mercy  endureth  forever.  ’ ’ It  may  be 
that  her  votaries  were  present  when  Solomon  builded,  that 
they  witnessed  the  destruction  of  his  work,  and  the  completion 
of  the  second  temple.  It  may  be  that  she  heard  the  voice  of 
Alexander  as  he  cried  for  more  worlds  to  conquer;  that  she 
witnessed  the  Roman  legions  as  they  enveloped  the  earth  and 
their  country,  as  she  sank  beneath  the  turbulent  waters  of  her 
unholy  ambitions.  It  may  be  that  she  could  tell  of  the  birth 
of  the  lowly  Nazarene,  how  He  ministered,  how  He  suffer- 
ed, how  He  died.  It  may  be  that  it  witnessed  the  fortunes  of 
the  Cross  as  in  the  years  that  followed  it  battled  with  the 
crescent  and  in  turn  they  triumphed.  I doubt  not  she  wit- 
nessed the  changes  of  the  onrushing  centuries,  saw  kingdoms 
rise  and  fall,  saw  empires  swept  away,  saw  monarchs  and 
despots  deposed,  saw  dogmas  and  creeds  and  religions  spring 
up  and  witnessed  their  funeral  rites  at  treason’s  hands.  Ma- 
sonry is  indeed  ancient.  Of  its  antiquity  we  have  abundant 
proof ; in  it  w^e  rightfully  glory.  But  in  its  antiquity,  tonight, 
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I am  not  concerned.  I glory  in  the  fact  not  so  much  that 
Masonry  was,  that  it  has  been,  that  it  will  be,  but  that  it  is — 
a reality,  a certainty,  a potentiality,  a power  that  is  exercising 
its  influence  for  good  upon  the  thoughts,  the  deeds,  the  acts, 
upon  the  conduct  and  the  morals  of  the  world.  “Masonry  Is.” 
“ Masonry  Is.” 

“Masonry  Is”,  I hear  the  glad  fact  proclaimed  by  the 
orphan  in  every  land,  as  fatherless,  motherless,  homeless,  in 
her  he  finds  both  home  and  parents. 

“Masonry  Is”,  I hear  the  widow  cry,  and  I see  her  larder 
full  and  her  eye  bright  with  renewed  hope  as  poverty’s  curse 
is  lifted. 

“Masonry  Is”,  I see  it  emblazoned  above  the  portals  of 
the  home,  and  within  mother,  sister,  wife,  and  daughter  rest 
secure. 

“Masonry  Is”,  I hear  the  brother  shout,  and  the  fallen 
one  has  been  reclaimed,  the  lost  one  has  been  found. 

“Masonry  Is ”,  I catch  the  joyous  whisper  of  the  aged  and 
infirm  as,  within  Masonry’s  home,  in  peace  they  greet  the 
sunset  of  their  lives,  ‘ ‘ as  fast  falls  the  eventide.  ’ ’ 

“Masonry  Is”,  the  lonely  wanderer  exclaims  as,  in 
strange  and  foreign  land,  the  mystic  sign  is  answered  and  a 
brother’s  plea  is  met. 

“Masonry  Is”,  admits  the  uninitiated  and  wonders  at  the 
mystic  brotherhood. 

“Masonry  Is”,  realizes  a jealous  rival  and  attempts  an 
imitation. 

“ Masonry  Is”,  rejoices  the  world,  and  the  world  is  better. 

While  our  archives  are  rich  in  the  history  of  the  grand 
achievements  of  Free  Masonry  in  the  past,  and  we  love  to 
hear  it  told  in  song  and  story,  yet  it  is  not  enough  to  lie  able 
to  trace  its  existence  amid  the  rubbish  and  ruins  of  an  ancient 
temple ; to  know  that  Solomon,  when  arrayed  in  all  his  glory, 
wore  the  white  apron  of  our  Fraternity  and  that  kings  and 
princes  have  not  considered  it  derogatory  to  their  dignity 
to  patronize  our  arts  and  encourage  our  assemblies.  Although 
we  glory  in  that  fact  and  in  every  good  and  high  tradition 
of  Masonry,  we  should,  above  all,  remember  that  we  are  living 
in  the  most  practical  age  of  the  world’s  existence  and  that 
we  are  judged  by  our  conduct  and  action  of  today.  Masonry 
has  now  become  the  child  of  a modern  life  and  the  hand-maid 
of  a living  existence.  We  are  living  in  the  present  and  should 
prize  our  order  high  if  it  be  able  to  meet  the  present  con- 
ditions, if  it  be  able  to  establish  the  fact  that  it  is  living, 
moving,  having  its  being  in  the  present  time  and  exercising

its  influence  on  the  present  world ; we  should  prize  it  more 
if  it  he  able  to  meet  the  present  requirements,  if  it  fulfills  the 
present  expectations,  than  for  any  shield  of  heraldry  that 
pride  may  desire  or  fiction  authenticate. 

Long  ages  ago  the  temple  built  by  Solomon  and  our 
ancient  brethren  sank  into  ruin  when  the  Assyrian  armies 
sacked  Jerusalem.  That  magnificent  structure  is  a thing  of 
the  past.  The  rebuilded  temple  has  long  since  passed  away; 
mouldering  stones  no  longer  mark  the  place  where  once 
stood  those  mighty  walls.  The  cedar  beams  have  crumbled  into 
dust;  the  gold  and  silver  jewels,  with  which  its  vessels  and 
walls  were  made  and  inlaid,  have  been  scattered  throughout 
the  wide,  wide  world;  the  Holy  City  is  a mass  of  hovels; 
cowering  under  the  dominion  of  the  Crescent  and  the  Holy 
Land  is  a desert;  the  kings  of  Egypt  and  Assyria  are  for- 
gotten and  their  histories  mere  fables.  The  ancient  Orient 
is  a shattered  wreck,  bleaching  on  the  shores  of  time,  and  the 
wolf  and  the  jackal  howl  amid  the  ruins  of  Thebes  and  of 
Tyre  and  the  sculptured  images  of  the  temples  and  palaces 
of  Babylon  and  Nineveh  are  dug  from  their  ruins  and  carried 
into  strange  and  foreign  lands. 

The  world  has  passed  through  a series  of  alternate  changes 
— society  has  exhibited  a succession  of  civilization  and  bar- 
barism, of  light  and  darkness — systems  of  philosophy,  natural, 
intellectual  and  moral  have  sprung  up,  flourished  and  de- 
cayed, science  supercedes  the  honors  of  one  generation  of 
her  votaries  by  the  labors  and  discoveries  of  the  next;  forms 
of  government,  weighty  in  their  days,  have  passed  away  into 
oblivion,  and  the  names  of  their  venerated  or  dreaded  founders 
have  been  consigned  to  the  voiceless  silence  of  the  nameless 
dust,  the  wrecks  of  multitudes  of  societies,  which  have  en- 
joyed popular  favor  for  a season  and  floated  for  a while 
upon  the  unruffled  sea  of  success,  strew  the  beach  of  time. 
Masonry  alone  remains,  the  sole  representative,  the  living 
type  of  those  ancient  and  venerable  fraternities.

His  prayer  was  granted;  high  as  Heaven  behold 
Palace  and  pyramid.  The  brimming  tide  of  lavish  Nile 
Washed  all  his  land  with  gold. 

Armies  of  slaves  toiled  ant-wise  at  his  feet; 

World-circling  traffic  roared  through  mart  and  street. 

His  priests  were  gods,  his  spice-balmed  kings  enshrined 
Set  death  at  naught  in  rock-ribbed  charnels  deep. 

Seek  Pharoah’s  race  today,  and  you  will  find 
Rust  and  moth,  silence  and  dusty  deep.

The  Pharoahs  knew  him  as  his  compass  set  the  base  of 
pyramid, 

He  outlives  the  beauty  of  the  Greek,  the  might  of  ancient 
Rome; 

For  charity  survives,  while  wanes  unstable  wealth  and  power. 
Seek  ye  the  Mason?  Ye  find  today  in  every  land. 

No  fire  consumes  him,  neither  floods  devour — 

Immortal  he  holds  the  lamp  of  love  within  his  hand!” 

Masonry  alone,  amici  the  flux  and  reflux  in  the  great  tide 
in  the  affairs  of  men,  in  spite  of  the  jealousies  of  power,  the 
frowns  of  tyrants,  the  persecutions  of  despotism,  the  anathe- 
mas of  bigotry,  and  the  exercration  of  superstition,  has  stood 
firm  and  undaunted;  and,  from  her  commanding  eminence, 
looks  down  upon  the  stream  of  time  and  beholds  the  wrecks 
and  desolations  of  the  ages  and  generations  strewed  along  its 
bosom  and  floated  away  by  its  impetuous  resistless  current. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  morning  drum  that  welcomes  the 
flag  of  the  British  Dominions  never  ceases  its  constant  roll. 
The  same  may  be  truly  said  of  Masonry,  the  same  in  her 
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principles  and  her  teachings  as  she  was  a thousand  years 
ago.  The  bright  orb  of  day  in  his  diurnal  revolution  finds 
eacli  hour  some  hallowed  spot,  the  home  of  the  Mason,  the 
domicile  of  the  Lodge,  on  which  to  shed  his  rays  of  light  and 
heat.  Leaving  the  shore  of  Asia  and  the  tribal  Lodges  of  the 
East,  he  looks  down  on  the  brethren  assembling  amid  the 
populous  cities  of  Europe,  cheers  the  solitary  disciples  in  the 
great  deserts  of  Africa,  and,  still  continuing  his  course,  he 
sees  Masonry  welcoming  its  millions  to  its  holy  altars  in  our 
own  hemisphere.  Everywhere  now  may  the  Mason  find  a 
home.  From  East  to  West,  from  North  to  South,  wherever 
dwells  civilized  man,  there  her  temples  are  erected,  and  the 
fires  burn  brightly  on  her  altar.  At  no  time  since  God  said, 
“Let  there  he  Light,  and  there  was  Light,”  has  Masonry  been 
more  widely  spread  than  at  the  present  hour.  Never  were  its 
members  more  numerous,  never  were  its  votaries  more  active. 
Wherever  the  principles  of  heavenly  truths  pour  down  their 
rays,  there  are  they  reflected  from  some  jewel  of  our  Order, 
there  are  they  received  and  cherished  in  the  heart  and  made 
manifest  in  the  life  of  some  member  of  the  Craft.  And  yet 
there  is  no  country  of  the  civilized  world,  where  Masonry 
has  existed,  in  which  opposition  to  it  has  not  from  time  to 
time  exhibited  itself.  England,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VI., 
forbade  Masons  to  confederate  in  chapters  and  congregations. 
France,  fearing  that  the  Masons  concealed  within  the  recesses 
of  their  Lodges,  made  designs  hostile  to  the  government,  at- 
tempted to  prohibit  their  meetings.  In  Germany,  the  malice 
of  a few  females  had  been  excited  by  their  disappointed 
curiosity  and  an  appeal  to  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa  brought 
forth  an  order  for  apprehending  all  Masons  when  assembled 
in  their  Lodges.  Holland,  Italy,  Portugal,  Spain  and  even 
Scotland,  from  time  to  time,  have  prohibited  and  persecuted. 
The  Church  of  Rome  issued  its  edict  “that  no  person  shall  dare 
to  assemble  at  any  Lodge  of  the  said  society,  nor  be  present 
at  any  of  their  meetings,  under  pain  of  death  and  con- 
fiscation of  goods,  the  said  penalty  to  be  without  hope  of 
pardon.”  Our  own  country  has  not  been  free  from  the 
blighting  influence  of  this  demon  of  fanaticism.  America  is 
the  only  place  where  opposition  to  Masonry  assumed  the 
form  of  a political  party  and  it  remained  for  a President  of  the 
United  States,  whose  credulity  had  been  wrought  upon  and 
whose  prejudices  had  been  excited  against  Masonry  by  dis- 
honest and  selfish  politicians  who  were  anxious,  at  any  sacri- 
fice to  him,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  influence  of  his  com- 
manding talents  and  position  in  public  life,  to  sustain  them 
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in  the  disreputable  work  in  which  they  were  enlisted — it 
remained  for  John  Quincey  Adams  to  unite  his  energies  in 
an  impracticable  and  unworthy  war  against  Masonry.  Ma- 
sonry or  anti-Masonry  was  the  issue  and  at  the  polls  the 
people  of  the  United  States  refused  to  be  led  by  a party  of 
fanatics  who  sought  to  use  their  opposition  to  Free  Masonry 
merely  as  a stepping-stone  to  their  own  advancement  to  office 
and  the  public  virtue  of  the  masses  of  the  American  peo- 
ple repudiated  a party  which  was  based  on  such  corrupt  and 
mercenary  views  and  its  ephemeral  existence  was  followed  by 
a total  annihilation. 

The  theologian,  whose  sentiments  Masonry  had  never 
gainsayed — the  aspiring  political  demagogue,  whose  itching 
mind  and  golden  dreams  of  exaltation  and  power,  it  had  never 
flattered — the  base  traducer  of  principles  he  had  been  taught 
to  reverse,  and  had  eloquently  commended,  yet,  from  the  im- 
purity of  his  heart,  he  had  rejected  because  of  their  reproof — - 
these  bent  all  their  powers  to  mar  the  glory  of  the  Institution 
and  bring  it  into  disrepute  among  the  people  generally,  and 
politicians  in  particular.  In  their  hot  displeasure,  they  dug 
the  grave,  raised  the  pale  slab,  and  wrote  the  epitaph  of  Ma- 
sonry. There  they  stood,  waiting  for  its  struggles  and  its 
death  throes,  and  there,  at  that  unseemly  grave,  they  now 
stand,  petrified  monuments  of  the  folly  of  anti-Masonry. 
Scalding  tears  of  remorse  and  disappointment  are  seen  trick- 
ling down  the  lengthened  furrows  of  their  ghastly  visage  while 
the  pillars  of  Masonry,  rising  higher  and  higher,  and  shining 
with  increasing  lustre,  lend  their  shadow,  like  the  cloak  of 
charity  to  hide  them  from  the  scorn  of  the  passerby. 

Books,  denouncing  it,  have  been  written ; pamphlets, 
maligning  its  character  and  misrepresenting  its  objects,  have 
been  widely  circulated.  It  has  been  denounced  from  pulpit 
and  press  and  platform ; the  disappointed  have  reviled  it ; the 
curious  have  defamed  it;  the  jealous  have  condemned  it. 

The  blind  rage  of  ignorance  and  prejudice ; the  open 
opposition  of  jealous  power;  the  tortues  of  a barbarous  in- 
quisition ; the  anathemas  of  a bigoted  priesthood ; the  envenom- 
ed tongue  of  slander;  the  malice  of  baffled  curiosity,  and  the 
acrimonious  pliillipics  of  political  demagogues;  all  these,  and 
more,  have  been  met  and  successfully  resisted.  Our  venerable 
battlements  are  yet  unshaken  by  the  conflicts  of  so  many  ages, 
and  scarcely  exhibit  a trace  of  the  fierce  strife  that  has  been 
directed  against  them  by  the  countless  generations  of  foes  who 
are  now  forgotten. 
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The  enemies  of  Masonry  are  today  as  active  in  their  oppo- 
sition and  as  intense  in  their  hatred  as  they  ever  were.  The 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  ever  active  in  its  campaign  to  restore 
to  the  Papal  throne  its  lost  power  and  vestige,  realizing  that 
Masonry  stands  for  that  which  will  forever  guarantee  to  the 
world  that  the  power  of  the  Pope  will  never  again  be  supreme 
— freedom  of  thought,  of  speech,  of  press,  of  religion— against 
Masonry  wages  its  most  bitter  war.  Let  the  war  go  on, 
Masonry  will  never  compromise.  Let  them  hurl  their  ana- 
themas, Masonry  will  reply  “Peace  on  earth,  good  will  to- 
wards men.”  Let  them  issue  their  edicts,  they  but  reflect  as 
jewels  in  Masonry’s  crown  of  worth.  Let  them  attempt 
to  muzzle  the  press,  a million  Masons  will  gladly  go  on  foot 
and  out  of  their  way  to  spread  the  gospel  of  light  throughout 
the  world.  Let  them  deceive,  Masonry  will  educate.  Let 
the  issue  come,  my  brethren,  and  weak-kneed  indeed  is  that 
Mason  who  fears  the  outcome. 

Some  oppose  Masonry  on  the  ground  of  its  secrecy.  And 
yet  were  all  the  secrets  of  the  order,  to  the  very  last  lingering 
vestige  made  known,  no  personal  or  public  utility  would 
accrue  to  the  world  by  such  disclosure.  The  true  and  sublime 
principles  of  it  are  already  and  have  been  for  ages  past  the 
current  property  of  mankind,  and  its  immaculate  secrecy  but 
forms  the  impregnable  rampart  thrown  around  it,  and  the 
immovable  foundation  underneath,  by  which  its  mysteries 
are  yet  sacred  to  the  Craft.  We  are  charged  sometime  with 
attaching  too  much  importance  to  the  Institution.  We  are 
told  that  some  of  its  friends  take  it  for  religion.  Masonry 
is  not  a religion.  It  teaches  a belief  in  no  particular  creed, 
as  it  teaches  unbelief  in  none.  “No  one  Mason  has  the  right 
tc  measure  for  another,  within  the  walls  of  a Masonic  Temple, 
the  degree  of  veneration  which  he  shall  feel  for  any  reformer 
or  the  founder  of  any  religion.”  Any  inordinate  attachment 
and  ruinous  substitution  of  Masonry  for  Christianity  is  no- 
where authorized,  but  everywhere  denounced  in  the 
Institution. 

We  hear  others  say  that  Masonry  is  a “dangerous  In- 
stitution.” Indeed  it  is  a dangerous  Institution — dangerous 
to  the  foe  of  right  living,  right  thinking,  right  speaking; 
dangerous  to  the  enemy  of  free  government,  of  free  schools, 
of  free,  institutions;  dangerous  to  the  monster  who  would 
invade  the  sanctity  of  the  home ; dangerous  to  him  who 
would  cheat,  wrong  or  defraud  his  fellow  man ; dangerous 
to  him  who  slanders  the  innocent  or  stirs  up  strife ; dangerous 
to  him  who  spends  his  time  in  idleness  and  his  substance  in 
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riotous  living;  dangerous  to  him  who  writes  not  upon  the 
pages  of  life’s  activity  his  name  as  one  who  loves  his  fellow- 
man  ; dangerous  to  the  enemy  of  his  country ; dangerous  to  the 
enemy  of  his  God.  And  to  these  may  its  dangers  ever  increase  ! 

A friend  to  the  helpless  orphan,  a friend  to  the  destitute 
widow,  a friend  to  the  fallen  brother,  an  advocate  of  purity 
of  life  and  rectitude  of  conduct,  an  advocate  of  temperance, 
and  prudence,  and  justice;  demanding  loyalty  to  one’s  gov- 
ernment and  piety  to  one’s  God,  a friend  to  every  virtue  and 
to  every  vice  an  enemy ; these  are  the  dangers  with  which 
Masonry  threatens,  this  is  the  Institution  against  which  the 
world  is  warned. 

These  and  an  hundred  more  are  the  powers  that  are 
allied  against  Masonry ; these,  and  a thousand  and  more,  are 
the  arguments  used  by  its  enemies  to  check  its  usefulness  and 
retard  its  progress.  But  Masonry  has  safely  ridden  the  storm 
of  opposition,  unchanged  and  unchangeable,  “faithful  among 
the  faithless,  firm  among  the  faltering,  steadfast  in  its  pur- 
pose, eternal  in  its  unostentatious  devotion,”  and  tonight  no 
grander  motto  could  be  inscribed  upon  its  altar  than  the 
simple  words,  “I  still  live.” 

“ Masonry  Is”,  despite  the  indifference  of  its  own  sons. 

Masonry  need  have  no  fear  from  the  assaults  of  its  enemies 
without  the  gates.  Secure  within  its  fortifications  of  brotherly 
love,  belief  and  truth,  the  poisoned  arrows  of  slander  find 
not  their  mark.  The  rapid-fire  guns  of  calamity  and  vituper- 
ation direct  their  shots  against  its  impregnable  defenses  only 
to  have  them  rebound  to  the  death  of  the  assailants.  The 
siege  guns  of  tyranny  and  superstition  and  bigotry  are  turned 
against  it,  but  its  walls  are  built  upon  the  square  and 
joined  together  with  that  cement  which  unites  us  into  one 
common  band  of  friends  and  brothers,  and  they  cannot  fall. 
No  Zeppelins  of  jealousy,  dropping  its  bombs  of  misinfor- 
mation and  abuse,  can  create  consternation  among  its  forces. 

The  triple  alliance  of  ignorance,  reproach  and  perse- 
cution cannot  prevail  against  it;  the  triple  entente  of  re- 
ligious bigotry,  political  expediency  and  popular  fanaticism 
will  never  be  its  conquerors. 

No,  my  brethren,  Masonry  can  withstand  the  combined 
forces  of  the  world  assaulting  our  Institution  from  the  outside. 
The  danger  we  have  to  guard  against  is  a danger  from  within, 
not  one  from  without. 

I am  not  a pessimist.  I do  not  wish  to  appear  to  be  a 
sermonizer.  I love  Masonry,  love  its  ideals,  its  tenets,  its 
principles;  We  the  great  body  of  manly  men  who  are  its 
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true  votaries ; love  it  for  the  good  its  lias  done,  love  it  for  the 
good  it  is  doing,  love  it  for  the  good  it  will  do.  I realize  that, 
“Masonry  never  brought  a tear  to  any  eye,  never  slandered 
any  man  or  woman,  never  encouraged  law-breaking,  nor 
sheltered  a criminal,  never  persecuted  one  for  religious  belief, 
never  fought  a battle  nor  drew  a sword  against  an  enemy, 
never  attempted  to  force  anyone  to  believe  in  her  prin- 
ciples, never  bred  hatred  or  ill-will  among  men,  never  taught 
anyone  to  profane  his  Master’s  name,  never  joined  a political 
party  nor  attempted  to  control  a ballot  box.  Freemasonry 
never  committed  a crime.”  I realize  how  prone  is  the  world 
to  judge  an  institution  by  the  acts  of  its  members,  how  we 
condemn  the  body  for  the  transgression  of  an  individual. 
However  unjust  this  may  be,  yet,  “by  their  acts  ye  shall  know 
them,”  and  the  world  is  judging  Masonry  and  will  continue 
to  judge  it  by  the  acts  of  the  individual  Mason.  What  of 
this  individual  brother,  this  point  within  the  circle  ? Let  each 
of  us  ask  these  questions  of  himself,  and  let  no  Mason  dare 
make  false  reply:  “Am  I aiding  in  the  great  work  that  Ma- 
sonry is  doing  or  am  I retarding  her  growth  ? Am  I keeping 
the  faith,  or  am  I allowing  my  passion,  prejudice  or  interest 
to  betray  me  beyond  the  boundary  line  of  my  duty  to  God  and 
man?  Am  I a true  Mason?”  Against  those  who  can  answer 
these  questions  in  the  affirmative,  and  I know  there  are  many, 
1 have  no  charge  to  make  but  that  of  praise,  no  indictment 
to  prefer  save  that  of  “Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful 
servant.”  To  those  of  us  who  must  answer  otherwise,  I 
would  speak  tonight,  answering  the  plea  that  not  because  of 
us,  but  in  spite  of  us  “Masonry  Is.”  I appreciate  the  honor 
of  speaking  to  the  heads  of  North  Carolina  Masonry,  the 
leaders  of  twenty  thousand  of  the  Craft.  I glory  in  the 
fact  that  at  the  helm  of  Masonry  in  North  Carolina  there 
stands  a man,  fearless,  unafraid,  temperate  in  thought,  in 
word,  in  act,  wise  in  counsel  and  in  judgment  just.  To  him 
and  to  his  officers  I would  pay  the  tribute  of  the  Craft.  I 
know  that  the  brethren  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  will  com- 
pare very  favorably  with  those  of  any  other  Jurisdiction  under 
the  sun.  To  them  the  orphan  has  not  appealed  in  vain,  and 
under  their  watchful  care  thousands  of  the  homeless  ones  have 
been  fitted  for  the  battle  of  life.  By  them  the  aged  and  in- 
firm have  been  comforted  and  sheltered,  the  hungry  have 
been  fed,  the  naked  have  been  clothed,  the  wounds  of  the 
afflicted  have  been  bound  up,  and  poverty’s  curse  has  been 
lifted.  No  appeal  of  a worthy  brother  has  ever  gone  un- 
answered, no  claim  of  his  unfortunate  family  has  ever  been 
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denied.  Yet  for  all  these  tilings,  Masons  of  North  Carolina, 
we  are  not  doing  our  duty.  1 would  not  speak  of  those 
things  that  are  esoteric  and  interdicted  yet,  “I  speak  that 
which  I do  know  and  I testify  that  which  I have  seen.” 

In  the  first  place  we  are  not  doing  our  duty  to  Masonry 
in  that  we  are  allowing  unworthy  men  to  become  members  of 
our  Institution.  In  this,  the  heyday  of  our  prosperity,  Ma- 
sonry has  gained  an  unprecedented  popularity;  an  admiring 
world  is  rushing  to  her  altars;  the  just  and  the  unjust,  the 
false  and  the  true,  the  man  of  good  repute  and  the  one  of 
doubtful  fame  are  knocking  at  her  doors,  and  alas,  the  Tyler 
is  asleep  at  his  post.  Masonry  is  popular  and  popularity 
is  ever  an  element  of  danger  which  even  the  most  watchful 
and  zealous  care  cannot  always  counteract.  The  popularity 
of  an  institution  or  society  induces  many  to  attach  them- 
selves to  it  who  neither  love  nor  understand  its  principles, 
but  strongly  desire  to  be  on  the  popular  side.  Base  and  un- 
principled men  also  join,  hoping  to  sustain  their  questionable 
reputation  by  the  respectability  of  their  associates.  And  these 
men  who  join  for  the  sake  of  popularity  will  just  as  readily 
desert,  whenever  desertion  shall  have  become  popular.  Un- 
principled men  will  injure  a fraternity  while  in  it  and  will  be 
among  its  most  boisterous  and  malignant  reproacliers  after 
they  have  abandoned  it,  or  after  the  institution,  realizing  its 
mistake,  has  driven  them  from  its  doors.  When  petitions  for 
initiations  are  frequent  and  numerous  the  dangers  of  receiv- 
ing those  unworthy  is  greatly  increased.  Candidates  are 
not  subjected  to  the  rigid  scrutiny,  as  regards  their  worthiness 
and  qualifications,  which  the  constitution  of  the  Order  im- 
peratively demand.  There  are  men  in  North  Carolina  pro- 
fessing to  be  Masons,  wearing  upon  their  person  the  emblems 
of  Masonry,  possibly  occupying  offices  in  the  Lodges,  who 
have  never  been  made  Masons  in  their  hearts  and  who  neither 
know  nor  care  any  more  about  Masonry,  its  aims  and  its 
purposes,  than  the  unlettered  Filipino  cares  for  the  Creek 
alphabet. 

The  theory  of  our  profession  is  that  Masonry  regards  no 
man  for  his  worldly  wealth  or  honor.  What  is  our  practice? 
How  often  is  the  petition  of  the  wealthy  applicant  rejected? 
How  often  that  of  one  who  has  been  honored  by  the  world? 
Do  we  not  too  often  allow  the  glamour  of  wealth  to  shine 
so  brightly  in  our  eyes  that  we  cannot  see  the  faults  of  an  un- 
worthy applicant?  Are  we  not  too  prone  to  recommend 
simply  because  we  are  requested  to  do  so ; to  report  favorably 
for  fear  of  hurting  the  feelings  of  some  friend  or  relative 
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with  an  adverse  report ; to  vote  for  instead  of  against,  attempt- 
ing to  satisfy  our  consciences  with  the  hope  that  he  will  re- 
form? Masonry  is  not  a reformatory.  Masonry  does  not 
profess  to  take  a bad  man  and  make  him  good,  a dishonest 
man  and  make  him  honest,  a renegade  and  make  him  a 
gentleman.  We  are  admitting  men  to  our  ranks  because  they 
are  “good  fellows.”  Masonry  does  not  need,  and  Masonry 
does  not  want,  “good  fellows”  in  the  common  acceptation 
of  that  term,  for  the  “good  fellow”  is  too  often  a bad  man. 
We  are  accepting  candidates  for  initiation  whose  sole  recom- 
mendation is  that  they  are  the  near  relative  of  someone  else 
who  is  already  a Mason,  and  because  that  Mason  might  get 
mad  if  the  applicant  were  rejected.  Let  him  get  mad;  rather 
a hundred  get  mad  than  one  who  is  unworthy  be  admitted  to 
our  ranks.  We  cannot  afford  to  regard  the  quantity  in  the  sac- 
rifice of  the  quality.  “Is  he  worthy  and  well  qualified?”  is  the 
test  and  unless  the  applicant  can  meet  that  test,  for  the  love 
which  you  have  for  Masonry,  let  him  go.  When  from  the  flower 
of  the  State’s  manhood  we  can  make  our  choice,  we  cannot 
afford  to  allow  one  to  pass  the  portals  of  our  Lodge  who 
cannot  measure  up  to  the  requirements.  We  can  no  longer 
afford  to  disregard  our  duty  in  this  respect.  We  have  already 
too  long  delayed  its  discharge,  and  in  consequence  these 
unworthy  initiates  have  disturbed  the  peace  and  the  harmony 
existing  in  our  midst.  The  duty  is  personal,  the  responsibility 
is  individual,  and  no  Mason  can  escape  it.  Every  unworthy 
man  who  has  become  a member  of  your  Lodge  since  you 
joined  is  chargeable  to  you,  for  if  you  had  performed  your 
duty  he  would  not  have  been  admitted.  You  hold  the  power 
of  admission  in  your  hands,  and  it  is  for  you  to  say  whether 
you  will  use  it  in  behalf  of  those  not  qualified  to  receive  the 
privilege. 

“Here’s  a welcome  to  all  who  will  stand 
For  the  truth,  the  right,  and  the  love; 

Not  a soul  on  earth  shall  be  banned 

Whom  the  heavens  will  welcome  above.” 

When  an  applicant  prefers  his  petition  for  the  degrees  of 
Masonry,  that  man  should  be  told  what  Masonry  is,  what  it 
stands  for,  what  are  its  tenets,  what  are  its  professions,  and 
what  its  votaries  are  expected  to  be  and  do.  Let  him  know 
what  manner  of  fraternity  he  is  joining;  not  social,  not  politi- 
cal, not  a club,  not  a church,  but  an  association  of  men 
working  together  for  good  to  humanity  upon  the  broad  prin- 
ciples of  friendship,  morality,  and  brotherly  love.  Tell  him 
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what  Masonry  is  before  he  is  initiated.  Let  him  see  if  he  is 
willing  to  do  those  things  Masonry  says  he  must  do ; let 
Masonry  see  if  he  is  qualified  to  do  those  things  which  she 
will  require  of  him.  Let  there  be  a complete  understanding. 
Tell  him  that  Masonry  will  require  him  to  be  temperate, 
prudent,  just,  charitable ; tell  him  that  he  must  live  moral 
and  upright  before  God  and  of  good  report  before  the  world. 
Tell  him  these  things  and  let  him  understand  that  he  will 
be  obligated  to  the  practice  of  these  and  other  virtues,  and 
then  if  he  will  not  or  cannot  subscribe  to  these  requirements, 
let  him  go  and  his  going  will  be  without  hurt  or  harm  to 
Masonry.  We  cannot  be  too  often  reminded  of  our  duty  in 
this  respect,  lest  in  this  day  of  societies  and  fraternities  and 
associations,  when  the  public  is  clamoring  for  admission  to  our 
Order,  we  should  feel  flattered  by  the  increasing  number 
of  applicants  and  in  a moment  of  unguardedness  allow  those 
who  are  not  worthy  to  become  members  of  our  ancient  and 
honorable  Institution  to  its  everlasting  injury.  We  want 
men,  men  of  character,  men  of  standing,  men  of  worth ; we  do 
not  want  inebriates,  idiots,  or  imbeciles,  and  it  is  our  duty  and 
my  duty  to  see  that  none  such  are  admitted  to  fellowship 
with  us. 

Secondly,  we  are  not  doing  our  duty  to  Masonry  in  that 
we  are  allowing  unworthy  men  to  remain  members  of  our 
Fraternity.  They  may  have  attached  themselves  to  it  to 
gratify  a morbid  curiosity;  they  may  have  joined  in  order 
to  be  on  the  popular  side;  they  may  have  been  influenced  by 
improper  conceptions  of  the  things  for  which  Masonry  stood; 
or  their  motives  may  have  been  of  the  best.  I care  not  how 
they  came ; the  deplorable  fact  is  that  they  came  at  all  and 
that  they  are  still  here.  They  do  not  know  what  Masonry  is; 
they  do  not  care  what  Masonry  is;  they  do  not  care  for  its 
principles,  its  tenets,  its  teachings,  its  professions;  they  have 
never  done  anything  for  Masonry,  but  live  in  the  sight  of  God 
and  man,  a reproach  to  the  Institution.  They  are  in  your 
Lodge,  they  are  in  mine,  a blot  upon  the  fair  escutcheon 
of  her  in  whose  service  they  have  sworn  to  be  faithful.  And 
they  are  remaining  in  your  Lodge  and  in  mine  because  we 
have  not  the  moral  courage  to  get  rid  of  them.  We  are 
afraid  that  we  will  hurt  someone ’s  feelings ; Ave  are  afraid 
we  will  render  ourselves  unpopular ; we  are  afraid  we  will 
be  criticized.  We  are  bending  our  knee  to  the  power  of 
wealth,  or  influence,  or  family  relation ; or  else  Ave  are  in- 
different to  Masonry  and  its  fate.  I believe  in  whispering 
good  counsel  in  the  ear  of  an  erring  brother;  I believe  in 
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aiding  him  in  a reformation  an  hundred,  yea,  a thousand 
times ; I believe  in  writing  his  virtues  in  enduring  bronze  and 
his  vices  on  the  waters  of  the  sea,  yet,  I love  the  Institution 
more  than  I do  the  individual  and  we  cannot  afford  to  sacri- 
fice the  one  for  the  other. 

As  the  ordinances  of  the  Church  of  Christ  have  no  power 
to  invest  anyone  with  the  principles  of  vital  piety,  so  the 
degrees  of  Masonry  cannot  and  do  not  necessarily  constitute 
him  upon  whom  they  are  conferred  a Mason.  They  may  have 
all  the  outward  visible  signs  but  lack  the  inward  spiritual 
grace.  Unless  a man  is  fully  prepared  in  his  heart  for  the 
beauties  of  Masonry,  he  never  can  appreciate  them  and, 
while  Masonry  does  not  require  perfection,  for  that  is  unat- 
tainable, she  does  require  that  her  votaries  should  be  good  men 
and  true,  and  of  good  report,  and  when  they  cease  to  be  such 
the  Lodge  should  enforce  its  discipline  and  rid  itself  of  their 
presence  and  the  society  of  their  baneful  influence.  We  must 
purify  our  ranks  by  ridding  them  of  men  of  bad  repute ; we 
must  rid  ourselves  of  him  who  trades  upon  his  Masonry 
and  who  cares  naught  for  Masonry,  save  the  privilege  of  so 
trading.  The  security  of  Masonry,  no  less  than  the  price  of 
liberty,  is  eternal  vigilance.  Already  we  have  allowed  these 
men  to  remain  among  us  too  long.  Delay  is  dangerous;  we 
must  act;  if  we  love  Masonry,  we  will  act. 

Thirdly,  brethren,  we  are  not  keeping  our  obligations 
as  Masons.  What  1 shall  say  to  you  on  this  subject  is  not 
meant  for  that  Mason  who  is  being  true  to  the  vows  he  has 
assumed,  nor  to  him  who,  with  God’s  help,  is  doing  his  best 
to  be  true  to  them.  For  the  one  I have  the  highest  praise, 
for  to  him  and  his  kind  and  their  efforts,  sincere  and  untiring, 
is  due  the  fact  that  Masonry  Is  tonight;  for  the  other  I 
have  the  greatest  sympathy,  and  my  heart’s  desire  and  prayer 
to  God  for  him  is  that  he  may  succeed  in  his  laudable 
undertaking  to  be  true  to  himself,  his  Masonry,  and  his  God. 
God  speed  the  time  when  all  of  us  shall  join  that  happy 
throng!  It  is  not  of  them  nor  to  them  that  I would  speak. 
It  may  be  that  I should  not  speak  at  all  save  to  follow  the 
beaten  path  and  eulogize  Masonry ; but  in  my  opinion  Ma- 
sonry needs  no  eulogy  other  than  the  “right  living”  of  its 
votaries.  The  trouble  with  us  is  that  we  are  too  prone  to 
appropriate  the  praise  of  Masonry  to  ourselves,  when  we  are 
not  entitled  to  one  whit  of  it.  I do  not  believe  that  praise 
should  be  bestowed  where  it  is  not  deserved,  and  it  is  to  those 
who  do  not  deserve  praise,  who  have  either  willfully  violated 
their  obligations  as  Masons,  or  who  have  been  indifferent 
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to  their  performance.  To  these  I would  speak,  calling  their 
attention  to  the  things  we  have  done  which  we  ought  not  to 
have  done,  and  those  things  we  have  left  undone  which  we 
ought  to  have  done,  hoping  and  praying  that  a kindly  ad- 
monition may  be  received  in  the  same  spirit  in  which  it  is 
given,  and  that  the  result  may  redound  to  the  credit  of 
Masonry  in  whose  interest  I,  as  one  of  her  lowliest  sons,  shall 
speak.  Temperance  is  that  due  restraint  upon  our  affections 
and  passions  which  renders  the  body  tame  and  governable 
and  frees  the  mind  from  the  allurements  of  vice.  Since  first 
we  were  brought  from  darkness  to  light  the  importance 
of  temperance  has  at  all  times  been  impressed  upon  our 
minds.  We  have  been  shown  the  evils  of  intemperance,  the 
source  of  human  woe,  of  misery,  of  distress,  of  despair;  the 
destroyer  of  every  virtue ; the  leveller  of  all  honorable  dis- 
tinction; the  secret  worm  that  gnaws  upon  the  mind,  that 
lays  waste  the  fair  field  of  intellect  and  plucks  the  fairest 
flower  to 

“Waste  its  fragrance  on  the  desert  air.” 

We  know  that  temperance  is  one  of  the  cardinal  virtues 
of  Masonry — its  first  and  its  greatest.  Observing  its  laws  we 
are  men;  disobeying  them  we  are  naught  but  brutes.  We 
know  that  the  secrets  of  Masonry  cannot  be  safely  deposited 
in  the  breasts  of  him  who  is  intemperate.  We  know  that 
drunkenness  is  a high  Masonic  crime,  and  he  who  is  guilty 
does  violence,  great  violence,  to  the  Institution,  prostrating 
his  character  as  a man  and  his  influence  as  a Mason.  Are 
we  practicing  what  we  are  preaching?  Are  we  teaching 
by  precept  and  not  by  example  ? Is  there  drunkenness  among 
the  Masons  of  North  Carolina?  Yea,  my  brethren,  too  much 
of  it,  though  I hang  my  head  in  shame  as  I confess  it.  Yet 
the  sooner  the  man  with  a cancer  becomes  advertent  to  its 
presence  in  his  body,  the  sooner  that  man  will  take  some 
steps  in  an  effort  to  effect  a cure.  There  is  a cancerous 
growth  in  the  body  of  our  beloved  Institution  in  the  form  of 
intemperance  among  its  faithless  members,  and  the  sooner 
we  become  aware  of  the  evil  that  it  is  doing  among  us,  the 
sooner  will  the  true  Masons  of  North  Carolina  arise  in  their 
might  and  demand  that  this  cancer  be  cut  out,  root  and 
branch,  demand  that  temperance  be  the  virtue  and  temperate 
be  the  habits  of  every  Mason  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

It  is  bad  enough  for  one  of  the  Craft  to  be  guilty  of 
intemperance ; but  how  much  worse  for  one  who  has  been 
inducted  into  one  of  the  offices  of  the  Lodge.  How  infinitely 
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worse  for  him  who  has  been  chosen  to  lead  and  who  should 
set  a shining  example  for  his  brethren  to  follow.  What  must 
the  newly-made  Mason  think  when  he  finds  that  the  Master 
who  has  so  impressively  delivered  the  lectures,  admonishing 
him  to  walk  uprightly  in  his  several  stations  before  God  and 
man,  what  can  he  think  when  he  finds  that  this  Master  has 
so  little  regard  for  the  dignity  of  his  office  or  for  the  in- 
fluence of  his  conduct  as  to  be  guilty  of  intemperance  even 
to  excess?  What  can  he  think  when  he  finds  that  temperance 
is  the  precept  and  intemperance  is  the  example  ? What  does 
he  think  when  he  sees  him,  who  has  been  held  before  his 
eyes  as  a shining  example  of  Masonry,  appear  in  public 
in  a drunken  condition?  What  must  the  ambitious  Mason, 
seeking  further  light  in  Masonry,  and  arriving  at  the  place 
where  the  fez  proudly  bedecks  his  head,  what  must  he  think 
when  the  champagne  bottle,  the  wine  glass,  and  the  beer  mug 
are  offered  him  without  limitation?  I know  not  what  they 
think,  but  as  for  me,  I believe  the  time  has  come  when  the 
Masons  should  practice  the  temperance  which  they  preach ; 
should  demand  that  every  candidate  be  a sober  candidate; 
that  every  brother  should  be  a sober  brother;  that  every 
officer  should  be  a sober  officer. 

What  are  we  doing  with  respect  to  our  brother’s  good 
name  and  reputation?  Are  we  helping  him  to  bear  it  un- 
sullied and  unspotted  before  the  world  or  are  we  being  false 
to  the  duty  we  owe  him?  I verily  believe  that  the  cause 
of  most  of  the  dissention  and  strife  present  in  the  Lodges 
of  our  State  today  is  attributable  to  the  failure  of  the  breth- 
ren to  keep  this  most  important  obligation.  Show  me  the 
Lodge  in  which  there  is  an  element  of  discord  and  strife 
and  i will  show  you  where  the  vile  tongue  of  slander  has 
been  disseminating  its  poison.  And  such  a poison  it  is.  Injure 
a brother’s  property  and  you  can  make  reparation;  wound 
his  body  and  the  physician  may  heal  the  wound;  but  if 
his  sacred  reputation  be  touched,  if  his  good  name  be  taken 
away,  it  can  never  lie  restored ; it  may  pursue  his  offspring 
after  death,  may  descend  to  his  children’s  children  and 
blast  their  prospects  to  the  last  posterity.  Defamation  is 
always  wicked ; the  defamer  always  despised.  His  deeds 
are  baser  than  those  of  the  assassin,  in  proportion  as  a man’s 
unsullied  fame  is  dearer  to  him  than  life.  None  can  be  safe 
where  the  slanderer  gains  admittance.  His  practices  are  made 
up  of  fraud  and  artful  treachery.  He  dares  not  bring  the 
bold  and  open  accusation,  but  looks  and  whispers  death.  To 
misconstrue  motives ; to  place  trifling  incidents  in  contemptible

points  of  view ; to  insinuate  by  mysterious  signs  and  broken 
sentences  that  more  is  meant  than  meets  the  ear,  are  his 
study  and  delight.  Is  it  possible  that  Masons  are  guilty  of 
such  practices  with  respect  to  their  brethren,  whose  good 
name  they  have  sworn  to  protect  ? How  is  it  with  you,  my 
brother  ? Are  you  being  true  to  your  brother  in  act  as  well  as 
in  creed?  Did  you  mean  what  you  said  when  on  bended 
knees  before  your  God  you  swore  that  you  would  not  speak 
evil  of  him?  Or  did  you  think  that  hut  a meaningless  form 
only  to  be  gone  through  with  in  order  that  you  might  become 
a Mason?  Are  you  talking  about  your  brother?  Are  you 
making  false  accusations  against  him?  Are  you  letting  drop 
a hint  here  and  an  insinuation  there  that  will  blast  his  good 
name  forever?  Are  you  furthering  the  gossip  that  malice 
has  begun  and  envy  instigated  ? I do  not  know  how  it  is  with 
you,  but  I do  know  and  I most  emphatically  assert  that  there 
is  too  much  of  this  thing  going  on  among  Masons.  We  are 
saying  “Brother,  Brother,”  in  the  Lodge  room,  and  outside 
of  it  are  forgetting  that  relationship  in  the  instigation  or 
repetition  of  some  slander  of  his  name.  It  is  not  brotherly ; 
it  is  not  Masonic,  and  Masonry  neither  teaches  nor  counten- 
ances such  practices.  She  teaches  that  “a  good  name  is 
rather  to  be  chosen  than  great  riches,”  and  her  especial  prac- 
tice is  in  keeping  not  only  ours  but  our  brother’s  name 
unspotted  before  the  world. 

How  are  we  conducting  ourselves  in  the  business  world? 
Are  we  supplanting  a brother  in  his  laudable  undertakings? 
Are  we  dealing  honestly  and  fairly  with  him  and  with  the 
world?  Are  you  a merchant?  Do  you  give  sixteen  ounces 
for  every  pound  and  thirty-six  inches  for  every  yard?  Are 
you  a lawyer?  Are  you  encouraging  litigation  that  you  may 
benefit  thereby ; fighting  cases  that  you  may  display  your 
talents  at  the  bar  or  compromising  them  in  your  client’s 
interests  ? Are  you  a physician  ? Are  you  ministering  to  the 
“ills  that  man  is  heir  to,”  or  playing  upon  the  credulity  of 
your  patients  with  quack  cures  and  high-sounding  words? 
Are  you  a laborer?  Are  you  giving  to  your  employer  full 
time  and  true  work?  Are  you  an  employer  of  labor?  Are 
you  paying  full  wages?  Are  you  hiring  the  children  of  the 
State  and  allowing  their  body  and  mind  and  soul  to  be  warped 
that  you  may  prosper  in  this  world’s  goods? 

Whatever  may  he  your  trade,  occupation,  or  profession, 
if  you  do  not,  in  your  business  transactions  deal  honestly, 
fairly,  and  justly  with  your  fellow  man,  you  are  not  a Mason 
and  form  and  ceremony  and  ritualism  cannot  make  you  one. 
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What  are  we  doing  in  the  Lodge  ? Are  we  regular  in  our 
attendance,  or  are  we  “banquet  Masons?”  Are  Ave  sharers 
of  the  work,  or  idle  critics?  Are  we  visiting  the  sick,  or 
do  we  get  sick  ourselves  when  we  are  asked  to  do  our  duty 
in  this  respect?  Are  we  paying  the  last  sad  rites  to  the 
memory  of  our  deceased  brethren  or  pleading  pretended 
business  as  an  excuse  ? Are  you  an  officer  ? Hoav  did  you 
attain  that  position — by  electioneering  or  having  some  brother 
electioneer  for  you  ? By  popularity  ? By  precedent  ? Are  you 
qualified  for  the  office?  Are  you  occupying  it  with  credit 
to  yourself  and  honor  to  the  Fraternity,  or  simply  “staying 
in  it”  until  time  in  its  mercy  or  the  Craft  in  its  enlighten- 
ment relegates  you  to  its  list  of  fault-finding  “Pasts”?  We 
are  elevating  men  to  office  in  our  Lodges  Avithout  regard  to 
their  qualifications — their  character  or  their  ability.  Next  to 
the  minister  there  is  no  one  who  occupies  a position  in  which 
he  could  be  of  more  service  to  his  felloAV  man  and  his  God  than 
the  Worshipful  Master  of  a Masonic  Lodge.  What  a responsi- 
bility is  his ! What  an  opportunity ! His  duty  it  is  to  set 
the  Craft  to  work  and  give  them  proper  instructions  for  their 
labor.  Set  them  to  work  at  Avhat?  At  slander  and  calumny, 
at  intemperance  and  excess,  at  deceit  and  fraud,  at  works  of 
sin  and  iniquity?  No,  a thousand  times,  no!  It  is  his  duty 
to  direct  their  efforts  towards  the  amelioration  of  poverty,  the 
dissemination  of  truth,  the  inculcation  of  brotherly  love,  the 
propagation  of  charity;  his  duty  to  see  that  their  work  is  not 
that  of  seifishiness  but  of  self-forgetfulness ; not  of  discord, 
but  of  harmony ; not  of  strife,  but  of  peace.  What  a glorious 
privilege  to  give  them  instructions  for  such  work.  A privilege 
that  calls  for  the  best  there  is  in  any  man ; a responsibility 
that  demands  for  its  assumption  a man  of  character,  a man 
of  strength,  a man  of  fearlessness.  What  a beautiful  theory 
that  he  should  be  head  and  shoulders  above  all  the  Craft — a 
Master  in  deed  and  in  truth.  Yet  what  are  Ave  doing?  With- 
out due  regard  to  the  manner  of  life  he  is  living,  without  due 
inquiry  into  his  character  or  his  capability,  politics,  popularity 
or  indifference  places  him  in  the  South  or  West  and  you  had 
just  as  Avell  try  to  stop  the  statue  of  limitations  from  running 
as,  under  our  mistaken  system  of  promotion,  to  keep  him  from 
the  East.  We  need  men  for  this  office — manly  men,  not  weak- 
lings; brave  men,  not  coAvards. 
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“God,  give  us  men! 

A time  like  this  demands 
Strong  minds,  great  hearts, 

True  faith  and  ready  hands; 

Men  whom  the  lust  of  office  does  not  call, 

Men  whom  the  spoils  of  office  cannot  buy, 

Men  who  have  honor,  men  who  will  not  lie, 

Men  who  stand  before  a demagogue 

And  brand  his  treacherous  flattery  without  winking; 

Tall  men,  sun-crowned,  who  live  above  the  fog 
In  public  duty  and  in  private  thinking.” 

Are  you  a Mason?  Give  the  Masonic  answer  and  you 
speak  truthfully  if  you  are  living  iu  the  spirit  of  Masonry,  if 
you  are  doing  those  things  which  Masonry  commands  and 
refraining  from  doing  those  things  which  Masonry  inhibits. 
.Give  it  otherwise  and  the  very  answer  is  its  own  negation. 
The  time  has  come  when  the  life  of  the  individual  furnishes 
the  only  answer  that  will  be  received.  We  can  no  longer 
hide  our  shortcomings  under  the  cloak  of  Masonry.  Well  de- 
livered eulogies  will  not  conceal  broken  obligations  nor  will 
oft-repeated  platitudes  cover  the  sins  of  neglected  duties. 
Masonry  in  the  abstract  will  not  suffice  for  Masonry  in  the 
concrete.  Upon  the  individual  Mason  depends  the  reputation 
of  the  Fraternity,  and  his  well-spent  life  is  more  eulogistic 
of  the  worth  of  the  Institution  than  all  the  high-sounding 
phrases  that  ever  fell  from  the  lips  of  admiring  man.  I ask 
you  if  you  are  living  up  to  your  obligations,  and  you  point 
with  boastful  pride  to  the  antiquity  of  Masonry.  I inquire 
as  to  your  daily  walk  before  God  and  man,  and  you  bring  forth 
the  glorious  record  which  Masonry  has  made  as  the  centuries 
have  hurried  past.  I ask  you  if  you  are  temperate,  and  you 
reply  that  temperance  is  one  of  the  cardinal  virtues  of  Ma- 
sonry; if  you  are  slandering  your  brother,  and  you  say  that 
Masonry  teaches  that  we  should  speak  no  evil  of  a brother’s 
name;  if  you  are  truthful  and  you  say  that  “truth  is  a 
divine  attribute  and  the  foundation  of  every  virtue  ” ; if  you 
are  circumspect,  and  you  reply  that  Masonry  teaches  every 
man  to  walk  uprightly  in  his  several  stations  before  God  and 
Man.  Away  with  your  platitudes,  and  your  boasts,  and  your 
eulogies!  What  Masonry  wants  is  action;  what  Masonry  de- 
sires is  service;  what  Masonry  demands  is  obedience. 

I tell  you,  my  brother,  Masonry  is  more  than  form  and 
ceremony  and  ritualism,  more  than  beautiful  robes  and  high- 
sounding  titles,  more  than  precept  and  profession.  Masonry 
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is  right  living,  and  if  we  are  not  living  right  we  are  not 
Masons.  If  Masonry  means  anything  at  all  to  a man,  it 
means  that  when  its  secrets  and  its  mysteries  have  been  un- 
folded to  him,  he  should  enter  upon  a broader  life,  with 
higher  ideals,  nobler  purposes,  and  more  worthy  ambitions. 
It  means  that  thereafter  lie  is  to  be  more  just  to  himself,  and 
more  charitable  to  others.  It  means  that  he  is  to  come  out  of 
the  shell  of  his  selfishness  and  self-interestedness  and  learn 
that  he  has  a duty  to  perform  towards  his  fellow  man,  that 
he  cannot  live  unto  himself  alone.  If  a man  kneel  at  that 
sacred  altar,  can  take  the  solemn  obligations  prerequisite  to 
his  being  made  a Master  Mason,  can  hear  the  beautiful  lec- 
tures pertaining  to  the  several  degrees,  can  see  the  wonderful 
mystries  of  the  rite  unfolded  through  symbolism  and  allegory, 
can  realize  the  great  purpose  of  this  grand  Institution,  if  a 
man  can  do  these  things  without  a firm  and  steadfast  resolve 
on  his  part  that  he  will  be  a better  man,  that  he  will  be  true, 
and  temperate,  and  just,  then  that  man  is  not  a Mason,  and 
all  the  honors  the  Craft  can  confer  on  him  will  not  make  him 
one. 

Yes,  my  brethren,  not  on  account  of,  but  in  spite  of,  her 
wayward  and  indifferent  sons  Masonry  Is.  What  other  Insti- 
tutions could  have  withstood  the  assaults  of  its  enemies  and  the 
apathy  of  its  friends,  and  yet  attained  the  glorious  position 
which  it  today  occupies  in  the  world?  What  other  army 
could  have  witnessed  so  many  desertions  from  its  ranks,  so 
many  traitors  to  its  cause,  and  yet  have  kept  its  line  of  march 
steadily  and  surely  onward?  What  a glorious  record  has  Ma- 
sonry ! Yet  who  will  dare  say  that  it  would  not  have  been 
more  glorious  had  all  her  sons  been  faithful  ? What  a glorious 
mission  has  Masonry ! And  that  mission  will  be  fulfilled 
in  spite  of  the  apathy  and  indifference  and  willful  neglect  of  its 
members.  Yet  what  a glorious  record  of  splendid  achieve- 
ments Masonry  could  write  if  every  Mason  would  rally  to-  the 
colors  and  do  his  duty  in  this  great  army  of  the  Brotherhood 
of  Man.  In  this  day  when  we  hear  much  of  world  powers, 
what  a world  power  for  good  would  Masonry  be  if  every 
Mason  would  carry  into  the  world  of  politics,  of  economics, 
and  citizenship,  the  principles  of  friendship,  morality,  and 
brotherly  love.  If  every  one  of  us  would  recognize  and  observe 
in  our  daily  life  the  principles  and  usages  he  recognizes  and 
conforms  to  in  the  Lodge,  Masonry  could  do  more  than 
all  other  combined  influences  to  convert  our  country  into  an 
ideal  Republic,  where  justice,  equity,  and  fraternity  would 
replace  ignorance,  vice,  poverty,  injustice,  bitterness,  and 
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strife.  Great  is  the  opportunity  of  a Mason,  and  his  respon- 
sibility is  equally  great.  On  him  depends  the  issue,  and  on 
his  conduct  the  welfare  of  the  Order  is  dependent.  As  we  look 
back  over  a past  that  loses  itself  in  the  dawn  of  history,  and 
consider  what  our  Order  has  accomplished  in  furthering 
the  progress  of  civilization  and  the  uplift  of  the  race,  as  we 
contemplate  our  standing  and  influence  in  the  world  today 
and  then  look  into  the  future,  what  a picture  is  presented  to 
our  imagination ! What  boundless  possibilities  are  ours ! 
Who  can  estimate  the  power  for  good  of  the  vast  army  of 
our  brethren  if  they  follow  the  Three  Great  Lights  of  Ma- 
sonry as  a pillar  of  cloud  by  day  and  a pillar  of  fire  by  night, 
marching  on  the  level,  fighting  by  the  plumb,  presenting  a 
solid  phalanx,  four  square  to  all  the  forces  of  evil  that  would 
retard  or  destroy  the  principles  for  which  it  contends? 

It  is  said  that  on  the  Eastern  bank  of  the  Rhine,  over- 
looking one  of  the  wildest  glens  of  Switzerland,  there  stands 
a castle,  the  oldest  perhaps  to  be  found  anywhere  along  the 
margin  of  that  river.  Once  it  was  the  home  of  royalty,  but 
the  wasting  of  many  stormy  years  has  left  it  a desolate  ruin. 
It  is  inhabited  now  by  a group  of  gray-haired  monks,  who 
wander  like  ghosts  over  the  broken  pavement,  and  offer  their 
devotions  beside  the  tombs  of  lordly  knights  and  barons  long 
since  passed  away.  High  up  in  the  square  massive  tower, 
overshadowing  the  river,  there  swings  a huge  bell  cast  in  the 
olden  time,  and  committed  to  the  priestly  tenants  of  the  castle. 
It  is  said  that  so  soon  as  the  vesper  hymn  dies  away  at  sunset, 
the  bell  is  slowly  tolled  with  measured  stroke,  and  the  solemn 
sound  rings  out  through  fretted  arch  and  ivy-clad  gate  and 
down  to  the  dark  river  under  the  cliff.  Far  along  the  quiver- 
ing stream,  under  crag  and  over  hill  top,  sweeps  the  thrilling 
tone  for  many  a winding  mile ; and  the  peasant  fishermen  on 
the  coast,  an  hundred  leagues  away,  at  nightfall  cross  their 
breasts  and  say  they  hear  the  prayer  of  the  gray-haired  priests 
far  up  the  silent  Rhine.  And  tonight  as  you  stand  beside  the 
stream  of  life  as  it  glides  out  of  the  mist  of  antique  history, 
you  will  hear  the  signal  bell  of  Masonry  pealing  through  all 
the  ages  of  the  world;  ringing  through  the  kingdoms  of  the 
past,  its  welcome  tone  comes  down  to  us;  we  hear  it  echoing 
from  every  land;  it  is  ringing  now,  and  will  ring  on  and  on 
so  long  as  there  is  a sufferer  to  help,  or  an  aching  heart  to 
soothe,  or  a homeless  wanderer  to  feed,  or  an  orphan  to 
provide  with  a better  couch  than  the  mouldy  straw  of  the 
beggar’s  hut.  It  is  calling  to  you  tonight,  calling  in  clarion 
and  unmistakable  tones,  calling  upon  you  to  be  true  to  the 
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tenets  of  your  profession,  calling  upon  you  for  a faithful 
performance  of  the  vows  you  have  assumed;  calling  upon  you 
to  be  temperate,  brave,  prudent,  just;  calling  upon  you  to 
walk  uprightly  in  your  several  stations  before  God  and  man; 
calling  upon  you  to 

“So  live  that  when  thy  summons  comes  to  join 
The  innumerable  caravan  that  moves 
To  that  mysterious  realm  where  each  shall  take 
His  chamber  in  the  silent  halls  of  death, 

Thou  go  not  like  the  quarry  slave  by  night 
Scourged  to  his  dungeon;  but  sustained  and  soothed 
By  an  unfaltering  trust,  approach  thy  grave 
Like  one  that  wraps  the  drapery  of  his  couch 
About  him,  and  lies  down  to  pleasant  dreams.” 


Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Oxford  Orph  an  Asylum 


.To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

a 

Brethren: — Our  thanks  are  due  to  Him  who  ruleth  over 
all  for  having  vouchsafed  us  another  year  of  health  and 
prosperity.  There  have  been  no  deaths,  epidemics,  or  con- 
tagious diseases,  among  the  346  children  entrusted  to  our  care, 
and  this  is  the  more  remarkable  since  many  of  the  children 
come  from  homes  which  are  anything  but  sanitary. 

Your  Institution  is  now  full  and  overflowing  and 
Superintendent  Brown  had  51  applications  on  file  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year  (October  31st),  many  of  which  will  have 
to  wait  months  before  they  can  be  admitted. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Lodges  and  the  Committees  on  the  Orphan  Asylum  to  the 
above  and  urge  them  to  take  the  greatest  care  in  approving 
applications. 

The  cottage  for  the  reception  of  children  under  six  years 
of  age  is  nearing  completion  and  will  be  ready  for  business 
at  an  early  day.  Its  cost  to  date  has  been  $8,526.19  and  we 
are  unable  to  state  the  additional  sum  necessary  to  finish  it. 
It  will  require  a considerable  amount  of  money  to  furnish  it 
and  its  annual  keep  will  be  not  less  than  $4,500.  In  view  of 
this,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  you  should  increase  our 
appropriation  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  meet  the  additional 
expenses. 

The  Singing  Class  has  done  well  on  its  several  tours  and 
we  appreciate  the  good  work  of  Miss  Branch  and  Mr.  Alder- 
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man  in  its  behalf.  The  net  sum  turned  into  the  Treasury  is 
$11,278.04.  Owing  to  the  illness  of  two  members  of  the  class, 
which  made  it  lose  one  whole  week,  the  amount  is  not  quite 
as  large  as  last  year’s. 

The  Printing  Office  has  outgrown  its  quarters  and  an 
addition  will  be  built  in  the  spring.  A debt  of  $1,300  on  the 
Linotype  machine  has  been  paid  and  a handsome  profit  is 
shown  for  the  year’s  work. 

The  Woodworking  Shop  has  been  enlarged  and  a new 
mortice  machine  added  to  its  machinery.  The  Treasurer’s 
report  shows  a profit. 

The  Shoe  Shop  under  the  management  of  Brother  Hill 
has  received  $1,1 10  for  custom  work. 

One  bequest  of  $1,000  has  been  made  during  the  year; 
this  by  the  late  Brother  H.  D.  Carter,  of  Ramseur.  The  money 
will  be  paid  in  due  time. 

It  has  pleased  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe 
to  call  our  Brother,  N.  B.  Broughton,  from  labor  to  refresh- 
ment. In  his  death  we  have  lost  a most  valued  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  with  which  he  has  been  connected 
since  his  election  in  1891.  His  life  touched  and  inspired  many 
a despondent  heart  and  his  kindly  words  of  encouragement 
lifted  up  many  who  had  fallen  under  the  burden  of  sorrow 
and  disappointment.  He  was  particularly  tender  and 
affectionate  towards  children  and  his  interest  in  this  In- 
stitution never  failed.  His  association  with  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  was  helpful  and  his  death  is  mourned 
by  us. 

For  more  particulars  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  we 
refer  to  the  reports  of  the  officers  which  give  detailed  in- 
formation of  all  matters. 

The  Executive  Committee  received  116  applications,  of 
which  83  were  approved,  18  disapproved,  and  15  referred  to 
us  for  action. 

The  spirit  of  cooperation  prevails  among  the  officers, 
teachers,  and  employees;  and  every  one,  from  the  Superin- 
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tendent  down,  is  zealous  in  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duty. 
We  tender  our  warmest  thanks  to  one  and  all.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Oxford  Orphan 

Asylum 


To  the  Board  of  Directors,  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum: 

Gentlemen  The  forty-second  year  in  the  life  of  this 
Institution  has  come  to  a close.  It  is  a great  pleasure  to  look 
back  upon  the  course  pursued  and  think  on  the  achievements 
attained.  We  do  not  feel  that  the  year’s  work  has  been  in 
vain,  but  do  think  that  much  good  has  been  accomplished. 

I again  most  reverently  acknowledge  the  God  of  the 
Orphan  as  the  source  from  whence  cometh  the  guiding  and 
protecting  power  which  undoubtedly  has  directed  in  the  affairs 
of  this  Institution  since  it  was  founded.  In  no  year  of  its 
history  have  we  more  evidence  of  God’s  hand  in  its  affairs 
than  during  the  one  just  closed.  It  gives  me  joy  to  thus 
publicly  state  a fact  which  impresses  me  more  and  more 
each  year  since  my  connection  with  this  work. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  state  that  the  departments  in  the  In- 
stitution are  in  good  condition.  I feel  very  grateful  to  all 
connected  with  the  work  for  the  hearty  cooperation  they 
have  shown  during  the  year,  and  especially  wish  to  commend 
the  teachers  who  have  had  charge  of  the  cottage  work. 

The  meeting  of  the  Tri-State  Conference  of  Orphanage 
superintendents  and  workers  was  held  at  the  Oxford  Orphan- 
age last  April.  There  were  in  attendance  representatives 
from  several  Southern  States.  The  Conference  was  an  in- 
spiration and  a great  blessing  to  us  and  our  friends  seemed 
to  enjoy  their  stay. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  go  into  detail  in  this  report. 
You  will  find  a statement  of  the  financial  transactions  and 
condition  of  the  various  departments  in  the  Treasurer’s  re- 
port. The  progress  of  the  cottage  and  school  work  is  set 
forth  in  the  report  of  the  Lady  Supervisor  herewith  attached, 
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as  are  also  the  report  of  our  Doctor  and  Dentist  which  I 
commend  to  your  careful  consideration. 

At  your  last  annual  meeting  you  authorized  the  erection 
of  a new  building  for  the  accommodation  of  very  small  child- 
ren, looking  to  the  care  of  children  under  the  age  of  six 
years.  The  work  on  this  building  has  been  very  much  hindered 
from  various  causes,  one  of  which  was  a lack  of  funds,  but 
it  is  now  just  about  nearing  completion  and  I feel  it  will 
be  safe  to  say  it  can  be  occupied  about  January  first. 

The  Committee  in  charge  of  this  work  feels  that  you  not 
only  have  a building  most  pleasing  to  the  eye  from  an  outside 
view,  but  which,  in  all  its  appointments,  will  meet  the  needs 
for  which  it  was  erected. 

In  authorizing  the  establishment  of  this  new  department 
for  the  care  of  children  under  the  age  of  six  years,  you 
have  intentionally  planned  to  increase  the  permanent  or 
fixed  expenses  of  the  Institution.  Of  course  it  is  impossible 
to  state  accurately  how  much  at  this  time,  but  the  best  esti- 
mate on  a conservative  basis  will  rim  the  amount  up  to  at 
least  $4,500  to  $5,000  during  this  year. 

You  will  see  from  the  Treasurer’s  report  that  we  only 
carried  over  a balance  in  our  general  fund  (which  is  the 
fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the  general  work)  of  $1,285.24 
which  is  approximately  the  amount  carried  over  last  year. 
This  shows  we  spent  all  the  money  we  received  on  this  account 
during  last  year. 

It  is  true  we  cared  for  more  children  last  year  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  Institution,  but  I do  not  ex- 
pect the  expenses  of  the  Institution  will  be  any  less  next  year, 
even  if  we  had  not  added  the  new  department,  than  it  was  this 
year.  Hence,  if  our  income  is  not  increased  by  $4,500  to 
$5,000,  I must  believe  the  Institution  will  be  in  debt  when  the 
year  closes. 

It,  therefore,  is  incumbent  upon  me  to  call  your  attention 
to  this  matter  and  to  respectfully  suggest  that  you  set  on  foot 
some  plan  by  which  this  amount  can  be  raised,  in  order  that 
this  new  department  may  not  be  a burden  on  the  financial 
resources  of  the  Institution.

Report  of  Lady  Supervisor 

Mr.  R.  L.  Brown,  Superintendent : 

Dear  Sir  ^-During  the  past  year  several  incidents  and 
changes  have  occurred  which  have  had  an  important  bearing 
on  the  school  work,  and  have  added  interest  to  the  passing 
days.  Last  November  the  Supervisor  of  Granville  County 
Rural  Schools  asked  that  we  give  a demonstration  lesson  be- 
fore the  county  teachers  on  the  methods  of  teaching  reading 
to  the  primary  classes.  Miss  Maggie  Morton,  our  first  grade 
teacher,  gave  a lesson  at  the  Oxford  Graded  School  with  a 
class  of  beginners  from  her  grade. 

Our  teachers  have  been  given  a day  each  term  to  visit 
the  different  schools  of  the  State  to  observe  methods  and  class- 
room work  in  parallel  grades.  The  schools  of  Durham  and 
Raleigh  were  visited.  This  plan  has  proved  a source  of 
pleasure  and  much  profit. 

In  April  the  school  gave  an  operetta  before  the  visiting 
conference  of  Orphanage  workers.  It  received  much  com- 
mendation, and  justly,  we  think. 

Miss  Womble,  the  visiting  teacher  at  the  Greensboro 
Normal  College,  spent  a part  of  two  days  at  the  Orphanage 
in  May,  examining  the  higher  grades.  She  expressed  ap- 
proval of  the  work  which  was  being  done. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September  the  grades  begin- 
ning with  the  third  were  raised ; the  A-third  being  called  the 
fourth,  the  fourth  called  the  fifth  and  so  on,  giving  one  grade 
in  advance  of  the  ninth. 
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Several  changes  were  made  in  our  course  of  study,  so  that 
in  two  years’  time  pupils  completing  the  course  will  be  pre- 
pared to  enter  the  Freshman  year  at  the  Normal  College.  As 
the  college  standard  has  been  raised  this  year,  our  pupils 
could  not  have  entered  Freshman  without  these  changes. 

Thirty-four  pupils  are  enrolled  in  the  ninth  grade  and 
nine  in  the  advanced  class. 

The  change  required  no  extra  teacher,  as  the  classes  were 
arranged  to  have  the  instructor  in  Domestic  Science  teach 
half  a day  in  the  second  grade. 

During  the  year  four  girls  have  entered  the  Albemarle 
Institute,  two  the  Normal  College,  and  one  the  Mercy  Hospital, 
of  Durham,  to  take  training  for  a nurse.  Fifteen  girls  who 
have  left  the  Orphanage  during  the  last  ten  years  are  now 
teaching  in  the  schools  of  the  State,  and  three  more  who  taught 
for  several  years  are  now  married. 

The  Domestic  Science  classes  are  making  excellent  prog- 
ress under  the  teaching  of  Miss  Rhyne.  Practical  lessons 
in  home  cooking  are  being  given  with  most  gratifying  results. 
Sixty-three  girls  are  receiving  instruction  in  this  department. 

The  Course  in  Telegraphy  has  been  very  successful. 
Fifty  students  have  been  enrolled.  Four  members  of  the 
class  have  left  the  Institution  during  the  year,  before  com- 
pleting the  course : one  is  in  charge  of  a telegraphic  office  in 
Thomasville,  N.  C.,  and  three  are  attending  school  and  prac- 
ticing in  an  office  out  of  school  hours.  A member  of  the 
first  class  sent  out  July,  1911,  has  been  promoted  to  a position 
in  the  office  of  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Western  Union 
Company,  in  New  York  City. 

In  Drawing  and  Handicraft,  the  work  has  progressed 
favorably,  the  teachers  doing  good  work.  Exhibits  were  held 
in  December  and  April.  Arrangements  were  made  in  Sep- 
tember for  one  of  the  teachers  to  assist  two  half-days  a week 
in  this  department,  which  gives  opportunity  for  more  work 
along  this  and  other  lines. 

Last,  but  by  no  means  the  least  important,  comes  the 
cottage  work.  To  teach  and  direct  the  activities  of  thirty- 
six  girls  or  boys  in  a cottage,  is  a formidable  task  when  we 
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consider  the  duties'  involved.  Children  learn  largely  by 
repetition  and  imitation.  The  lessons  of  life  are  learned  only 
by  frequent  and  repeated  calls  to  duty,  requiring  great  pa- 
tience and  forbearance  on  the  part  of  the  teacher. 

Truly,  leading  children  to  value  the  higher  things  of 
life,  and  bringing  to  the  work  a spirit  of  freshness  and  joy 
that  shall  enrich  each  new  day  is  a task  requiring  the  patience 
of  Job  and  the  wisdom  of  Solomon.

Report  of  Physician 

Mr.  R.  L.  Brown , Superintendent,  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum: 

Dear  Sir: — It  is  with  a feeling  of  sincere  gratitude  to 
the  “Giver  of  all  good  gifts  and  graces”  that  I review  my 
work  in  this  Institution  during  another  year. 

Its  history  furnishes  us  with  fresh  evidences  of  His  kind- 
ness both  to  us  and  to  those  for  whose  welfare  it  is  our  priv- 
ilege to  labor. 

I have  the  satisfaction  of  again  calling  attention  to  the 
remarkable  healthfulness  of  our  children. 

Last  year  we  reported  one  case  of  pneumonia,  which  was 
less  than  had  occurred  in  the  Institution  during  any  year. 
This  year  there  has  been  none. 

Twice  during  the  year  we  thought  it  best  to  isolate  qur 
children  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  and 
diphtheria  in  the  town.  We  have  had  neither,  nor  any  of  the 
epidemic  diseases  of  childhood. 

For  more  than  four  years  there  has  not  been  a case  of 
typhoid  fever  in  the  Institution.  We  have  not  had  a case  of 
any  of  the  diseases  known  as  preventable. 

There  has  been  a larger  number  of  minor  accidents  among 
the  boys  than  usual,  but  only  one  of  a very  serious  nature. 
A boy  had  his  hand  so  mangled  in  a feed  cutter  that  amputa- 
tion at  the  wrist  was  necessary.  With  this  exception  there 
has  been  no  instance  of  permanent  disability  or  deformity. 

Operations  for  the  removal  of  adenoids  were  performed 
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by  Dr.  J.  W.  McPherson  on  22  girls  and  4 boys  during  the 
year. 

The  same  interest  in,  and  diligent  care  of,  each  individual 
child,  which  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  mention  before,  has 
characterized  every  one  in  authority  with  whom  my  work 
has  brought  me  in  contact  during  the  year,  and  there  is  no 
happier  or  healthier  aggregation  of  children  to  be  found 
anywhere. 

I am  thankful  that  I have  no  death  to  record  in  this 
report.  I desire  again  to  call  attention  to  the  low  death  rate 
among  our  children.  There  have  been  in  the  Institution  two 
deaths  in  seven  years.  An  average  of  325  children  for  this 
length  of  time  is  equivalent  to  2,275  for  one  year.  Two 
deaths  in  this  number  in  a period  of  seven  years  is  equivalent 
to  one  death  in  1,137.5  in  one  year. 

Sanitary  conditions  in  every  department  of  the  Insti- 
tution have  been  invaribly  good.  Without  constant  watch- 
fulness and  intelligent  care  on  the  part  of  those  responsible 
for  these  conditions  I would  surely  not  be  able  to  render  ;you 
this  negative  report  as  to  those  diseases  which  are  the  scourge 
of  childhood  under  general  conditions  in  this  State,  (and 
no  less  so  in  most  others),  and  which  are  the  direct  result  of 
unsanitary  surroundings.  Is  there  .any  valid  reason  that 
children,  more  fortunate  than  these,  in  the  homes  all  over 
North  Carolina,  should  not  be  protected  from  these  ills  as 
effectually  as  these  are?  I would  again  call  your  attention 
to  the  desirability  of  the  abolition  of  the  common  drinking 
cup  in  the  Institution  and  the  installation  of  modern  sani- 
tary drinking  fountains. 

While  our  record  for  healthfulness  is  good,  and  we  have 
just  reason  to  be  proud  of  it,  it  is  not  perfect,  nor  even  as 
good  as  it  should  be. 

The  danger  of  communicating  disease  through  the  agency 
of  the  common  drinking  cup  is  multiplied  by  the  number 
who  drink  from  the  cup.

I beg  to  submit  that  these  charts  are  subject  to 
your  inspection. 

As  to  the  condition  of  the  childrens’  teeth  when  I took 
charge  of  them  you  may  judge  from  the  amount  and  the 
nature  of  the  service  rendered. 

I believe  I have  had  every  assistance  that  those  in  charge 
of  the  Orphanage  could  afford  me,  for  which  I wish  to  express 
my  appreciation.

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On  motion  the  exemplification  of  the  work  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  by  Rockingham  Lodge,  No,  495,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Custodians  was  made  the  special  order  for  7 o’clock 
tomorrow  evening. 

Brother  Rowell  introduced  the  following  resolution,  re- 
pealing the  resolution  adopted  at  our  last  Annual  Communi- 
cation charging  a fee  of  $1.00  on  each  initiate,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee.  (Finance  Committee 
reported  unfavorably  concerning  the  adoption  of  this  resolu- 
tion, and  the  report  of  the  Committee  being  adopted,  this 
resolution  was  lost.) 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  calling  for  the  payment 
of  $1.00  for  each  candidate  initiated  during  the  year,  intro- 
duced and  passed  at  the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be 
repealed.

Resolved,  That  the  word  “excepting”  be  substituted 
for  the  word  “including”  at  the  end  of  the  first  line  of  regu- 
lation 93.  A.  S.  Holden. 

Bro.  W.  W.  Willson  introduced  the  following  resolu- 
tion amending  the  Code,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence.  (The  Committee  on 
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Masonic  Jurisprudence  recommended  the  adoption  of  this 
amendment,  which  was  done.) 

Resolved,  That  Section  126,  page  54,  of  the  Constitution 
be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  “year”  in  the 
third  line  of  the  first  paragraph  of  said  section,  also  by  strik- 
ing out  all  of  second  paragraph,  down  to  the  third  paragraph, 
making  the  section  read  as  follows : 

“A  petition  for  the  degrees  once  rejected  shall  not  again 
be  acted  upon  within  one  year. 

When  a petitioner  has  been  rejected  either  for  advance- 
ment or  membership,  he  cannot  be  balloted  on  for  advance- 
ment or  membership  again  in  less  than  three  months  from 
the  time  of  his  rejection.”  W.  W.  Willson. 

Bro.  W.  W.  Willson  offered  the  following  resolution  which 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee.  (The  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  approved  this  resolution  and  recommended 
its  adoption.  The  Committee’s  report  was  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  which  carries  with  it  the  adoption  of  this 
resolution.) 

Whereas  : There  are  some  clerical  errors  in  the  new 

Code  as  revised  by  the  committee,  caused  by  repeated  changes 
in  preparing  the  Code, 

An d,  W hereas  : It  is  the  wish  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that 
the  new  Code  should  be  gotten  in  proper  shape  and  form  and 
printed  and  bound  and  distributed  to  the  Craft. 

Therefore,  Resolved,  That  the  entire  Code,  together 
with  such  amendments  and  changes  that  have  been  made,  or 
may  be  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  all  referred  to 
the  Code  Committee,  composed  of  Bros.  John  C.  Drewry, 
John  T.  Alderman,  and  A.  B.  Andrews,  Jr.,  with  full  power 
to  correct  the  Code  in  accordance  with  these  amendments  and 
changes,  and  to  make  such  other  changes  as  they  may  see  fit  in 
order  to  properly  reconcile  all  sections  of  the  Code  as  pre- 
sented to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  they  have  printed  and 
bound  1,500  or  more  copies  of  said  Code  when  completed,  and 
that  each  Lodge  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  be  required  to 
purchase  at  least  two  or  more  copies  of  the  Code  for  the  use 
of  the  Lodge,  the  cost  of  the  same  not  to  exceed  50  cents 
per  copy. 

Resolved  2nd,  That  the  Code  Committee  be  requested 
to  revise  the  forms  and  ceremonies  heretofore  used  by  this 
Grand  Lodge  and  have  them  printed  as  an  appendix  to  the 
Code.

Resolved , That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina, 
Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  Annual  Communi- 
cation, sincerely  regrets  the  enforced  absence  of  Past  Grand 
Master  Francis  M.  Winchester,  and  tenders  to  him  its  sin- 
cerest  sympathy  in  his  illness,  and  wishes  for  him  a speedy 
and  complete  restoration  to  health. 
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Bro.  Geo.  S.  Norfleet,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Orphan  Asylum,  submitted  the  following  report  which  was 
read  and  adopted,  and  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

Your  Committee  on  Orphan  Asylum  submits  the  follow- 
ing report : 

A careful  study  of  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  reveals  the  startling  fact  that  the 
subordinate  Lodges  and  the  individual  Masons  of  North  Caro- 
lina contributed  toward  the  support  of  this  Institution  last 
year  the  sum  of  $6,427.00,  which  is  only  12  per  cent,  of  the 
cost  of  maintaining  the  work,  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  con- 
tributed $5,000,  or  less  than  10  per  cent,  of  its  maintenance. 
The  remaining  78  per  cent,  was  obtained  elsewhere,  by  the 
State’s  appropriation  and  largely  earned  by  the  various  de- 
partments of  the  Institution  itself.  We  do  not  believe  that  the 
Masons  of  North  Carolina  realize  how  very  little  we  are  doing, 
or  have  been  called  upon  to  do  toward  the  support  of  our  own 
Institution. 

We  would  not  come  before  the  Grand  Lodge  at  this 
session  and  ask  for  further  appropriations  except  for  the 
fact  that  the  Institution  has  no  funds  to  maintain  the  Baby’s 
Department  about  to  be  started,  and  for  which  an  adequate 
building  has  been  erected. 

We  recommend  that  in  addition  to  the  appropriations 
of  last  year  for  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  a further  appro- 
priation of  $4,500.00  be  made  for  this  year  for  the  main- 
tenance of  this  Baby’s  Department. 

We  recommend  that  the  Singing  Class  of  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum  be  invited  to  come  to  the  next  session  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  or  at  such 
other  time  as  may  be  best,  give  a complimentary  concert. 
This  will  consume  very  little  time  and  cost  the  Grand  Lodge 
nothing.  No  collection  will  be  taken,  but  great  good  will 
be  accomplished  by  bringing  the  Masons  present  into  a 
closer  fellowship  with  our  own  children. 

We  most  heartily  commend  the  splendid  work  done  dur- 
ing the  past  year  by  Superintendent  R.  L.  Brown  and  all 
his  faithful  associates.  If  each  of  us  will  take  the  time  to

In  discussing  the  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Orphan 
Asylum  Past  Grand  Master  Francis  D.  Winston  said : 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master: 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  hear  that  a brother  from  Gran- 
ville County  has  donated  to  the  Orphan  Asylum  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars.  I want  to  live  to  see  the  day  when 
it  will  not  be  considered  the  proper  thing  for  a North 
Carolina  Mason  to  make  his  will  and  omit  that  great  Charity. 
I wish  to  call  attention  to  an  evidence  of  devotion  to  Masonry 
lately  coming  under  my  observation. 

Some  twenty-four  years  ago  Bro.  Varlin  Van  Buren 
Perry,  of  Charity  Lodge,  Windsor,  N.  C.,  moved  to  Littleton, 
Halifax  County.  Pie  retained  his  membership  with  Charity 
Lodge.  His  dues  came  with  annual  regularity.  He  made 
an  annual  pilgrimage  to  his  native  county  and  always  to 
visit  Charity  Lodge.  He  died  in  October  last.  His  will 
was  admitted  to  probate  in  the  County  of  Warren.  In  it 
he  expressed  his  devotion  to  Masonry  and  to  Charity  Lodge. 
He  requested  that  the  entire  body  of  Charity  Lodge  attend 
his  funeral  and  that  all  the  expense  attendant  upon  his 
funeral  by  his  brethren  should  be  borne  by  his  estate.  This 
was  done.  Brethren,  do  you  keep  your  Lodge  and  your  Insti- 
tution in  your  heart.  Unless  you  have  a brother  in  a far 
country  and  receive  a message  of  his  death  and  of  his  wishes 
that  your  Lodge  be  called  to  his  grave  at  his  estate ’s  expense, 
you  cannot  feel  how  close  Masonry  draws  men  to  each  other. 
I have  thought  that  a narration  of  this  incident  was  worthy 
to  be  perpetuated  and  I have,  for  that  reason,  told  you  of  it.

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District  Deputies  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  which  was  afterwards  with- 
drawn by  unanimous  consent. 

A.  J.  Harris,  from  Committee  on  Masonic  Temple, 
submitted  the  following  report  which  was  read  and  adopted : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

Your  Temple  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  another  year 
of  satisfactory  progress. 

As  we  have  stated  in  our  several  reports  recently,  the 
Temple  affairs  have  assumed  a regular  routine,  and  we  feel 
more  than  ever  that  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Temple  Com- 
mittee are  both  to  be  congratulated  on  the  wise  and  prudent 
management  that  has  attended  every  step  connected  Avith  the 
management  of  this  noble  trust. 

We  are  forced  once  more  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
some  of  those  who  signed  pledge  cards  and  agreed  to  make 
donations  to  the  Temple  have  totally  failed  to  comply  with  their 
pledges,  and  others  have  only  paid  in  part.  If  we  could  col- 
lect the  entire  amount  due  on  these  pledges,  it  would  assist 
very  materially  in  soon  paying  off  our  entire  indebtedness. 

In  1910,  the  Grand  Lodge  appropriated  $7,500.00  per 
annum  for  ten  years  to  the  Temple  Fund,  or  until  the  debt 
on  the  Temple  should  be  paid  off.  In  compliance  with  this 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  notes  were  duly  executed  for  the 
above  named  amounts,  and  deposited  with  the  bank  holding 
our  obligations,  in  order  to  strengthen  our  credit.  Five  of 
these  notes  for  $7,500.00  each  have  been  paid.  This  leaves 
five  notes  for  similar  amounts  still  outstanding,  and  the  prompt 
payment  of  these  notes  Avlien  due  will  enable  us  to  pay  off  the 
entire  debt  on  the  Temple. 

During  the  year  Ave  have  had  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Masonic  Temple  Con- 
struction Company  audited  by  an  expert  accountant,  in  ac- 
cordance with  our  usual  custom,  and  they  were  found  correct 
and  accurate. 

You  Avill  notice  this  year  a slight  decrease  in  rent  re- 
ceipts from  the  Temple.  This  has  been  due  to  the  fact  that 
several  new  office  buildings  have  been  erected  in  the  City  of 
Raleigh,  and  we  lost  some  of  our  best  renters.  However,  the 
offices  in  the  Temple  are  now  fairly  well  filled,  and  we  believe 
that  during  the  coming  year  we  shall  show  some  increase  in 
our  rental  receipts. 
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When  we  made  our  annual  report  last  year  the  total  in- 


debtedness against  the  Temple  was  as  follows : 

First  mortgage  bond  indebtedness  $30,000.00 

Second  mortgage  bond  indebtedness  29,450.00 

Notes  in  bank  secured  by  personal  endorsement  9,000.00 

Loan  of  the  Moore  Fund  from  Grand  Treasurer  1,000.00

During  the  year  1914,  we  have  been  able  to  pay  off  $10,000 
on  our  first  mortgage  bond  indebtedness.  We  have  increased 
our  second  mortgage  bond  indebtedness  $600,  as  several 
Lodges  that  subscribed  for  second  mortgage  bonds  paid  up 
the  balance  due  by  them  during  the  year,  and  bonds  were 
issued  to  them. 

The  total  indebtedness  on  the  Temple  at  the  present 


time  is  as  follows : 

First  mortgage  bond  indebtedness,  due  1915  $20,000.00 

Second  mortgage  bond  indebtedness  30,050.00 

Notes  in  bank  secured  by  personal  endorsements  9,000.00

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statement  that  while  our 
second  mortgage  bond  indebtedness  increased  $600,  we  reduced 
our  first  mortgage  bond  indebtedness  $10,000.  This  reduction 
on  our  indebtedness  will  enable  us  to  save,  in  interest  alone, 
$500  during  the  coming  year.  We  believe  during  the  coming 
year,  with  the  increased  rent  receipts  and  the  decrease  in 
interest  payments,  we  will  be  able  to  pay  off,  during  the  coming 


year,  at  least  $11,000,  which  will  leave  the  Temple  affairs  in 
a very  satisfactory  condition.

Bro.  Leon  Cash,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Necrol- 
ogy, submitted  the  following  most  admirable  report  which 
was  read  and  adopted  by  a rising  vote : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

Brethren  : — The  black  shadow  of  death  continually 
hangs  over  us.  During  the  year  there  have  passed  from  our 
official  midst  Brothers  Anthony  Leete  Parker,  Assistant  Grand 
Lecturer;  Needham  B.  Broughton,  Director  of  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum;  Colonel  Jasper  Newton  Craig,  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  22nd  Masonic  District;  and 
James  Southgate  who,  in  his  later  years,  was  more  directly 
connected  with  capitular  and  chivalric  Masonry. 

Separate  memorials  to  the  memory  of  these  beloved  breth- 
ren will  be  presented  by  others  more  intimately  associated 
with  them  than  ourselves,  which  will  do  justice  to  their  charac- 
ter and  worth  as  men  and  Masons.  No  word  of  ours  can 
add  additional  lustre  to  their  memory,  nor  words  assuage 
the  grief  we  feel,  but  your  committee  desire  to  place  upon 
record  in  this  general  report  our  own  feelings  in  view  of  the 
loss  we  have  all  sustained  in  the  death  of  these  brethren 
whose  learning,  skill  and  integrity  have  tended  so  materially 
to  elevate  Masonry  in  this  J urisdiction  to  the  high  position 
it  so  well  deserves  and  has  so  fully  attained. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  that  many 
others,  whom  the  scope  of  this  report  will  not  permit  us  to  call 
by  name,  have  been  gathered  into  the  land  where  their  fathers 
have  gone  before  them.  These  were  men  whose  charity  flowed 
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in  quiet  but  deep  streams,  and  whose  characters,  in  all  the 
relations  of  life,  were  worthy  of  remembrance  and  emulation. 
They  were  the  strength  and  sinew  of  our  organization — the 
great  common  people  who  propagate  our  principles  and  keep 
pure  and  undefiled  the  ideals  of  Masonry.  Upon  their  graves 
we  would  plant  the  sprig  of  acacia  with  the  sincere  wish  that 
their  dust  may  be  sacred  and  that  the  good  earth  and  green 
grass  will  cover  their  remains  tenderly. 

If  Freemasonry  had  no  other  office,  if  it  had  no  other  work 
to  do,  if  it  taught  nothing  else  than  the  sublime  teachings 
of  the  Master’s  degree,  it  would  be  worth  all  it  costs  of 
labor  and  expenditure  of  time  and  money.  To  the  thought- 
ful man  there  will  be  found  in  all  its  ceremonies  lessons  of 
perfect  beauty,  inculcated  in  the  most  impressive  manner, 
and  culminating  in  the  grandest  of  truths,  “Thou  livest  for- 
ever.” God,  indeed,  “knows  our  downsitting  and  our  up- 
rising,” for  although  “we  come  forth  as  a flower  and  are  cut 
down,  and  fleeth  as  a shadow  and  continueth  not,  ’ ’ in  this 
world,  “the  tender  branch  will  sprout  again”  and  not  cease 
in  the  garden  which  is  watered  with  His  love.  We  disappear 
from  the  scenes  of  earthly  labor  but  it  is  “as  the  waters  fail 
from  the  sea,”  for  not  one  drop  of  all  the  waste  of  waters 
which  constitute  the  ocean  is  ever  lost;  it  changes  its  form 
and  passes  into  the  clouds,  going  on  an  eternal  round,  doing 
the  work  which  the  Great  Creator  designed  it  to  perform 
in  the  economy  of  His  universe ; “ it  fleeth  as  a shadow  ’ ’ only 
so  far  as  human  vision  extends ; “it  continueth  not ’ ’ in  the 
form  in  which  we  recognize  it,  and  yet  every  atom  returns 
to  the  sea.  The  flower  “is  cut  down”  but  only  in  the  sense 
that  its  beauty  is  hidden,  for  God  knoweth  where  every 
particle  is  and  brings  it  forth  in  radiant  beauty  to  adorn  the 
face  of  the  earth  and  gladden  His  children  again.  We  speak 
of  the  flower  which  fadeth  and  the  drop  which  evaporates  as 
“continuing  not”,  but  they  are  as  enduring  as  the  stars  and 
will  remain  until  the  heavens  shall  be  no  more.” 

Freemasonry,  which  has  always  been  a teacher  of  men, 
knows  in  whom  it  trusteth.  From  the  Great  Light  which 
beams  with  effrdgent  splendor  upon  its  every  altar  and  by 
means  of  the  legend  which  it  enacts,  Masonry  endeavors  to 
teach  its  initiates  that  the  man  which  “lieth  down”  will 
rise  again.  We  conduct  them  through  the  East  Gate,  the 
bounds  of  which  we  cannot  pass  by  human  reasoning,  but 
there  is  planted  on  Moriah’s  Mount  “the  tree  which  is  cut 
down  and  sprouts  again.”  We  teach  him  that  the  Lion  of  the 
tribe  of  Judah  will  stretch  forth  his  mighty  hand  and  give  him 
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the  pass  which  bursts  the  bonds  of  death,  after  he  should 
have  rested  “until  he  shall  have  accomplished  his  day.” 

Our  friends  go  away  out  of  our  sight,  and  we  think 
of  them  as  having  “wasted  away”  and  fearfully  ask  ourselves 
the  question,  ‘ ‘ Where  is  he  ? ’ ’ forgetting  that  ‘ ‘ God  knowetli 
our  downsitting  and  our  uprising;”  forgetting  that  as  He 
brings  back  the  drop  of  water  and  the  flower,  so  will  He, 
“when  the  heavens  shall  be  no  more,”  bring  from  the  dead 
all  those  who  sleep  in  Him,  and  through  the  strong  grip  of 
the  Lion’s  paw  and  the  password  which  He  has  given,  admit 
us  through  the  gates  of  the  everlasting  city  into  the  Lodge 
which  is  never  clossed  but  is  eternal  in  the  heavens.

Bro.  W.  C.  Wicker,  from  Committee  on  Necrology,  offered 
the  following  report  which  was  read  and  adopted : 

Anthony  Leete  Parker  was  born  in  Harnett  County, 
North  Carolina,  September  7,  1845.  His  death  occurred 
at  his  home  in  Asheville,  N.  C.,  on  January  24,  1914.  He 
joined  the  Confederate  Army  at  the  age  of  seventeen ; he  was 
a gallant  soldier,  and  although  a mere  boy,  he  demonstrated 
his  bravery  and  usefulness  in  the  cause  to  such  an  extent 
that  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  in  which 
position  he  was  serving  at  the  close  of  the  Civil  War. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Bettie  Vinson,  of  Johnson 
County,  December  16,  1874,  and  to  this  union  were  born 
eight  children,  all  of  whom  survive. 

Brother  Parker  became  interested  in  Masonry  early  in 
life,  and  in  October,  1872,  he  was  initiated  an  Entered  Ap- 
prentice; was  passed  to  the  degree  of  Fellow  Craft  in  May, 
1875,  and  was  raised  to  the  Sublime  Degree  of  Master  Mason 
during  the  same  month. 

The  brethren  of  the  several  Lodges  with  which  he  was 
affiliated,  recognizing  his  ability,  zeal  and  inflexible  fidelity 
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Past  Grand  High  Priest 
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to  the  Fraternity,  selected  him  to  fill  many  positions  of 
honor.  He  was  Past  Master  of  Bingham  Lodge,  No.  272. 

He  affiliated  with  Mt.Hermon  Lodge,  No.  118,  in  1898,  and 
immediately  became  one  of  the  active  workers  therein.  Short- 
ly after  making  Asheville  his  home  he  became  interested  in 
the  higher  degrees  and  was  exalted  to  the  August  Degree 
of  the  Royal  Arch ; he  was  a member  of  Ionic  Council, 
Royal  and  Select  Master;  a Sir  Knight  of  Cyrene  Command- 
ery,  No.  5,  Knights  Templar,  and  attained  the  honor  of  a 
Sublime  Prince  of  the  Royal  Secret  of  the  Thirty-second 
Degree  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Free- 
masonry in  Asheville  Consistory,  No.  2,  June  28,  1911. 

In  June,  1905,  he  was  elected  Secretary  of  Mt.  Hermon 
Lodge,  No.  118 ; Secretary  of  Asheville  Chapter,  No.  25,  R.  A. 
M.,  and  of  Ionic  Council,  No.  9,  R.  S.  M.,  and  Recorder  of 
Cyrene  Commandery,  No.  5,  K.  T.  Owing  to  his  extensive 
knowledge  of  Masonry,  and  his  amiable  disposition,  he  made 
a most  valuable  Secretary  and  his  first  election  to  that  office 
was  virtually  an  election  for  life. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  also  recognized 
his  worth  and  ability,  calling  upon  him  to  serve  on  many 
important  committees,  and  in  1905  appointed  him  an  Assistant 
Grand  Lecturer.  It  was  probably  in  this  capacity  that  he  at- 
tained his  greatest  usefulness  to  the  Fraternity,  as  it  enabled 
him  to  impart  his  Masonic  knowledge  to  his  less  informed 
brethren;  he  was  always  found  as  ready  to  give  as  the  breth- 
ren were  to  receive  instruction. 

Brother  Parker  was  a devoted  husband  and  father,  a 
loyal  and  true  friend,  and  one  who  applied  the  principles 
of  Masonry  to  his  daily  life ; to  know  him  was  to  love  him ; 
he  sided  with  the  weak  and  with  willing  hand  gave  alms; 
with  a loyal  heart  and  with  purest  hands  he  faithfully 
discharged  all  trusts. 

Bro.  R.  H.  Sykes  submitted  the  following  report  which 
was  read  and  adopted : 

Memorial  on  the  Life  and  Character  of  James  Southgate, 
of  Durham  Lodge,  No.  352,  A.  F.  & A.  M.,  Prepared 
for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  by  W.  J. 
Brogden,  Member  of  Durham  Lodge,  No.  352. 

On  the  28th  day  of  October,  1914,  the  Craft  of  Masonry 
in  North  Carolina  lost  one  of  its  ablest  and  most  honored 
members.  James  Southgate,  of  Durham  Lodge,  No.  352,  laid 
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down  the  working  tools  of  his  earthly  Lodge  and  was  taken 
into  the  Celestial  Lodge  above  where  the  Supreme  Architect 
of  the  Universe  presides. 

Ilis  career  was  eventful,  and  his  life  and  character 
known  far  and  wide. 

He  was  born  at  Edgefield,  Gloucester  County,  Va.,  on  the 
26th  day  of  July,  1832.  As  he  was  the  first  born  boy  he 
was  named  James  for  his  father.  A short  time  after  his 
birth  his  parents  moved  to  Little  Plymouth,  in  King  and 
Queen  County,  Va.,  where  his  mother  conducted  a large 
and  widely  known  boarding  school  for  girls. 

Surrounded,  as  he  was  in  early  years,  with  an  atmosphere 
of  culture,  gentleness  and  refinement,  which  was  so  charac- 
teristic of  that  rare  civilization  of  the  ante  bellum  south,  it  is 
no  wonder  that  James  Southgate  was  strong  but  not  rough, 
tender  but  not  afraid,  and  generous  but  not  wasteful. 

In  October,  1849,  he  entered  the  University  of  Virginia 
and  was  one  of  the  youngest  students  in  that  great  institution 
of  learning.  Limited  means  prevented  him  from  graduating, 
and  in  1852  he  was  forced  to  leave  college  and  take  his  place 
on  the  firing  line  of  life. 

For  two  years  he  taught  Latin  and  Greek  in  his  mother’s 
school  for  girls  and  thereafter  conducted  a military  school  for 
boys  in  Norfolk,  Va.  It  was  during  this  period  that  he  was 
happily  married  to  Miss  Delia  Haywood  Wynne,  a young 
woman  of  rare  culture  and  refinement. 

In  1861,  at  the  call  of  his  country,  he  put  aside  the 
Latin  grammar  and  the  Greek  lexicon  and  took  up  the  musket 
and  the  bayonet  to  defend,  and  if  need  be,  to  die  for  what 
he  conceived  to  be  right. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1862  he  was  elected  president  of 
Louisburg  Female  College  and  accepted  this  position.  After 
the  war,  he  was  called  to  Olin  College,  Iredell  County,  N.  C., 
where  he  served  with  signal  success  and  efficiency  for  three 
or  four  years. 

During  these  years,  he  began  to  face  a new  problem. 
His  children  were  growing  up  about  him  and  the  question  of 
their  education  took  hold  of  his  mind.  He  believed  in  educa- 
tion with  all  his  sold  and  with  all  his  strength,  and  con- 
ceived it  not  only  to  be  the  highest  duty  but  also  the  greatest 
privilege  of  a parent  to  give  his  children  a fair  chance  in  life. 
At  that  time  Hillsboro  was  an  educational  centre  and  he  gave 
up  his  duties  at  Olin  College  and  removed  to  Hillsboro  and 
entered  the  insurance  business.  A few  years  later  Durham 
began  to  shake  off  her  swaddling  clothes  and,  on  July  26, 
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1876,  James  Southgate  east  his  lot  in  Durham.  By  honest 
dealing  and  diligent  attention  to  business  the  firm  of  J.  South- 
gate  & Son  became  one  of  the  leading  insurance  offices  in  the 
State.  The  lofty  spirit  of  James  Southgate,  duplicated  in  his 
distinguished  son,  tolerated  no  short  cuts  or  devious  practices. 
We  often  hear  the  expression,  “Business  is  business”  and 
in  most  instances  it  is  a false  and  subtle  excuse  for  wrong 
methods  and  wrong  motives,  but  with  J.  Southgate  & Son 
business  was  honesty,  and  fair  competition  and  upright  deal- 
ing at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances. 

James  Southgate  was  a master  builder.  He  wrought  not 
with  mortar  and  wood,  or  brick  and  iron,  but  with  ideals  and 
inspirations.  He  believed  that  there  should  be  “Strength  to 
support  and  beauty  to  adorn  all  great  and  important  under- 
takings.” There  were  two  great  forces  in  civilization  to  which 
he  dedicated  his  strength,  his  mind  and  his  whole  personality. 
The  one  was  religion  and  the  other  Masonry. 

In  religion  he  was  a Methodist  of  the  “most  straightest 
sect,”  contending  for  the  simple  faith  of  the  fathers  with  an 
abiding  reverence  for  all  the  “old  paths”  and  the  “ancient 
landmarks”  and  yet  with  a mind  alert  to  attain  and  cherish 
that  which  was  fundamental  and  permanent  in  the  new  order 
of  things.  His  mind  penetrated  show  and  hypocrisy  and 
looked  behind  the  mask  of  things,  separating  appearances 
from  reality  and  shadow  from  substance.  When  duty  called 
there  was  no  valid  excuse.  Rain,  snow  and  storm,  or  physical 
weariness,  did  not  prevent  him  from  attending  Trinity  Sun- 
day School  and  the  services  of  Trinity  Church.  At  the  hour 
appointed  for  his  Bible  class,  lie  was  there  and  even  when  in 
his  declining  years  he  was  unable  to  mount  the  steps  of  the 
church  unassisted  he  wTould  make  his  way  to  the  entrance  and 
call  some  one  of  his  brethren  to  “lend  a hand”  as  he  termed  it, 
in  order  that  he  might  be  in  his  accustomed  place  on  time. 

Masonry,  too,  with  him  was  a religion,  a deep-seated 
soul-passion  for  brotherhood  and  fellowship.  He  was  made  a 
Mason  in  Norfolk,  Va.,  in  1853,  and  for  over  a half  century 
he  labored  with  the  Craft.  When  he  came  to  Durham  Ma- 
sonry was  neglected  and  viewed  almost  with  suspicion.  He 
flung  the  fire  and  earnestness  of  his  great  personality  into 
the  Lodge  and  in  the  course  of  years  its  membership  increased, 
its  work  became  proficient  and  efficient  and  its  influence  be- 
came a mighty  power  in  this  community.  There  were  vast 
designs  upon  the  trestle  board  of  his  heart  and  he  wrought 
them  out  through  patience,  fidelity  and  unswerving  loyalty. 
A new  member  was  more  than  an  additional  name  on  the 
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roster  of  the  Lodge  for  his  prophetic  eye  saw  a “rough  ashler” 
whose  destiny  was  a “living  stone  in  that  spiritual  building, 
that  house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens.” 

His  worth,  ability  and  grasp  of  Masonic  philosophy  mark- 
ed him  for  leadership.  For  twenty-five  years  he  was  a reviewer 
for  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  North 
Carolina,  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Commandery  and  Grand 
Council  of  the  United  States,  and  his  work  in  this  capacity 
was  received  with  great  appreciation  by  his  brethren.  Many 
letters  were  written  to  him  from  brethren  all  over  the  country 
in  praise  of  his  efforts  and  these  letters  gave  him  great  com- 
fort in  his  declining  years.  He  was  the  recipient  of  all  the 
the  Masonic  honors  which  his  brethren  could  bestow.  He  was 
Master  of  the  Lodge,  High  Priest  of  the  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons,  and  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  North  Carolina,  Thrice  Illustrious  Master  of  the  Grand 
Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  North  Carolina,  Emi- 
nent Commander  of  the  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar, 
and  Grand  Commander  of  the  Grand  Commandery  of  North 
Carolina.  Many  times  he  was  chosen  representative  to  the 
General  Grand  Bodies  of  the  United  States  in  both  Chapters 
and  Commandery  and  was,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Dean  of 
the  Corps  of  Correspondents  in  these  General  Grand  Bodies. 

The  space  allotted  for  this  sketch  does  not  permit  an 
analysis  of  the  life  of  James  Southgate.  He  was  not  a genius, 
measured  by  the  usual  standard  of  the  world,  he  was  not  a 
great  man,  but  he  was  a man  of  deep  and  abiding  conviction, 
of  unquestioning  and  victorious  faith ; of  unbounded  and  in- 
flexible courage,  and  a capacity  to  love  not  often  seen  among 
men.  When  a principle  was  involved  he  fought  with  the 
boldness  of  a lion  and  yet  when  a worthy  brother  was  in 
distress  he  was  as  gentle  as  the  twilight  lullaby  of  a mother. 

The  “Golden  bowl”  of  fraternal  association  is  broken  and 
the  “silver  cords”  of  fellowship  is  loosed,  but  the  music  of 
his  life  and  thought  will  abide  through  many  a lingering  year 
for  he  has  but  gone 

“To  join  the  choir  invisible 
Of  those  immortal  dead  who  live  again 
In  minds  made  better  by  their  presence;  live 
In  pulses  stirred  to  generosity, 

In  deeds  of  loving  rectitude,  in  scorn 
For  miserable  aim  that  ends  with  self, 

In  thoughts  .sublime  that  pierce  the  night  like  stars 
And,  with  their  mild  persistence,  urge  Man’s  search 
To  vaster  issues.’’ 
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Brother  Kenny  submitted  the  following  report  which  was 
read  and  adopted : 

Needham  B.  Broughton 

Brother  Broughton  was  elected  a Director  of  this  Insti- 
tution in  January,  1891,  since  which  time  he  has  served  con- 
tinually. Big  hearted  and  generous,  and  with  an  abiding 
faith  in  the  better  part  of  human  nature,  Brother  Broughton 
devoted  much  of  his  time  to  the  help  and  encouragement  of  his 
weaker  brethren.  Ilis  life  touched  and  inspired  many  a 
despondent  heart  and  his  kindly  words  of  encouragement 
lifted  up  many  who  had  fallen  under  the  burden  of  disappoint- 
ment and  sorrow.  He  was  particularly  tender  and  affection- 
ately regardful  of  children  and  his  interest  in  this  Institution 
never  failed ; his  services  to  it  were  of  the  highest  order ; his 
association  with  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  was 
helpful  and  inspiring  and  his  death  is  mourned  by  all  of  us. 

We  desire  to  record  our  appreciation  of  this  good  man : 
therefore  be  it, 

Resolved  1st.  That  the  State  and  his  native  city  have 
lost  a big-hearted,  unselfish,  public  spirited  and  useful  man, 
his  family  a devoted  husband  and  father,  and  his  friends  a 
loyal  ancl  faithful  helper. 

2nd.  That  this  Institution  has  been  deprived  of  the 
services  of  a loving  and  loyal  director. 

3rd.  That  the  members  of  the  board  are  personally 
grieved  at  Brother  Broughton 's  death ; he  was  our  friend  and 
we  loved  him. 

4th.  That  a copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  by 
our  Secretary  to  the  family  of  Brother  Broughton  and  a copy 
be  furnished  to  the  Orphans’  Friend  for  publication.

Brethren  : — I herewith  present  to  this  honorable  body 
my  second  annual  report  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Masonic  and  Eastern  Star  Home  of  North  Carolina,  which 
Institution  is  located  near  Greensboro,  N.  C. 

This  Home  for  the  care  of  the  old  and  indigent  members 
of  the  Masonic  and  Eastern  Star  organizations  of  North  Caro- 
lina was  opened  for  the  reception  of  guests  January  12,  1914. 

This  report  covers  the  period  from  January  1,  1914,  to 
December  31,  1914. 

OFFICIAL  OPENING 

Our  Home  was  officially  opened  January  12,  1914.  The 
ceremonies  incident  to  this  occasion  were  attended  by  734 
brothers  and  sisters,  representing  140  Masonic  and  Eastern 
Star  Bodies  of  North  Carolina.

This  work 
was  performed  by  the  old  brethren,  under  the  management  of 
Superintendent  Clymer.  These  services  rendered  by  our  old 
guests,  who  are  physically  able  to  work,  show  the  interest 
they  have  in  their  Home.

Our  present  income  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  A.  F.  & A.  M., 
and  the  Grand  Chapter  Order  Eastern  Star,  supplemented  by 
voluntary  donations,  will  properly  care  for  20  guests.  We1 
now  have  20  accepted  applications,  and  of  this  number  18 
are  in  the  Home. 

We  have  a number  of  applications  pending  this  meeting 
and  it  is  our  desire  to  arrange  to  care  for  40  guests  during 
1915. 

PERMANENT  INCOME 

We  fully  realize  that  the  Grand  Lodge,  A.  F.  & A.  M., 
and  the  Grand  Chapter  Order  Eastern  Star,  are  doing  their 
best  to  carry  out  the  work  of  this  Institution,  but  these 
Grand  Bodies  cannot  provide  all  that  we  need  for  both 
maintenance  and  improvement.  We  are  therefore  making  an 
appeal  to  each  subordinate  Lodge  to  assume  a pledge  of 
$100.00  each,  payable  as  convenient  within  5 years,  and  with- 
out interest.  This  will  give  us  a permanent  income  and 
enable  the  Home  to  properly  expand  to  meet  all  requirements. 
At  the  expiration  of  the  5 years  we  hope  the  temple  at  Raleigh 
will  be  fully  paid  for,  and  when  this  is  accomplished  the 
surplus  earnings  from  this  building  will  take  care  of  this 
Home.  These  pledges  are  a small  obligation  for  any  Lodge  to 
assume,  but  when  scattered  over  the  State  the  aggregate 
amount  of  income  provided  will  be  sufficient  for  all  prospec- 
tive demands. 
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EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  arduous  duties  of  the  Executive  Committee  have 
been  carried  out  in  a spirit  of  loyalty  that  is  commendable. 
Our  Chairman,  Bro.  C.  M.  Vanstory,  has  given  his  valuable 
time  cheerfully,  and  has  been  ready  at  all  times  to  give  the 
Superintendent  advice  in  the  management  of  our  Home. 
Sister  Boettcher,  Brother  Lyle  and  Sister  Siler,  the  other 
members  of  this  committee,  have  contributed  largely  to  the 
success  of  our  first  year.

Bro.  S.  M.  Gattis  presented  the  following  report  concern- 
ing the  suit  against  the  Grand  Lodge  by  M.  W.  Bayliss,  which 
was  read  and,  on  motion,  was  unanimously  adopted  with  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  our  attorneys  for  managing  the  case  so  ably 
and  skillfully : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

Brethren  : — Since  the  last  annual  communication  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  the  case  of  the  Supreme  Council,  A.  A.  S.  R., 
for  the  .United  States  of  America,  their  Territories  and  De- 
pendencies, Orient  of  New  York,  against  The  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  North  Carolina, 
which  was  then  pending  on  appeal  in  the  Supreme  Court  of 
North  Carolina,  was  remanded  to  the  Superior  Court  of  For- 
syth County  for  trial  on  the  original  pleadings,  the  Supreme 
Court  having  held  that  the  appeal  by  the  plaintiff  from  the 
ruling  of  Judge  Lane  was  premature. 

After  several  continuances  the  case  wfs  called  for  trial 
before  His  Honor,  C.  C.  Lyon,  Judge,  and  a jury,  at  Winston- 
Salem,  November  9,  1914.  The  plaintiff  was  represented 
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by  Lindsay  Patterson,  Esq.,  of  the  Winston  bar,  and  Judge 
C.  C.  Moulton,  of  Washington  City.  The  Grand  Lodge  was 
represented  by  Maj.  J.  E.  Alexander,  of  the  firm  of  Alexander, 
Parish  & Korner,  of  Winston-Salem;  A.  B.  Andrews,  Jr.,  of 
Raleigh,  and  himself.  The  principal  witness  for  the  plaintiff 
was  its  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.  W.  Bayliss,  of 
Washington,  D.  C.  On  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Bro. 
John  Nichols,  Past  Grand  Master,  who  was  a member  of  the 
committee  that  reported  the  resolution  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at 
its  annual  communication  in  1909,  in  regard  to  Cerneuism,  and 
on  which  the  plaintiff  based  his  action,  Past  Grand  Master 
W.  S.  Liddell  and  Grand  Secretary  John  C.  Drewry  were  the 
main  witnesses.  After  both  sides  had  closed  the  testimony 
defendant’s  attorneys  moved  to  dismiss  the  action  on  the 
ground  that  the  resolution  complained  on  by  plaintiff  was  a 
quasi  privileged  communication  and  that  this  being  so  it 
was  incumbent  on  the  plaintiff  to  show  that  the  publication 
was  false  and  malicious,  and  that  plaintiff  had  failed  to  do  so. 
After  full  argument  by  both  sides,  the  court  granted  the 
motion  and  dismissed  the  action  on  the  ground  that  plaintiff 
had  failed  to  show  malice  in  the  publication.  Plaintiff  gave 
notice  of  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  from  this  judgment 
and  was  given  60  days  from  the  adjournment  of  the  November 
term  of  court  in  which  to  serve  statement  of  case  on  appeal, 
and  defendant  was  allowed  60  days  thereafter  in  which  to 
file  counter  case. 

I am  informed  by  Bro.  J.  E.  Alexander  that  the  time  for 
serving  case  on  appeal  expires  January  22,  1915.  Up  to  this 
day,  January  20,  1915,  no  statement  of  case  on  appeal  has 
been  served  on  defendant’s  attorneys,  and  I am  informed  by 
Bro.  J.  E.  Alexander  that  plaintiff’s  attorney,  Mr.  Patterson, 
has  advised  him  that  no  appeal  will  be  taken. 

The  Grand  Lodge  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  termi- 
nation of  this  litigation.  I think  it  but  just  that  I should 
call  attention  to  the  splendid  work  done  in  this  case  by  my 
associates,  Messrs.  Alexander  and  Andrews.  Brother  Alex- 
ander did  fine  service,  especially  in  drafting  the  answer  of 
defendant,  and  Brother  Andrews  is  especially  to  be  com- 
mended for  the  efficient  work  he  did  in  assisting  in  the  prepar- 
ation of  the  defendant’s  brief  in  appeal  to  Supreme  Court  and 
in  collecting  evidence  to  be  used  in  the  trial,  and  all  the  at- 
torneys were  at  all  times  ready  to  do  any  work  that  had  to  be 
done. 

I desire  to  state  that  Brother  Alexander  and  myself  have 
been  fully  compensated  for  our  labors  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
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but  Bro.  A.  B.  Andrews,  Jr.,  being  an  officer  of  the,  Grand 
Lodge,  has  declined  to  accept  any  fee  for  his  services.  I am 
sure  the  Grand  Lodge  will  appreciate  his  unselfish  labors  in 
this  case  and  will  not  forget  them.

Your  committee  to  examine  and  distribute  the  address  of 
the  Grand  Master  submits  the  following: 

Our  distinguished  Grand  Master  brings  a glorious  mes- 
sage, breathing  a spirit  of  uplift  and  larger  vision,  and  we 
commend  bis  words  of  wisdom  and  fraternal  admonition  to 
every  member  of  the  Craft. 

Our  beloved  Order  has  enjoyed  a year  of  unusual  growth 
and  activity.  This  has  been  accomplished  in  a larger  measure 
by  the  unselfish  and  devoted  energies  of  the  Grand  Master. 

His  leadership  has  been  aggressive,  yet  conservatism  has 
been  observed;  he  has  given  freely  and  gladly  of  his  valuable 
time  to  the  promulgation  of  the  tenets  of  the  Fraternity;  and 
a golden  harvest  has  crowned  his  labors. 

A forward  step  has  been  taken  in  our  great  orphanage 
work  and  the  brethren  will  endorse  his  action  by  an  increase 
in  their  gifts  for  the  care  and  training  of  “God’s  little  ones.”

So  much  of  the  address  as  relates  to  fraternal  dead, 
foreign  relations,  charters  and  dispensations,  decisions,  Oxford 
Orphanage,  and  Masonic  and  Eastern  Star  Home,  we  rec- 
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ommend  to  be  referred  to  the  several  committees  dealing  with 
these  subjects. 

We  desire  to  record  our  hearty  approval  of  the  method 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Officers,  with  respect  to  the  appoint- 
ments of  District  Deputies,  and  we  are  pleased  to  note  the 
splendid  results  accomplished  in  most  of  the  districts.  We 
approve  the  plan  to  have  district  schools  of  instruction. 

We  recommend  that  the  Clark  case  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence.  The  “observations” 
are  timely  and  we  commend  them  to  the  earnest  consideration 
of  the  brethren.

W.  B.  Wilson  on  the  charge  of  having  illegal, 
carnal  communication  with  a Brother  Master  Mason’s  wife. 
After  carefully  considering  all  the  evidence  and  hearing  coun- 
sel for  the  defendant  and  the  Lodge,  the  committee  recom- 
mends that  the  verdict  of  the  Lodge  be  sustained.

Using  profanity  while  in  the  Lodge.  2d — Threatening  the 
life  of  a brother.  3d — In  speaking  evil  of  a brother.  4th- — 
Insubordination,  refusing  to  be  seated  when  ordered  to  do 
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so  by  the  Master.  5th— In  speaking  very  disrespectfully  of 
the  Lodge.  After  carefully  considering  the  case  on  appeal,  we 
recommend  that  the  action  of  the  Lodge  be  sustained.

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

Your  Committee  on  Finance  beg  to  report  that  they  have 
considered  the  several  matters  referred  to  them  and  report 
as  follows : 

grand  secretary 

We  find  that  the  receipts  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s 


office  have  been  as  follows : 

Mrs.  Rebecca  Baird’s  bequest  $ 100.00 

Sale  of  codes,  certificates,  etc  17.97 

Charters  and  dispensations,  etc 278.00 

Lodge  dues  25,109.10 


For  all  of  which  the  Grand  Treasurer  has  given  his 
receipt. 

The  increase  in  the  amount  of  dues  this  year  over  the 
report  of  1914  is  due  to  the  per  capita  tax  having  been  raised 
from  90  cents  to  $1.00,  and  the  further  fact  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  imposes  an  initiation  tax  of  $1.00,  which  together  with 
an  increase  in  membership  of  nearly  1,100,  gives  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  round  figures  $5,000.00  more  receipts  than  a year 
ago. 

In  the  report  of  this  committee,  a year  ago,  we  estimated 
that  the  $1.00  initiation  tax  would  yield  $1,500.00  additional, 
and  the  increase  of  10  cents  per  capita  tax  would 
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yield  an  additional  $2,250.00,  which  added  to  the  amount 
that  the  per  capita  at  that  time  was  estimated  to  return 
$21,240.00  would  give  the  estimated  total  receipts  from  per 
capita  tax  and  initiation  tax  of  $24,990.00  which  is  only 
$119.00  under  the  amount  ($25,109.10),  actually  collected. 

The  item  of  the  Mrs.  Rebecca  Baird’s  request  of  $100.00  is 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  trust  for  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum, 
and  is  not  a part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  revenue  income.  The 
same  statement  applies  to  the  $60.00  interest  item  reported 
in  the  Grand  Treasurer’s  receipts,  which  is  the  interest  on  the 
B.  F.  Moore  legacy  of  $1,000,  devised  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  trust  for  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  which  annual  income 
like  the  principal  the  Grand  Lodge  holds  in  trust. 

The  Grand  Treasurer’s  report  shows  the  following: 


Balance  on  hand  last  year  $ 1,236.69 

Receipts  from  Grand  Secretary  25,505.07 

Interest  on  Moore  legacy  60.00 


Total  $26,801.76 

Less  disbursements  25,087.32 


Balance  January  14,  1915  $ 1,714.44 


We  find  unpaid  the  item  of  $100.00  due  to  the  Masonic 
Relief  Association  and  $500.00  unpaid  due  on  the  extra  appro- 
priation of  $2,000.00  made  to  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum. 

Last  year  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  so  heavy 
that  the  Treasurer  was  practically  compelled  to  stop  paying 
bills  from  March  31st  until  November  5th,  a period  of  over 
seven  months. 

MASONIC  TEMPLE 

Again  we  congratulate  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  con- 
tinued successful  management  of  this  building  as  shown  in 
report  of  the  Masonic  Temple  Committee. 

In  this  building  the  Grand  Lodge  has  invested  $66,500.00, 
and  now  has  a property  costing  nearly  $175,000.00,  which  in 
normal  times  would  sell  for  $200,000.00. 

There  are  now  outstanding  the  notes  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
aggregating  $37,500.00,  $7,500.00  of  which  falls  due  annually 
in  December  1915,  1916,  1917,  1918,  and  1919. 

From  the  Temple  Committee  we  understand  that  $20,000 
of  their  indebtedness  will  fall  due  in  December,  1915,  which 
they  hope  in  part  to  pay  off  with  the  Grand  Lodge  appro- 
priation, then  renew  an  additional  $10,000.00. 
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We  congratulate  the  Grand  Lodge  that  the  rate  of  interest 
on  the  debt  of  $60,050.00  is  now  at  such  a low  rate  of 
4.54  per  cent. 

OXFORD  ORPHAN  ASYLUM 

Since  the  State  of  North  Carolina  increased  her  appro- 
priation for  this  Institution  from  $10,000.00  to  $20,000.00  the 
number  of  children  has  increased,  and  also  the  Board  of 
Directors,  at  a cost  of  $8,500.00,  has  built  a cottage  to  care 
for  children  between  two  and  six  years  of  age,  who  are  now 
not  cared  for  in  any  orphan  asylum  in  our  State. 

Last  year  the  Grand  Lodge  made  the  usual  appropriation 
of  $5,000.00,  authorizing  a special  appropriation  of  $4,000.00, 
payable  $2,000.00  in  1914  and  $2,000.00  in  1915,  which  last 
amount  will  have  to  be  taken  care  of  this  year. 

Towards  the  maintenance  of  the  baby  building,  which  is 
estimated  to  cost  annually  $4,500.00,  we  recommend  a special 
appropriation  of  $2,500. 

ESTIMATED  REVENUE  FOR  1915 

As  stated  above  your  committee  last  year  came  within 
$118.19  of  estimating  the  amount  received  as  Grand  Lodge 
dues,  and  for  1915,  now  estimating  on  24,000  Masons  at  pres- 
ent and  the  5 per  cent,  increase  we  estimate  the  per  capita 
tax  will  yield  $25,200.00,  and  estimating  1,500  initiates  at 
$1.00  each,  and  $150.00  from  various  sources,  will  give  a total 
revenue  of  the  Grand  Lodge  from  per  capita  tax  and  an 
initiation  tax  at  $26,850.00. 

CARD  INDEX 

We  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  allowed 
$600.00,  the  same  as  last  year,  for  additional  clerk  hire  to 
work  on  the  indexes  and  records  as  authorized  in  1913. 

LAW  SUIT 

In  November,  1914,  was  tried  in  the  Superior  Court  of 
Forsyth  County,  the  case  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  A.  A. 
S.  R.,  presided  over  by  Major  W.  Bayliss,  against  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  for  an  alleged  libel  by  reason  of  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Cerneauism  which  appeared  in 
1909  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  suit  was  won 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  is  now  over.  Under  the  resolution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  authorizing  the  defense  of  this  suit, 
it  was  necessary  to  engage  counsel  who  successfully  defeated 
the  case,  and  on  account  of  this  suit  the  Grand  Lodge  during 
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the  past  year  has  expended  $564.07  which,  together  with 
$54.20  paid  in  1913,  makes  the  total  cost  of  this  law  suit  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  $618.27,  which  item  was  not  provided  for  in 
the  budget  of  last  year. 

INSURANCE  ON  OXFORD  ORPHAN  ASYLUM 

This  year  the  greater  part  of  the  insurance  on  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum  falls  due  and  we  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
$700.00  be  allowed  for  that  purpose  and  be  turned  over  to 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

COUNTY  LINE  LODGE,  NO.  224 

In  regard  to  the  resolution  on  page  139,  of  the  1914 
Proceedings,  authorizing  the  refund  of  the  $75.00  purchase 
price  of  the  property  of  County  Line  Lodge,  No.  224,  sold  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  which  was  referred  to  this  committee,  we 
find  that  on  August  1,  1899,  the  Grand  Secretary  received 
$65.00  from  Bro.  T.  B.  Bailey,  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
this  property.  The  Lodge  has  since  been  reorganized  with 
eight  of  its  old  members,  and  is  therefore  identically  the 
same  Lodge.  We  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  refund  to 
County  Line  Lodge,  No.  224,  the  $65.00  received  by  it  in  1879. 

ONE  DOLLAR  INITIATION  TAX 

Resolution  of  Bro.  J.  W.  Rowell  to  repeal  the  one  dollar 
fee  on  initiates. 

We  recommend  that  it  he  not  adopted. 

The  present  income  of  the  Grand  Lodge  yields  no  excess 
over  its  expenditures.  The  $1.00  initiation  tax  is  now  equal 
to  6y2  cents  per  capita,  and  if  it  is  repealed  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  increase  the  per  capita  tax  on  each  member  or  else 
reduce  still  further  the  appropriations  authorized  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  this  year.  This  is  paid  only  by  the  working 
Lodges,  and  for  each  dollar  it  pays  the  Grand  Lodge  on  account 
of  an  initiation  it  has  received  from  the  petitioner  at  least 
$14.00  for  its  Lodge  treasury. 

GRAND  TREASURER 

We  recommend  that  hereafter  the  Grand  Treasurer  note 
on  his  vouchers  a classification  reference  to  the  item  of  the 
budget  showing  the  fund  out  of  which  the  account  is  paid.  We 
have  classified  our  budget  into  five  divisions,  lettered  A to  E, 
and  further  subdivided  each  division  into  numbered  headings, 
and  a simple  reference  on  the  voucher  to  the  item  by  letter  and

number  will  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  the  succeeding 
Finance  Committee,  hence  we  make  this  recommendation. 

PURCHASE  OF  PROPERTY  BY  THE  MASONIC  AND 
EASTERN  STAR  HOME 

We  believe  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Masonic 
and  Eastern  Star  Home  already  have  the  authority  to  pur- 
chase any  property  needed,  yet  as  they  ask  for  specific  author- 
ization to  purchase  11  7-10  acres  at  a price  of  $4,000.00, 
we  recommend  that  they  be  given  any  authority  they  may  need 
to  purchase  for  and  only  on  behalf  of  the  Home  the  property 
desired. 

MASONIC  AND  EASTERN  STAR  HOME 

We  congratulate  the  management  of  this  charity  upon 
the  success  that  has  attended  their  efforts  and  the  widening 
scope  of  their  work  and  increased  usefulness. 

We  recommend  that  the  present  appropriation  be  in- 
creased from  $2,000.00  to  $3,000.00. 

GRAND  SECRETARY 

We  recommend  that  hereafter  the  Grand  Secretary  show 
in  his  report  the  dates  of  payments  of  dues  of  the  several 
Lodges,  and  that  he  also  bring  forward  in  his  report  a list  of 
the  Lodges  showing  any  unpaid  dues  for  the  preceding  two 
years. 

MONTGOMERY  LODGE,  NO.  426 

The  communication  from  this  Lodge  memorializes  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  pass  a resolution  to  pay  mileage  to  one  rep- 
resentative from  each  Lodge,  stating  that  our  sister  Grand 
Lodge  of  Georgia  makes  such  payments,  has  been  referred 
to  this  committee. 

We  wish  that  the  Grand  Lodge  were  able  to  do  so,  but 
in  view  of  what  is  stated  above  in  this  report  we  find  the 
Grand  Lodge  is  unable  to  do  so,  and  hence  recommend  against 
this  action.  The  representative  of  Montgomery  Lodge,  No. 
426,  has  over  406  miles  to  travel  to  attend  a session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  one  can  readily  see  how  such  a mileage 
system  would  benefit  the  distant  Lodges.

PRINTING  MASONIC  CODE 

We  recommend  that  the  resolution  introduced  by  Bro. 
W.  W.  Willson,  in  regard  to  referring  the  Code  to  the  Code 
Commission  to  make  needed  corrections  and  amendments, 
correcting  clerical  errors  and  contradictions,  and  inserting 
amendments  recently  adopted,  be  adopted ; and  that  the  Grand 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  have  1,500  or  more  copies  printed 
and  bound  for  distribution  among  the  several  subordinate 
Lodges.  We  also  recommend  that  each  subordinate  Lodge  in 
the  State  purchase  two  or  more  copies  of  the  Code  for  the 
use  of  their  several  Lodges,  at  a cost  not  to  .exceed  50  cents 
per  copy,  as  set  out  in  the  resolution. 

We  would  like  to  have  made  all  the  appropriations  asked 
for,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  is  not  financially  able  to  do  any 
more,  and  we  do  not  think  the  Masons  of  North  Carolina 
wish  to  tax  themselves  with  the  heavy  burden  it  would  neces- 
sitate. The  one  dollar  tax  on  initiates  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  pay  the  present  appropriations.  The  extra  amounts  asked 
for,  in  addition  to  the  budget  of  the  committee,  namely  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum  of  $2,000.00,  the  Masonic  and  Eastern  Star 
Home  of  $500.00,  and  the  employment  of  a man  to  give  his 
whole  time  to  Masonry  at  a cost  of  $2,000.00  annually,  a total 
of  $4,500.00,  would  have  necessitated  raising  the  present 
per  capita  tax  of  $1.00  to  $1.20,  which  we  cannot  recommend. 
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The  present  tax  is  as  high  as  it  should  be,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  should  consider  a reduction  of  it,  if  practicable,  and 
not  further  increase.

Bro.  S.  M.  Gattis,  from  Committee  on  Masonic  Juris- 
prudence, presented  the  following  report  which  was  read  and 
adopted : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  respectfully 
submits  the  following  report: 

In  the  matter  of  the  suspension  of  R.  H.  Starling,  Wor- 
shipful Master  of  Greenwood  Lodge,  No.  419,  Godwin,  N.  C., 
the  committee  has  examined  the  report  of  the  commission  ap- 
pointed by  the  Grand  Master  for  the  purpose  of  investigating 
the  charges  preferred  by  three  members  of  Greenwood  Lodge, 
No.  419,  at  Godwin,  N.  C.,  against  R.  H.  Starling,  the  Wor- 
shipful Master  of  said  Lodge.  The  members  of  the  commis- 
sion, Bros.  J.  Bailey  Owen,  J.  C.  Braswell  and  J.  D.  Proctor, 
seemed  to  have  made  a thorough  investigation,  and  their 
finding  seems  to  be  based  on  the  testimony,  and  their  recom- 
mendations just.  The  Grand  Master  acted  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendation  of  the  commission  and  suspended 
Brother  Starling  from  the  office  of  Master  of  the  Lodge  until 
April  1,  1915.  The  Committee  approves  the  action. 

DECISIONS  OF  THE  GRAND  MASTER 

Decision  No.  1.  The  initiation  fee  for  all  the  degrees 
must  accompany  the  petition  before  the  Lodge  can  accept 
it  or  refer  it  to  a committee  of  investigation. 

Your  Committee  is  aware  that  this  construction  has  been 
very  generally  accepted  as  the  law,  but  after  a careful  reading 
of  Section  134  of  the  Constitution  we  think  the  correct  in- 
terpretation and  construction  is  otherwise.  The  last  sentence 
of  this  section  reads  as  follows : 
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“All  fees  for  conferring  degrees  must  invariably  be  paid  in 
advance,  and  the  Lodge  shall  in  no  case  confer  a degree  unless 
the  regular  fee  is  paid.” 

The  committee  disapproves  this  ruling  of  the  Grand 
Master. 

We  approve  decision  No.  2,  and  decision  No.  4. 

As  to  decision  No.  3,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  same  is  not  an  exact  statement  of  the  law.  The 
soldier  temporarily  stationed  near  a Lodge  under  the  Juris- 
diction of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  is  a sojourner, 
and  his  petition  should  not  be  received  and  cannot  be  balloted 
on  unless  the  petitioner  shall  have  been  continually  a bona 
fide  resident  of  its  jurisdiction  for  at  least  twelve  months — 
Code,  Section  113,  page  52.  A man  may  be  a bona  fide 
resident  of  this  State  for  twelve  consecutive  months,  but 
under  the  State  Constitution  he  cannot  vote  until  he  has 
been  a bona  fide  resident  for  two  years. 

We  recommend  that  the  resolution  introduced  by  Bro. 
A.  S.  Holden  to  strike  out  Regulation  86,  of  the  Code,  be 
adopted. 

We  recommend  that  the  resolution  proposed  by  Bro. 
A.  S.  Holden,  to  substitute  the  word  “excepting”  for  the 
word  “including,”  at  the  end  of  the  first  line  of  Regulation 
93,  on  page  98,  of  Masonic  Code,  be  adopted  and  that  the 
amendment  to  the  Code  introduced  by  Bro.  W.  W.  Willson, 
amending  Section  126,  page  54  of  the  Constitution, be  adopted.

Be,  and  it  is  hereby,  enacted  that  Section  70  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  be,  and 
is  hereby,  repealed  in  its  entirety. 

And  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  be,  and  is  hereby, 
adopted : 

“The  present  Grand  Officers  and  present  District 
Deputies  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Jurisdiction  and  one 
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representative  from  each  subordinate  Lodge,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  the  said  subordinate  Lodge  to  represent  the  chief 
officers  of  said  chartered  Lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction,  shall 
receive  at  each  annual  communication,  which  he  may  attend, 
a sum  equal  to  the  actual  cost  of  his  transportation  to  the 
annual  communication  and  returning  therefrom  by  the  most 
direct  and  economical  route  of  travel.”

There  have  been  two  meetings  during  the  past  year  which 
I desire  to  mention  before  closing,  the  first  being  the  one  held 
in  Rich  Square  at  the  invitation  of  the  Lodge  there  in  cele- 
bration of  the  formal  opening  of  their  splendid  new  Lodge 
room.  There  were  over  one  hundred  guests  present  and  they 
were  served  with  a delightful  banquet  by  the  Lodge  at  night, 
and  there  were  many  happy  and  instructive  speeches  in 
reply  to  various  toasts.  This  meeting  was  held  on  the  evening 
and  night  of  October  30.  At  this  time  the  third  degree  was

The  Attorney  General  took  for  his  subject  the  Masonic 
principles  “Faith  and  Justice”  and  handled  this  great  sub- 
ject with  unexcelled  logic,  eloquence  and  force.  A large 
audience  of  Masons  and  their  friends  heard  this  address. 

At  the  closing  of  the  meeting  the  invitation  of  Widow’s 
Son  Lodge  to  have  the  next  meeting  with  them  was  unani- 
mously accepted  and  the  meeting  adjourned. 

In  closing  allow  me  to  express  to  you,  Sir,  our  appre- 
ciation of  your  great  services  to  the  Order,  and  the  hope 
that  we  may  long  have  the  inspiration  of  your  good  example 
before  us,  and  may  the  great  Fraternity  which  we  love  and 
honor  long  continue  to  be,  as  it  is  today,  a blessing  to  all 
mankind.

No  other 
Lodge  in  the  district  has  provided  a safe  receptacle  for  their 
valuables.  This  should  be  looked  after,  as  we  have  lost 
records  by  fire  which  inconveniences  the  secretaries  and 
destroys  the  history  of  the  Lodge. 

St.  John’s  Lodge,  No.  1,  makes  the  opening  of  the  Three 
Great  Lights  impressive  by  simultaneously  turning  on  the 
three  representatives  with  the  display  of  the  Greater  Lights. 
They  also  encourage  the  newly  made  Mason  to  improve  him- 
self as  to  the  laws  and  landmarks  by  presenting  him  with  a 
copy  of  Mackey’s  Masonic  Jurisprudence  (good  example).

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 

of  North  Carolina: 

Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  make  to  you  my  report  as 

District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Nineteenth  Masonic 
District. 

I cannot  believe  that  any  other  district  representative 
whom  you  have  appointed  appreciates  the  honor  more,  or  has 
enjoyed  performing  the  duties  of  his  office  more,  than  I. 
I have  made  the  acquaintance  of  more  than  a majority  of 
the  655  members  in  my  district,  have  derived  great  pleasure 
from  my  intercourse  with  each  of  the  twelve  Lodges, 
and  have  discovered  delightful  spots  in  the  three  counties, 
hitherto  little  known  to  me. 

Southern  hospitality  was  never  better  shown  than  by  the 
brethren  to  me  in  my  official  visits  of  inspection.  I am  happy 
to  state  that  it  was  possible  for  me  to  spend  the  entire  month 
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of  June  in  the  work,  and  to  visit  every  Lodge  in  the  district 
one  or  more  times,  traveling  more  than  350  miles  at  a cost 
of  about  $20.00. 

Masonry  as  an  institution,  like  Masons  at  home,  is  in- 
terested in  news  of  additions  to  its  family.  At  my  visit  to 
Sandy  Creek  Lodge,  No.  185,  I granted  dimits  to  15  good 
Masons  and  progressive,  to  form  a new  Lodge  at  Epsom, 
Vance  Co.  When  I looked  in  on  this  Masonic  infant  later, 
I found  it  a lively  exponent  of  the  “Better  Babies’’  idea. 
Not  six  months  old,  it  owns  its  own  home ; and,  far  from  need- 
ing me  as  a nurse,  has  had  Brother  Patton  as  teacher  for  a 
thorough  course.  It  wishes  to  be  christened  “J.  H.  Mills.” 
I think  this  is  the  brightest  child  in  the  U.  D.  family  of  1914. 

Our  district  meeting  was  held  in  Louisburg  on  August 
27th,  and  was  I have  been  told,  the  first  in  the  State  this 
year.  The  salient  features  of  this  meeting  which  I must  men- 
tion are  the  facts  that  the  attendance  was  flatteringly  large, 
the  speeches  were  of  the  highest  order,  the  degree  work  ex- 
cellent, and  the  entertainment  provided  by  the  Louisburg 
brethren  lavish  and  well  planned. 

In  my  official  visits  I have  consistently  endeavored  to 
make  more  efficient  the  organization  of  the  several  Lodges, 
and  to  intensify  true  fraternity.  I am  certain  that  what 
Masonry  needs  is  not  hot  air,  but  warm  friendship.  I have 
not  given  the  Lodges  vapid  flights  of  inane  oratory,  but  have 
sought  to  be  useful  toward  the  improvement  of  conditions 
which  are  not  ideal,  whenever  found.  In  my  district,  as  in 
all  others,  there  are  a few  “weaker  brothers”;  among  the 
Lodges,  one  lias  too  much  unfinished  material  of  long  standing ; 
one  internal  disorder  due  to  local  politics ; others  rely  too  much 
on  a single  member ; lecturers,  of  course,  are  needed  by  many, 
and  not  a few  are  troubled  by  the  fact  that  part  of  their 
members  reside  in  town  while  almost  an  equal  part  live  on 
farms.  Since  townsmen  can  with  difficulty  attend  meetings 
in  the  daylight,  while  those  from  the  country  are  in  town  only 
in  daytime,  the  attendance  on  the  regular  meetings  is  too 
small,  and  a problem  arises,  which  I hope  you  will  find  some 
one  capable  of  solving  satisfactorily  to  all  parties. 

But  in  spite  of  these  minor  defects,  the  Lodges  in  the 
district  are  all  in  good  shape.  The  Orphan  Asylum  is  close 
to  the  hearts  of  the  brethren.  On  Lodge,  for  example,  has 
in  the  past  three  and  a half  years  raised  in  various  ways 
for  it  more  than  $800.00  from  a membership  of  fewer  than 
65.  I have  consistently  urged  more  liberal  support  of  the

Masonic  and  Eastern  Star  Home  in  Greensboro,  and  my 
appeals  have  met  with  hearty  response. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  thank  you,  Most  Worshipful 
Sir  and  Brother,  for  the  assistance  which  you  have  personally 
rendered  me,  and  to  state  that  I count  myself  fortunate 
in  that  I was  designated  to  preside  over  the  district  in  which 
the  Grand  Master  himself  resided.

Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers  : Below  I take  pleasure  in  hand- 
ing you  a brief  report  of  the  past  year  in  the  twenty-ninth 
district : 

During  the  year  I have  visited  several  of  the  Lodges, 
and  have  kept  in  touch  with  all  of  the  Lodges  in  the  district. 
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I have  found  that  they  are  practically  all  growing  in  a steady 
manner.  There  has  been  no  unusual  growth,  but  all  of  them 
have  made  steady  progress.  I,  at  all  times,  have  tried  to  im- 
press on  the  members  the  importance  of  the  work  being  con- 
ferred as  it  is  given  by  the  Grand  Lecturers,  and  the  members 
are  beginning  to  awake  to  the  importance  of  this  and  trying 
so  far  as  they  are  able  to  get  authentic  work. 

I find  that  there  are  a number  of  Lodges  whose  by-laws 
provided  that  the  fees  for  the  dues  should  be  apportioned 
to  the  three  degrees  and  only  required  that  the  apportionment 
for  the  first  degree  should  accompany  the  petition  for  the 
degrees,  but  on  this  being  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
members  that  it  was  not  in  accordance  with  the  ruling  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  they  have  changed  their  by-laws  to  conform  to 
the  Code,  and  now  are  collecting  the  fees  for  the  degrees  in 
advance. 

The  brethren  all  over  the  district  are  enthusiastic  in  their 
work  and  are  doing  all  in  their  power  to  advance  the  cause 
of  Masonry. 

In  one  or  two  of  the  Lodges  there  has  been  a small  amount 
of  internal  dissatisfaction,  but  this  is  gradually  disappearing, 
and  the  New  Year  is  opening  with  splendid  prospects. 

On  November  6th,  we  held  a splendid  meeting  of  all  the 
Lodges  in  the  district  in  Statesville,  and,  from  the  comments 
of  the  brethren  who  attended  this  meeting,  did  the  Craft  a 
great  deal  of  good,  putting  new  enthusiasm  into  the  work. 

At  this  meeting  we  had  the  honor  of  a visit  and  talk 
from  our  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Bro.  J.  T.  Aider- 
man,  who  gave  us  a glowing  account  of  the  work  being  done 
throughout  the  State. 

We  also  had  talks  by  Brother  Brown,  of  the  Oxford 
Orphanage,  and  Brother  Phoenix,  of  the  Masonic  and  Eastern 
Star  Home.  Bro.  Geo.  A.  Page,  of  Charlotte,  made  an  address 
on  the  “Symbolism  of  the  Third  Degree”  which  was  well 
received. 

At  the  morning  session,  Bro.  Chas.  Anderson,  of  States- 
ville, made  the  visiting  brethren  welcome  in  a few  well  chosen 
and  appropriate  remarks. 

The  three  degrees  were  conferred  by  three  different 
Lodges  in  the  district;  they,  by  special  dispensation  from  the 
Grand  Master,  opened  their  own  Lodges  for  work  and  in- 
struction, the  first  degree  being  conferred  by  Mooresville 
Lodge,  No.  496. 

At  the  afternoon  session,  Olin  Lodge,  No.  226,  conferred 
the  second  degree  in  such  a manner  as  to  win  special  com- 
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mendation  from  Brother  Alderman  on  the  manner  in  which 
they  put  on  the  work,  especially  congratulating  Brother 
White,  their  Senior  Deacon,  on  the  lecture. 

Brother  Alderman’s  address  was  then  delivered,  and  after 
this  there  were  several  talks  by  the  brethren  on  the  condition 
of  the  Craft  in  their  Lodges,  and  every  Lodge  in  the  district 
reported  Masonry  growing  and  prospering.  Brother  Brown, 
of  the  Home  at  Oxford,  presented  the  needs  of  the  Home,  and 
explained  the  additional  need  arising  from  the  new  baby 
cottage. 

At  the  evening  session  Statesville  Lodge,  No.  487,  con- 
ferred the  third  degree  in  a way  that  led  Brother  Alderman  to 
say,  “as  well  done  as  he  had  ever  seen.”

After  the  Lodge  closed  every  one  repaired  to  the  dining 
room  of  the  Hotel  Iredell,  and  partook  of  a light  supper. 

Prom  the  results  of  the  two  district  meetings  held  in 
this  district,  I am  firmly  convinced  of  their  good  effects  and 
I believe  it  would  be  the  means  of  greatly  furthering  the 
cause  of  Masonry  if  the  Grand  Lodge  would  adopt  some  rule 
whereby  the  different  districts  might  hold  a meeting  annually 
with  the  right  to  open  as  a District  Lodge,  something  on  the 
order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as,  to  a certain  extent,  a district 
meeting  takes  the  place  of  a Grand  Lodge  meeting  to  the 
vast  majority  of  the  brethren.  I would  also  suggest  that  the 
cost  of  district  meetings  be  apportioned  to  each  Lodge  in  the 
district  on  a per  capita  basis,  as  it  is  sometimes  a drain  on  one 
or  two  Lodges  to  act  as  host,  year  after  year. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  each  and  every- 
one of  the  brethren  who  so  ably  assisted  me  in  making  the 
last  meeting  a success.

Thirtieth  Masonic  District 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

The  above  district  comprises  the  counties  of  Davie,  For- 
syth and  Stokes,  and  contains  four  Lodges,  Moeksville,  134; 
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Farmington,  265 ; Winston,  167 ; and  Salem,  289 ; with  a mem- 
bership October  31,  1913,  respectively  of  85,  31,  255,  and 
123.  Total,  494.  At  the  close  of  this  fiscal  year  the  member- 
ship has  increased  to  about  540. 

Stokes  is  one  of  the  very  few  counties  having  no  Masonic 
Lodge.  We  have  been  looking  the  field  over  and  hope  to  be 
able  to  establish  a Lodge  at  Walnut  Cove  during  the  year. 
Later  on  one  should  be  established  at  Danbury,  or  some 
other  point.  This,  however,  will  be  difficult. 

The  Lodges  in  Davie  and  Forsyth  are  live  and  progres- 
sive. The  degrees  are  conferred  in  a creditable  manner,  and 
the  annual  picnic  at  Mocksville,  with  an  excursion  from 
Winston-Salem,  draws  them  all  closely  together,  and  results 
in  systematic  co-operation  and  emulation  in  all  Masonic  work, 
more  especially  that  which  relates  to  relieving  the  distress  of 
the  widow  and  orphan. 

More  than  $2,000.00  has  been  contributed  directly  to  the 
work  at  Oxford  during  the  year — an  average  of  over’  $500.00 
for  each  Lodge.  In  addition  to  this,  more  than  $1,000.00  has 
been  paid  or  subscribed  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
the  Masonic  and  Eastern  Star  Home  since  its  establishment. 

Of  this  record  we  are  proud. 

In  Farmington  Lodge  there  has  been  a little  friction, 
and  in  Mocksville  Lodge  one  very  unfortunate  occurrence, 
but  these  are  matters  which  can,  perhaps,  be  better  remedied 
b.y  time  and  prudent  handling  than  by  drastic  legal  measures. 

In  January,  1914,  Winston  Lodge  elected  Mr.  J.  M. 
Wiggins  to  receive  the  degrees,  he  having  been  previously 
rejected  by  Lafayette  Lodge,  No.  83,  at  Jacksonville,  N.  C., 
this  fact  being  fully  known  at  the  time  of  election.  This  was 
done  in  accordance  with  Regulation  No.  173  of  the  New  Code, 
which  abolishes  perpetual  jurisdiction.  After  the  degrees 
had  been  conferred  it  was  called  to  the  attention  of  Winston 
Lodge  by  Lafayette  Lodge  that  Section  126  of  the  Constitution 
did  not  permit  the  action  taken  by  Winston  Lodge,  although  it 
had  been  the  purpose  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  amend  this 
section  so  as  not  to  nullify  Regulation  173. 

Lafayette  Lodge  also  advised  Winston  Lodge  of  her 
intention  to  memoralize  the  Grand  Lodge  in  regard  to  per- 
petual jurisdiction,  and  asked  the  co-operation  of  Winston 
Lodge,  which  was  readily  granted ; the  matter  being  referred 
to  the  Reference  Committee  of  Winston  Lodge  to  act  in  con- 
junction with  the  committee  from  Lafayette  Lodge. 

Any  blame  attaching  to  Winston  Lodge  for  the  action  is 
attributable  to  the  fact  that  the  District  Deputy  in  ruling 
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on  the  question  of  right  to  act  by  Winston  Lodge  ruled  in 
accordance  with  Regulation  173  without  consulting  Section 
126  of  the  Constitution,  thinking  the  Constitution  had  been 
amended  to  conform. 

We  regret  this  occurrence  sincerely,  and  ask  the  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Lodge  to  take  such  action  as,  in  their 
wisdom,  they  may  deem  necessary.

Mr.  John  T.  Alderman,  Grand  Master,  A.  F.  & A.  M.,  State 
of  North  Carolina: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  In  sending  you  my  report  as 

District  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  work  performed  in  the 
thirty-fifth  and  fortieth  Masonic  districts  I will  state  that 
Masonry  is  generally  in  good  condition. 

In  enclose  herewith  the  reports  of  six  Lodges  inspected 
by  me. 

In  Watauga  County  I did  not  inspect  Ashlar  Lodge,  No. 
151,  and  Elk  Lodge,  No.  373,  because  my  entire  journey 
through  this  remote  mountain  country  was  by  horse  con- 
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veyance  and  these  Lodges  were  so  far  back  and  out  of  the  way 
that  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  visit  them.  I endeavored  to 
have  representatives  present  at  the  Boone  inspection  at  their 
comity  seat  but  they  did  not  attend.  I duly  notified  the 
Master  and  Secretary  of  Snow  Lodge,  No.  363,  in  this  county, 
two  weeks  in  advance  of  their  inspection,  but  when  I went  to 
their  Lodge  for  this  purpose  there  was  no  attendance  and 
one  man,  who  helped  me  to  investigate,  found  they  had  never 
called  for  their  mail  and  did  not  receive  my  letters. 

In  Avery  County  I did  not  inspect  Cranberry  Lodge, 
No.  598.  I gave  ample  notice  of  this  inspection  and  to  accom- 
modate them  as  far  as  possible  I named  the  date  to  he  on  their 
regular  meeting  night,  but  when  I arrived  there  for  this 
inspection  some  of  the  members  told  me  their  Master  said  there 
would  be  “no  meeting”  which  I considered  such  scant 
courtesy  that  I did  not  propose  to  return.  I left  an  inspection 
blank  with  their  Past  Master  and  another  officer  which  they 
agreed  to  fill  out  and  mail  to  me,  but  they  did  not  do  so. 

In  Mitchell  County  I did  not  inspect  Vesper  Lodge, 
No.  554,  because  just  at  the  hour  of  meeting  an  unusually 
severe  thunder  storm  broke  upon  the  neighborhood  and  lasted 
over  two  hours  and  there  was  only  two  or  three  persons 
at  the  Lodge. 

I intended  to  inspect  the  three  remaining  Lodges  in 
Yancey  County,  these  being  Bald  Creek,  No.  397 ; Bee  Log,  No.

Raleigh,  N.  C.,  January  20,  1915. 

To  the  Most  Worship f ul  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

It  is  a privilege  and  a great  pleasure  to  be  a worker  in 
the  vineyard  of  Masonry. 

As  an  humble  laborer  in  the  quarries  of  Masonry  in  this 
State  I submit  the  following  as  report  for  the  past  year. 

I have  served  seventeen  Lodges  during  the  year  and 
find  them  in  a very  satisfactory  condition.  Much  interest 
is  being  taken  in  the  work  and  numbers  are  being  added  to 
the  Lodges  as  fast  as  is  good  for  permanent  prosperity. 

There  is  a marked  improvement  in  the  manner  of  confer- 
ring the  degrees  and  the  uniform  work  as  authorized  ten 
years  ago  and  is  now  taught  and  it  has  grown  in  favor  with 
most  all  the  Lodges. 

It  is  a matter  of  only  a few  years  until  all  the  Lodges 
will  be  giving  the  work  as  authorized;  provided  it  is  given 
by  all  teachers  without  omissions  or  additions. 

Feeling  this  to  be  of  such  weight  as  to  merit  consideration 
I have  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Custodians  to 
this  matter  and  have  asked  that  no  change  or  clamoring  for 
a change  be  allowed  in  their  meetings. 

There  is  also  a noticeable  change  in  the  personnel  of  the 
Lodges.  While  the  ‘ ‘ Grim  Reaper  ’ ’ is  calling  for  the  older 
members  of  our  Lodges  and  many  are  laying  aside  the  working 
tools  of  life,  the  young  manhood  of  the  State  is  looking  for 
the  light  of  our  great  institution. 
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It  is  the  duty  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  see  to  it  that  this 
new  material  is  polished  and  made  useful  in  the  upbuilding  of 
our  Great  State. 

Masonry  stands  for  the  “Brotherhood  of  man”  and 
universal  peace. 

North  Carolina  has  a Grand  Master  whose  heart  throbs 
with  the  emotions  of  sympathy  for  all  who  are  in  distress. 
The  Lodges  have  responded  to  his  noble  call  for  a special 
prayer  for  the  nations  now  engaged  in  war;  we  believe  that 
in  some  way  unknown  to  man  these  petitions  will  not  be  in 
vain  and  harmony  will  yet  prevail. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  high  honor  con- 
ferred upon  me  and  promising,  as  heretofore,  a faithful  dis-

Whereas,  a movement  has  been  set  on  foot  at  Cincinnati 
looking  to  combining  the  united  efforts  of  all  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  throughout  this  country 
of  ours,  now 

Be  it  resolved,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina, 
that  we  are  in  hearty  accord  with  this  splendid  movement, 
manifesting  the  time  loyal  Masonic  spirit  for  our  brethren 
in  every  clime  and  in  every  land,  and  we  urge  upon  the 
Masons  through  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  to  respond  as  liberally 
as  possible  to  the  appeals  made  to  them  in  behalf  of  our 
suffering  brethren,  and  that  we  go  on  record  as  endorsing  the 
movement  and  that  Bro.  John  T.  Alderman,  of  Henderson, 
N.  C.,  Bro.  F.  D.  Winston,  of  Windsor,  N.  C.,  and  Bro.  Sam’l. 
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M.  Gattis,  of  Hillsboro,  N.  C.,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed, a committee  with  full  power  to  take  such  steps  as 
they  may  deem  best  to  cooperate  with  the  brethren  in  other 
Grand  Jurisdictions  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  for 
this  worthy  cause. 

Motion  was  made  that  the  part  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  relating  to  the  decision 
of  the  Grand  Master  in  regard  to  conferring  the  degrees, 
be  reconsidered. 

The  motion  was  lost.

The  Grand  Master  announced  that  the  Grand  Lodge  had 
been  called  in  special  communication  to  lay  the  cornerstone  of 
the  new  Masonic  Temple  being  erected  in  Charlotte.

A procession  was  then  formed,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Grand  Marshal,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  proceded.  in  a body,  the 
Knights  Templar  acting  as  escort,  to  the  place  where  the  Ma- 
sonic Temple  in  Charlotte  is  being  erected  on  the  corner  of 
Tryon  and  Second  Street,  and  the  cornerstone  was  duly  laid 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  according  to  Masonic  Ritual,  in  due 
and  ancient  form,  and  in  the  presence  of  a large  gathering  of 
people.

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master , My  Brother  Masons,  Ladies 

and  Gentlemen: 

We  are  assembled  here  today  to  lay  the  cornerstone  of  this 
Masonic  Temple.  This  edifice  when  completed  will  be  a 
Masonic  home,  not  only  for  the  Masons  of  Charlotte,  but  one 
into  which  all  Masons  from  all  parts  of  the  earth  can  feel 
assured  that  a cordial  and  hearty  welcome  awaits  them  there; 
This  is  the  beginning  of  a happy  fruition  of  that  dream  which 
came  to  the  Masons  of  Charlotte  nearly  a half  century  ago. 

By  authority  of  Chapter,  No.  39,  Royal  Arch  Masons; 
Phalanx  Lodge,  No.  31,  and  Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  261,  A.  F. 

& A.  M.,  of  this  city,  a convention  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
of  Charlotte  was  called  and  convened  on  the  19th  day  of 
May,  1869,  in  the  Springs’  building,  in  this  city,  at  that  time 
used  as  a Masonic  hall  by  the  several  Masonic  bodies  of 
Charlotte.  The  convention  was  called  to  take  into  consider- 
ation the  propriety  of  building  a Masonic  Temple  for  the 
city  of  Charlotte.  The  convention  was  presided  over  by  our 
late  brother,  W.  J.  Gates,  and  S.  L.  Riddell  was  Secretary. 

At  this  convention  a committee  was  appointed  composed  ] 
of  C.  W.  Alexander,  J.  Roessler,  E.  H.  White,  C.  A.  Frazier, 
Samuel  Taylor,  Samuel  Wittkowsky,  Thomas  W.  Dewey, 
D.  G.  Maxwell,  Harry  Buxbaum,  and  Jno.  W.  Wadsworth,' 
all  of  whom  have  laid  down  the  working  tools  of  life  to  take  j 
their  several  stations  in  that  Lodge  above  presided  over  by 
the  Great  Grand  Master  and  Architect  of  the  Universe. 

This  cpmmittee  was  appointed  and  directed  to  arrange  for 
and  hold  a Masonic  fair  and  festival  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  funds  to  build  a Masonic  Temple  in  the  city  of  Char- 
lotte. 

The  fair  was  held  on  the  7th,  8th  and  9th  days  of  July, 
1869,  in  the  First  Presbyterian  church  yard.  The  fair  was 
extensively  advertised.  The  railroads  leading  into  Charlotte 
issued  tickets  at  half  rates  to  all  persons  coming  to  Charlotte 
to  attend  the  fair.  The  ladies  of  the  city  gave  their  very 
valuable  aid,  and  the  net  proceeds  amounted  to  $1,400.00. 
Brother  Lewis  S.  Williams,  the  oldest  living  Past  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  whom  we  are 
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happy  to  have  present  with  us  today,  was  elected  chairman  of 
the  ladies’  committee,  authorized  to  employ  a band  of  music 
and  purchase  twenty  gallons  of  wine.  I have  no  doubt  but 
that  Brother  Williams  performed  that  service,  and  that  the 
sweet  influence  of  women,  wine  and  music  has  had  much  to  do 
with  his  long  stay  of  years  upon  the  earth. 

When  the  fair  was  over  the  committee  of  ten  met  and 
passed  a resolution  that  the  committee  should  at  once  be 
incorporated  under  the  name  of  The  Masonic  Temple  Asso- 
ciation of  the  City  of  Charlotte. 

The  Legislature  of  1870  passed  an  act  incorporating  the 
association  and  on  the  6th  day  of  April,  1870,  the  committee 
of  ten,  who  were  the  incorporators  named  in  the  charter,  met, 
accepted  the  charter  and  organized  with  C.  W.  Alexander,  as 
President,  Samuel  Taylor,  as  First  Vice-President,  Samuel 
Wittkowsky,  as  Second  Vice-President,  D.  G.  Maxwell,  as 
Recording  Secretary,  E.  A.  Osborn,  as  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, Tlios.  W.  Dewey,  as  Treasurer. 

The  President  appointed  C.  A.  Frazier,  E.  II.  White, 
J.  Roessler,  T.  W.  Dewey,  and  Jno.  W.  Wadsworth  a com- 
mittee to  recommend  some  plan  of  action  to  further  the  objects 
of  the  association. 

The  money  arising  from  the  proceeds  of  the  fair  Avas 
loaned  out  at  interest  until  1874,  Avhen  the  accrued  principle 
and  interest  amounted  to  something  over  ,$2,000.00.  At  that 
time  Mr.  D.  P.  Hutchinson  was  about  to  build  the  store  on 
North  Tryon  Street,  now  occupied  by  Kress’  five  and  ten  cent 
store;  the  association  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  Mr. 
Hutchinson  whereby  it  agreed  to  advance  to  him  $1,700.00  and 
was  to  have  the  third  floor  of  the  building  for  5 years  and 
at  the  expiration  of  that  time  Mr.  Hutchinson  Avas  to  return 
to  the  association  the  $1,700.00  Avitliout  interest.  This  arrange- 
ment was  continued  until  January,  1902,  when  the  several 
Lodges  of  the  city  moved  to  the  Piedmont  Building,  the  pres- 
ent home  of  all  the  Masonic  bodies  of  the  city. 

On  December  31,  1883,  the  association  purchased  a lot 
on  North  Tryon  Street,  known  as  a part  of  the  Cruse  property, 
adjoining  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  for  $2,727.24. 
This  Avas  held  until  1890  when  the  association  sold  it  to  the 
Second  Presbyterian  Church  for  $5,000.00.  This  money  Avas 
loaned  out  at  interest  until  1904,  when  the  association  pur- 
chased the  property  on  the  corner  of  West  Trade  Street  and 
Church  Street,  from  the  estate  of  our  late  brother,  H.  G. 
Springs.  From  the  accrued  interest,  rents  and  certain  do- 
nations, made  by  the  Lodges  of  Charlotte,  this  property  Avas 
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paid  for,  and  on  February  1,  1912,  the  association  sold  its 
property  on  Church  and  Trade  Streets  for  the  sum  of  $80,000.- 
00  and  bought  this  property  on  which  the  Temjple  is  now  being 
constructed. 

This  bit  of  history  is  related  to  show  how  from  a very 
small  beginning  this  splendid  result  has  come. 

It  is  the  boast  of  this  association  that  no  member  has  ever 
received  one  cent  for  any  service  rendered,  and  no  individual 
has  ever  been  solicited  and  no  individual  has  ever  contributed 
to  this  fund. 

In  1906  a bazaar  was  held  in  the  City  Hall,  and  another 
in  1909  from  which  about  $6,000.00  was  received.  By  careful 
investments  the  fund  beginning  with  $1,400.00  in  1869  has  been 
augmented  until  now  more  than  $80,000.00  has  been  accumu- 
lated with  which  to  buy  this  property  and  erect  this  building, 
now  owned  by  the  Masonic  Temple  Association,  in  trust  for  all 
the  Masons  of  the  city  of  Charlotte. 

During  the  existence  of  the  Masonic  Temple  Association 
it  has  been  self  perpetuating.  It  lias  had  thirty -five  members, 
never  more  than  ten  at  any  one  time.  The  association  is  now 
composed  of  M.  C.  Mayer,  President;  J.  F.  Roberson,  First 
Vice-President;  Jno.  M.  Scott,  Second  Vice-President;  J.  H. 
Van  Ness,  Treasurer;  Wm.  Anderson,  Secretary;  F.  M.  Win- 
chester and  W.  S.  Liddell,  Past  Grand  Masters  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  North  Carolina;  T.  W.  Alexander,  W.  F.  Monday, 
and  J.  O.  Walker,  and  the  Worshipful  Master  ex-officio  of 
Phalanx,  Excelsior,  and  Joppa  Lodge,  of  this  city. 

This  is  a very  proud  hour  in  the  Masonic  history  of  Char- 
lotte, but  though  every  Mason’s  heart  may  throb  with  pride 
— there  is  a stronger  impulse  in  every  Masonic  breast — an 
impulse  which  moves  us  all  to  look  to  the  future  with  our 
eyes  turned  towards  the  Rising  Sun  in  the  East,  rather  than 
to  the  past. 

Masonry  inspires  its  devotees  with  hope  for  all  that  is 
good  and  beautiful  and  true,  and  endeavors  to  inculcate  in  the 
lives  of  its  followers  morality,  friendship  and  brotherly  love. 

When  this  structure  has  been  completed  by  the  efforts, 
prayers  and  loyalty  of  nearly  three  generations  of  Masonic 
friends  and  brothers,  it  will  be  a home  for  the  living,  a monu- 
ment for  the  dead,  and  a signal  always  for  greater  endeavor, 
nobler  achievements,  and  better  living. 

Song,  “Praise  Ye  the  Father.” 

The  orator  of  the  occasion  was  then  introduced  by  Mr. 
Walter  S.  Liddell,  Past  Grand  Master  of  North  Carolina. 
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We  regret  exceedingly  that  the  admirable  address  of  Past 
Grand  Master  Francis  D.  Winston  had  not  been  committed  to 
manuscript,  so  the  brethren  of  this  and  other  jurisdictions 
might  have  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  reading  it.  The  reporter 
of  The  Charlotte  Observer  gave  an  excellent  report  of  the 
magnificent  address,  and  we  take  the  following  from  the 
Observer  of  March  5th  : 

Past  Grand  Master  Winston  was  introduced  to  the  im- 
mense audience  in  glowing  terms  by  Past  Grand  Master 
Walter  S.  Liddell,  who  said: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master , and 

Brethren: 

The  privilege  of  introducing  the  orator  of  the  day  has 
fallen  to  my  lot;  for  your  sakes,  and  for  the  sake  of  him 
who  will  address  you,  it  would  have  been  better  had  this 
courtesy  been  extended  to  one  more  capable  and  better  able 
to  tell  you  how  greatly  we  are  flattered  by  his  presence,  and 
how  delighted  we  are  to  honor  one  who  has  been  so  highly 
honored  by  his  State. 

We,  who  are  Masons,  appreciate  and  love  him  for  what  he 
has  done  for  the  Order  in  North  Carolina — and  no  man  has 
done  more ; you,  who  are  not  Masons,  admire  him  for  his 
charming  personality,  his  quick  wit,  and  wonderful  versatility, 
his  impartial  justice  and  sound  judgment,  and  for  the  services 
he  has  rendered  his  State.  All  present,  therefore,  will  be  de- 
lighted to  listen  to  so  eloquent  a speaker,  so  prominent  a citi- 
zen, so  distinguished  a Mason. 

History  bears  us  out  in  the  assertion  that  the  greatest 
and  best  men  of  all  ages  have  been  encouragers  and  pro- 
moters of  the  Masonic  art.  Of  these  the  present  age  has  fur- 
nished its  full  quota.  Among  those  of  our  time,  and  for  our 
own  State  pre-eminently  stands  the  Hon.  Francis  D.  Winston, 
Past  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  North  Carolina,  whom  it  is 
my  pleasure  to  introduce,  and  who  will  now  address  you. 

The  address  of  Mr.  Winston  won  much  commendation  as 
being  appropriate  in  thought,  happy  in  expression  and  in 
duration.  It  lasted  half  an  hour,  during  which  the  attention 
of  the  audience  never  once  wavered.  Mr.  Winston  is  an 
experienced  speaker,  has  an  attractive  presence,  and  knew  how 
to  meet  the  vocal  necessities  of  open  air  speaking.  His 
remarks  had  not  been  committed  to  manuscript,  but  they 
lacked  nothing  of  grace  in  their  expression.  He  said  in 
substance : 
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It  is  worth  a trip  from  my  distant  home  in  the  eastern  part 
of  our  great  State  to  your  growing  and  beautiful  city  to 
hear  myself  so  flatteringly  misrepresented  as  has  been  done 
by  my  dear  friend,  Walter  Liddell,  in  presenting  me  to  you. 
It  adds  greatly  to  the  joy  of  being  here. 

I have  come  because  I wanted  to  be  associated  with  this 
unique  exercise,  and  to  show  my  appreciation  of  the  great 
honors  my  Charlotte  brethren  have  assisted  in  bestowing  upon 
me,  honors  far  beyond  my  deserving. 

Our  Brother  Harding  has  eloquently  referred  to  the 
presence  here  today  of  two  Masonic  workers,  one,  Past  Grand 
Master  Williams,  sitting  before  me,  and  the  other,  our  acting 
Grand  Chaplain,  Colonel  and  Reverend  E.  A.  Osborne.  We 
rejoice  to  see  them,  and  hear  these  voices  from  a day  that  has 
gone.  To  these  distinguished  men  and  Masons  I 
pay  deserved  tribute.  Permit  me  also  to  speak  in 
loving,  yet  truthful,  words  of  two  other  distinguished 
Masons,  both  Past  Grand  Masters,  W.  S.  Liddell 
and  F.  M.  Winchester,  whose  good  and  great  labors  for  Ma- 
sonry and  manhood  in  North  Carolina  will  be  imperishable. 

From  what  Brother  Harding  has  told  us  from  the  record 
I am  constrained  to  feel  that  Masonry  of  today  is  not  what  it 
was  “befo’  de  war”,  and  that  what  we  see  today  is  not  to  be 
compared  with  what  our  good  Brother  Williams  knew  and 
experienced  in  the  good  old  days.  [Mr.  Winston  was  referring 
to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Williams  had  been  assigned  to  secure  a 
brass  band,  and  to  obtain  twenty  gallons  of  wine  for  the  fair 
to  raise  money  for  the  Temple  Fund  fifty  years  ago.]  In  some 
respects  I am  sure  we  excel  our  ancient  brethren  and  their 
arrangements.  The  music  here  today  is  more  harmonious  and 
sweet  than  that  from  any  brass  band  he  could  possibly  have 
obtained,  and  the  ladies  who  have  graced  our  choir  just  as 
beautiful ; but  I am  afraid  that  we  are  just  a little  bit  short  in 
that  twenty  gallons.  [Laughter  and  applause.]  The  speaker 
then  told  a witty  anecdote  of  the  man  who  visited  Charles- 
ton and  was  admiring  its  many  beauties,  but  whose  every 
exclamation  of  delight  was  met  by  Mr.  Croakay,  an  old 
resident,  who  always  upheld  “Yes,  but  it  ain’t  like  it  was 
‘befo’  de  war.”  Finally,  they  came  to  the  beautiful  harbor, 
and  the  visitor  eloquently  paid  tribute  to  the  beauty  of  the 
water  and  moonlight.  “Yu,”  said  Mr.  Croakay,  “but  that  old 
moon  ain’t  as  pretty  as  she  was  befo’  the  war.”  Evidently, 
the  speaker  said,  “Masonry  in  some  respects  ain’t  what  she 
was  in  our  good  Brother  William’s  day. 
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It  is  a great  pleasure  to  be  here  today  in  this  historic 
city.  I belong  to  that  school  of  North  Carolina  historians 
which  accepts  as  a fact  not  to  be  controverted,  that — possibly 
within  the  sound  of  my  voice — can  be  found  the  spot  where 
the  determined  men  of  Mecklenburg,  on  that  fateful  morning 
of  May  20,  1775,  declared  that  when  protection  was  with- 
held obedience  should  be  withdrawn.  In  other  places  in 
America  men  and  women  had  met  and  spoken  but  in  no 
such  ringing  and  decided  tones  as  were  attended  here. 

At  Alamance  they  had  declared,  “reduce  our  court  costs 
and  we  will  remain  loyal.”  At  Wilmington  they  had  said, 
“take  off  our  taxes  and  we  will  be  content.”  At  Edenton  the 
cry  had  been,  “remove  the  duty  and  our  fair  women  will 
wear  more  silks.”  But  in  Charlotte  the  men  of  Mecklen- 
burg realized  that  the  hour  had  struck,  that  the  time  had 
come  to  speak  out  with  emphasis  and  with  finality  for  liberty. 

In  all  ages,  especially  in  the  crucial  hours  of  America’s 
constructive  life — Masonry  has  had  its  honored  part.  When 
Massachusetts  desired  to  send  out  a messenger  on  a call  to 
arms  to  battle  for  independence  and  to  repel  the  invader, 
she  selected  Paul  Revere,  a Mason.  When  the  men  of  Virginia 
chose  one  to  lead  them,  and  eventually  the  whole  nation  into 
its  new  and  broader  life,  they  chose  Washington,  the  first 
Master  of  his  Lodge.  When  in  Edenton  the  heart  of  the 
people  desired  to  sound  just  one  note,  Samuel  Johnson  was 
chosen — Samuel  Johnson,  the  first  Grand  Master  of  Masonry 
in  North  Carolina.  [Applause.]  When  Wilmington  wished 
a chief  to  lead  the  minute  men  to  war  she  chose  Cornelius 
Harnett,  a Mason. 

This  historical  city  brings  to  the  mind’s  eye  a sweeping 
tide  of  memories  of  the  past,  and  on  the  crest  of  that  tide  he 
saw  Masonry  ever  standing  for  liberty  and  for  the  advance- 
ment of  mankind. 

Mr.  Winston  made  a humorous  reference  to  the  transfor- 
mation in  the  weather  during  the  past  week,  compelling,  he 
said,  the  cancellation  of  a speech  written  to  be  spoken  amid 
frigid  splendors  of  ice  and  snow  and  winter’s  chilly  blasts. 

MEANING  OF  BUILDING} 

This  building  will  represent  an  idea.  It  will  not  be  a 
house.  It  will  not  be  a mere  structure.  It  will  not  be  a four- 
story  building,  which  stands  foursquare  to  every  wind  that 
blows.  But,  as  much  so  as  any  building  that  has  ever  been 
erected  in  this  world,  it  will  represent  an  idea.  No  place 
will  this  be  where  men  may  barter  and  sell,  no  place  will  this 
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be  for  commercial  exchanges.  Rather  will  it  stand  for  an  idea,  l 
an  abstract,  a philosophical,  a theoretical  and  a practical 
idea.  It  is  an  idea  in  which  the  great  throbbing  heart  of 
the  world  today  is  wrapped.  It  is  an  idea  of  the  universal 
antiquity  and  brotherhood  of  man.  Other  great  buildings, 
designed  for  commercial  uses,  may  rise  here  from  time  to  time 
in  the  years  that  are  to  come.  The  world  can  do  without  them. 
But  the  world  today  is  demanding — more  than  it  ever  de- 
manded before — the  idea  that  every  man  owes  something  to  j 
every  other  man  and  every  man  shall  recognize  every  other 
man  as  his  brother.  This  building  will  stand  through  the  | 
ages  for  eternal  principle  of  the  brotherhood  of  man. 

What  is  one  idea  for  which  this  building  will  stand?  ' 
Your  city  is  wrapped  in  night-time  slumber.  Strolling  your 
streets  at  a late  hour  I meet  a lad.  I inquire  where  he  lives  and  I 
he  replies  that  he  has  no  home.  I ask  where  is  his  mother,  and 
find  that  she  sleeps  over  yonder  in  the  city  of  the  dead.  I | 
ask  the  name  of  his  father.  He  replies  that  he  does  not  know.  I 
I take  that  boy  with  me  to  Oxford  where  he  receives  all  the  | 
advantages  that  an  institution  in  lieu  of  a home  can  possibly 
confer. 

masonry’s  help 

[Mr.  Winston  described  the  beneficial  work  of  the  Masons  I 
who,  after  having  laid  a brother  to  rest  in  the  eternal  sleep,  ! 
pass  by  the  home  and  hearing  the  sobs  of  the  widow  and 
children,  enter  and  take  charge  of  their  affairs,  so  that  they  I 
never  again  know  want.]  They  send  the  mother  to  Greens- 
boro, where  she  is  provided  for  in  comfort.  [Applause.]  It 
was  Christ  who  said,  “For  as  much  as  ye  have  done  it  unto 
the  least  of  one  of  these  little  ones  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me.’’ 
Holy  Writ  also  doth  declare  that  to  visit  the  widows  and  the 
fatherless  is  true  religion. 

The  speaker  pictured  a great  railway  passenger  train, 
loaded  with  precious  human  freight,  as  it  moves  rapidly  out 
into  the  country  and  speeds  into  an  open  bridge,  with  shed- 
ding of  blood  and  loss  of  life  as  the  fearful  penalty.  A Mason 
walks  down  the  line  of  the  victims  and  hears  a man  making 
a peculiar  noise  and  signs.  He  takes  the  man  to  his  own  home, 
though  he  has  nevei*  seen  him  before,  places  him  in  his  own 
bed  and  seeks  to  woo  him  back  to  life  and  health,  but  the 
stranger  succumbs  to  his  injuries  and  his  soul  passes  into  the 
world  beyond.  Although  his  host  knows  not  so  much  as  the 
name  of  the  man  whom  he  is  befriending,  the  body  is  borne  to 
the  plot  of  the  brother  Mason  and  is  laid  to  rest  among 
his  brethren.  “I  was  a stranger  and  ye  took  me  in.” 
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That,  my  brethren,  is  what  this  building  will  stand  for — • 
nothing  more,  nothing  less.  It  is  not  being  erected  for  the 
glory  of  the  builders,  nor  for  the  pleasure  of  those  who  enter 
it  except  in  so  far  as  they  experience  joy  in  service  done, 
but  it  will  stand  for  the  glory  of  God  and  for  the  uplift  of 
man. 

[Mr.  Winston  told  how,  in  a distant  city,  snow-covered  on 
a winter’s  night,  a waif  of  a boy  was  taken  in  hand  and  edu- 
cated with  the  result  that  he  is  now  the  noted  governor  of  a 
neighboring  State  in  the  West.] 

If  some  waif  is  not  raised  into  a useful  life,  if  some 
widow  is  not  cheered,  if  some  stranger  is  not  favored  with 
brotherly  kindness,  it  were  better  that  this  stone  should 
crumble  into  the  eternal  element  that  came  out  of  the  blaster 
that  made  it. 

A DEPENDENT  AGE 

AVe  are  living  today  in  a highly  dependent  age.  There 
is  no  such  thing  as  an  independent  ship  afloat  on  the  ocean  of 
life.  When  a man  embarks  upon  it  he  sets  the  wireless  in- 
strument of  his  heart  to  catch  the  heart-messages  from  the 
other  man.  And  the  man  who  has  not  attuned  his  sympathies 
to  the  welfare  of  the  race  will  go  down  in  a worse  wreck 
than  that  into  which  the  Titanic  dashed. 

This  has  given  to  Masonry  its  universality — this  heart 
union  of  men;  this  mysterious  going  out  of  something  that 
emanates  from  one  spirit  to  another. 

[Mr.  Winston  told  how  some  years  ago  he  had  seen  a strik- 
ing illustration  of  the  universality  of  Masonry,  when  men  of  all 
people  gathered  in  Virginia,  at  exercises  commemorative  of  the 
life  of  Washington.  Tie  saw  the  Sheik  of  the  desert,  he  saw 
the  Cossack  from  Tartary,  he  saw  the  Nubian,  and  the  African 
from  Uganda,  stand  in  a Masonic  Temple  and  in  a silent  but 
effective  manner  give  expression  to  the  same  truth  which  Air. 
Winston  was  yesterday  proclaiming ; the  brotherhood  of  man. 
That  is  what  has  made  Masonry ; Masonry  which  is  older  than 
history  and  older  than  the  earliest  babbling  of  traditions.] 

[Mr.  Winston  instanced,  in  eloguent  sentences,  the  fact 
that  the  late  Senator  Bacon,  of  Georgia,  after  President  and 
Congress,  State  and  nation  and  people  had  paid  their  tribute 
to  his  greatness,  had  felt  that  he  could  not  leave  his  life  where 
he  had  wrought  so  well  until  the  Masonic  service  had  given 
its  benedictions.] 

We  are  girdling  the  world  with  our  circuit  of  intelligence, 
and  in  this  fact  Masonry  has  a greater  duty  than  ever  before, 
the  duty  of  bringing  the  world  closer  together.  This  world

is  only  one  big  family,  and  the  duty  of  Masonry  is  to  cement 
it  together — nothing  more. 

CONSIDERATION  FOR  OTHERS 

The  foreign  relations  of  this  country  ought  to  be  governed 
by  the  same  sense  of  justice,  the  same  regard  for  human 
rights  that  the  country  is  trying  to  enforce  in  its  domestic 
concerns;  the  same  sense  and  obligation  of  brotherhood  I seek 
here  to  inculcate. 

It  is  impossible  to  carry  out  progress  in  policies  looking 
to  the  establishment  of  social  justice  in  America,  and  at 
the  same  time  enforce  a selfish  and  short  sighted  policy  towards 
the  rest  of  the  world  without  bringing  the  nation  into  con- 
tempt. 

The  United  States  has  a perfect  right  to  fix  the  qualifi- 
cations of  citizenship  in  its  territory  and  the  conditions  under 
which  land  can  be  held,  but  we  should  do  this  with  courtesy 
and  regal'd  for  the  rights  and  feelings  of  others.  The  color 
of  a man’s  skin  does  not  lessen  Masonry’s  obligations  to  him. 

The  United  States  has  a perfect  right  to  insist  that  its 
citizens  traveling  abroad  shall  enjoy  the  freedom  of  travel  in- 
sured by  treaties  between  our  first-class  powers,  but  we  ought 
to  enforce  that  right  with  due  consideration  of  the  traditions, 
conditions,  and  feelings  of  the  country  with  which  we  are 
dealing.  The  Masonic  spirit  follows  us  out  of  the  Lodge  room. 

The  United  States  has  a right  to  determine  what  its  tariff 
shall  be,  what  duties  it  shall  levy,  but  we  ought  not  to  act  in 
such  matters  as  if  we  were  the  only  party  interested.  Masonry 
is  universal.  The  United  States  has  a perfect  right  to  deter- 
mine what  tolls  shall  be  paid  for  the  use  of  an  inter-oceanic 
canal,  which  it  has  built  at  great  expense,  but  we  have  no 
right  to  disregard  agreements  into  which  we  have  entered. 
[Applause.]  Are  we  not  bound  by  a cable  tow? 

In  a word,  the  United  States  cannot  conduct  itself  as  if 
it  were  independent  of  any  other  powers.  It  is  not  so  in- 
dependent and  ought  not  to  be.  We  are  one  of  a family  of 
nations.  We  have  to  deal  with  the  welfare  of  the  globe.  We 
must  recognize  our  national  responsibilities,  and  we  must  act 
like  good  neighbors.  [Applause.]  This  is  the  sentiment  of 
Masons  the  world  over,  and  this  is  the  sentiment  of  Americans 
throughout  our  great  country. 

Complete  this  great  building  in  all  its  magnificent  pro- 
portions. The  stranger  who  passes  by  will  be  struck  with 
wonder  at  your  accomplishment,  and  charmed  and  impressed 
with  its  architectural  beauty.  He  will  admire  its  shapely 
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columns  and  net  work  that  crowns  them.  He  'null  look  with 
delight  upon  the  white  marble  and  polished  stone  that  enclose 
it  in  graceful  lines.  Its  tall  spires  will  lift  his  delighted 
eyes  heavenward,  but  more  strongly  will  he  be  impressed 
with  all  of  its  significance  when  he  learns  that  within  its 
silent  walls  every  man  is  given  an  equal  opportunity  and 
that  the  idea  for  which  it  shall  stand  through  endless  ages 
has  been  so  graphically  and  devoutly  carved  on  its  cornerstone.

This  motion  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

Brother  William  Anderson  on  behalf  of  the  Masonic 
Temple  Association  of  Charlotte  expressed  the  appreciation 
of  this  Association  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  for 
laying  the  cornerstone  of  the  new  Temple,  and  to  the  visiting 
brethren  and  the  choir  for  lending  their  help  in  making  the 
exercises  so  beautiful  and  impressive. 

There  being  no  other  business,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  then 
closed  in  ample  form.

PRESENTATION  BY  E.  S.  MARTIN,  P.  M. 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master: 

As  the  day  of  my  destiny  is  o’er  and  the  star  of  my  fate 
has  declined,  as  the  burden  of  years  is  upon  me,  I hardly  ex- 
pected to  be  called  upon  to  face  an  occasion  like  this,  but  the 
summons  has  come  and  I cheerfully  come  forth  to  perform  a 
most  pleasing  duty. 

The  office  of  Grand  Master  is  a most  exalted  position  and 
is  won  by  merit  and  character  alone.  No  one  can  win  it  by 
the  wiles  of  the  politician  or  demagogue.  It  is  the  free 
and  voluntary  ottering  of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Our  brother,  Charles  H.  Robinson,  commenced  his  Ma- 
sonic life  in  St.  John’s  Lodge,  No.  1,  January  3,  1865  (Master 
Mason),  and  in  December,  1872,  together  with  other  members, 
left  St.  John’s  Lodge  to  form  Wilmington  Lodge,  No.  319, 
becoming  its  first  Senior  Warden.  He  was  appointed  to  the 
office  of  Junior  Warden  in  1879,  and  elected  to  the  high  office 
of  Grand  Master,  1887-1888.  I was  appointed  by  him  as  his 
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private  secretary,  and  served  him  while  he  held  that  office. 
Our  career  in  life  has  been  parallel  for  many  years,  I becom- 
ing acquainted  with  him  before  the  war,  and  after  the  war 
we  came  together  often  in  the  Lodge. 

You  have  endeared  yourself  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
North  Carolina,  and  in  token  of  its  appreciation  it  now 
becomes  by  pleasure  to  present  you  with  this  jewel  of  a Past 
Grand  Master.  May  you  live  long  and  enjoy  it! 

ACCEPTANCE  BY  PAST  GRAND  MASTER  ROBINSON 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of  the 

Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina: 

I wish  to  thank  you  for  your  presence  here  this  evening, 
and  to  say  that  I feel  somewhat  embarrased,  because  it  may 
appear  like  an  attempt  to  make  me  conspicuous  and,  there- 
fore, I feel  that  some  explanation  is  due  you  on  my  part. 

At  the  last  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
a resolution  was  offered  by  our  esteemed  brother,  Robert 
C.  DeRossett,  P.  M.  and  Master  of  Orient  Lodge,  No.  395, 
as  follows : 

“Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  ascer- 
tain what  Past  Grand  Masters,  if  any,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
North  Carolina,  have  not  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge  a 
Past  Grand  Master’s  jewel,  and  that  he  be  directed  to  pur- 
chase and  have  presented  to  such  Past  Grand  Masters,  if 
any,  a jewel  similar  to  that  now  presented  to  each  retiring 
Grand  Master.” 

This  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
it  may  be  in  order  to  say  here  that  it  had  not  been  the  cus- 
tom, or  law,  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  period  including 
and  preceding  my  term  of  service  as  Grand  Master  to  present 
the  retiring  Grand  Master  with  the  jewel.  Frequently,  and 
perhaps  generally,  the  friends  of  a retiring  Grand  Master 
would  present  him  some  token  of  regard,  sometimes  a jewel, 
sometimes  a cane  or  some  keepsake.  1 received,  at  the  close 
of  my  term,  a beautiful  gold  headed  cane,  which  I have  with 
me  now,  and  which  I prize  very  highly.  I am  quite  certain 
that  our  lamented  brother,  James  W.  Monroe,  was  instru- 
mental in  the  purchase  of  this  present — the  inscription  on 
it  is : 

“To  Charles  II.  Robinson, 

Grand  Master  of  North  Carolina,  1887-88, 

From  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge.” 
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I wish  to  say  here  that  I have  never  felt  in  any  way 
slighted,  or  that  1 was  deserving  of  any  more  honor  than  had 
been  conferred  on  me  by  the  Grand  Lodge  when  they  elected 
me  to  the  highest  honor  in  Masonry,  the  office  of  Grand  Master 
of  North  Carolina.  Read  over  the  roll  of  Grand  Masters 
from  the  organization  in  1787.  It  begins  with  one  of  the 
most  distinguished  statesmen  this  State  has  ever  had — Samuel 
Johnston— it  includes  Richard  Caswell,  Wm.  R.  Davie,  John 
Louis  Taylor,  Benjamin  Smith,  Robert  Strange.  These  are 
only  a few  of  the  honorable  men,  illustrious  in  the  history  of 
our  State,  and  the  roll,  with  its  mixture  of  great  men,  and  men 
of  ordinary  ability,  of  plain  ordinary  every  day  life,  teaches 
us  one  of  the  cardinal  lessons  we  learn  early  on  the  threshold 
of  Masonry,  that  Masonry  regards  no  man  for  his  worldly 
“wealth  or  honor.”  It  is  one  place  where  we  meet  on  the 
level.  For  myself,  I desire  no  higher  earthly  honor  than  to 
have  my  name  on  that  roll. 

There  is  another  “roll,”  one  higher  than  this,  on  which 
we  may  all,  if  we  will,  when  we  lay  life’s  burdens  down, 
have  our  name  written  in  the  “Book  of  Life”.  When  our 
Grand  Secretary,  Brother  John  C.  Drewry,  whose  unfail- 
ing courtesy  and  brotherly  love  I wish  to  acknowledge  here, 
wrote  to  me  that  he  was  having  a jewel  prepared  for  me,  and 
that  arrangements  would  be  made  for  its  presentation,  it 
came  to  my  mind  that  I would  love  so  much  to  have  it  pre- 
sented by  my  brethren  in  Wilmington,  who  have  worked  with 
me  and  have  always  shown  me  so  much  respect  and  con- 
sideration and  who,  “e’en  down  to  old  age”,  have  been 
loyal  and  loving,  illustrating  the  apostle  s teachings,  AATe  then 
that  are  strong  ought  to  bear  the  infirmities  of  the  weak,  and 
not  please  ourselves.”  My  request  to  our  esteemed  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master,  John  T.  Alderman,  to  have  the 
communication  called  here  having  been  cheerfully  granted, 
this  communication  has  been  called  and  so  I hope  the  brethren 
will  pardon  what  might  have  been  considered  presumption 
on  my  part.  I regret  that  it  was  not  possible  for  Grand 
Master  Alderman  to  be  with  us,  as  this  communication  would 
have  pleased  him. 

I had  another  desire  in  connection  with  this  occasion, 
and  that  was  that  my  beloved  friend  and  brother,  Eugene 
S.  Martin,  should  make  the  presentation.  He  was  my  sec- 
retary during  my  term  as  Grand  Master  and  to  his  intimate 
knowledge  of  Masonic  law  and  his  Avise  council  as  to  the 
solution  of  difficulties  and  perplexities,  incident  to  the  Grand 
Master’s  office,  I am  indebted  for  any  measure  of  success  that 
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may  have  attended  my  administration,  and  back  of  this  I 
had  another  reason,  viz : I received  my  degrees  in  Masonry 
from  his  father,  Past  Grand  Master  Alfred  Martin,  beloved 
and  respected  for  his  character,  his  mercantile  integrity, 
his  citizenship  and  his  illustrious  Masonic  record.  He  was 
one  of  St.  John’s  “triumvirate”  of  Grand  Masters,  viz: 
Phineas  W.  Fanning,  Alfred  Martin  and  Horace  H.  Munson. 
They  have  all  gone  from  us ; we  revere  their  memory. 

I took  my  degrees  in  Masonry  in  St.  John’s  Lodge,  No.  1 : 
Entered  Apprentice,  December  30,  1864,  Fellow  Craft,  Dec- 
ember 31,  1864  and  Master  Mason,  January  3,  1865,  so  near 
together  because  the  division  of  the  Confederate  Army  to 
which  I belonged  expected  marching  orders  at  once. 

And  now,  my  Brother  Martin,  I have  to  thank  you  for 
compliance  with  my  request,  and  for  the  felicitous  manner 
and  words  you  have  employed  in  presenting  this  jewel.  I 
thank  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  gift,  not  for  its  intrinsic 
value,  although  it  is  valuable,  not  for  its  beauty,  for  it  is 
beautiful,  but  for  all  it  stands  for  in  Masonry,  in  fraternal 
love  and  duty.  I have  no  words,  my  brother,  that  are  ade- 
quate in  reply  to  your  beautiful  address,  I dare  not  at- 
tempt to  “paint  the  lily  or  adorn  the  rose,”  I am  grateful 
to  you,  it  adds  another  obligation  to  the  many  in  the  past. 
I thank  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  happiness  they  will  confer 
on  the  other  Past  Grand  Masters  in  the  bestowal  of  the 
jewel  they  worthily  won  in  the  more  difficult  days  of  Ma- 
sonry. They  will  cherish  it  while  they  linger  a few  years 
or  months  longer. 

My  brethren  nearly  all  who  were  associated  with  me 
in  my  early  Masonic  life  have  passed  away, 

A few  still  linger,  with  dimmed  eyes, 

And  time-bleached  locks  of  gray, 

But  they  are  passing,  one  by  one, 

To  their  long  rest  away. 

Young  manhood  and  life  throng  the  halls  of  Masonry  and 
she  has  put  on  her  beautiful  garments  and  lifts  up  her  voice 
for  a better  humanity,  a sweeter,  cleaner  life.  She  points  with 
a justifiable  pride  to  her  Orphan’s  Home,  to  her  hundreds  of 
redeemed  children,  who  have  before  them  a life  of  honored 
manhood  and  womanhood,  and  her  Home  for  the  aged  and 
destitute  stands  with  open  portals  for  them  to  enter  in  and  be 
at  rest,  and  our  Master  stands  looking  on  and  says,  ‘ ‘ Inasmuch 
as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  my  brethren, 
ye  have  done  it  unto  Me.” 
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My  young  brethren,  I am  glad  to  greet  you,  you  look 
good  to  me ! Your  predecessors  wrought  in  Masonry  in  the 
days  of  hardship  and  discouragement.  It  takes  some  hard 
knocks  to  bring  out  the  best  in  men,  it  needs  storm  and 
tempest  to  root  the  sturdy  oak  and  the  towering  pine.  They 
wrought  well  and  planted  deep  in  good  ground  the  order  of 
Masonry.  They  have  left  you  a rich  inheritance,  you  are  to 
enter  in  and  possess  the  land.  “Be  strong  and  of  good  cour- 
age, ’ ’ make  it  fruitful  in  love  and  fraternity,  make  its  name  to 
continue  an  honored  name,  “remove  not  the  ancient  land- 
marks which  thy  fathers  have  set.”  Our  gifted  friend  and 
brother,  Past  Grand  Master  Francis  D.  Winston,  says  some 
good  things,  in  fact,  it  has  become  his  habit  to  do  so,  and 
when  he  is  speaking  we  expect  them.  I want  to  use  a selection. 
He  said  in  presenting  a Past  Master’s  jewel  to  our  worthy 
brother,  Robert  H.  Bradley,  who  has  been  the  Grand  Tiler 
about  thirty  years,  and  who  is  himself  a Masonic  jewel : 
“Masonry  is  not  essential  to  religion,  but  religion  is  essential 
to  Masonry.”  Both  have  taught  our  brother  to  know  his 
full  duty  to  God  and  his  fellow  man.  When  he  knows  a duty 
he  performs  it  and  lives  in  it.  I commend  this  to  your 
consideration.  So  then,  my  brethren,  there  is  something 
higher  than  Masonry  and  you  will  find  this  revealed  on  the 
pages  of  “The  Great  Light”  that  stands  open  on  your  Ma- 
sonic altar,  must  stand  open  when  you  meet.  May  the  light 
you  receive  from  it  be  that  ‘ ‘ Shining  Light,  ’ ’ the  path  of  the 
just,  that  shineth  more  and  more  unto  “the  perfect  day.  ’ 

Complimentary  and  beautiful  remarks  to  Past  Grand 
Master  Charles  H.  Robinson  were  made  by  past  Grand  Master 
Wm.  B.  McKoy;  Rev.  A.  D.  McClure,  D.  D. ; Robert  H. 
Bradley,  P.  M. ; Dr.  Walter  E.  Storm,  P.  M. ; John  Thames, 
P.  M.,  as  Grand  Master,  and  others. 

After  spending  a part  of  the  evening  in  congratulations 
and  best  wishes  to  Past  Grand  Master  Charles  IT.  Robinson, 
and  in  social  intercourse  with  the  large  number  of  the  breth- 
ren present,  there  appearing  no  further  business,  the  minutes 
were  read,  approved,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed  in 
form.

The  Grand  Master  announced  that  the  communication 
was  held  for  the  purpose  of  observing  the  usual  ceremonies 
of  St.  John’s  day. 
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The  Grand  Marshal  then  formed  the  Grand  Lodge  into 
a procession  and  proceeded  in  a body  to  the  stand  erected 
on  the  Asylum  grounds,  where  the  following  exercises  were 
observed : 

Song,  “Oh ! Worship  the  King,”  by  the  children. 

Address  of  Welcome  by  Hon.  A.  A.  Hicks. 

Response  by  Bro.  A.  B.  Andrews,  Jr. 

Song,  “Old  North  State.” 

Bro.  B.  S.  Royster  was  then  recognized  and,  in  behalf  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  presented  to  Past  Grand 
Master  John  Nichols,  a Past  Grand  Master’s  jewel,  as  a 
token  of  the  love  and  esteem  in  which  he  is  honored  and 
revered  by  his  brethren  throughout  the  State. 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  Brethren: 

I esteem  it  not  only  an  honor  but  a distinct  privilege  to 
have  been  requested  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  to 
participate  in  this  portion  of  the  exercises  of  this  great  day. 

Some  forty  odd  years  ago  there  came  before  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  North  Carolina  the  most  important  question  which 
the  brethren  had  heretofore  been  called  upon  to  determine. 
On  June  24,  1855,  the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  St.  John 
the  Baptist,  the  cornerstone  of  the  main  building,  now  stand- 
ing upon  these  grounds,  was  laid  with  appropriate  Masonic 
ceremonies,  and  St.  John’s  College  came  into  being.  In 
December,  1857,  the  trustees  of  the  college  reported  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  that  the  building  had  been  completed  at  a cost 
of  twenty-three  thousand  dollars,  with  thirteen  thousand  dol- 
lars of  this  amount  due  and  unpaid.  In  the  following  year  the 
college  was  opened  and  it  struggled  on  with  scant  success  until 
1861,  when  its  doors  were  closed  and  remained  closed  while 
all  of  this  Southland  of  ours  was  bleeding  and  sorrowing  on 
account  of  the  civil  strife  between  the  North  and  the  South. 

At  the  close  of  this  struggle  the  trustees  of  the  college 
made  arrangements  with  John  II.  Mills  to  remove  the  female 
school  he  was  conducting  in  the  town  to  this  building.  Mi. 
Mills  soon  abandoned  the  work  and  he  was  succeeded  by  the 
Revs.  J.  II.  Phillips  and  C.  B.  Riddick,  the  latter  closing  the 
school  in  1871.  These  were  all  strong  men,  but  they  seemed 
to  be  unable  to  make  the  school  a success.  Who  knows  but 
that  Providence  had  planned  larger  and  better  tilings  foi  the 
great  body  of  Masonry  in  North  Carolina  to  undertake  on 
these  grounds?  The  trustees  of  the  college,  the  leading  men 
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of  Oxford  in  their  day,  made  earnest  efforts  to  re-establish 
the  school,  but  they  failed  and,  through  Major  James  T. 
Littlejohn,  reported  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  communication 
in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  in  1872,  that  they  were  unable  to  do; 
anything  with  the  property.  At  this  time  St.  John’s  college! 
property  seemed  to  he  a liability  rather  than  an  asset  of  the1 
Grand  Lodge.  Many  of  the  brethren  were  anxious  to  be  ridlj 
of  the  enterprise  and  its  attendant  worries,  and  a resolution 
was  introduced  that  the  property  be  sold  and,  after  the  pay-! 
ment  of  the  debts  against  it,  that  the  balance  be  invested  in  a 
proposed  Masonic  Temple.  Then  it  was  that  this  strong, ] 
rugged,  big  hearted,  patriotic  North  Carolinian,  John  H.  Mills, 
offered  a substitute  resolution  to  the  effect  that  the  college  be 
converted  into  an  institution  ‘ ‘ for  the  protection,  training  and  | 
education  of  the  indigent  orphan  children  of  North  Carolina.  ’ ’ 

The  matter  was  strongly  and  intelligently  discussed  by  the 
able  men  who  then  constituted  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North 
Carolina,  and  upon  a vote  on  the  substitute,  it  was  discovered 
that  there  was  a tie  and  the  then  Grand  Master  was  called 
upon  to  break  it  by  his  vote. 

Today  we  have  with  us  the  man,  who  on  this  December 
day,  1872,  recognized  that  hour  as  a preface  to  the  future  and 
to  the  splendid  things  which  have  followed  as  a result  of  his 
having  caught  a vision  of  the  possibilities  stored  away  in  the 
orphan  boy  and  girl  of  this  great  commonwealth.  He  is  now  a ' 
patriarch  in  Masonic  Israel ; he  has  served  at  the  altars 
of  this  great  Fraternity  for  more  than  half  a century;  his 
pilgrimage  along  the  highway  which  leads  from  the  sordid 
things  of  earth  to  the  glorious  and  eternal  things  of  the  great 
hereafter  covers  a period  of  fourscore  years,  during  all  of 
which  time  his  inflexible  fidelity  and  splendid  elements  of 
character  have  made  it  possible  for  him  never  to  be  out  of 
some  kind  of  useful  employment. 

In  addition  to  giving  to  North  Carolina  its  first  orphan- 
age, and  in  establishing  for  the  State  its  greatest  charity,  this 
distinguished  Mason  rendered  other  services  to  the  Craft 
worthy  of  mention. 

During  his  term  as  Grand  Master  he  recommended  an 
adoption  of  a Masonic  Code,  which  was  soon  thereafter  pub- 
lished, and  it  was  due  to  his  recommendation  that  the  manner 
of  payment  of  dues  by  the  subordinate  Lodges  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  changed  to  a per  capita  basis  rather  than  a 
stipulated  sum  for  each  Lodge,  regardless  of  the  number  of  its 
members. 
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Not  only  has  he  worn  with  honor  the  purple  of  our  Order, 
but  his  public  life  has  been  of  the  highest  order.  He  is 
perhaps  the  oldest  editor  in  the  State,  having  had  his  first 
experience  in  this  work  in  1857,  since  which  time  he  has 
edited  a number  of  papers  and  made  regular  and  valuable 
contributions  to  many  others. 

In  1873,  without  effort  on  his  part  or  without  applying 
for  the  position,  he  was  elected  principal  of  the  Institution 
for  the  Deaf,  Dumb  and  Blind.  He  had  had  some  experience 
in  teaching  deaf  mutes,  and  his  administration  of  this  respon- 
sible position  was  eminently  satisfactory. 

In  1881,  without  having  applied  for  the  position,  and 
without  any  knowledge  of  the  President’s  intention  to  give 
!iim  office,  he  was  appointed  postmaster  of  the  city  of  Raleigh, 
and  they  tell  me  that  during  his  term  of  office  he  was  never 
required  to  renew  his  bond  and  on  a final  settlement  of  the 
financial  affairs  of  his  administration  there  was  found  a dis- 
crepancy of  only  two  cents  in  the  various  accounts  of  the 
iffice,  and  this  was  in  his  favor. 

Besides  rendering  these  distinguished  services  to  his  native 
State  he  has  rendered  others,  notably  in  Congress.  In  1886, 
ae  was  elected  from  the  Raleigh  District  by  a most  flattering 
Majority. 

Later  on,  and  for  four  years,  he  filled  with  eminent  satis- 
faction a confidential  position  in  the  Treasury  Department  at 
Washington.  For  the  past  twenty  years  he  has  held  a judicial 
iffice,  that  of  United  States  Commissioner,  and  his  services 
n this  respect  have  been  highly  complimented  by  the  judges 
md  the  heads  of  the  various  departments. 

I know,  brethren,  that  you  have  been  wondering  who  this 
iistinguished  man  and  Mason  is — this  man  who  recognized  in 
December,  1872,  that  within  every  orphan  boy  and  girl  in 
\Torth  Carolina  there  was  being  shaped  each  day  an  infinite 
jea  of  eternity  and  that  upon  tlie  men  and  Masons  of  North 
Carolina  rested  the  responsibilities  to  see  to  it  that  these 
child  hearts  should  be  so  shaped  that  generations  yet  unborn 
night  feel  the  blessed  influence  of  this  splendid  work. 

We  know  now,  and  some  day  we  shall  know  with  amaz- 
.ngly  greater  clearness,  that  it  does  not  pay  to  trifle  with 
' :oday.  A splendid  example  of  this  eternal  truth  was  enacted 
m the  floor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  when 
Tohn  Nichols,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction 
if  North  Carolina,  said,  by  his  vote,  to  the  coming  gene- 
rations of  this  and  other  States  that  there  is  no  higher  ob- 
ligation resting  upon  a Mason  than  that  he  shall  be  willing 
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to  spend  and  be  spent  for  the  relief  of  distressed  orphans  and 
for  their  education  and  proper  equipment  for  the  duties  of 
life. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  at  its  last  com- 
munication, unanimously  decided  to  present  to  this  distin- 
guished Mason  and  our  beloved  brother,  a Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter’s jewel,  as  a slight  token  of  our  affectionate  regard  for  him, 
and  he  chose  this  day  and  this  occasion  for  its  presentation. 
And  now,  Most  Worshipful  Past  Grand  Master  Nichols,  in 
the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  and  on  behalf 
of  the  twenty  thousand  or  more  brethren  all  over  the  State, 

I present  you  this  jewel  and  I trust  that  you  may  live  for 
many  years  to  enjoy  its  possession,  and  that  as  you  go 
down  the  sun-set  side  of  the  hill  of  life  you  may  hear  echoing 
in  your  ears  the  hallelujah’s  of  praise  and  thanksgiving 
which  come  from  the  thousands  of  boys  and  girls  and  men  and 
women  whose  lives  you  have  made  the  brighter. 

Past  Grand  Master  Nichols  feelingly  responded  in  the 
following  manner: 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master: 

A few  weeks  ago  I received  a letter  from  the  Grand 
Secretary  informing  me  that  the  Past  Grand  Master’s  jewel  || 
that  had  been  ordered  to  be  presented  to  me  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  at  its  last  annual  communication, 
had  been  prepared  and  was  ready.  He  wished  for  me  to  j 
indicate  a time  and  place  and  the  occasion  that  would  he 
agreeable  to  me  to  receive  this  jewel. 

I had  no  trouble  in  reaching  a conclusion  as  to  what  my 
answer  should  be,  because  it  could  have  been  no  other  thanj 
what  it  was.  The  historic  town  of  Oxford,  that  great  edu- 
cational centre  and  community  of  refinement  and  intelli- 
gence, was  uppermost  in  my  mind,  and  June  24th,  the  anni- 
versary of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  one  of  the  ancient  patrons  j 
of  Masonry,  as  the  time,  and  the  annual  pilgrimage  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  to  that  Masonic  Mecca,  Ox- 
ford Orphan  Asylum,  as  the  occasion  that  would  be  most), 
agreeable  to  me.  Incidentally,  I mentioned  in  my  answer  to 
the  Grand  Secretary  that  there  was  a resident  Past  Grand 
Master  at  Oxford,  who  had  always  taken  a deep  interest 
in  the  Orphan  Asylum,  was  my  personal  and  Masonic  friend, 
and  if  he  would  consent  to  make  the  presentation  it  would 
greatly  add  to  the  pleasures  of  the  occasion. 
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The  Grand  Secretary  adopted  my  suggestions,  and  the 
program  has  been  carried  out  in  every  detail  up  to  the  pres- 
ent moment.  It  now  only  remains  for  me  to  do  my  part  in 
these  interesting  exercises,  and  that  part  shall  be  very  short 
and  very  simple,  because  if  I desired  it  to  be  otherwise  my 
physical  condition  would  not  permit. 

In  the  first  place,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  I 
desire,  which  I do  through  you,  to  extend  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  North  Carolina  my  most  profound  thanks  for  this  beautiful 
jewel,  this  token  of  love  and  esteem. 

And  you,  Brother  Grand  Secretary,  do  I thank  for  the 
prompt  and  cheerful  manner  in  which  you  have  executed 
the  orders  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  for  your  good  taste  and 
admirable  judgment  in  the  selection  of  the  the  design  of  this 
beautiful  gift. 

I have  not  at  my  command  the  words  that  I would 
wish  to  use,  in  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  many  kind 
things  that  you,  Past  Grand  Master  Royster,  have  been  pleased 
to  say  of  me  personally,  and  of  my  public  and  Masonic  ser- 
vices. If  I have  done  anything  to  merit  the  confidence  and 
esteem  of  my  Masonic  brethren,  the  exercises  of  this  day  have 
more  than  compensated  me  for  all  that  I have  done  or  may 
hope  to  do  for  Masonry  and  the  cause  of  humanity. 

GROWTH  OF  MASONRY 

In  1872  the  number  of  subordinate  Lodges  was  230  with 
a membership  of  7,893,  and  the  receipts  were  $2,835.50. 
Twenty-one  years  thereafter,  when  the  present  Grand  Secre- 
tary took  charge  of  the  books  of  the  Grand  Lodge  there  were 
289  subordinate  Lodges  with  a membership  of  9,841,  the  re- 
ceipts being  $4,779.50. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  submitted  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  annual  communication  showed  the 
number  of  Lodges  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  be  420,  with  a total  membership  of  22,879,  and 
$20,248.50  receipts  from  dues. 

An  analysis  of  these  figures  will  show  some  interesting 
facts,  but  we  have  not  the  time  to  do  that  today.  It  might 
he  asked  by  some  what  it  is  that  has  given  this  great  impetus 
to  the  growth  of  Masonry  during  the  last  two  decades?  One 
of  the  causes  has  been  the  general  prosperity  of  the  country, 
but  the  principle  cause  has  been  the  application  of  business 
principles  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  oidei  in 
the  State  and  the  selection  of  competent  officers,  and  then 
faithful  performance  of  duty. 
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No  business,  be  it  financial,  commercial,  educational  or 
fraternal,  will  prosper  unless  that  business  lias  the  benefit  of 
wise  counsel  in  its  direction  and  intelligent  industry  in  its 
management. 

The  commander  of  the  great  vessel  that  ploughs  the 
mighty  deep  may  direct  and  order,  but  it  is  the  man  at  the 
wheel  whose  strong  arm,  steady  hand,  cool  head  and  watchful 
eye  pilots  the  mighty  ship  into  the  port  of  safety. 

GOOD  WORK  HAS  BEEN  DONE 

Masonry  has  always  been  in  the  forefront  of  all  good 
works,  charities,  benevolences  and  education.  As  early  as 
1842  the  Grand  Lodge  passed  strong  resolutions  favoring  in- 
creased facilities  for  the  education  of  the  children  of  the  State. 
Later  the  Grand  Lodge  took  action  looking  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a Masonic  college  of  high  order,  “which,”  to  use  the 
language  of  the  committee,  “will  be  able  to  furnish  all  young 
men  with  as  full  and  complete  a college  education  as  can  be 
obtained  in  any  similar  institution  in  the  Union.”  A com- 
mittee of  three,  consisting  of  John  Gray  Bynum,  John  A. 
Lillington  and  P.  H.  Winston  was  appointed  to  secure  an 
act  of  incorporation  and  prepare  an  address  to  subordinate 
Lodges  in  the  State  explaining  the  character  of  the  system  of 
education  proposed  to  be  adopted  in  said  college.  In  that  ad- 
dress not  one  word  was  said  about  old  and  dependent  Masons, 
‘ ‘ destitute  widows  and  helpless  orphans.  ’ ’ 

ORIGIN  OF  OXFORD  ORPHANAGE 

I do  not  propose  to  attempt  a review  of  the  history  of 
that  institution  nor  is  it  necessary  to  do  so.  It  is  familiar 
to  many  of  the  older  Masons  of  the  State.  If  there  are  any 
unpleasant  memories  that  still  linger  in  the  minds  of  some  of 
its  disappointed  friends,  let  them  be  forgotten. 

St.  John’s  College,  as  an  educational  institution,  was  a 
failure  but,  Phoenix  like,  there  sprang  from  its  ashes  an  insti- 
tution that  has  been  a greater  blessing  to  humanity  and 
honor  to  Masons,  and  indeed  to  the  people  of  North  Carolina 
than  could  have  been  hoped  for  by  the  most  sanguine  friends 
of  the  college. 

By  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
1872  it  will  be  seen  that  four  short  resolutions  embracing  in  all 
eleven  lines  of  printed  matter  settled  a question  that  had  per- 
plexed the  Grand  Lodge  for  many  years. 
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RESOLUTIONS 

1.  Resolutions  provided  for  the  converting  of  St.  John’s 
College  into  an  orphan  asylum. 

2.  Resolutions  appropriating  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  annually  for  the  support  of  the  asylum. 

3.  Resolutions  provided  that  the  Grand  Lodge  elect  a 
superintendent. 

4.  Resolutions  provided  for  the  class  of  orphans  to  be  ad- 
mitted. 

Three  more  lines  completed  the  work ; it  was : 

On  motion  of  R.  H.  Kingsbury,  Bro.  J.  II.  Mills,  of 
Raleigh,  lie  elected  superintendent  of  the  Oxford  Orphan 
Asylum. 

With  a dilapidated  building  and  the  promise  of  $500  per 
annum  that  big  trained,  big  hearted  Jack  Mills  commenced 
business. 

John  II.  Mills,  like  many  others,  had  some  peculiarities, 
but  they  were  all  on  the  side  of  humanity. 

In  that  beautiful  poem  of  Leigh  Hunt,  Abou  Ben  Adhem, 
he  tells  how  Abou  in  his  vision,  saw  an  angel  writing  in  a 
book  of  gold.  “What  writest  thou  ?”  asked  Abou.  “The  names 
of  those  who  love  the  Lord,  y the  angel  said.  “And  is  mine 
one,”  asked  Abou.  “Nay,  not  so,”  replied  the  angel.  “I 
pray  thee,  then,  write  me  as  one  who  loves  his  fellow  man.’ 
The  angel  wrote  and  vanished  and  the  next  night  it  came 
again  and  showed  the  names  whom  love  of  God  had  blessed, 
and,  lo  ! Ben  Adhem ’s  name  led  all  the  rest. 

It  would  be  a waste  of  time  and  a tax  on  your  patience 
for  me  to  attempt,  on  this  occasion,  to  review  the  history  and 
wonderful  success  of  that  institution.  Since  it  was  opened 
more  than  forty  years  ago,  almost  forty  hundred  children  have 
been  admitted  within  its  walls,  and  not  one  has  ever  suffered 
from  the  pangs  of  hunger  or  felt  the  stings  of  cold. 

This  speaks  well  for  the  management  of  the  institution 
which  has  been  subjected  to  half  a dozen  or  more  changes 
in  executive  officers  since  its  establishment. 

The  present  organization  of  officers  and  teachers  is  ^ad- 
mirable. The  superintendent  is  a gentleman  of  the  highest 
attainments  and  purest  character.  His  kindness  of  heart  and 
love  of  the  work  in  which  he  is  engaged  renders  him  peculiarly 
fitted  for  the  position.  His  associate  officers  and  teachers 
have  been  selected  with  care  and  every  one  is  well  fitted 
for  the  position  they  occupy.  We  doubt  if  there  is  another 
institution  of  a similar  character  that  is  better,  if  as  well 
officered,  as  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum. 
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THE  JEWELS  OP  MASONRY 

Nearly  every  school  boy  who  has  studied  ancient  history 
has  read  the  story  of  Cornelia  and  her  sons.  An  anecdote 
has  been  often  told  of  this  noted  woman  but  it  will  bear 
repeating. 

Cornelia  was  the  daughter  of  Scipio,  and  the  mother  of 
Tiberius  and  Caius  Gracchus.  She  was  a woman  of  high 
attainments  and  lofty  spirits.  Her  society  was  courted  by 
the  rich  and  the  fashionable.  Among  her  frequent  visitors 
was  a rich  woman  who  had  a weakness  for  displaying  her 
jewels  and  boasting  of  her  gold.  On  one  of  these  visits  she 
asked  permission  to  examine  the  jewels  of  Cornelia.  Taking 
her  visitor  by  the  hand,  Cornelia  led  her  into  another  room, 
and  pointing  to  her  two  sons  who  were  sweetly  sleeping,  em- 
braced in  each  others  arms,  she  said,  “These  are  my  jewels,, 
the  most  precious  I have.” 

If  the  Masons  of  North  Carolina  were  asked  today  to 
show  their  jewels — what  they  had  done  for  humanity — they 
would  point  to  that  bevy  of  little  blue-eyed  blondes,  those 
brown-eyed  brunettes,  and  to  that  group  of  ruddy-faced 
blithesome  boys;  to  these  magnificent  buildings  and  the 
beautiful  grounds — the  “Orphans  Home.” 

Pew  of  those  who  were  my  associates  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
forty  years  ago  have  escaped  the  relentless  scythe  of  Time. 
Now  and  then  and  here  and  there  we  meet  with  one  whose 
locks  have  been  silvered  by  Time  and  the  brow  furrowed 
by  age.  One  by  one  they  pass  down  the  valley  almost  un- 
noticed and  soon  to  be  forgotten — reminding  us  of  that 
beautiful  but  sad  thought  of  the  poet:  “Like  the  last  fading 
leaf  that  tenaciously  clings  to  the  treacherous  twig  of  Time  to 
be  wafted  away  by  the  slightest  puff  of  the  gentle  breeze 
to  find  a place  among  its  fellows  in  mother  earth.” 

If  we  could  live  life  over  again,  how  different  we  think 
it  might  be.  In  reviewing  the  activities  of  a long,  busy  and 
in  many  respects  a strenuous  life,  so  many  errors  of  commis- 
sion and  omission  loom  before  the  memory  that  I am  some- 
times almost  tempted  to  declare  that  life  has  been  a failure. 

What  is  life ? “Life,”  says  the  cynic,  “is  the  existence  of 
a condition  of  great  expectations,  few  accomplishments  and 
many  disappointments.  ’ ’ 

It  has  been  compared  to  the  experience  of  the  ambitious 
traveler  who  undertakes  the  hazardous  task  of  crossing  the 
great  sandy  desert  of  the  East  in  search  of  fame  and  fortune. 

For  days  the  weary  traveler  endures  the  rays  of  the 
scorching  sun  and  the  remorseless  sting  of  the  flying  sands. 
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Hunger  and  thirst  tax  his  energies  and  he  becomes  weary  and 
discouraged.  Hope  is  almost  gone  and  he  is  tempted  to  accept 
the  fate  of  many  who  have  gone  before  him  and  cast  his 
wearied  body  on  the  ground  to  be  buried  beneath  the  ever 
changing  sands  of  a trackless  path. 

In  this  state  of  mind  he  casts  his  eyes  in  the  direction 
of  the  home  he  left  behind  him.  In  the  far  off  distance  he 
sees  a dark  spot — a mere  speck  on  the  western  horizon.  Hopes 
renewed  and  spirits  revived,  he  pushes  forward  and  soon 
reaches  the  inviting  spot — a green  oasis  in  the  midst  of  a 
boundless  desert.  There  he  finds  springs  of  cool  water  to 
quench  his  burning  thirst  and  bathe  his  fevered  brow.  He  lays 
his  wearied  body  on  the  carpeted  green  beneath  the  shades 
of  the  willow  and  the  myrtle  and  there,  fanned  by  the  cool 
breezes  of  the  gentle  zephyrs,  he  falls  asleep  to  dream  of  home 
and  the  dear  ones  left  behind. 

This  day  has  been  an  oasis  in  my  Masonic  life.  The  pre- 
sentation of  this  beautiful  jewel  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
kind  words  that  accompany  it,  the  hearty  greetings  of  - old 
friends  and  the  warm  handshakes  of  new  ones,  the  evidences 
I see  of  the  great  work  of  the  Masons  of  North  Carolina  have 
created  a green  spot  in  a long  and  laborious  life.  I feel, 
that  I might,  like  the  weary  traveler,  recline  under  the 
shade  of  these  beautiful  oaks  and  there  in  reverie  commune 
with  the  spirits  of  departed  friends  and  contemplate  the  loving 
kindness  of  friends  and  the  goodness  of  God. 

Grand  Master  John  T.  Alderman  then  introduced  the 
orator,  Hon.  J.  C.  Kittrell.  The  oration  by  Brother  Kittrell 
was  as  follows : 

CONSERVATION  OF  CHILDHOOD 

To  have  been  born  in  North  Carolina,  or  in  the  South,  may 
be  an  incident  as  with  Jackson,  or  Johnson,  or  Woodrow 
Wilson,  but  to  have  been  reared  within  her  borders,  and  to 
have  been  squared  by  the  citizenship  of  Ashley  Horne,  to  have 
been  plumbed  by  the  statesmanship  of  Zebulon  B.  V ance  or 
Charles  B.  Aycock,  to  have  been  leveled  by  the  true  measure 
of  Carolina’s  manhood,  is  worthy  of  any  King. 

Everv  one  among  you  who  possesses  the  real  Carolina 
spirit  intuitively  prays : 

“Oh  Lord,  among  the  many  blessings  that  are  mine, 

I thank  thee  to  live  south  of  Dixon’s  line 
Where  shackles  are  small  and  freedom  is  great, 
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I drink  deep  of  Thy  goodness  in  the  Old  North  State. 

May  I there  toil  on  and  there  lie  in  rest, 

In  dear  Old  Carolina,  Sun-kissed  and  God  blessed.” 

Indeed  the  South  is  not  the  land  of  sloth  and  superstition, 
poverty  and  prejudice,  but  the  land  of  history,  health  and 
humanity,  peace,  progress  and  prosperity. 

In  the  pulpit,  on  the  platform,  in  clean  politics,  the  South 
is  in  the  vanguard  and  North  Carolina  leads  that  van.  The 
hum  of  Industry  is  abroad  in  our  midst.  Mind  has  conquered 
matter.  The  human  voice  takes  the  wings  of  the  morning 
and  dwells  in  the  utmost  parts  of  the  seas.  The  wizard  walks 
among  us  in  man’s  apparel  and  the  weird  and  unhallowed  of 
the  father  lias  become  the  plaything  of  the  child.  We  breathe 
and  live  and  progress  of  the  Hour. 

WE  ARE  LIVING  IN  THE  AGE  OP  HUMANITY 

The  wealthy  have  learned  the  great  lesson,  that  true 
joy  comes  alone  from  the  service  of  God  and  fellow-man,  and 
following  the  precept  they  have  filled  the  coffers  of  libraries, 
churches,  schools,  and  charitable  institutions.  B.  Altman, 
that  prince  of  merchants,  ere  he  crossed  the  Unknown  River 
willed  $30,000,000,  75  per  cent,  of  his  great  fortune  to  the 
clerks  and  employees  of  his  stores.  Henry  Ford  recently  took 
from  the  accumulated  profits  of  his  automobile  factory 
$10,000,000,  not  for  dividends,  but  to  be  divided  among  the 
workers  in  his  great  plant,  and,  greater  still,  he  issued  the 
edict  that  henceforth  no  man  should  work  in  his  factory  who 
did  not  earn  a comfortable  living  for  himself,  his  family  and 
his  minor  children. 

With  such  a spirit  as  this,  among  those  we  are  wont  to 
call  hardhearted,  can  any  man  who  enjoys  the  blessings  of  this 
Christian  age  ask,  “Lord,  who  is  my  neighbor?  Nor  is  this 
broadening  brotherhood  confined  to  the  wealthy ; less  than  two 
months  ago  I saw  a helpless  man  asking  alms  on  a street  corner, 
the  hand  of  affliction  lay  heavy  upon  him.  A little  ragged 
girl  stood  gazing  at  him  with  wide  and  sorrowful  eyes.  She 
clinched  tight  in  her  little  dirty  hand  a few  pennies,  the  price 
of  her  toil  or  sacrifice.  She  passed  on  and  when  within  a few 
steps  of  a fruit  store,  within  a moment  of  the  realization  of 
her  dream  of  cream  or  candy,  she  suddenly  turned,  hastened 
back  to  where  the  poor  man  sat,  dropped  her  pennies  into 
Ids  hat  and  walked  away  again.  But  as  she  went  her  little 
face  shone  with  a new  light,  her  little  heart  beat  with  a new 
joy,  that  joy  which  comes  alone  to  those  who  have  nailed 
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upon  the  cross  some  human  desire,  for  the  love  of  Him  who 
hung  thereon  that  man  might  live.  Daily,  unheralded  and 
unseen,  such  sacrifices  are  made  by  our  women  and  children 
and  some  of  our  men,  quietly  teaching  the  universal  brother- 
hood of  man,  and  today  lie,  who  at  the  sight  of  need  or  affliction 
“passes  by  on  the  other  side  of  the  road,”  reaps  his  just 
reward  of  scoffs  and  jeers  of  an  indignant  people. 

WE  LIVE  IN  THE  AGE  OP  WEALTH 

Papers  and  magazines  are  wont  to  speak  of  the  South  as 
the  nation’s  greatest  asset,  and  well  they  may.  With  her 
annual  crop  of  13,000,000  bales  of  cotton,  700,000,000  pounds 
of  tobacco  and  l1/^  billion  bushels  of  grain  she  can  demand 
the  gold  of  the  universe  for  five  years  to  buy  one  harvesting. 

It.  looks  as  though  the  Creator,  when  he  fashioned  this 
Southland  and  filled  it  with  coal  and  iron  and  mineral  wealth, 
and  covered  its  slopes  with  forests  and  traversed  its  valleys 
with  streams,  and  endowed  it  with  a soil  adapted  to  universal 
vegetation,  and  breathed  upon  it  a climate  akin  to  that  of 
Eden,  in  His  All  Wiseness,  decreed  that  this  Southland 
should  be  the  home  of  the  greatest  Christian  civilization  known 
to  man.  But  greater  by  far  than  the  wealth  and  promise,  more 
eternal  than  the  forests  and  streams  and  mountains  and 
minerals,  is  the  manhood  and  womanhood  of  the  South. 
From  the  prostrate,  bleeding  South,  from  ashes,  tyranny,  and 
insults,  this  manhood  and  womanhood  has  budded  these  states 
of  the  New  South,  each  a little  nation  of  wisdom  and  wealth, 
the  glory  of  which  Sheba’s  Queen  might  well  cross  the  ocean 
to  behold ! 

Alas ! This  generation  that  so  nobly  budded  is  fast 
passing  away.  The  manly  chorus  that  cheered  at  Manassas, 
and  the  sweet  voices  that  echoed  Dixie  when  the  news  reached 
home,  are  blending  beyond  the  River  in  the  great  Choir 
Invisible.  Who  shall  stand  in  their  stead?  Who  shall  keep 
up  their  great  work?  Who  shall  preserve  their  blessed  heri- 
tage, and  keep  unsullied  their  fair  name?  Their  sons  and 
their  daughters ; the  childhood  of  today  from  which  we  make 
the  men  and  women  of  tomorrow. 

The  National  Government  spends  millions  annually  to 
preserve  the  beast  of  the  field,  the  fishes  of  the  sea,  or  the 
birds  o'f  the  air.  Oh,  Ye  Government!  you  patrol  the  coasts, 
you  dredge  the  rivers  and  harbors,  you  create  parks  and  forest 
reserves,  you  spare  not  pains  nor  price  to  keep  inexhaustible 
for  the  future  our  natural  wealth,  our  material  wealth,  but 
“one  thing  thou  lackest, ” greater  than  birds  and  beasts  and 
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fishes,  greater  than  forests  and  rivers  and  mountains  is  the 
future  of  America’s  childhood. 

THE  CONSERVATION  OP  THIS  CHILDHOOD 

This  greatest  of  all  tasks  you  have  left  to  the  States,  and 
through  the  States  to  the  homes,  and  through  the  homes  to  the 
men  and  women  of  this  generation.  North  Carolinians,  I 
say  to  you  today,  that  richer  than  cotton  and  corn,  and  tobacco, 
more  lasting  than  our  rivers,  soils,  and  forests,  our  mountains, 
marble  or  iron,  is  Carolina’s  childhood. 

In  the  tiny  hand  that  pleads  for  the  moon  rests  the 
destiny  of  the  greatest  country  that  the  moon  e ’er  shone  upon. 

We  immortalize  the  hero  who  faced  the  cannon  and 
won  the  victory,  the  soldier  who  sealed  his  faith  with  his 
blood,  the  philanthropist  who  gives  his  fortune  for  church 
charity  or  State.  That  is  well.  But  the  man  who  does  the 
most  for  his  community  and  his  State  is  the  man  who  through 
patience  and  long-suffering  rears  for  his  community  and  his 
State  well  trained,  physically,  mentally  and  spiritually,  sons 
and  daughters.  In  their  moulding  he  has  moulded  the  destiny 
of  his  State.  Human  institutions  pass  away,  monuments 
crumble  into  dust,  but  a well  raised  child  makes  its  impress 
on  eternity. 

In  this  discussion  we  shall  not  touch  upon  the  duty  of 
any  one  parent  to  his  child ; that  is  already  honeycombed  with 
love  and  patience  and  sacrifice.  The  sacred  term  “mother” 
ill-fits  one  who  would  not  die  for  her  own  child,  and  the 
father  who  is  so  absorbed  in  business  as  to  become  indifferent 
to  the  physical,  intellectual  and  spiritual  needs  of  his  son, 
has  already  a mammoth  mill-stone  about  his  neck  as  he 
struggles  in  the  midst  of  a sea  of  dispair  and  disappointment. 
He  needs  our  earnest  prayers. 

The  childhood  whose  conservation  we  need  to  study  is  the 
childhood  of  the  city,  the  childhood  of  the  country,  the  child- 
hood of  the  factory,  the  childhood  of  the  farm,  our  universal 
childhood,  for  as  this  childhood  is,  so  will  this  commonwealth 
be.  A childhood  that’s  not  hampered  by  riches,  nor  shackled 
by  poverty,  nor  bound  by  birth  nor  rank  nor  caste,  but  my 
child,  and  your  child,  and  your  neighbor’s  child,  and  the 
child  of  the  stranger  that  is  within  your  gates.  A child- 
hood that  is  without  price  and  neither  moth  nor  rust  can 
corrupt,  a childhood  not  to  be  bought  nor  bartered  nor  weigh- 
ed nor  measured,  whose  love  and  inspiration  and  hope  is  as 
broad  as  the  firmament.  A childhood  the  correct  rearing  of 
which  is  a duty  that’s  Divine. 
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Thank  God,  the  Masons  of  North  Carolina,  some  forty 
years  ago,  felt  this  Divine  duty,  and  following  in  the  foot- 
steps of  Him  who  said  “Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto 
me  and  forbid  them  not,”  have  gathered  from  the  four  cor- 
ners of  this  commonwealth  the  fatherless,  the  penniless,  the 
helpless.  Without  reward  or  hope  of  reward  they  have  taken 
these  little  destitute  children  and  with  mother’s  love  and 
teacher’s  hands  have  reared  them,  ever  ministering  to  their 
several  necessities.  Here  they  have  sheltered  them  in  this  one 
big  Home,  the  greatest  God-send  to  the  present  generation, 
and  here  they  have  sent  them  out  by  the  scores  and  by  the 
hundreds  throughout  this  entire  nation ; and  here  daily,  they 
receive  reports  of  those  who  have  gone  out,  that  they  are 
men  or  women  worthy  of  any  home  and  the  pride  of  any 
State.  God  grant  that  this  work  begun  by  North  Carolina 
Masons  may  go  on  and  on  till  it  encircles  the  globe,  on  and 
on  till  it  breaks  upon  the  shores  of  Eternity. 

SCHOOLS 

It  would  be  hard  to  discuss  the  conservation  of  childhood 
and  forget  the  school.  But  North  Carolina  is  awakening. 
We  begin  to  compare  with  pride  her  school  spirit,  and  boast  of 
her  record  of  a hundred  school  houses  in  a hundred  days. 
We  rejoice  to  see  the  six  weeks  grow  to  six  months.  But  what 
think  ye  when  you  compare  the  103  school  days  in  North 
Carolina  to  the  T90  days  in  Massachusetts?  or  the  four  years 
compulsory  term  in  North  Carolina  and  their  term  of  eight? 
Is  it  fair  that  the  child  of  him  who  wore  the  gray  should  have 
400  days  at  school  and  four  times  as  much  be  given  the  child 
of  him  who  wore  the  blue  ? School-crazy  ? Why  we  are 
just  beginning  to  awake.  The  soul  of  North  Carolina  s child- 
hood cries  for  more  educational  bread ; shall  we  tender  a 
stone  ? It  pleads  for  fishes  and  no  serpent  will  answer. 

Is  this  generation  making  smoother  the  paths  for  little 
feet  that  follow  ? 

“An  old  man  going  a lone  highway, 

Came  at  the  evening  cold  and  gray, 

To  a chasm  vast  and  deep  and  wide: 

The  old  man  crossed  in  the  twilight  dim, 

The  sullen  stream  had  no  fear  for  him, 

But  turned  when  safe  on  the  other  side 
And  built  a bridge  to  span  the  tide. 

‘Old  man,’  said  the  fellow  pilgrim  near, 

‘You  are  wasting  your  strength  building  here, 
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Your  journey  ends  with  the  ending  day. 

You  never  again  will  pass  this  way, 

You’ve  crossed  the  chasm  deep  and  wide, 

Why  build  you  here  at  the  evening  tide?’ 

The  builder  raised  his  old  gray  head, 

‘Good  Friend,  in  the  path  I’ve  come,’  he  said, 

‘There  followeth  after  me  today, 

A youth  whose  feet  must  pass  this  way. 

The  chasm  that  held  no  fear  for  me, 

To  this  fair-haired  youth  may  a pitfall  be, 

He  too  must  cross  in  the  twilight  dim, 

Good  Friend,  I’m  building  this  bridge  for  him.’  ” 

Are  there  any  pitfalls  left  in  our  land?  Are  there  chasms 
of  ignorance  and  vice  that  need  more  and  better  educational 
bridges?  Is  there  any  sin  abroad  in  the  land?  Do  we  need 
further  bridge  building  that,  will  span  these  temporal  chasms 
and  bear  the  child  safe  across  the  great  river? 

HEALTH  OF  CHILDHOOD 

A sound  mind  in  a sound  body  added  much  to  the  glory 
of  Greece  and  the  grandeur  of  Rome,  and  had  they  added 
to  this  maxim  sound  spiritual  and  moral  training,  these  two 
stars  of  the  east  would  still  shed  their  lustre. 

Do  we  consider  the  health  of  childhood  seriously  enough  ? 

The  man  who  brings  into  your  community  diseased  swine, 
infected  cattle,  or  blighted  trees,  is  no  longer  your  ‘neighbor. 
He  has  endangered  the  meat,  the  milk,  the  fruit,  of  the  com- 
munity. He  is  a vagabond,  an  outcast  and  enemy.  The  future 
of  the  neighborhood  is  endangered.  Cast  him  out ! Imprison 
him  ! and  burn  his  habitation  ! 

But  how  about  the  man  who  through  ignorance,  careless- 
ness, or  avarice,  allows  his  child  to  become  infected  of  body, 
mind  and  soul  ? He,  because  of  the  present  desire,  under  the 
distorted  idea  of  personal  liberty,  robs  the  future  of  a man, 
and  in  this  robbery  endangers  the  very  life  and  soul  of  the 
childhood  of  the  community.  He  goes  unpunished  of  man,  but 
worse  than  convict  stripes  and  prison  bars  is  the  punishment 
that  awaits  him,  for  in  his  old  age  like  Job  he  must  wail,  “Lo, 
the  very  children  of  my  land  despise  me.”  Modern  Society 
will  not  allow  you  to  ill-treat  your  dog,  your  horse,  your  ox, 
your  ass,  or  even  your  wife,  and  yet  it  clings  to  the  barbaric 
ideal  that  one’s  child  is  one’s  own,  to  rear,  to  ruin,  to  make,  to 
mar,  to  live,  to  kill. 

Your  child  your  own?  Your  child  is  God’s  child  given 
to  your  community  and  your  State,  and  you  are  the  heavenly 
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appointed  guardian,  into  your  keeping  has  been  placed  your 
child ’s  one  talent  or  ten  talents.  The  use  thereof  shall  verily 
be  required  of  you  at  your  Master’s  coming. 

Statistics  tell  us  that  more  that  5,000  babies  die  in  this 
State  yearly  and  of  these,  4,000  die  of  preventable  diseases, 
little  babies  killed  by  neglect  and  ignorance,  the  little  host 
that  would  make  Herod  himself  ashamed. 

I once  heard  that  a little  baby’s  tombstone  bore  this  in- 
scription : 

“Since  I was  so  quickly  done  for, 

1 wonder  what  I was  begun  for.” 

No  baby  ever  thought  this,  but  if  it  had,  we  could  not 
answer  it.  Child  was  not  made  for  sickness  and  death,  but 
for  growth,  happiness  and  life.  Its  value  can  not  be  counted 
in  cents  and  dollars,  its  value  is  the  future. 

With  increasing  wealth  has  come  increased  temptations 
and  multiplied  d:seases.  The  whistling  barefoot  boy  is  going 
out  of  fashion.  The  boy  who  quenched  his  thirst  with  pure 
milk  from  the  meadows,  cool  water  from  the  beach-spring  or 
sweet  cider  from  the  old  horse  apple  tree,  now  seeks  early  the 
soda  fount  or  worse  still  the  pseudo  soda  fount,  the  fore- 
runner of  the  speak-easy : and  here  he  satiates  his  youthful 
thirst  with  coca-cola’s  dope.  Fresh  foods  from  the  farm  have 
been  supplanted  by  the  cold  storage  products  whose  flavor 
he  is  compelled  to  smother  with  highly  seasoned  condiments. 
His  ear  once  attuned  to  the  call  of  the  red  wing,  the  chatter 
of  the  squirrel,  the  murmuring  brook  and  the  soughing  pine, 
now  finds  ecstacy  in  the  vaudeville  or  the  rag-time  of  the 
crowded  streets,  And  worst  of  all,  the  hold  of  home  is  slipping 
from  the  boy.  Once  he  gathered  with  the  family  around  the 
fireside,  where  the  back  log  crackled  and  the  embers  glowed 
to  hear  the  story  told  by  father  of  the  valor  of  Jackson  or  the 
gentleness  of  Lee.  There  too  he  listened  with  rapture  to  the 
Bible  story  elucidated  by  mother,  as  angel-like  she  taught 
the  lessons  of  faith  and  answered  prayer  and  laid  stress  upon 
that  part,  “Lead  us  not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from 
evil.’’  His  evenings  are  spent  at  the  club,  in  the  billiard 
parlor,  with  the  fellows,  with  the  cigarettes,  with  the  dope, 
where  mother’s  prayer  seems  forgot.  At  twenty-one,  where 
the  flush  of  the  over-flowing  manhood  filled  father’s  face, 
we  see  the  sickly  pallor  of  irregularities,  indigestion  yellowed 
by  cigarettes  and  dope : young  manhood  crippled  and  the 
community  and  the  State  has  suffered  an  inestimable  loss. 
Do  you  know  that  in  China  41  per  cent,  of  the  young  men 
used  opium  in  any  form,  while  in  the  United  States  44  per 
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cent,  of  our  young  men  use  some  form  of  excessive  narcotic 
and  dope,  and  as  your  youth  is,  so  will  our  nation  be.  This 
is  not  true  of  all  of  our  young  men  nor  of  all  of  our  homes. 
In  spite  of  the  ever-increasing  temptations,  many  homes  still 
hold  their  young  men  and  many  are  reared  who  are  the  pride 
of  this  State ; and  God  grant  the  sun  will  never  shine  on  this 
fair  Southland  when  the  honor  of  the  father  will  be  subservient 
to  the  desires  of  the  son,  or  the  modesty  of  the  mother  will 
lose  its  sweetness  in  the  fashions  of  the  daughters. 

CLOSE  ALLIED  TO  THE  HEALTH  AND  CHILDHOOD  IS 
HABIT  AND  HAPPINESS 

The  mind  of  childhood  is  a sponge ; the  community  in 
which  it  lives  will  fill  it  with  milk  of  kindness  and  sunshine, 
vinegar  of  discontent,  gall  of  bitterness  or  ink  of  crime,  and 
when  it  has  been  filled  with  one  there  is  little  room  for  the 
other. 

I knew  a man  who  spent  thousands  of  dollars  for  exercise-  j: 
pens  for  his  fancy  chickens,  runs  and  race  tracks  for  his  blood- 
ed colts,-  but  not  one  penny  for  a baseball  diamond  or  a tennis 
court  for  his  boys.  He  raised  some  prize-winning  poultry, 
some  stake  getting  colts,  but  how  about  his  hoys?  Well,  they 
simply  grew  up  and  drifted  away  from  home  because  it  was 
not  home.  We  must  concern  ourselves  more  about  our  child- 
hood ’s  happiness.  It  costs  and  it  takes  time,  but  how  about  the 
dividends  it  pays?  Sunshine,  fresh  air,  regular  duties,  mode- 
rate work,  good  schooling,  games  and  books  that  are  whole- ;; 
some,  community  encouragement  and  parental  companionship, 
are  absolutely  necessary  to  the  proper  making  of  men  and 
women,  and  when  you  omit  one  of  these,  mark  me,  you  are 
running  a great  risk,  a risk  no  God-fearing  man  will  knowingly 
and  willingly  take. 

LABOR  LAWS 

We  are  in  the  habit  of  going  on  tiptoes  in  North  Carolina 
when  any  one  mentions  the  labor  laws,  but  this  is  due  more 
to  the  lack  of  a clear  understanding  of  the  conditions  than  a j 
desire  on  the  part  of  any  of  our  people  to  “grind  the  seed 
corn  that  the  present  till  shall  run  full.”  Legends  tell  us  of 
a king  whose  dream  was  to  wear  the  Golden  Fleece.  Maddened 
from  disappointment  he  ordered  that  a helmet  cover  be  made 
whose  threads  should  be  red  with  royal  blood.  That  there  be 
no  mistake,  the  threads  were  drawn  through  the  heart  of  a 
captive  prince  whose  hot  blood  stained  the  cruel  cover.  Many 
are  the  garments  worn  by  us  today  whose  threads  are  stained 
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with  the  life-blood  of  somebody’s  child.  It  was  not  my  child, 
it  was  not  your  child,  nor  the  child  of  an  earthly  prince,  but  it 
was  the  child  of  the  State,  the  child  of  God,  the  little  brother 
of  that  Prince  of  Peace  who  in  his  compassion  said  “Of 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  ’ ’ No  State  can  last  long  that 
allows  its  childhood  to  be  crippled  physically,  mentally  or 
morally.  To  stunt  the  childhood  is  to  blight  the  State.  King 
Henry  is  reported  to  have  said  when  told  that  either  his  wife 
or  son  must  die : ‘ ‘ Save  the  son  for  in  his  veins  runs  royal 

blood,  and  in  his  little  hand  will  rest  the  scepter  that  directs 
the  destiny  of  England.  ’ ’ 

We  need  make  no  such  choice.  Business  may  say  to  us 
“the  child  must  work  to  support  a widowed  mother;”  States- 
manship answers:  “if  need  be  let  the  State  care  for  the 
widow.”  It  would  be  better,  yes,* ten  thousand  times  better, 
to  pension  the  widow  than  to  sacrifice  the  child  for  the  sup- 
port of  that  widow.”  No  man  living  can  estimate  the  cost  of 
a blighted  childhood.  When  you  have  crippled  it  you  have 
laid  the  ax  to  the  root  of  the  tree  of  State.  England 
had  this  warning  but  not  till  the  outbreak  of  the  Boer 
War  did  she  heed  it.  The  call  came  for  troops  and  the 
king’s  men  reported  that  three  generations  of  mill  work  had 
made  unfit  the  men  to  fight  in  the  jungles  of  Africa.  Yet  we 
hope  to  make  under  like  conditions  men  to  fight  life  battles 
in  this  thriving  pulsating,  progressive,  North  Carolina. 

MINIMIZE  OUR  MANHOOD  AND  EXPECT  TO  MAKE  UP  FOR 
THIS  BY  IMMIGRATION? 

I wouldn’t  give  one  home-raised  boy  for  a hundred  from 
Rome  or  Greece,  one  home-raised  girl  is  worth  a thousand  of 
those  who  squeeze  through  Ellis  Island.  I have  no  censure 
for  the  presidents  and  superintendents  of  our  mills.  These 
men  have  big  hearts  and  visions.  They  are  ever  watchful  for 
the  betterment  of  their  churches,  schools,  and  homes.  Nor 
are  all  the  children  of  all  the  .mills  overworked  or  wrongly 
worked.  Many  of  the  homes  are  real  homes,  many  of  the 
parents  are  intelligent  and  give  to  their  children  the  very 
best  advantages.  I know  one  little  girl  from  a mill  woo  has 
been  leading  the  High  school  for  these  three  years.  She  works 
till  12  each  night  and  does  her  domestic  duties  and  still  leads 
her  classes.  Her  little  face  and  form  are  beginning  to  show 
over-work.  Her  teachers  constantly  fear  a breakdown,  a give- 
up,  and  the  community  will  be  robbed  of  a smart  woman. 
But  alas ! Many  of  the  homes  are  simply  houses,  and  many 
of  the  parents  have  placed  the  pay-roll  value  upon  the  child. 
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And  when  I see  little  babies  carrying  insurance  on  their 
lives  for  the  benefit  of  the  parent,  when  I see  little  weaklings 
taken  from  the  school  room  and  the  sunshine  and  placed  at  the 
carders,  when  I know  of  parents  looking  to  their  children 
for  their  daily  bread,  I feel  that  parental  love  is  being  crys- 
talized  into  commercialism.  When  I look  into  the  face  of 
undergrown  childhood  and  hear  its  idea  of  right  and  morals 
and  feel  the  atmosphere  of  loose  marital  ties,  I feel  that 
some  of  Carolina’s  best  blood  is  being  contaminated  with 
things  that  are  radically  wrong ; and  this  generation  is  sowing 
seeds  that  the  three  and  thirtieth  generation  will  be  forced  to 
reap. 

I verily  believe  the  very  root  of  this  evil  is  the  condition 
that  has  fostered  the  underestimation,  and  in  many  cases  the 
entire  disregard  of  childhood’s  God-given  rights. 

It  is  not  my  child,  not  your  child,  but  it  is  a part  of  the 
childhood  of  this  State  we  so  love,  the  childhood  from  which 
we  are  to  build  a peaceful,  progressive  and  unshackled  people. 

Carolina’s  manhood  to  the  rescue 

I am  no  pessimist.  I feel  that  our  people  need  but  to  see 
duty  and  it  is  done.  I do  not  think  these  200  years  of 
American  freedom,  these  2,000  years  of  Christian  love,  these 
4,000  years  of  Masonic  brotherhood  have  been  in  vain.  " I 
feel  that  Carolina’s  manhood  will  arise  in  its  might  and 
majesty  and  save  our  childhood  ere  it  be  too  late.  I feel  that 
we  will  have  better  schools,  better  health  regulations,  stricter 
labor  laws,  more  sunshine  and  happiness  and  community 
encouragement  for  our  children,  and  with  it  comes  less  Coca 
Colas  and  dopes,  fewer  cigarettes  with  their  trail  of  lunacy  and 
crime,  fewer  juvenile  criminals  and  convicts  and  a broader 
conception  of  the  rights  of  childhood. 

Should  our  men  be  so  forgetful  of  their  God-given 
privilege  as  not  to  remedy  this  wrong,  then  the  time  is  at  hand 
when  this  legislation  should  be  handed  to  the  honest  women  of 
North  Carolina.  When  the  women  vote,  the  conservation  of 
childhood  will  be  complete.  The  mother  feels  as  no  one  else 
for  the  child,  and  motherhood  united  by  a common  love  and 
suffering  realizes  that  in  her  son  she  dies  or  lives  again.  They 
feel  as  the  mother  felt  who  said  to  her  son : 

‘ ‘ Do  you  know  that  your  soul  is  of  my  soul  such  a part 
That  you  seem  to  be  fiber  and  core  of  my  heart, 

None  other  can  pain  me  as  you  can  do 
None  other  can  please  me  or  praise  me  as  you. 
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Remember  the  world  will  be  quick  with  its  blame, 
Should  stain  or  shadow  ever  darken  your  name, 

‘Like  mother’  like  son’  is  a saying  so  true, 

The  world  will  judge  largely  a mother  by  you. 

Then  yours  be  the  task  if  it  must  be 

To  force  the  proud  world  to  do  homage  to  me, 

Be  sure  they  will  say  when  its  verdict  you  have  won, 

‘She  reaped  as  she  sowed,  Lo ! This  is  her  son.’  ” 

Song,  “Oh!  Beautiful  America.’’ 

The  Grand  Marshal  then  reformed  the  procession  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  returned  in  a body  to  the  Masonic  hall.

The  Mason  of  today  is  learning  that  his  first  duty  is 
to  give;  to  give  whole-hearted  and  unquestioning  obedience 
to  the  tenets  of  Freemasonry;  to  give  good  counsel  to  the 
erring,  sympathy  to  the  sorrowing,  encouragement  to  the 
despondent,  and  substantial  aid  to  the  needy,  without  ex- 
pectation or  hope  of  reward,  except  the  plaudit,  “well  done’’ 
of  his  own  conscience.

After  two  years  of  intelligent  and  faithful  service, 
Grand  Master  Daniel  A.  Greene  retires  from  the  Grand  East 
with  the  respect,  confidence  and  love  of  the  fraternity.  We 
feel  confident  that  his  service  in  the  ranks  will  be  no  less 
earnest  than  when  he  presided  over  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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His  annual  address  is  a well  written  and  dignified  account 
of  his  administration. 

He  reported  having  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation 
of  nine  new  Lodges,  but  this  increase  is  somewhat  offset  by 
the  surrender  or  arrest  of  charters  of  some  of  the  Lodges, 
and  the  consolidation  of  others. 

He  refers  to  the  Oregon  proposition  for  the  creation  of 
a Supreme  Grand  Lodge,  and  like  every  other  Grand  Master 
takes  no  stock  in  the  matter. 

Twenty-one  decisions  are  reported,  these  having  relation 
to  local  enactments. 

The  Alabama  Masonic  Home,  of  which  the  Grand  Master 
is  a firm  friend,  receives  extended  consideration  in  his  ad- 
dress. We  extract  this  paragraph  from  the  story  of  the 
Home : 

Brethren,  when  you  stop  to  consider  that  everything  to  carry  on 
and  maintain  this  Institution  had  to  be  obtained  from  outside 
sources,  because  in  the  first  year  of  its  operation  there  was  no 
opportunity  to  produce  anything  for  itself,  and  that  you  have  fed 
and  clothed  your  residents,  furnished  the  best  attention  and  medi- 
cine when  sick,  afforded  educational  advantages  the  equal  of  any 
enjoyed  by  my  children  or  your  children,  as  well  as  paid  all  salaries, 
wages  and  other  expenses  incident  to  or  arising  from  conduct  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Home,  and  done  this  at  a total  cost  of  less  than 
$18.00  per  month  for  each  resident.  I think  you  have  cause  to  con- 
gratulate the  Board  of  Control  and  the  two  devoted  superinten- 
dents under  whose  efficient  management  this  record  has  been 
made. 

We  quote  from  his  conclusion  this  modest  statement  of 
his  work  as  the  Grand  Master: 

I have  always  endeavored  to  meet  every  demand  made  on  me 
for  guidance  or  information,  and  have  taken  every  opportunity 
to  impress  the  Lodges  with  the  necessity  and  desirability  of  a 
strict  compliance  with  our  Constitution  and  Edicts  as  well  as  the 
Ancient  Landmarks  of  the  Order,  as  well  as  to  bring  forcibly 
to  their  attention  the  real  mission  of  Masonry  and  the  respon- 
sibilities resting  on  the  individual  members  thereof.  I rejoice 
in  the  fact  that  the  past  few  years  have  shown  that  Alabama 
Masons  have  realized  in  a greater  degree  than  ever  before  that 
Masonry  is  not  a mere  society  organized  for  social  intercourse

or  the  practice  of  a beautiful  ritual,  but  that  its  basic  principles 
are  as  wide  as  the  universe  and  as  lasting  as  Eternity,  and  when 
carried  to  their  logical  conclusion  result  in  not  only  the  moral 
uplift  of  its  members,  but  impose  upon  each  of  them  the  affirmative 
duty  of  carrying  into  actual  practice  the  tenets  of  our  Order,  which 
are  so  eloquently  and  forcibly  set  forth  in  the  Entered  Apprentice 
lecture. 

In  the  Masonic  Home  there  are  twenty  “residents,”  and 
now,  ten  months  after  the  opening,  the  institution  is  over- 
crowded and  preparations  inaugurated  for  the  erection  and 
equipment  of  new  dormitories. 

A report  in  the  present  status  of  the  York  Grand  Lodge 
of  Mexico  was  submitted  by  the  Special  Committee,  in  the 
form  of  majority  and  minority  reports,  and  after  discussion 
the  following  sensible  motion  was  adopted : 

On  motion  of  M.  W.  Brother  Lawrence  H.  Lee,  the  matter  of 
recognition  of  any  Grand  Lodge  in  Mexico  by  this  Grand  Lodge 
was  withheld  until  the  respective  Grand  Lodges  of  that  country 
recognize  each  other  and  settle  mutually  their  territorial  juris- 
diction. 

In  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Alabama  there  are  548 
Lodges  having  a present  membership  of  26,397  showing  a net 
gain  of  926.  Eight  Lodges  are  reported  delinquent  in  mak- 
ing returns,  and  45  Lodges  delinquent  in  the  payment  of  dues, 
thus  making  53  which  contributed  nothing  to  the  revenues 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  If  these  careless  Lodges  had  a member- 
ship of  2,000  it  will  be  seen  that  this  large  number  claimed 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  without  contributing 
a cent.  Contrast  this  condition  with  that  of  New  York  with 
826  Lodges,  every  one  represented  and  dues  paid  for  every 
one. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  as  usual  presented  by 
our  good  brother,  William  Y.  Titcomb,  who  has  reviewed 
the  proceedings  of  67  Grand  Lodges,  North  Carolina  for 
1913  being  one  of  the  number,  and  the  North  Carolina 
Fraternity  is  debtor  to  Brother  Titcomb  for  his  fraternal 
and  kindly  review.

The  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  S.  J.  Blair, 
forms  the  frontispiece. 

In  his  annual  address  the  Grand  Master  gives  a full 
accounting  of  his  official  doings.  He  made  very  many  visits; 
in  fact,  he  visited  every  one  of  the  86  Lodges,  at  least  one 
time,  but  says : 

I am  not  going  to  take  up  your  time  with  many  details  o f 
these  visits,  hut  am  pleased  to  report  that  Freemasonry  ha^  j 
reached  a very  high  standard  in  this  Province  and  every  effort 
is  being  made  to  maintain  that  standard  and  to  increase,  if  at  all 
possible,  the  respect  in  which  our  Order  is  held  by  our  fellow- 
man.  It  is  also  very  pleasing  to  note  the  number  of  clergymen  that  |! 
are  becoming  associated  with  our  Order. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  recommended  that 
the  request  of  the  York  Grand  Lodge,  of  Mexico,  be  de- 
ferred for  consideration  at  the  next  Annual  Communication. 
The  funds  for  benevolence  are  growing  rapidly,  so 
much  so  that  no  case  of  need  fails  to  receive  prompt  and 
sufficient  relief. 

There  are  in  the  Lodges  a total  membership  of  6,039. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  presented  by  Brother 
S.  Y.  Taylor,  and  is  his  third  contribution  to  current  Masonic 
history  as  gleaned  from  a review  of  48  Grand  Lodge  Proceed- 
ings. It  is  good  work  and  should  be  inspected  by  his  Breth- 
ren of  Alberta.  His  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  North 
Carolina  for  1913  is  a kindly  summary  of  our  doings.

ARIZONA,  1914 

32nd  Annual.  Phoenix.  February  10. 

For  reasons  stated,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Charles 
M.  Smith,  had  charge  of  the  Craft  during  the  year. 
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There  was  no  annual  address  of  the  Grand  Master 
“owing  to  adverse  circumstances.” 

. The  acting  Grand  Master  directed  that  $1.50  each  be  for- 
warded to  the  flood  suffers  in  Ohio  and  Indiana.  Later  the 
contributions  to  Indiana  were  returned. 

In  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  we  find  that 
three  special  dispensations  were  issued. 

In  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Arizona,  there  are  21  con- 
stituent Lodges,  with  a total  membership  of  2,324,  a total  gain 
for  the  year  of  203. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence,  through  its  chairman, 
recommended  the  recognition  of  the  York  Grand  Lodge  of 
Mexico,  and  also  that  of  Porto  Rico. 

We  copy  this  report  of  a special  committee,  and  regret 
that  the  Fraternity  of  Arizona  are  bound  to  have  a cipher 
key  to  the  ritual : 

Your  Committee  on  Ritual  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have 
prepared  a cipher  of  the  Ritual  which  seems  to  be  complete,  but  sev- 
eral days  will  be  necessary  to  go  over  the  entire  work,  also  that 
more  time  must  be  had  to  prepare  a lecture  on  the  third  degree,  and 
we  hereby  respectfully  recommend  that  the  committee  be  continued 
until  the  next  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  which  time  a complete 
report,  together  with  a copy  of  the  cipher,  will  be  presented. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  fifth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Past  Grand  Master’s  Association  appear  at  the  close  of  the 
volume  as  an  appendix.

ARKANSAS,  1913 

72nd  Annual.  Little  Rock.  November  18. 

The  strong  features  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master, 
David  I.  Mills,  are  reproduced  in  the  fly  leaf. 

The  annual  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Wm. 
T.  Hammock,  gives  a full  and  detailed  statement  of  his  official 
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doings  for  the  year.  This  item  indicates  that  his  job  was 
no  sinecure : 

I have  received  and  answered  during  the  past  year  about 
4,000  communications,  and  I have  given  to  every  inquiring 
Brother  a patient  answer — no  matter  how  frivolous  his  inquiry. 
I have  also  cited  the  law  upon  which  every  opinion  was  based,  so 
that  every  brother  might  understand  that  my  answer  was  not 
the  ipse  dixit  of  myself,  but  the  holding  of  the  law.  The  Breth- 
ren throughout  the  Jurisdiction  at  large  have  been  uniformly 
kind  and  courteous  to  me,  paying  to  me  at  all  times,  not  only  the 
respect  due  my  station,  but  breathing  in  all  their  communications 
a kind  Fraternalism  and  brotherly  feeling  peculiar  to  our  Order. 

He  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  two  new 
Lodges.  He  reports  having  sent  a contribution  in  aid  of  the 
Ohio  flood  sufferers. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  recommended 
the  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
and  declined  to  consider  the  request  of  “the  Reformed 
Great  Grand  Lodge  of  Hungary.’’ 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
Brother  George  T.  Black,  thus  explains  why  there  was  no 
report  on  Correspondence  last  year,  and  to  us  the  excuse 
seems  to  be  ample : 

I prepared  59  reviews  of  the  different  Grand  Juris- 
dictions, and  on  the  10th  day  of  December,  1912,  mailed  them  by 
ordinary  mail  to  the  Grand  Secretary  at  Little  Rock.  By  some 
means  this  package  failed  to  reach  him.  On  the  23rd  day  of 
December,  1912,  I was  taken  sick  with  pneumonia  and  remained 
sick  and  under  the  care  of  a physician  until  the  latter  part  of 
January,  1913.  After  I recovered  and  was  able  to  be  about  my 
office,  I was  physically  unable  to  perform  the  required  labor  in  the 
preparation  of  the  review,  or  in  other  words  was  unable  to 
duplicate  my  lost  report.  I hoped  from  time  to  time  that  I would 
be  able  to  do  so,  but  for  the  reasons  explained  herein  could  not. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  month  of  February,  1913,  I was 
compelled  to  devote  much  of  my  time  so  far  as  I was  physically 
able,  to  preparing  for  our  Circuit  Court,  which  convened  on  the 
fourth  Monday  of  that  month,  and  after  its  adjournment,  profes- 
sional duties  demanded  that  I prepare  for  the  April  term  of  the 
Chancery  Court. 
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From  the  report  of  the  trustees  of  the  Masonic  Home 
and  school  we  quote  this  paragraph,  as  showing  the  very 
satisfactory  conditions : 

This  Board  can  compare  this  Institution  with  any  of  our  State 
Institutions  and  not  be  ashamed.  The  State  Confederate  Home, 
a State  Institution,  has  about  as  many  inmates  and  employees  as 
our  Home.  The  writer  of  this  report  served  one  term  on  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Confederate  Home  and  ventures  the  statement 
that  our  Home  children  are  better  clothed,  better  fed  than  the  old 
veterans,  and  besides  are  being  taught  in  a good  school  presided 
over  by  first-class  teachers.  The  appropriation  by  our  State  Legis- 
lature for  the  Confederate  Home  is  from  $65,000.00  to  $75,000.00 
for  two  years,  which  would  be  about  $35,000.00  for  one  year.  The 
maintenance  of  our  Home  this  year,  including  permanent  improve- 
ments, is  $23,000.00  in  round  numbers,  a difference  of  $12,000.00. 

The  total  number  of  children  now  in  the  Home  is  103. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  contributed  by  Brother 
George  T.  Black,  who  reviews  the  Proceedings  of  48  Grand 
Jurisdictions  in  123  pages.  The  Transactions  of  North  Caro- 
lina for  1913  receive  a very  kind  review.

BRITISH  COLUMBIA,  1914 

43rd  Annual.  Prince  Rupert.  June  18. 

Portraits  of  the  sitting  Grand  Master,  William  Hender- 
son, and  two  of  his  predecessors  in  the  Grand  East,  Dr. 
R.  Eden  Walker,  1899,  and  David  Wilson,  1898. 

The  volume  contains  the  record  of  six  emergent  Com- 
munications held  for  various  purposes. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Henderson  is  a model  in 
brevity.  He  devotes  nearly  four  pages  to  the  enumeration 
of  his  official  vists,  and  sums  up  the  story  as  follows: 

On  the  occasion  of  most  of  my  visits  to  Lodges,  degrees  were 
conferred,  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  brethren 
showed  great  proficiency,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  high  standard 
for  which  this  Jurisdiction  is  so  well  known  is  being  kept  up. 
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I have  not  mentioned  in  each  case  the  hospitality  of  the 
brethren.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  I was  everywhere  received  with 
that  whole-hearted  kindness  which  is  characteristic  of  Masons  in 
this  Province. 

He  notes  the  deaths  of  distinguished  Masons  at  home  and 
abroad.  He  did  not  find  it  necessary  to  make  any  decisions. 

He  reports  the  efforts  of  enterprising  frauds  to  secure 
candidates  for  the  “American  Masonic  Federation, M • and 
how  they  were  overtaken  by  the  civil  law  of  British  Columbia. 
The  report  of  the  result  is  told  in  part  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Vancouver  Masonic  Board  of  Relief: 

The  trial  took  place  on  February  12th-,  13th  and  14th,  in  the 
city  of  Vancouver,  before  His  Honour,  Judge  Mclnnes,  resulting  in 
the  conviction  of  John  Gateman,  despite  the  evidence  of  the  chief 
organizer  and  so-styled  “Grand  Master,”  Mathew  McBlain  Thomp- 
son. In  passing  sentence  His  Honour  said:  “I  intend  to  follow  the 
precedent  that  was  set  hy  the  Police  Magistrate  when  he  dealt  with 
a similar  offence  about  one  year  ago.  I intend  to  impose  a fine; 
but  while  I am  imposing  a fine  this  time,  I intend  to  impose  it  with 
this  intimation,  that  this  is  the  second  warning  that  has  been 
given  in  connection  with  this  class  of  offence,  and  if  there  is  a re- 
currence of  this  offence,  this  Court,  speaking  for  itself,  wishes  to 
be  understood  thuswise;  That  upon  a recurrence  of  this  offence 
there  will  be  no  option  of  a fine,  no  matter  who  the  man  is,  but  a 
sentence  will  be  imposed.  I impose  a fine  of  $200.00,  and,  in  default, 
three  months’  imprisonment.”  Regarding  Houston,  His  Honour 
said:  "Considering  that  Houston  was  to  receive  nothing  out  of 

these,  what  may  be  called  ill-gotten  gains,  he  is  not  guilty  of 
this  charge.” 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  presented  an  address  supple- 
mental to  that  of  the  Grand  Master  and  we  quote  part  of  his 
closing  paragraph : 

It  is  a matter,  too,  for  gratitude  and  congratulation,  to  be 
able  to  say,  from  personal  observation  and  report,  that  peace,  con- 
cord and  good-will  are  the  prevailing  sentiments  throughout  the 
Jurisdiction.  The  phenomenal  progress  of  the  Craft  is  noteworthy — 
many  new  Lodges  having  been  instituted  and  large  additions  made 
to  the  membership  during  the  year.  All  of  which  tends  to  the 
belief  that  our  noble  institution  is  exerting  its  benign  influence 
for  the  uplift  and  betterment  of  the  human  family. 
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What  is  left  unsaid  by  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  as  to  the  details  of  this  administration  is 
supplied  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  report.  From  this  sum- 
mary we  find  that  there  are  79  Lodges  having  a total  mem- 
bership of  7,176,  showing  an  increase  of  550. 

There  was  expended  in  relief  $8,205.54,  and  of  this  sum 
$5,422.55  was  for  the  relief  of  transients. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  contributed  by 
Brother  W.  A.  DeWolf  Smith,  and  is  in  every  way  up  to  his 
standard.  From  his  introduction  we  quote  this  paragraph 
with  reference  to  “Conferences,”  and  we  are  of  like  opinion 
concerning  this  matter: 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  arrange  a conference  of  the  officers 
of  the  Western  Canadian  Grand  Lodges  at  Banff  in  September  of 
the  present  year  and  if  one  may  judge  by  the  results  of  similar 
conventions  held  in  the  United  States,  the  outcome  may  be  awaited 
with  anxiety. 

The  Transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
for  1913,  are  fully  summarized,  and  Grand  Master  W.  B. 
McKoy  commended  for  “admirable  sentiments.”  But  before 
that  he  asks  Brother  McKoy  some  questions  prompted  by 
statements  of  Brother  McKoy  that  the  “higher  and  progres- 
sive bodies  of  Masonry  were  loyal  to  the  Grand  Lodge.” 

Brother  DeWolf  asks  and  we  repeat  the  questions: 

What  are  these  “higher  and  progressive”  bodies  in  Masonry? 
Is  there  any  body  in  Masonry  superior  to  the  Grand  Lodge? 
And  if  so,  whence  does  it  derive  its  authority?

CALIFORNIA,  1913 

64th  Annual.  San  Francisco.  October  14. 

This  handsome  volume  is  adorned  with  the  portraits  of 
the  retiring  Grand  Master,  William  P.  Filmer,  William  H. 
Crocker,  President  of  the  Masonic  Temple  Association,  and 
William  B.  Faville,  the  architect  of  the  new  Masonic  Temple, 
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the  main  entrance  of  which  is  reproduced  in  photographic 
form. 

The  most  notable  event  of  the  year  was  the  dedication 
of  the  new  magnificent  Temple  with  the  elaborate  and  solemn 
ceremonial  befitting  the  importance  of  the  occasion.  It  is 
claimed  that  this  structure  is  the  most  costly  and  best  ap- 
pointed building  used  exclusively  for  Masonic  purposes. 
This  claim,  however,  may  be  challenged  when  we  think  of 
the  great  temple  in  Philadelphia. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Filmer  is  a very  fine  presen- 
tation of  the  work  accomplished  during  his  administration. 
We  quote  his  exordium  which  exhibits  sentiments  of  triumph 
and  gratitude : 

With  reverence  and  gratitude  to  the  Great  Architect  of  the 
Universe,  we  meet  here  today  in  this  magnificent  Temple,  only 
last  night  dedicated  to  the  grand  and  beneficent  purposes  of  Ma- 
sonry, symbolic  of  the  enduring  strength  and  beauty  of  our  order, 
and  I am  pleased  to  welcome  the  sixty-fourth  Annual  Communica- 
tion of  our  Grand  Lodge  the  representatives  of  over  fifty  thousand 
Masons  whose  names  are  borne  upon  the  roster  of  three  hundred 
and  fifty-five  Lodges. 

Well  may  we  congratulate  ourselves  that  after  seven  years  we 
are  again  happily  domiciled  amid  such  splendid  surroundings;  en- 
vironments which,  in  their  beautiful  appointments  and  embellish- 
ments, breathe  the  very  spirit  of  our  great  institution. 

While  this  grand  and  stately  Temple  has,  in  great  measure, 
been  erected  by  brethren  comparatively  young  in  Masonic  work,  it 
is  fitting  that  we  should  remember  with  grateful  hearts  those  whose 
untiring  labors  of  forty  and  fifty  and  sixty  years  ago  made  it  pos- 
sible for  us  to  enjoy  this  splendid  heritage.  They  laid  the  foun- 
dation of  our  Order  in  this  great  State,  deep  and  broad;  they  erected 
the  superstructure  in  such  strength  and  beauty  that  its  usefulness 
to  man  will  endure  through  the  ages;  their  indomitable  spirit 
and  their  inflexible  fidelity  to  principle  have  been  inspiring  examples 
for  future  generations  to  follow. 

The  Grand  Master  refers  feelingly  to  the  death  of  dis- 
tinguished brethren  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  Grand  Master  visited  as  many  Lodges  as  he  could 
but  even  then  fell  short  of  what  he  desired  to  do  in  this 
regard. 
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Ten  chartered  Lodges  were  constituted  and  dispensations 
issued  for  the  formation  of  six  new  Lodges. 

The  Masonic  Homes  of  California  receive  the  careful 
consideration  of  the  Grand  Master.  The  Home  at  Deeoto 
for  old  people  shelters  75  men  and  35  women  and  is,  in  all 
respects,  thoroughly  equipped  to  furnish  a refuge  for  the 
dependents  of  the  Craft.  The  Orphans’  Home  at  San  Gabriel 
is  in  fine  condition  and  cares  for  and  educates  35  boys  and 
24  girls  and  naturally  our  California  brethren  are  proud  of 
their  institution. 

In  keeping  with  their  habitual  generosity  to  the  dis- 
tressed, the  fraternity  of  California  contributed  nearly 
$10,000  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferers  of  the  Ohio  floods. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  the  operations  of  fake  degree 
pedlars  in  the  State,  and  concludes  his  reference  to  these 
impostors  by  the  gratifying  statement  that  the  courts  have 
taken  these  operations  in  hand. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  seven  decisions  which  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  without  dotting  an 
i or  crossing  a t. 

After  presenting  the  qualifications  for  recognition  of 
Grand  Lodges,  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented 
a special  report  recommending  the  recognition  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Philippine  Islands  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Porto  Rico  as  sovereign  and  independent  Grand  Lodges.  The 
request  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  was  denied. 

There  are  355  Lodges  and  a membership  of  50,000  in  the 
Grand  Jurisdiction  of  California. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  contributed  by  Past 
Grand  Master  Edward  H.  Hart,  and  to  have  a conception  of 
its  merits  it  must  be  read.  His  introduction  includes  brief 
discussion  of  some  topics  of  general  interest.  Talking  about 
“Province  of  a Correspondent’s  Report,”  Brother  Hart 
adverts  to  the  criticism  of  an  eastern  correspondent  that 
California  is  spending  a million  or  more  for  the  erection  of  an 
ostentatious  temple,  which  money  should  be  devoted  to  the 
cause  of  charity,  and  makes  this  full  and  conclusive  answer 
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to  which  we,  after  many  years  of  close  observation  of  the 
charities  organized  and  otherwise  of  California,  can  un- 
qualifiedly attest: 

In  considering  this  criticism,  we  might  have  stated  that  when 
the  Grand  Jurisdiction  to  which  the  critic  belongs  with  its  109,000 
or  more  members  has  gone  half  the  distance  in  the  way  of  charitable, 
disbursements,  as  has  California,  he  may  be  in  a position  to  criticise 
our  expenditures,  and  we  might  have  said  further,  what  is  a fact 
that  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  California,  through  its  Masonic 
Homes,  its  various  Boards  of  Relief  located  in  the  leading  cities, 
and  its  direct  and  indirect  appropriations  for  charity,  does  more 
in  the  way  of  Masonic  relief  and  pays  out  more  for  this  purpose 
than  any  other  Grand  Jurisdiction  in  the  United  States,  regardless 
of  size,  and  we  might  still  further  have  said  that  it  is  susceptible 
of  demonstration  that  California  distributes  more  in  the  way  of 
Masonic  Relief  and  charity  than  one-half  of  all  the  American 
Jurisdictions  combined. 

There  are  other  things  in  this  introduction  which  we 
would  like  to  present  to  our  readers,  but  we  haven’t  the  space. 

North  Carolina  for  1913  has  received  extensive  and  kindly 
review  at  the  hands  of  Brother  Hart.  He  pays  this  compli- 
ment to  the  management  of  the  Oxford  Orphanage : 

One  of  the  remarkable  features  in  connection  w'ith  this  Or- 
phanage is  the  fact  that  it  is  very  largely  self-supporting;  a 
singing  class  formed  from  inmates  of  the  Orphanage  makes  an- 
nually a tour  of  the  State,  and  the  net  profits  of  the  tour  made  with- 
in the  preceding  year  exceeded  $10,000.  Profits  were  also  made 
from  the  conduct  of  certain  industrial  departments  of  the  Orphan- 
age so  that  nearly  one-half  of  the  expense  of  conducting  the 
Orphanage  is  paid  by  the  efforts  of  the  inmates  themselves.

CANADA,  1914 

59th  Annual.  Niagara  Falls.  July  15. 

The  likeness  of  the  sitting  Grand  Master,  William  David 
McPherson,  occupies  and  adorns  the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume. 
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His  annual  address  is  a comprehensive  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  Fraternity  in  Canada.  The  opening  para- 
graphs give  a full  synopsis  of  the  financial  statements  of  the 
different  funds,  and  the  growth  in  membership  as  follows : 

I welcome  you  most  cordially  to  the  59th  Annual  Communi- 
cation of  Grand  Lodge  and  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  the  best  in  the  history  of  the 
Craft  in  this  Jurisdiction,  both  financially  and  numerically. 

For  the  year  ended  31st  of  May,  1914,  our  revenue  has  been 
$47,241.08,  which  is  in  an  increase  over  the  proceeding  year  of 
$2,544.49. 

The  expenditure  for  ordinary  purposes  was  $17,429.03,  leaving 
a surplus  of  $29,812.05,  as  against  one  last  year  of  $29,733.06. 

Grants  for  benevolence  from  the  ordinary  funds  for  the  year 
were  $29,193.00  and  from  interest  on  the  investment  of  “The 
Semi-Centennial  Fund”  were  $4,515.00,  making  together  the  sum 
of  $33,708.00  as  against  the  sum  of  $33,835.09  devoted  to  benevolence 
in  the  preceding  year. 

It  is  a pleasure  also  to  report  that  during  the  year  “The  Semi- 
Centennial  Fund”  has  been  further  augmented  by  the  sum  of 
$1,431.64,  paid  in  during  the  year  and  now  stands  at  the  sum  of 
V $102,487.40. 

Our  membership  on  31st  of  May,  1914,  is  estimated  at  57,000, 
an  increase  for  the  year  of  3,000.  To-day  we  have  upon  our  roll 
425  Lodges  duly  warranted  and  18  working  under  dispensation, 
an  increase  during  the  year  of  11. 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of  ten  new 
Lodges. 

Appropriate  reference  is  made  to  the  distinguished  dead 
of  his  own  and  other  Jurisdictions. 

The  Grand  Master  gives  a very  full  account  of  his 
attendance  upon  the  Grand  Masters’  Conference  at  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  on  the  14th  of  May,  1914.  He  describes  the  closing 
hours  as  follows : 

The  formal  close  of  the  conference  was  marked  by  a banquet 
in  the  spacious  dining  hall  of  Moolah  Temple  on  Saturday  even- 
ing. An  elegant  menu  and  interesting  addresses  made  the  occasion 
one  long  to  be  remembered  as  a fitting  close  of  a most  successful 
Grand  Masters’  Conference. 
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His  rulings,  fifteen  in  number,  seem  to  us  to  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  Masonic  law  and  annunciate  more  latitude  in 
defining  physical  qualifications  than  generally  prevails  in 
other  Grand  Lodges. 

The  peace  festival,  commemorating  the  amicable  relations 
between  England  and  the  United  States  for  the  last  one 
hundred  years,  was  the  notable  event  of  this  Communi- 
cation, and  was  attended  by  distinguished  Masons  repre- 
senting the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  North  America  and 
very  many  of  those  of  the  United  States  from  Connecticut 
to  Virginia.  The  imposing  ceremonies  and  the  eloquent 
speeches  made  on  the  occasion  will  be  embodied  in  a handsome 
volume,  a copy  of  which  will  be  presented  to  every  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  World.  At  the  closing  obsei’vations  of  the 
Grand  Master  we  quote  this  paragraph : 

Upon  the  whole  the  year  has  been  active  and  even  strenuous, 
but  I would  not  have  had  it  otherwise.  The  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters  have  been  true  and  faithful  in  performing  their 
work  and  I can  safely  say  that  the  general  condition  of  the  Craft 
has  at  no  time  been  in  a healthier  'or  more  satisfactory  con- 
dition, and  as  far  as  I am  able  to  judge,  the  prospects  for  the 
future  are  of  the  most  encouraging  nature. 

We  are  in  perfect  accord  with  the  special  Committee 
on  Grand  Master’s  address  when  it  says: 

Finally,  we  desire  to  congratulate  the  Craft  in  this  Juris- 
diction because  it  has  as  its  chief  executive  a brother  so  eminent 
for  ability  and  zeal  as  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Wm.  David  Mc- 
Pherson. He  has  brought  to  the  service  of  his  brethren  talents 
of  a very  high  order,  and  he  has  spared  not  his  time,  his  best 
thought,  nor  his  strength  in  doing  even  more  than  the  duties 
of  his  high  office  call  upon  him  to  do.  It  is  certain  that  all  the 
brethren  will  unite  with  this  Committee  in  the  fervent  hope  that 
the  Divine  favor  may  rest  upon  brother  McPherson  and  give  him 
guidance,  support  and  strength. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  very  complete  and  in- 
teresting, is  a review  of  the  Proceedings  of  sixty-six  Grand 
Lodges,  and  is  contributed  by  Past  Grand  Master  Brother 
A.  T.  D.  Freed.  It  profitably  covers  164  pages  of  the 
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volume.  The  transactions  of  North  Carolina  for  1913  failed 
to  appear  in  Brother  Freed’s  report  of  last  year,  but  he  has 
made  amends  by  giving  us  a double  header  for  this  year.  The 
Proceedings  of  both  years  are  fully  and  fraternally  noted.

COLORADO,  1914 

54th  Annual.  Denver.  September  15. 

The  likeness  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  Charles  H. 
Dudley,  and  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  William  S.  Picker- 
ill,  give  added  interest  to  the  volume.  In  the  opening  of  his 
address,  Brother  Pickerill  deplores  the  carnage  now  going 
on  in  Europe. 

Under  the  head  of  Necrology,  he  paid  a high  and  deserved 
tribute  to  the  most  distinguished  citizen  and  Mason,  Henry 
M.  Teller,  who  died  February  23,  1914.  He  wras  the 
Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Colorado  and  held  the  highest 
civic  office  in  the  gift  of  the  people,  that  of  United  States 
Senator.  His  likeness  appears  with  the  eulogy.  Another 
distinguished  and  dearly  beloved  brother,  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter George  E Simonton,  answered  the  last  summons,  and  left 
his  brethren  to  mourn  his  departure.  His  likeness  also  ap- 
pears. 

With  129  constituent  Lodges,  Grand  Master  Pickerill 
gives  this  statement  of  membership  and  financial  condition : 

Our  membership  during  the  past  year  has  shown  a very 
satisfactory  growth,  as  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  will 
show  that  our  present  membership  is  16,758,  a gain  of  619  during 
the  year. 

After  many  years’  association  with  the  people  of  Colorado  I 
am  firm  in  the  belief  that  no  better  citizens  are  to  be  found  in  any 
commonwealth,  and  I am  likewise  unshaken  in  the  belief  that  our 
members  constitute  the  flower  of  Colorado’s  citizenship,  measured 
by  physical,  intellectual,  moral  and  spiritual  standards. 
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Of  the  benevolent  fund  he  says : 

For  detailed  information  regarding  this  Fund,  I would  call 
your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Trustees,  which  is  submitted 
by  them  for  your  consideration.  It  is  sufficient  for  me  to  say  that 
this  trust  is  being  most  conscientiously  and  economically  adminis- 
tered, and,  as  the  years  come  and  go,  the  wisdom  of  its  establish- 
ment is  apparent  to  all. 

He  refused  two  dispensations — one  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  church  in  Lodge  formation  and  the  other  to  open 
a Lodge  on  some  high  point.  He  tells  of  the  impressions 
made  on  him  by  his  official  visits  to  the  Lodges : 

I do  not  know  of  any  feature  connected  with  the  office  of 
Grand  Master  that  affords  so  much  pleasure  as  official  visits  to  the 
Lodges,  and,  if  such  a thing  were  possible,  I should  have  been 
pleased  to  visit  every  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction.  However,  unless 
the  Grand  Master  has  no  other  business  that  needs  his  attention, 
he  must,  of  necessity,  limit  his  wishes  regarding  this  exceedingly 
pleasant  duty.  Although  the  Grand  Master  may  visit  only  a small 
percentage  of  the  Lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction,  yet,  through  the  system 
of  reports  made  to  him  by  the  Grand  Lecturer,  he  is  in  touch  with 
all  the  Lodges,  and  the  necessity  of  personal  visits  is,  to  a large 
extent,  eliminated. 

On  account  of  the  invitations  which  he  received  to  visit 
other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  he  thinks  that  some  provision 
should  be  made  to  enable  the  Grand  Master  or  his  represen- 
tatives to  attend  some  of  these  functions  without  having  to 
pay  his  own  expenses  and  says : 

It  seems  to  me  that  this  Grand  Lodge  should  take  some  action 
regarding  occasions  of  this  kind  in  order  that  the  Grand  Master, 
or  his  representative,  may  be  authorized  to  participate  in  such 
conferences,  if  in  his  judgment  it  seems  best.  The  principal  Juris- 
dictions of  this  country  are  represented  at  these  meetings,  and  I 
should  think  that  Colorado  might  well  send  a representative  to 
meet  with  the  representatives  of  the  other  Jurisdictions  and  ex- 
change ideas  with  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  from  other 
sections. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  always  of  high  character, 
is  contributed,  as  usual,  by  Past  Grand  Master  Lawrence  N. 
Greenleaf,  and  reviews  as  fully  and  fraternally  as  ever,  the 
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Proceedings  of  42  Grand  Lodges  among  which  North  Caro- 
lina receives  more  than  two  pages  of  kindly  notice.  Brother 
Greenleaf  needs  no  apology  for  the  work  which  he  has  turned 
out,  but  the  handicaps  were  sufficient  to  discourage  a less 
determined  man.  But  let  him  tell  the  story  himself : 

Our  conclusion  has  resolved  itself  into  an  apology  much  to 
our  regret,  as  it  is  the  first  time  during  our  long  experience  that 
we  have  laid  out  designs  upon  the  trestle  board  which  we  were 
unable  to  complete  within  the  time  limit. 

In  explanation,  we  would  say  that  our  right  arm  was  attacked 
by  Paralysis  agitans,  to  use  a technical  term,  or  in  plain  language, 
“the  shakes’’,  and  that  writing  at  any  length  became  an  impos- 
sibility. 

Failing  to  get  any  permanent  relief,  after  a period  of  waiting 
and  attempts  at  writing  a few  lines  at  a time,  we  had  recourse  to  a 
typewriter.  Being  a novice,  and  able  to  use  only  our  left  hand, 
our  progress  was  necessarily  slow.  Despite  these  drawbacks, 
we  still  hoped  to  complete  our  report  in  time,  but  found  ourselves 
unequal  to  the  task.  With  these  explanatory  words,  and  assuring 
our  readers  that  we  shall  endeavor  to  make  up  the  deficiencies  of 
this  report  in  a more  acceptable  offering  next  year,  we  bring  our 
labors  to  a close.

CONNECTICUT,  1914 

126th  Annual.  Hartford.  February  4. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Wilbur  S.  Comstock, 
whose  likeness  forms  the  frontispiece,  is  a comparatively 
brief  and  business  statement  of  a successful  administration  of 
Grand  Lodge  affairs. 

Judging  from  the  reports  which  he  received  from  the 
District  Deputies,  the  Grand  Master  says  that  the  constituent 
Lodges  are  in  excellent  condition,  financially  and  otherwise. 

There  are  110  Lodges,  and  109  of  these  were  represented. 
Total  membership  is  24,815,  showing  a net  gain  of  611. 

The  Grand  Master’s  appeal  to  the  Connecticut  Craft  in 
behalf  of  the  flood  sufferers  in  Ohio  and  Indiana  met  with 
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prompt  and  generous  response,  the  contributions  amounting 
to  about  $1,500. 

The  management  of  the  Masonic  Home  at  Wallingford 
received  the  hearty  commendation  of  the  Grand  Master,  who 
also  paid  a tribute  to  the  women  of  the  Eastern  Star  under 
whose  auspices  the  institution  has  prospered. 

The  Grand  Master  expressed  a lively  sympathy  for  the 
purposes  of  the  George  Washington  Masonic  National  Me- 
morial Association  and  hoped  that  the  Grand  Lodge  would 
become  a member  of  the  Association.  This  part  of  the  ad- 
dress was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
but  we  fail  to  find  any  reference  to  the  matter  in  the  report 
of  that  Committee. 

Very  gratifying  is  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Grievances  which  says  that  no  business  has  been  referred  to  it. 
The  report  on  Correspondence,  132  pages,  is  contributed 
by  Past  Grand  Master  and  present  Grand  Secretary,  George 
A.  Kies,  and  is  a readable  presentation  of  English-speaking 
Grand  Lodges.  The  transactions  of  North  Carolina  for  1913 
receive  fraternal  consideration.  Brother  Kies,  however,  is  in 
error  in  saying  that  Brother  Lamberton,  of  Pennsylvania, 
claimed  or  suggested  that  there  was  error  in  Montfort’s  ap- 
pointment as  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  and  for  America. 
We  alone  are  responsible  for  the  suggestion  that  the  un- 
limited territorial  authority,  as  appears  in  the  Commissioner, 
was  “due  to  generosity,  indifference,  or  ignorance.” 

Under  Virginia  Brother  Kies  answers  Brother  Eggleston 
as  to  the  relative  authority  of  Constitutions  and  Grand  Mas- 
ters and  we  are  in  accord  with  him : 

A constitution  seems  to  be  a real  “bete  noire”  to  Brother 
Eggleston.  Bui  it  would  seem  that  such  an  instrument,  consisting 
as  it  should  of  fundamental  provisions  and  differing  from  by-laws 
or  particular  regulations  only  in  that  it  cannot  be  amended  except 
after  due  notice  and,  usually  by  more  than  a majority  vote,  cannot 
be  other  than  a wise  and  safe  provision.  As  regards  his  dictum 
that  “a  Grand  Master’s  acts  within  the  landmarks  are  not  to  be 
criticized,”  we  differ  in  toto.  Grand  Masters,  like  the  rest  of  us, 
are  only  human,  and  therefore  sometimes  err.  While  their  rulings 
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cannot  (and  should  not)  be  undone  “ex  post  facto”  in  the  particular 
cases  for  which  they  are  rendered,  the  fact  that  a Grand  Lodge  has 
legislative  as  well  as  judicial  and  executive  powers  is  sufficient 
warrant  for  the  opinion  that  they  do  have  the  power  to  review 
and  criticize  the  acts  of  their  Grand  Master  and  decide  whether 
their  ruling  shall  become  a part  of  the  law  in  their  Jurisdiction. 
Again,  Section  19  of  the  Old  Regulations  (present  Rule  17),  of  the 
Mother  Grand  Lodge  (England)  shows  that  some  power  over  the 
Grand  Master  was  reserved  by  the  Craft.

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA,  1913 

103rd  Annual.  Washington.  December  17. 

The  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Charles  E. 
Baldwin,  forms  the  frontispiece.  Two  other  portraits  of  de- 
ceased Grand  officers  give  interest  to  the  volume — H.  S. 
Merrell,  Grand  Master,  1894,  and  C.  W.  Hancock,  Grand 
Secretary,  1872. 

There  were  five  special  Communications  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  one  for  the  constitution  of  East  Gate  Lodge,  making 
the  thirtieth  on  the  roll;  another  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
the  cornerstone  of  a Unitarian  Church ; another  for  the  pur- 
pose of  burying  with  Masonic  ceremonial  the  remains  of  Past 
Grand  Master  Merrell;  another  for  performing  a like  cere- 
mony over  the  body  of  Brother  Hancock ; and  a final  special 
for  the  dedication  of  the  completed  structure  of  the  Masonic 
and  Eastern  Star  Home.  This  last  function  was  attended 
with  elaborate  and  appropriate  ceremonial. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Baldwin  at  the  Annual 
Communication  is  a very  complete  history  of  his  official  doings 
during  the  year.  He  paid  appropriate  and  affectionate 
tribute  to  the  two  deceased  Past  Grand  officers. 

A member  of  one  of  the  Lodges  being  clear  of  the  books 
and  of  good  repute  in  his  Lodge,  asked  for  and  received  a 
dimit,  which  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  declared  to  be  void 
because  the  application  had  not  been  made  in  writing.  This

unlawful  and  arbitrary  act  of  the  Master  of  the  Lodge,  of 
course,  was  overruled,  but  the  story  occupies  four  pages 
of  the  volume. 

The  answer  to  the  Grand  Hailing  Sign  from  Ohio  was 
promptly  given  by  the  different  Masonic  bodies,  who  con- 
tributed $1,742  in  aid  of  the  sufferers. 


The  Grand  Master  had  trouble  in  visiting  all  of  the 
Lodges,  examining  the  books  of  account,  and  observing  the 
general  condition  of  each  Lodge,  as  the  law  requires,  but  he 
made  the  trip  successfully. 


The  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  is  heartily  commended  by 
the  Grand  Master  who  states  that  its  work  has  been  of  im- 
mense benefit  to  all  worthy  applicants. 


The  Grand  Master  is  very  earnest  in  his  support  of  the 
Masonic  and  Eastern  Star  Home,  of  which  he  says  in  part: 


I have  been  particularly  gratified  on  many  occasions  during  the 
year  at  the  earnest  and  zealous  cooperation  of  all  the  Lodges,  and 
practically  all  of  the  individual  Brethren,  in  this  most  worthy  en- 
terprise. It  has  been  recognized  by  all  as  being  one  of  the  most 
commendable  objects  for  Masonic  consideration,  therefore  there  can 
be  no  doubt  of  its  ultimate  success. 

The  exterior  construction  and  fireproofing  of  the  entire  building 
has  been  practically  completed,  and  while  the  demands  for 
accommodations  are  many  they  are  not  so  heavy  as  to  require  the 
completion  of  the  interior  of  the  entire  building  at  the  present  time. 
The  East  wing  therefore,  will  not  now  be  finished  inside.  The  main 
section,  which  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  immediate  demands,  is 
now  practically  completed  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  early  in 
the  coming  year. 


This  structure  was  dedicated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  on  November 
29th  last,  and  the  occasion  was  participated  in  by  one  of  the  larg- 
est and  most  enthusiastic  gatherings  of  Masons  and  members  of  the 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  ever  assembled  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and 
may  be  taken  as  a fair  indication  of  the  interest  of  the  Fraternity 
in  this  most  laudable  enterprise. 


In  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  compact  and  prosperous, 
there  are  30  Lodges,  having  a total  membership  of  nearly 
10,000. 
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The  report  on  Correspondence,  covering  187  pages  of  the 
volume,  is,  as  usual,  contributed  by  Past  Grand  Master  George 
W.  Baird,  who  brings  to  this  work  a well  stored  mind  and 
thorough  independence  of  thought.  Just  preceding  his  con- 
clusion he  discusses  many  matters  of  interest  to  the  Craft, 
and  in  the  conclusion  itself  we  extract  these  paragraphs  as 
showing  conditions  in  our  most  populous  cities : 

It  is  said  that  in  New  York  City  only  18  per  cent  of  the  popu- 
lation can  claim  colonial  or  revolutionary  ancestry;  that  there  are 
more  Germans  than  in  any  one  city  in  Germany;  more  Irish  than 
Germans  and  more  Italians  than  Irish.  The  Irish  discovered  New 
York  after  it  had  become  a success  and  the  Italians  have  discovered 
the  Irish  and  together  they  have  discovered  the  polls.  They  have 
driven  the  coffin  of  the  Republic  full  of  nails  and  are  now  driving 
spikes  in  the  coffin  of  Freemasonry. 

We  used  to  brag  about  “Americanizing”  the  foreigners,  but 
where  they  outnumber  us  they  have  turned  the  tide  the  other  way; 
they  elect  their  men  to  municipal,  state,  and  federal  offices  even, 
and  have  learned  how  to  pledge  their  delegations. 

The  North  Carolina  Transactions  for  1913  receive  very 
kindly  review  at  the  hands  of  Brother  Baird,  who  has  some 
pleasant  things  to  say  of  the  Old  North  State : 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  the  net  increase  in  membership 
during  the  year  has  been  nearly  5%  per  cent.  This  is  a much 
greater  ratio  than  the  increase  in  population.  North  Carolina  had 
one  of  the  first  colonial  Grand  Lodges  ever  erected  on  this  conti- 
nent, and  her  Masonry  and  politics  have  a clean  record.  There  is  a 
larger  percentum  of  American  born  residents  there  than  any  state 
except  Tennessee,  which  may  account  for  it.  In  New  York,  where 
this  is  just  the  opposite,  the  municipality  has  grown  so  bad  that 
one  eminent  authority  says  that  state  is  no  longer  capable  of  self- 
government. 

While  North  Carolina  has  been  able  to  Americanize  the  immi- 
grants coming  to  her  shores,  New  York  City  has  been  smothered  by 
her  immigrants,  and  she  is  de-Americanized,  if  we  may  be  per- 
mitted to  coin  the  word.  It  follows,  as  the  night  follows  the  day, 
that  where  Freemasonry  is  most  in  evidence,  the  politics  and  al- 
truism of  the  people  are  cleanest.

The  likeness  of  Grand  Master  George  B.  Glover,  occu- 
pies and  adonis  the  fly  leaf.  His  annual  address  receives 
the  highest  commendation  of  his  brethren,  both  as  to  matter 
and  manner. 

Without  apology  we  extract  this  paragraph  from  the 
beautiful  exordium  and  the  thoughts  expressed  go  to  the 
very  kernel  of  Freemasonry : 

But  there  is  another  law,  the  law  of  progression,  which  rules 
in  the  realm  of  the  moral  and  spiritual.  It  differs  from  the  law 
of  revolution  in  that  it  is  always  in  a straight  line,  moving  ever 
upward  and  onward  or  downward  and  backward.  There  are  no 
curves  in  morals;  we  progress  either  to  higher  levels  or  to  lower 
depths.  Since  yesterday  we  are  either  a day’s  journey  nearer 
Truth  or  twenty-four  hours  further  in  Error.  Let  us  now  apply 
these  two  laws  to  our  Masonic  lives  since  last  we  met  and  ascertain 
our  Masonic  bearing.  Today  we  are  eighty-five  years  removed 
from  cur  cradle  as  a Grand  Lodge.  Eighty-five  times  have  the 
years  rolled  around  to  find  us  in  Annual  Grand  Communication, 
and  with  ever  widening  circles  have  we  grown  in  numbers  and 
in  wealth,  until  today  our  influence  is  felt  for  weal  or  woe 
throughout  the  State.  God,  the  God  of  our  fathers,  our  God,  has 
blessed  us  with  peace  and  plenty.  To  us  the  earth  has  yielded  her 
increase,  and  the  heavens  have  smiled  upon  us.  Neither  storm, 
flood,  or  pestilence  have  invaded  the  borders  of  our  Grand  Juris- 
diction, and  we  have  been  permitted  in  prosperity  and  health 
to  round  out  one  more  year  of  change  and  revolution.  But  how 
do  we  stand  in  regard  to  the  law  of  progression?  Are  we  better 
men  and  Masons?  Are  we  holier  in  life  and  purer  in  thought? 
Have  we  risen  to  higher  levels  of  paternal  love?  Are  our 
ears  quickened  to  the  cry  of  the  distressed?  Are  our  as- 
pirations strengthened  and  increased  in  search  of  Truth?  If  we 
can  affirmatively  reply  to  these  questions  we  need  take  but  little 
thought  of  numerical  increase  or  material  gain,  for  we  shall  have 
achieved  Masonry,  the  cardinal  tenets  of  which  are  brotherly  love, 
relief  and  truth. 

Thirteen  Lodges  were  constituted  and  six  set  to  work 
under  dispensation. 
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The  Grand  Master  exercised  his  prerogative  in  issuing 
a long  list  of  special  dispensations.  But  he  refused  one  for 
the  purpose  of  attending  divine  worship  in  Masonic  clothing. 

The  response  to  the  cry  of  distress  from  the  Ohio  flood 
sufferers,  was  prompt  and  generous.  The  sum  of  $848.85  was 
sent  to  Ohio  and  $400  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois.  This 
latter  sum  was  returned  with  a handsome  letter  of  appre- 
ciation by  Brother  Henry  T.  Burnap,  who  stated  that  the  acute 
stage  had  passed,  and  that  they  were  able  to  care  for  all 
cases  of  need. 

Having  declined  election  for  a second  term,  as  has  been 
the  custom  for  many  years  past,  Brother  Glover  states  that 
he  feels  no  delicacy  in  recommending  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
provide  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Grand  Master, 
and  we  see  that  the  Finance  Committee  approved  the  dis- 
bursement of  $150.  This  is  right,  for  some  Grand  Masters 
are  poor  men. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence the  Grand  Lodges  of  Queensland  and  the  Philippine 
Islands  were  duly  recognized  as  sovereign  and  independent 
Masonic  bodies. 

This  prosperous  and  growing  Grand  Jurisdiction  has 
226  constituent  Lodges  with  a total  membership  of  11,437, 
a net  increase  of  644. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  as  usual,  is  the  work  of 
Past  Grand  Master  Silas  B.  Wright,  who  has  given  the 
Proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for  1913,  very  kindly  con- 
sideration and  ample  space.  In  his  “Conclusion"  to  the  re- 
port, he  has  given  careful  and  illuminating  attention  to  many 
subjects  of  interest  to  the  general  Craft.  Among  these  he 
directs  attention  to  the  “Colonial  Masonic  Lodges  of 
America”  and  we  cpiote  his  criticism  in  its  entirety  and 
concur  in  the  same  : 

We  notice  the  organization  of  a so-called  “Order  of  Colonial 
Masonic  Lodges  of  America,”  the  membership  of  which  was  to  be 
confined  to  the.  Masters  and  Past  Masters  of  the  Symbolic  Lodges 
in  the  thirteen  colonies  during  the  Revolutionary  War  and  prior 
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to  1776,  although  it  appears  that  they  have  already  enlarged  their 
membership  by  making  others  “honorary  members.” 

One  of  the  honorary  members  says  of  the  organization  that 
it  is  intended  “to  unite  more  closely  the  Masons  of  the  North  and 
South  in  keeping  alive  the  spirit  of  patriotism  that  contributed 
so  much  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution  and  securing  the  liberty 
of  America.” 

It  seems  to  the  writer  that  no  special  “order”  is  necessary 
among  Masons  for  that  purpose  and  that  active  work  along  that 
special  line  will  be  directly  contrary  to  the  rule  which  eliminates 
all  sectional,  political,  and  civil  matters  from  the  Lodge  room. 
Nor  does  it  seem  necessary  for  any  special  “order”  to  “unite  more 
closely  the  Masons  of  the  North  and  South.”  There  is  no  sectional 
strife  or  feeling  between  them,  as  has  been  shown  time  and  again 
by  interjurisdictional  visits  and  by  conferences  of  those  holding 
official  position. 

We  are  all  proud  of  the  antiquity  of  our  institution  and  of 
the  splendid  record  of  our  Lodges;  old  and  new.  Those  of  the 
Colonial  Lodges  which  have  maintained  a continuous  existence 
from  the  days  before  this  Republic  was  born  are  entitled  to  great 
credit,  but  no  more  so  than  the  new  U.  D.  Lodge,  for  which  the 
members  have  spent  time  and  labor,  often  much  in  excess  of  that 
spent  by  the  members  of  the  older  organizations.  Even  some  of 
our  “Colonial  Lodges”  would  perhaps  be  caused  to  blush  by  the 
achievements  of  the  older  Lodges  of  the  British  Isles,  which  trace 
a continuous  existence  since  1591  and  even  before.  Our  “Colonial 
Lodges”  might  feel  as  infants  while  in  their  company. 

There  is  no  aristocracy  in  Masonry  and  none  can  say,  “I  am 
born  better  than  thou.”  The  “Colonial  Masters”  and  “Colonial 
Masons”  are  all  dead.  The  present  members,  Masters  and  Past 
Masters,  are  in  precisely  the  same  position  as  all  members  of  all 
other  Lodges.  We  all  have  a glorious  heritage.  There  is  no 
“elder  brother”  entail. 

We  do  not  question  the  sincerity  of  the  founders  of  the 
“Colonial  Order,”  but  we  object  to  the  apparent  attempt  to  introduce 
into  our  American  Masonic  Fraternity  a Masonic  aristocracy.

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia  has  been  distinguished  for 
the  high  literary  quality  of  the  annual  addresses  of  its  Grand 
Masters,  and  that  of  Grand  Master  Robert  L.  Golding,  at  the 
present  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  entitled  to  entry  in 
the  same  class.  This  paper  is  admirable  from  every  point 
of  view. 

From  close  personal  observation  he  reports  the  Fraternity 
to  be  harmonious  and  prosperous. 

His  tributes  to  the  Masonic  dead  are  very  fine  and  ap- 
propriate. 

Of  the  Masonic  Home  and  the  ministration  of  the  women 
of  the  Eastern  Star  to  the  inmates  of  the  Institution,  the 
Grand  Master  says : 

Our  Home  is  a monument  to  the  present  generation  and  I be- 
speak for  it  a liberal  appropriation  for  the  proper  continuation 
of  the  work  we  have  so  nobly  started  and  which  we  so  proudly 
maintain. 

The  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  is  doing  a noble  work  in  our 
State  and  I feel  is  entitled  to  our  highest  commendation. 

When  under  the  rules  of  our  Home,  the  children  reach  the 
necessary  age,  which  calls  for  their  discharge,  this  Order  is  taking 
these  helpless  ones  in  charge  and  seeing  that  they  are  given  an 
opportunity  of  learning  some  trade  or  business  in  order  to  enable 
them  to  be  self-supporting  and  removing  them  from  the  allurements 
of  temptation  and  vice. 

The  zeal,  devotedness,  self-denial  and  loving  kindness,  dis- 
played by  these  noble  women,  who  in  large  part  constitute  the 
membership  of  our  valuable  auxiliary,  are  deserving  of  our  un- 
stinted praise  and  warmest  assistance. 

He  reported  34  decisions,  which  seem  to  us  to  be  ele- 
mentary. To  one  of  these,  however  (No.  11),  we  cannot 
concur.  We  have  thought  that  the  qualifications  for  service 
as  Worshipful  Master  was  the  previous  occupancy  of  the 
Warden’s  station.  The  decision  says: 
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11.  It  is  perfectly  legal  for  a Lodge  to  elect  a brother  to  serve 
as  Worshipful  Master,  who  has  never  previously  served  the  Lodge 
in  any  other  capacity. 

The  Grand  Master  declined  to  recognize  the  York  Grand 
Lodge,  of  Mexico,  and  he  was  sustained  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

We  are  amazed  to  find  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Appeals  and  Grievances,  that  those  who  are  delinquent  in 
the  payment  of  their  dues  are  put  in  the  same  class  with 
habitual  drunkards  and  those  guilty  of  gross  un-Masonic 
conduct,  and  all  alike  recommended  for  expulsion.  The 
report  of  the  Committee  and  its  recommendation  were  adopted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  hope  to  see  our  Georgia  Brethren 
amend  its  criminal  code. 

There  are  647  Lodges  having  a total  membership  of 
38,425,  showing  a net  gain  of  1,619  in  the  membership. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  and  an  excellent  one 
it  is,  is  a review  of  46  Grand  Lodges,  and  is  furnished  by 
Brother  Charles  L.  Bass. 

We  regret  that  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
North  Carolina  failed  to  reach  Brother  Bass  in  time  to  be 
reviewed.

The  likeness  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  Curtis  F. 
Pike,  forms  the  frontispiece. 

In  his  address  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Ezra  A.  Bur- 
rell, reports  the  conditions  of  the  Craft  as  being  entirely 
satisfactory. 

Under  the  head  of  Necrology  he  pays  appropriate  tribute 
to  the  memory  and  virtues  of  the  Brethren  of  his  own  Juris- 
diction who  have  passed  within  the  veil.  He  reports  also  the 
names  of  distinguished  Masons  of  other  Jurisdictions  who 
have  ceased  from  their  labors. 
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His  rulings  which  have  relation  to  local  legislation  were 
approved,  but  when  he  recommended  that  the  inflexible  laws 
as  to  physical  perfection  should  be  modified,  he  met  with 
unmistakable  opposition  from  the  Jurisprudence  Committee, 
which  insisted  that  there  should  be  no  change  in  this  respect. 
And  the  Grand  Lodge  sustained  the  Committee. 

Like  many  other  Grand  Masters,  he  was  sorry  he  couldn ’t 
make  as  many  official  visits  as  he  had  planned  early  in  his 
administration. 

In  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  he  says  that  he  had 
to  send  an  extra  key  or  cipher  to  the  Master  of  one  of  the 
Lodges  to  replace  one  that  had  been  lost,  mislaid,  or  stolen. 
These  accidents  to  ciphers  are  very  apt  to  occur,  and  more 
frequently  than  they  are  reported  in  the  Proceedings. 

In  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  there  are  57  chartered  Lodges 
and  three  Lodges  under  dispensation.  The  total  membership 
is  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  4,094,  showing  a gain 
of  168. 

This  volume  should  have  value  to  the  Idaho  Brethren  if 
for  no  other  reason  than  that  it  contains  a full  roster  of  the 
Lodges  and  membership  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  the 
same  “bright  young  man”  whom  we  used  to  know  years 
ago  but  who  claims  that  he  is  now  entitled  to  the  descriptive 
title  “venerable.”  We  will  not  quarrel  with  our  gifted 
Brother  as  to  his  contention,  but  we  must  insist  that  not- 
withstanding the  frosts  that  have  fallen  since  the  year  “be- 
fore the  war”  his  pen  has  not  lost  its  brightness  or  pun- 
gency. Brother  George  E.  Knepper  has  given  the  transac- 
tions of  North  Carolina  for  1913  fraternal  and  ample  con- 
sideration, for  which  we  desire  to  make  proper  acknowledg- 
ment.

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ILLINOIS,  1913

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Delmar  Duane 
Darrah,  is  a first-class  Masonic  state  paper,  in  which  many 
important  matters  affecting  the  usefulness  and  stability  of 
the  Craft  are  discussed  forcibly  and  dispassionately.  The 
present  condition  of  the  Fraternity  is  thus  stated  in  part: 

From  personal  observation  and  investigation  I am  happy  to 
state  that  the  Craft  of  Illinois  is  not  only  in  a highly  prosperous 
condition  but  is  making  rapid  progress  toward  attaining  a higher 
degree  of  Masonic  efficiency.  The  growth  in  membership  is  all  that 
can  be  desired  and  the  condition  of  Lodges  through  the  efforts 
of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  has  been  greatly  improved. 
Many  Lodges  which  were  meeting  in  improper  and  insecure  places 
have  moved  to  better  quarters.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that 
Lodges  which  have  been  in  debt  have  been  able  to  meet  their  ob- 
ligations and  are  now  in  a position  to  maintain  themselves  in 
a proper  manner.  In  this  connection  I desire  to  state  that  the 
dues  charged  by  a number  of  our  country  Lodges  are  entirely  too 
small  to  enable  them  to  maintain  themselves  in  a proper  manner 
and  I believe  that  our  District  Deputies  should  encourage  these 
Lodges  to  raise  their  dues  to  a sum  that  will  enable  them  to  meet 
fully  and  fairly  the  conditions  of  our  present  times. 

Dispensations  for  the  creation  of  11  new  Lodges  are  re- 
ported. He  reports  having  personally  visited  a great  many 
of  the  Lodges,  and  in  every  one  of  which  he  received  fraternal 
courtesy. 

Like  many  other  Grand  Masters,  he  failed  to  see  the 
usefulness  of  the  conferences  of  Grand  Masters,  and  of  the 
last  meeting  he  says  in  part : 

It  looked  at  the  beginning  like  it  was  going  to  be  a con- 
ference of  Grand  Secretaries,  as  our  genial  friend  and  Brother, 
Lou  B.  Windsor,  of  Michigan,  expressed  it,  but  matters  soon, 
lighted  themselves  and  the  Grand  Masters  had  their  say. 

Beyond  the  mere  exchange  of  ideas,  nothing  was  accomplished 
by  the  conference.  Each  state  seems  to  be  so  irretrievably  en- 
trenched behind  its  own  customs  and  procedures  that  it  refuses 
to  consider  anything  else.  I doubt  whether  any  Grand  Masters’ 
conference  will  ever  accomplish  anything  in  the  way  of  uniform 
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laws  because  of  the  spirit  of  local  autonomy,  which  is  so  prevalent 
in  each  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

Of  the  two  great  charities  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  Sulli- 
van for  the  eare  of  aged  and  dependent  brethren,  and  at 
La  Grange  for  the  maintenance  and  education  of  orphan 
children,  the  Grand  Master  says : 

The  Masons  of  Illinois  have  a right  to  feel  justly  proud  of  the 
two  splendid  Homes  which  are  maintained  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
These  institutions  are  in  a good  condition  and  are  being  well 
managed.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  administer  their  affairs 
economically  and  to  keep  within  the  Grand  Lodge  appropriation. 
The  Home  at  Sullivan  is  practically  full  and  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  the  erection  of  another  building  at  that  institution 
will  claim  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  Grand  Lodge  has  just  com- 
menced its  charitable  work  through  the  medium  of  Masonic  Homes. 
As  the  Craft  increases  in  number  there  will  be  a greater  demand  for 
admission.  As  a result  more  buildings  will  be  required  and  larger 
maintenance  funds.  All  this  will  be  promptly  taken  care  of  by 
this  Grand  Lodge  which  has  never  been  found  wanting  in  any 
great  work  which  benefits  mankind. 

He  reports  the  establishment  of  clandestine  Lodges  in 
Illinois  and  other  states  by  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy.  He 
says  he  does  not  know  what  action,  if  any,  the  Grand  Lodge 
can  take  for  the  suppression  of  these  impostors.  We  notice 
that  in  other  states  an  appeal  to  the  courts  has  been  suffi- 
cient to  put  these  enterprising  gentlemen  out  of  business. 

In  all  the  matters  needing  correction  or  suppression 
the  Grand  Master  was  sustained  by  the  Committee  on  Grand 
Master’s  Address  and  by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  is  again 
contributed  by  Brother  Owen  Scott,  Past  Grand  Master,  and 
is  of  a kind  that  has  distinguished  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois 
for  many  years  past.  The  Proceedings  of  North  Carolina 
for  1913  during  the  encumbency  of  Grand  Master  W.  B. 
McCoy  received  the  fraternal  consideration  of  Brother  Scott. 
He  makes  reference  not  unkindly,  to  the  partnership  between 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  and  the  State  of  North 
Carolina  and  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  The  partner- 
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ship  with  the  State  may  be  dissolved,  but  a probable  and 
large  contribution  from  the  State  may  continue  it  indefi- 
nitely. 

There  are  many  things  in  this  report  that  we  would  like 
to  copy  but  lack  of  space  forbids.

The  volume  is  adorned  with  the  likenesses  of  the  in- 
coming and  outgoing  handsome  Grand  Masters — Martin  A. 
Morrison  and  John  W.  Hanan. 

Grand  Master  Hanan ’s  address  is  a long  and  complete 
story  of  the  progress  and  usefulness  of  the  Fraternity  in 
Indiana,  which  the  Grand  Master  summarizes  as  follows : 

Not  only  has  Masonry  increased  so  greatly  in  membership, 
but  the  standard  of  the  Masonic  life  has  correspondingly  advanced, 
and  there  seems  to  be  an  earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  our  brethren 
to  live  Masonry  in  the  true  sense  of  that  term.  Peace,  love  and 
harmony  prevail  everywhere  throughout  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 
The  Lodges  are  in  splendid  financial  condition  and  the  ritualistic 
work  has  reached  a high  grade  of  proficiency,  and  Masons  are 
endeavoring  to  live  outside  of  the  Lodge  that  which  is  taught  inside. 

This  optimistic  statement  is  confirmed  by  the  reports  of 
the  different  committees  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  also  to  a 
considerable  extent  by  the  handsome  and  costly  Masonic 
structures  in  different  parts  of  the  Commonwealth,  some  of 
them  figured  in  this  volume. 

The  Masonic  dead  are  referred  to  tenderly  and  affection- 
ately. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  that  the  rush  of  work  was  so 
great  in  some  of  the  Lodges  that  they  have  asked  permission 
to  use  a “short  form”  for  conferring  degrees.  To  all  of  these 
requests  he  gave  a positive  negative  reply. 

It  is  of  some  interest  to  note  that  the  Grand  Master 
appointed  Thomas  R.  Marshall  Grand  Senior -Deacon  of  the

Grand  Lodge,  but  the  subsequent  election  of  Brother  Mar- 
shall to  the  office  of  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  made 
it  impossible  for  him  to  be  installed  as  Grand  Deacon.  The 
Grand  Master  appointed  Brother  Harry  B.  Tuthill,  a man  of 
high  character  and  a leading  jurist,  to  fill  the  place. 

Eight  chartered  Lodges  were  constituted,  and  dispen- 
sations issued  for  the  formation  of  three  others. 

The  laying  of  cornerstones  occupied  much  of  the  time 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  officers.  He  reports  also  a long  list  of 
delightful  official  visits,  which  were  as  profitable  to  the  Craft 
as  they  were  pleasant  to  the  Grand  Master. 

High  tribute  is  paid  by  the  Grand  Master  to  the  zeal  and 
devotion  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star,  and  the  noble 
work  which  these  good  women  are  performing  for  the  father- 
less and  homeless.  In  Indiana  the  order  of  the  Eastern  Star 
has  a membership  of  30,000. 

The  Masonic  Home  is  in  its  formative  stage  and  will  soon, 
we  believe,  reach  completion. 

The  Grand  Secretaries  are  the  most  useful  officials  of  the 
Fraternity  and  in  some  instances  they  supply  the  motive 
power  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  makes  this  deserved  acknowledgment 
of  the  great  service  rendered  the  Craft  by  Grand  Secretary 
Calvin  W.  Prather : 

And  every  Grand  Master  of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  a number 
of  years  has  relied  upon  that  living  cornerstone  of  Masonry 
in  this  Jurisdiction — our  Grand  Secretary.  Brother  Calvin  W. 
Prather.  He  is  an  ever  living  source  of  Masonic  light  and  to 
whom  all  Masons  of  Indiana  look  for  Masonic  knowledge.  The 
great  amount  of  service  he  has  rendered  the  Craft  of  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  by  assuming  important  duties  that  would  ordinarily 
have  fallen  to  my  lot  are  fully  understood  and  gratefully  appre- 
ciated by  me.  Plis  cheerful  willingness  to  assume  burdens  and  re- 
sponsibilities belonging  to  the  Grand  Master  in  order  that  your 
affairs  might  not  be  neglected  or  delayed,  is  one  of  the  choicest 
memories  of  this  service. 

Five  hundred  and  fifty-five  Lodges  are  reported  to  be  in 
useful  and  active  work,  with  a total  membership  of  66,192, 
showing  the  phenomenal  gain  of  3,157. 
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On  account  of  the  infirmities  of  age  and  ill  health,  Past 
Grand  Master  Daniel  McDonald,  the  brilliant  writer  of 
reports  on  Correspondence,  has  retired  from  the  Round  Table. 
We  feel  sure  that  his  brethren  of  the  reportorial  corps  will 
deplore  the  cause  of  his  giving  up  this  congenial  work.  A 
young,  active,  and  capable  man,  in  the  person  of  Past  Grand 
Master  Elmer  F.  Gay,  who  approaches  this  duty  with  some 
misgivings,  enters  this  place  made  vacant  by  Brother 
McDonald’s  resignation. 

Brother  Gay  gives  notice  that: 

This  report  embraces  the  conception  of  the  writer,  and  neither 
Brother  McDonald  nor  the  Grand  Lodge  is  responsible  for  any 
expressions  therein  contained.  I indulge  the  hope  that  it  will  be 
received  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  intended  by  my  brethren  not 
only  of  Indiana,  but  by  Freemasons  wheresoever  dispersed. 

Brother  Gay  has  given  fraternal  notices  to  the  North 
Carolina  Proceedings  and  makes  an  impartial  presentation 
of  the  Montfort  controversy.

71st  Annual.  Des  Moines.  June  9. 

This  volume  is  adorned  with  an  engraved  protrait  of  the 
Grand  Master  Frank  B.  Whitaker,  and  photographs  of  the 
Grand  Master  elect,  Charles  W.  Walton,  and  his  associate 
elective  Grand  Officers,  George  L.  Schoonover,  Deputy  Grand 
Master;  Albert  W.  McCallum,  Senior  Grand  Warden;  Theo- 
dore P.  Bence,  Junior  Grand  Warden;  and  Lewis  J.  Yaggy, 
Grand  Treasurer.  Other  pictorial  adornments  include  ex- 
terior views  of  the  Grand  Library  with  some  of  its  hand- 
some apartments.  We  have  not  been  able  to  find  the  likeness 
of  Brother  Parvin  in  the  volume. 

The  Grand  Master’s  address  gives  a very  full  account 
of  his  official  doings. 
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Under  the  head  of  Necrology  he  expresses  some  very 
beautiful  thoughts  in  the  transition  which  we  call  death. 

Two  Lodges  were  constituted  and  dispensation  issued  for 
the  formation  of  another;  five  cornerstones  were  laid,  two  for 
public  buildings  and  three  for  Masonic  structures. 

On  the  subject  of  decisions  he  says : 

While  I have  had  many  questions  to  decide  throughout  the 
year,  there  have  not  been  any  that  could  not  be  readily  answered 
by  carefully  following  the  law  as  prescribed  by  the  Code,  and  in 
nearly  every  case,  if  the  brethren  had  put  in  the  same  amount  of 
time  looking  up  the  law  that  they  did  in  writing  to  the  Grand 
Master,  they  would  have  found  the  answer  to  the  question  them- 
selves. 

He  has  been  urged  to  grant  special  dispensations  to  re- 
ballot not  less  than  twenty  times  and  refused  all,  as  we  think 
properly,  except  one  and  that  under  very  unusual  circum- 
stances. Among  many  other  reasons  for  this  action  he  gives 
this  besides : 

Another  reason  why  I have  refused  to  grant  these  requests 
is  that  if  there  is  a chance  for  a new  ballot  there  will  immediately 
start  a process  of  elimination  that  will  in  the  end  always  result 
in  disaster  to  the  Lodge.  To  my  mind  the  ballot  is  one  of  the  most 
sacred  and  vital  parts  of  Masonry.  It  should  be  held  inviolate  and 
never  on  any  account  be  questioned.  While  I know  that  at  times 
it  will  be  abused  and  vicious  men  will  use  it  to  vent  some  personal 
grudge  or  to  satisfy  some  religious  or  political  difference,  yet  the 
sooner  all  our  brethren  realize  that  when  they  take  a ballot  it  is 
final,  that  there  is  no  redress,  and  that  the  petition  will  have  to 
lie  for  at  least  six  months,  just  that  much  sooner  will  every  brother 
be  sure  that  when  he  casts  his  ballot  he  has  no  one  to  answer  to 
except  himself  and  his  God. 

The  making  of  returns  seems  to  include  the  duty  of  the 
Master  as  well  as  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  as  will  be  seen 
by  this  extract : 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  compelled  to  report  to  me  the  name 
of  the  Master  of  one  Lodge  whose  Secretary  had  failed  to  remit  their 
Grand  Lodge  dues  in  the  time  fixed  by  law.  I at  once  notified  the 
Master  of  their  default  and  cited  him  to  the  law,  and  called  upon 
him  to  show  cause  why  his  jewel  should  not  be  arrested  and  their 
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Lodge  denied  the  representation  in  this  Grand  Lodge.  He  replied 
and  I have  referred  his  reply  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and 
Grievances  to  report  such  action  thereon  by  the  Grand  Lodge  as 
they  may  think  best. 

The  travels  of  the  Grand  Master  were  very  extensive,  the 
full  story  of  which  covers  many  pages  of  the  volume  but  this 
extract,  will  give  some  idea  of  the  territory  covered: 

During  the  year  I have  traveled  15,000  miles,  visiting  sessions 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  and  of  Florida,  the  Alexandria- 
Washington  Lodge,  No.  22,  of  Alexandria,  Va.,  and  forty-six  Lodges 
in  our  own  Jurisdiction.  Everywhere  I received  a cordial  greeting 
and  fraternal  welcome. 

From  his  conclusion  we  take  this  gratifying  statement  of 
the  conditions: 

Masonry  is  growing  as  it  never  did  before  and  with  the  in- 
crease in  membership  the  cares  and  responsibilities  of  the  office 
of  Grand  Master  correspondingly  increase.  While  I have  not 
accomplished  all  that  I intended,  yet  the  year  has  been  a busy 
one  and  I have  tried  to  discharge  every  duty  and  to  fulfill  every 
requirement  of  this  office  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

The  Iowa  plan  of  giving  relief  to  worthy  and  indigent 
Masons,  their  widows  and  orphans,  has  worked  with  entire 
satisfaction,  but  the  demands  upon  the  charity  funds  naturally 
continue  to  grow,  but  every  case  receives  prompt  and  ample 
succor. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty-three  Lodges  are  reported  as 
having  a total  membership  of  49,555,  showing  a net  gain  of 
1,965. 

A voluminous  and  instructive  report  on  Correspondence, 
covering  255  pages,  is  contributed  by  Past  Grand  Master 
Louis  Block  and  is  alike  creditable  to  Brother  Block  and  his 
Grand  Lodge.  The  transactions  of  North  Carolina  for  1913 
receive  very  fraternal  consideration  and  the  very  unusual 
space  of  6y2  pages.  Adverting  to  the  libel  suit  of  Bayliss 
against  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  he  says  something 
new  to  us,  and  probably  is  correct : 
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We  have  watched  the  progress  of  this  legislation  in  the  State 
of  Louisiana  where  this  king  of  clandestines  received  a sound 
drubbing  in  both  the  courts  of  first  and  last  resort  and  the  ques- 
tion has  often  arisen  in  our  minds,  who  is  it  that  is  putting  up 
the  money  that  enables  this  fellow  Bayliss  to  go  on  with  such 
expensive  litigation,  and  we  have  often  wondered  whether  his 
sinews  of  war  were  not  furnished  by  a certain  sinister  force  that 
is  making  itself  more  strongly  felt  every  year  for  no  good  in 
American  politics,  and  which  has  recently  declared  open  battle 
against  Freemasonry.  Do  they  think  that  by  egging  on  such  chaps 
as  these  that  they  can  breed  dissension  in  the  ranks  of  our  great 
order?

IRELAND,  1913 

At  St.  John’s  day  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
December  27th,  1913,  owing  to  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the 
Grand  Master,  the  Earl  of  Donoughmore  (whose  full  length 
portrait  occupies  the  fly  leaf)  Sir  Charles  A.  Cameron,  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  occupied  the  throne,  and  delivered 
the  annual  address  in  which  he  reports  the  Craft  of  Ireland 
to  be  prosperous  and  in  a very  satisfactory  condition. 

In  his  conclusion  he  says : 

Now,  Brethren,  I was  only  going  to  say  a few  words,  because 
the  necessity  for  an  address  has  passed  away,  and  has  been  re- 
placed by  a printed  report,  but  I am  afraid  I have  exceeded  the 
time  I intended  to  devote  to  those  few  words.  I do  not  think  I 
need  say  any  more,  except  to  congratulate  you  on  our  prosperity. 
It  appears  to  me  a very  odd.  thing  when  so  many  institutions  in 
the  country  are  declining,  that  Freemasonry  has  attained  to  a 
degree  of  development  and  importance  that  it  never  previously 
enjoyed,  even  in  the  most  flourishing  times.  When  I became  a 
Freemason  there  were  only  sixteen  Lodges  in  Dublin,  and  many  of 
them  were  in  an  almost  moribund  condition.  Now  we  have  fifty 
Lodges.  Masonry  appears  of  late  years  to  be  going  forward  by 
leaps  and  bounds.  We  never  were  in  anything  like  the  same  pros- 
perous state,  for  the  revenue  of  our  Grand  Lodge  greatly  exceeds 
its  expenditures.  I hope  that  some  of  that  excess  of  revenue 
over  expenditure  will  be  devoted  to  enlarging  our  premises,

as  we  are  badly  in  want  of  more  space.  I hope  we  shall 
be  able,  after  a short  while,  to  report  progress  in  that  direc- 
tion, and  have  the  much  needed  extensions  carried  out.  This  is 
all  I have  to  say,  and  I wish  you  all  again  a happy  and  prosperous 
New  Year.  [Applause.] 

The  most  notable  ceremonial  was  the  installation  of  the 
Grand  Master  in  the  presence  of  a very  large  assemblage  of 
the  most  distinguished  Masons  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction.

KANSAS,  1914 

58th  Annual.  Topeka.  Febuary  18. 

The  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Elrick  G.  Cole, 
forms  the  frontispiece. 

This  is  his  exordium: 

The  shadows  of  the  lengthening  years  have  circled  o’er  Time’s 
dial  once  again,  and  rest  in  peace  and  silence  on  its  ancient  face, 
marking  the  hour  chosen  for  the  fifty-eighth  Annual  Communication 
of  this  body  of  the  Craft,  assembled  for  the  purposes  of  legislation 
and  receiving  the  reports  of  those  who  have  been  entrusted  with 
the  duties  of  their  respective  stations  for  the  year  past.  The  rep- 
resentatives of  more  than  four  hundred  lodges  of  Masons,  whose 
membership  now  exceeds  40,000,  have  gathered,  not  only  for  the 
purpose  of  listening  to  these  reports  and  taking  part  in  these 
duties,  but  also  by  an  interchange  of  ideas  and  a renewal  of  that 
bond  of  love  and  affection  which  characterizes  the  Order  of  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction,  to  gain  new  impetus  and  ardor  for  the  work  of 
the  coming  year.  How  short  a space  is  the  period  which  mankind 
has  named  a year!  It  seems  but  yesterday  that  we  were  met 
together  for  a similar  purpose  in  the  beautiful  city  of  Wichita. 

He  reports  peace,  harmony,  and  prosperity,  among  the 
Craft  and  deplores  the  loss  by  death  of  542  true  and  tried 
Masons  and  useful  citizens. 

The  Kansas  Fraternity,  ever  mindful  of  its  obligation  to 
aid  the  distressed,  promptly  contributed  the  sum  of  $3,231.60 
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for  the  relief  of  the  flood  sufferers  of  Ohio.  Well  and  nobly 
done ! 

The  Grand  Master  himself  personally  officiated  at  the 
laying  of  four  cornerstones,  and  appointed  his  proxies  for  the 
performance  of  this  function  nine  times. 

In  reference  to  the  Kansas  Masonic  Home,  the  Grand 
Master  says  in  part  of  this  refuge  for  the  orphan  children 
of  Kansas  as  well  as  for  the  adults  needing  its  care : 

The  Kansas  Masonic  Home  has  always  been  a source  of  pride 
to  each  of  us,  and  this  has  grown  with  each  succeeding  year.  None 
has  ever  been  a member  of  the  Board  having  charge  of  the  Home 
who  has  not  felt  the  genuineness  of  the  work  and  the  far  reaching 
extent  of  the  benefits  to  the  children  who  here  receive  true  home 
training  and  instruction  and  care.  We  have  been  particularly 
fortunate  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  in  having  had  for  thirteen 
years  the  same  Superintendent  and  Matron,  who  have  made  this 
work  not  simply  a means  of  existence,  but  the  life  work  of  each. 

Personally  my  pride  in  these  children  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Kansas  is  much  greater  at  the  close  of  this  year  than  at  any  other 
time.  Having  had  occasion  to  visit  other  Grand  Jurisdictions 
where  no  Home  has  been  provided,  either  for  the  orphans  of 
deceased  Masons  or  for  the  aged  and  infirm  who  are  entitled  to  our 
protection,  I have  found  myself  expressing  the  greatest  thankful- 
ness to  those  who  in  the  years  gone  by  fought  the  battles  which 
gave  to  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Kansas  this  magnificent  monu- 
ment to  our  thoughtfulness  for  those  who  need  our  care. 

At  the  close  of  the  official  year,  which  was  January  1,  1914, 
the  total  membership  of  the  Home  was  ninety-two,  consisting  of 
fifty-two  children  and  forty  adults.  Peace  and  Harmony  dwell 
within  its  walls,  and  the  numerous  letters  received  from  those  who 
have  gone  forth  into  the  world  show  how  great  has  been  the 
influence  of  this  Home  upon  the  children  who  have  been  members 
of  it. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Albert  K.  Wilson, 
gives  in  detail  the  history  of  the  business  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  It  is  a very  complete  statement  of  matters  passing 
through  his  hands. 

A very  interesting  and  instructive  oration  on  ‘ ‘ An 
Ancient  and  Honorable  Institution"  was  delivered  by 
Brother  Frank  Strong,  Chancellor  of  the  University  of 
Kansas,  from  which  we  quote  only  one  paragraph : 
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There  seems  from  the  beginning  to  have  been  two  parallel  lines 
of  development  in  ancient  Masonry.  First,  ancient  secret  societies^ 
having  in  the  main  the  same  elements  of  initiation  and  symbolism 
as  at  present;  and  second,  operative  Masonry,  founded  upon  ancient 
science  and  spreading  from  Egypt  to  Greece,  Rome,  Palestine  and 
the  far  East.  The  religious  element  in  the  higher  aspects  of 
Egyptian  life  was  very  powerful.  The  religious  leaders  developed 
ancient  science  under  the  name  of  mysteries  and  had  control  of 
all  the  learning  of  the  times.  Astronomy  was  necessary  in  Egypt, 
but  the  ancient  learning  included  besides  astronomy,  cosmogony 
and  the  arts  and  sciences  of  the  time,  all  of  them  in  some  fashion 
related  to  religion,  and  to  what  was  even  then  a central  thought 
in  religious  development,  namely,  the  immortality  of  the  soul.  The 
conditions  of  life  in  ancient  times  were  such  as  to  determine  the 
form  which  development  should  take.  It  was  a civilization  of 
master  and  slave.  Those  that  were  educated  were  extremely  few 
and  belonged  to  the  higher  or  priestly  class.  Learning  was  re- 
garded as  something  occult,  hidden,  almost  superhuman,  and  the 
operations  of  mathematics,  astronomy  and  other  sciences  then  in 
use,  were  so  difficult  and  abstruse  to  the  ordinary  mind  as  to  carry 
with  them  the  idea  of  superhuman  greatness.  There  were  no  books 
in  our  sense  of  the  term.  The  only  substitute,  and  that  an  ex- 
tremely inadequate  one,  was  the  papyrus  roll  and  inscriptions  on 
ancient  monuments.  The  hidden  mysteries  of  the  times,  therefore, 
had  to  be  handed  down  largely  by  word  of  mouth,  and  from  this 
necessity  and  by  reason  of  the  continuous  exercise  of  memory,  there 
resulted  a most  remarkable  accuracy  in  handing  down  from  genera- 
tion to  generation  the  accumulations  of  the  years. 

A special  report  on  the  proposition  of  a general  Grand 
Lodge  fostered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  was  closed  in 
these  words  by  Past  Grand  Master  Matthew  M.  Miller,  and 
his  recommendation  adopted : 

Wherefore,  your  committee  recommends  that  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Kansas  have  no  part,  lot  or  connection  with  either  the 
subject  matter  or  the  proposed  action  contemplated  by  said  Oregon 
resolutions. 

Honorary  membership  with  the  rank  of  Past  Grand 
Senior  Warden  was  conferred  upon  the  most  distinguished 
living  Masonic  scholar,  Brother  Robert  Preke  Gould,  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 
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The  report  on  Correspondence  is  contributed  by  Past 
Grand  Master,  Brother  Matthew  M.  Miller,  and  notwith- 
standing the  handicap  placed  upon  our  brother,  we  are  unable 
to  find  any  possible  cause  for  criticism.  But  this  would  be 
ample  excuse  for  any  short-comings : 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas: 

Permit  a word  of  introduction  ere  we  submit  our  report: 
“The  best  laid  plans  of  mice  and  men 
Gang  aft  a’  glee.” 

The  adage  says,  “Man  proposes,  but  God  disposes.”  With  our 
report  in  the  printer’s  hands  completed  up  to  December  1,  1913,  we 
were  looking  forward  happily  to  a holiday  vacation  with  dear  ones, 
when  the  unexpected  happened.  The  first  physician  called  said  the 
case  required  a surgeon.  The  latter  prescribed  a surgical  opera- 
tion at  the  hospital.  January  19,  1914,  six  weeks  after  the  neces- 
sary carving  and  stitching,  appliance  of  splints  and  casts,  and  use 
of  cane  and  crutches,  we  are  still  confined  to  our  room,  hopping 
about  on  one  foot,  the  knee  of  the  other  limb  refusing  as  yet  to 
perform  duty  in  normal  manner. 

North  Carolina  for  1913,  the  administration  of  Grand 
Master  W.  B.  McKoy,  receives  the  kindly-  consideration  of 
Brother  Miller  and  if  he  saw  anything  to  criticize  he  has 
graciously  forgotten  it. 

We  would  be  delighted  to  present  to  our  readers  the 
whole  of  Brother  Miller’s  “conclusion”  but  we  can’t.

KENTUCKY,  1913 

113th  Annual.  Louisville.  October  21. 

Portraits  of  the  retiring  and  the  incoming  Grand  Masters 
respectively,  Joe  H.  Ewalt  and  Orie  S.  Ware,  adorn  the 
volume. 

In  his  address  Grand  Master  Ewalt  has  given  a full  ac- 
count of  the  condition  of  the  Craft  during  his  administration. 
After  his  welcome  to  the  representatives  in  Grand  Lodge  he 
sorrowfully  announced  the  death  by  the  hand  of  the  assassin 
of  Past  Grand  Master  Harry  Bailey. 
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The  Grand  Master  reports  having  contributed  $250  to 
the  relief  of  the  flood  sufferers  in  Ohio,  and  $400  donated 
for  this  purpose  by  the  Supreme  Council,  A.  A.  S.  R., 
Southern  Jurisdiction,  and  the  Grand  Consistory  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  Bodies  in  Louisville. 

The  Grand  Master  found  it  necessary  in  a few  cases 
to  impose  discipline  of  more  or  less  severity. 

The  list  of  visitations  is  a long  one,  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Lodges  visited  enjoyed  these 
brief  outings. 

Forty-three  opinions  of  the  Grand  Master  on  various 
subjects  were  generally  approved. 

He  reports  some  irregularities  in  a few  of  the  Lodges, 
which  he  was  able  to  correct. 

He  reports  his  attendance  upon  the  conference  of  Grand 
Masters,  at  Indianapolis,  in  March,  1913,  and  he  enjoyed  the 
occasion  to  the  full. 

The  two  organized  Masonic  charities,  the  Old  Masons’ 
Home  and  the  Masonic  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home  re- 
ported to  be  in  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  superintendent 
of  each  institution  and  his  wife  receive  strong  commendation 
for  the  excellent  service  which  they  continue  to  render  to 
their  charges. 

In  Kentucky  there  are  585  active  Lodges  with  a present 
membership  of  40,450,  showing  a net  gain  of  1,677. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  103  pages,  is  the  work  of 
the  capable  reviewer,  Past  Grand  Master  William  W.  Clarke. 
The  proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for  1913,  and  the  contro- 
versy concerning  the  primacy  of  Joseph  Montfort,  Provin- 
cial Grand  Master  of  and  for  America,  is  quoted  in  full.

LOUISIANA,  1914 

103rd  Annual.  New  Orleans.  February  2. 

The  likeness  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  James  H. 
Caldwell,  forms  the  frontispiece. 
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The  annual  address  of  Grand  Master  Emil  Sundbery 
is  a complete  accounting  of  his  management  of  the  Craft.  He 
paid  a high  tribute  to  the  character  and  worth  of  the  deceased 
Grand  Master.  L.  P.  Delhaussaye,  who  had  rendered  eminent 
service  to  the  Fraternity  of  Louisana. 

The  Grand  Master  granted  a special  dispensation  to 
Corinthian  Lodge,  No.  190,  to  advance  an  Entered  Apprentice 
to  the  Degree  of  a Fellowcraft,  and  subsequently  to  that  of 
Master  Mason.  This  Entered  Apprentice  sustained  an  injury 
resulting  in  the  loss  of  one  of  his  feet.  The  Grand  Master 
ruled  that  this  should  not  operate  against  his  advancement, 
and  says  in  support  of  his  ruling : 

I would  take  occasion  here  to  insist  upon  the  point  that  when 
we  have  once  received  a candidate  into  the  Lodge  and  greeted 
him  as  a Brother,  there  is  an  obligation  upon  us  as  well  as  upon 
him  to  acknowledge  the  claims  of  brotherhood.  The  reason 
should  be  a weighty  one  which  would  impel  us  to  forbid  a Brother 
to  share  with  us  the  full  privileges  of  the  Fraternity;  and  it  is 
very  questionable  if  such  a reason  can  be  found  in  any  ill-fortune 
which  may  befall  a Brother,  through  no  fault  of  his,  and  which 
does  not  preclude  him  from  performing  the  fundamental  duties 
of  the  Craft.  In  granting  this  Dispensation  some  may  think  that 
I have  exceeded  my  authority.  I do  not  think  so;  for  I have  broken 
no  constitutional  law  or  Grand  Lodge  regulation.  I have  only 
differed  in  opinion  from  some  of  my  predecessors,  whose  Edicts 
have,  however,  been  accepted  as  law  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

It  occurs  to  us  that  this  decision  was  eminently  just  and 
proper,  but  the  Law  Committee  held  a different  opinion,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  sustained  the  committee. 

Twenty-seven  decisions  are  reported  and  nearly  all  were 
fully  approved. 

Louisiana  for  years  has  been  distinguished  for  the  extent 
of  its  contributions  to  the  needy  and  unfortunate  members  of 
the  Craft,  and  this  charity  generally  is  dispensed  by  the 
Louisiana  Relief  Lodge  of  which  the  Grand  Master  says  in 
part : 

It  is  with  intense  pride  that  I touch  upon  the  subject  of  our 
Relief  Lodge.  The  average  Mason  in  our  State  knows  it  only  by 
name,  and  I must  confess  that  until  this  year,  when  through  the 
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Grand  Master’s  office  I came  into  intimate  contact  with  its  manage- 
ment, I knew  very  little  about  the  work  of  this  praiseworthy, 
institution.  The  Relief  Lodge  is  composed  of  the  three  chief 
officers  of  each  of  the  twenty-two  Lodges  in  New  Orleans,  of  which 
it  is  the  agent  in  temporary  relief  work;  but  in  addition  to  this  it 
is  the  agent  of  the  Masons  of  Lousiana  in  dispensing  relief  to 
unfortunate  Brethren  of  the  whole  world,  passing  through  this 
great  and  important  gateway.  The  officers,  and,  when  necessary, 
the  members,  visit  the  sick  in  the  hospitals,  bury  the  dead,  arrange 
for  transportation  for  stranded  Masons  and  members  of  Masons’ 
families,  take  them  to  the  trains,  and  see  that  they  are  safely  sent 
to  relatives  and  friends,  provide  for  the  care  of  the  sick  in  hospitals 
and  convalescent  homes,  and  for  children  in  homes  for  the  young. 
It  is  a labor  of  love  with  the  officers  to  feed  the  hungry,  clothe  the 
naked,  and  bind  up  the  wounds  of  the  afflicted.  I have  heard  it 
said,  and  I believe  it,  that  the  Master,  Brother  Weingrun,  will  leave 
his  meal  unfinished  to  answer  a relief  call.  Complicated  cases 
have  come  under  my  observation  which  have  been  handled  with 
such  dispatch  and  efficiency  as  to  arouse  my  enthusiastic  admira- 
tion. 

Recently  an  employment  agency  has  been  added,  which,  al- 
through  not  yet  a year  old,  has,  under  the  able  management  of  W. 
Brother  Suarez,  found  employment  for  145  Masons  and  their  depen- 
dents. All  this  is  Masonic  Relief  with  a big  R,  and  is  is  a matter 
of  surprise  to  me  that  so  much  can  be  done,  so  painstakingly  and 
so  thoroughly,  with  the  small  resources  available. 

The  misuse  of  the  black  ball  is  severely  criticised  by  the 
Grand  Master. 

Discussing  the  ideal  universal  brotherhood,  the  Grand 
Master  generously  declares ; 

My  Brethren,  we  are  yet  far  from  the  fruition  of  our  hopes  in 
regard  to  a Universal  Fraternity,  and  I cannot  but  be  in  harmony 
with  the  views  of  my  predecessors  in  recommending  the  immediate 
recognition  of  and  the  exchange  of  fraternal  relations  with  every 
regular  Sovereign  Grand  Body,  regardless  of  Rite,  whenever  that 
regularity  cannot  be  disclaimed. 

The  Washington  Memorial  Association  receives  the  cor- 
dial endorsement  of  the  Grand  Master. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, the  Supreme  Council  of  Colombia  was  duly  recognized 
as  a sovereign  and  independent  Masonic  body. 
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The  report  on  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  contributed 
by  Rev.  Brother  Herman  C.  Duncan,  and  covers  just  26  pages. 
North  Carolina  for  1913  has  seven  lines  of  review.  Nova 
Scotia  has  two  and  a half,  Maryland  has  five  lines,  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Maine  has  about  four  lines.

The  annual  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Elmer 
P.  Spofford,  is  admirable  for  its  style  and  the  condensation 
of  the  details  of  his  administration.  In  closing  out  a second 
term,  he  is  fully  warranted  in  congratulating  the  Craft  on  the 
peace  and  prosperity  which  prevails  in  the  State,  and  more 
important  yet,  in  the  high  character  of  the  membership.  But 
on  account  of  the  popularity  of  Masonry,  he  repeats  the  warn- 
ing of  his  predecessors  in  saying: 

Our  rapid  increase  of  late  years,  and  the  large  numbers  who 
are  almost  daily  seeking  admission  to  our  Order,  seem  to  render 
it  necessary  that  we  exercise  a more  than  ordinary  degree  of  cau- 
tion in  the  admission  of  members.  We  owe  it  to  ourselves,  as 
well  as  to  the  permanence  of  our  Institution,  that  such,  and  such 
only,  should  be  enlisted  with  us  whose  lives  are  squared  by  those 
virtues  which  form  the  guiding  rules  of  all  our  associated  action. 
Any  indiscreet  haste  in  the  admission  of  improper  persons  may 
occasion  a life-long  disturbance  of  the  harmony  of  the  Lodge  with 
which  they  are  connected,  or  of  any  other  into  which,  by  their 
privileges  as  Masons,  they  are  allowed  to  enter.  An  error  of  this 
kind  once  made  can  rarely,  if  ever,  be  repaired  without  adopting 
those  unpleasant  and  final  expedients  which  are  ever  attended 
with  the  most  injurious  consequences.  As  it  is  one  of  the  infirm- 
ities of  human  nature  that  men  judge  of  an  institution  like  ours 
fiy  the  most  unworthy  of  its  members,  it  will  follow  that  the  low 
moral  rank  of  such  members  in  the  community  will  characterize 
and  mould  public  opinion  with  reference  to  the  whole  Masonic 
body.  When  such  weighty  consequences  hang  upon  the  exercise 
of  this  right,  prudence  dictates  that  we  should,  in  exercising  it, 
he  governed  by  the  most  cautious  and  well  considered  deliberation.

He  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  two  new 
Lodges. 

He  reported  11  decisions,  judgments  on  which  were 
passed  up  by  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  until  the  next 
Annual  Communication. 

' Prom  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  Stephen 
Berry,  we  find  that  there  are  205  constituent  Lodges  having 
a total  membership  of  30,294,  a net  gain  of  422.  In  this  con- 
nection, it  is  well  to  state  that  Brother  Berry  has  been  in  the 
service  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  Grand  Secretary’s  desk, 
either  as  assistant  or  principal,  for  58  years.  His  relations 
have  thus  been  most  intimate  with  the  rank  and  file  of  the 
Fraternity,  whose  love,  respect,  and  confidence  he  has  earned 
and  secured. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Master 
Spofford  was  authorized  to  secure  suitable  testimonials  for 
Brother  Berry,  which  would  convey  to  him  the  sincere  affec- 
tion of  his  brethren.  Grand  Master  Spofford  secured  a silver 
loving  cup  suitably  engraved,  which  he  presented  at  a dinner 
to  which  he  had  invited  all  the  Grand  Lodge  officers  and  all 
the  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  in  that  distinguished  assemblage 
eloquently  bestowed  the  testimonial. 

We  are  glad  to  see  that  Brother  Albro  E.  Chase  was 
elected  Grand  Treasurer  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Grand  Treasurer,  Millard  F.  Hicks. 

In  a special  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Philippine  Islands  was  duly  recog- 
nized, and  the  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Egypt  for 
recognition  was  denied. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  presented  by 
Past  Grand  Master  Albro  E.  Chase,  one  of  the  ablest  of  our 
contemporaries  in  this  line  of  Masonic  endeavor.  He  has 
given  the  Proceedings  of  North  Carolina,  for  1913,  fraternal 
review.

In  the  opening  of  his  address,  the  Grand  Master,  Edward 
M.  Walker,  reported  the  deaths  of  several  prominent  mem- 
bers of  the  Fraternity.  The  address  is  very  brief  but  covers 
everything  of  importance  which  transpired  during  the  ad- 
ministration now  coming  to  a close. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  confirm  the  state- 
ment. of  the  Grand  Master  that  the  Craft  of  Manitoba  is  pros- 
perous. Nothing  indicates  this  more  thoroughly  than  the 
handsome  net  increase  of  the  membership  during  the  year. 
There  are  74  chartered  Lodges  and  two  under  dispensation. 
The  total  membership  is  6,929,  showing  a gain  of  474. 

This  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals 
is  very  gratifying : 

Your  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  have  the  honor 
to  report  that  no  complaint  or  grievance  appertaining  to  Masonic 
discipline,  nor  appeals  from  the  decision  of  any  Lodge,  or  Master 
thereof,  have  been  submitted  for  our  consideration,  indicating 
that  during  the  past  year  peace  and  harmony  continues  through- 
out the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  financial  condition  is  satisfactory,  and  enables  the 
Manitoba  Brethren  to  make  ample  provision  for  the  helpless 
and  the  needy.

The  volume  is  adorned  with  a steel  portrait  of  the  retiring 
Grand  Master,  Everett  C.  Benton,  who  on  account  of  urgent 
business  demands  on  his  time  has  declined  a re-election  and 
in  this  regard  says: 

It  has  for  some  months  been  known  to  many  of  you  that  it 
was  not  my  desire  to  he  re-elected  Grand  Master.  No  one  can

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appreciate  more  fully  than  I the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me 
and  the  great  honor  conferred  by  placing  me  in  the  office,  but  the 
increasing  burden  of  other  cares  and  duties  convinces  me  that  a 
due  regard  for  your  interests  and  my  own  forbids  my  continued 
service. 

Twelve  special  Communications  were  held,  the  most 
notable  perhaps,  was  that  at  Christobal,  Panama,  on  the  18th 
of  January,  for  the  constitution  of  Sojorners’  Lodge.  The 
Grand  Master  himself  performed  this  ceremony.  On  the 
following  day  he  visited  officially  Canal  Zone  Lodge,  under 
dispensation,  and  reports  both  Lodges  in  fine  condition.  From 
Panama  he  went  to  South  America  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
an  official  fraternal  visit  to  three  Lodges  in  Chile  which  are 
under  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts. 
The  entire  outing  occupied  about  three  months  and  covered 
about  15,000  miles.  Grand  Master  Benton  was  received 
everywhere  in  the  most  cordial  manner,  and  was  the  recipient 
of  unstinted  hospitality  and  other  evidences  of  fraternal  good 
will. 

This  extended  visit  leads  the  Grand  Master  to  express 
the  opinion  that  the  law  in  Massachusetts  as  to  the  recognition 
of  other  Grand  Lodges  should  be  relaxed.  The  social  and 
commercial  advantages  of  this  broader  view  seemed  to 
impress  the  Grand  Master,  and  on  this  subject  he  expressed 
himself  as  follows: 

I wish  to  say  a word  in  regard  to  Foreign  Relations,  using  the 
phrase  in  a broader  sense  than  in  my  address  a year  ago.  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  formerly  carried  upon  the  title  page 
of  its  published  proceedings  the  statement  that  it  was  in  union  with 
the  Most  Ancient  and  Honorable  Grand  Lodges  in  Europe  and 
America  according  to  the  old  constitutions.  While  this  was  true 
then  and  is  to-day,  and  our  union  with  English-speaking  Grand 
Bodies  is  full  and  complete,  something  more  seems  to  be  needed  in 
order  that  our  Freemasonry  may  have  the  universality  of  which 
we  boast,  and  our  own  members,  who  visit  foreign  lands  and  wish 
to  enjoy  the  advantages  of  Fraternity  or  are  in  need  of  assistance, 
ought  to  know  whether  the  Freemasonry  they  find  is  genuine,  based 
upon  belief  in  God  and  love  to  man,  or  whether  it  has  simply  a 
political  meaning  or  is  conducted  for  mercenary  ends.  The  oldest 
Grand  Lodge  on  the  western  continent  should  be  among  the  fore- 
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most  in  examining  and  deciding  the  question  of  recognition  of 
genuine  Masonry  wherever  civilized  man  finds  a home,  and  I 
recommend  this  subject  as  one  for  earnest  consideration  and 
intelligent  action,  especially  important  now  because  our  business 
and  our  social  relations  are  being  widely  extended,  and  our  own 
southern  continent  has  been  literally  brought  to  our  doors. 

He  reports  the  condition  of  the  Craft  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  this 
optimistic  statement  is  correct. 

There  are  255  constituent  Lodges,  having  a total  member- 
ship of  65,699,  showing  a net  increase  of  2,407. 

The  Masonic  Home  at  Charlton  receives  the  warm 
commendation  of  the  Grand  Master,  but  judging  from  the 
report  of  the  board  of  Masonic  Relief  the  operation  of  the 
institution  is  unusually  expensive.  The  Board  says  in  part : 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  material  reduction  in  the  per 
capita  expense  of  the  residents  at  the  Home.  As  estimated  in 
previous  reports  the  per  capita  expense  has  gradually  diminished 
with  the  increase  of  numbers  so  that  instead  of  twenty-four  during 
the  year  ending  December,  1912,  costing  $748.13,  the  thirty-four 
residents  have  cost  during  the  last  twelve  months  per  capita  $572.90. 
As  the  expectations  of  the  Board  have  fully  materialized  in  relation 
to  the  reduction,  it  is  confidently  expected  that  with  the  number 
of  residents  nearly  equaling  the  capacity  of  the  house,  say  fifty  in 
number,  that  a proportionate  decrease  per  capita  will  be  the  result 
of  the  coming  year. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Philippine  Islands  on  recommen- 
dation of  Past  Grand  Master  Charles  T.  Gallagher  was 
recognized  as  a legitimate,  regular  and  sovereign  Masonic 
body. 

After  the  ceremony  of  installation  of  the  Grand  officers, 
at  the  stated  communication,  376  Brethren  withdrew  to  the 
banquet  hall  to  enjoy  the  grand  feast  which  always  closes  the 
Proceedings.

127th  Annual.  Baltimore.  November  18. 

At  the  annual  and  semi-annual  meetings  the  Grand 
Master,  Thomas  J.  Shyrock,  delivered  no  formal  address, 
but  spoke  to  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  both  meetings 
on  matters  affecting  the  Craft  generally. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Grand  Inspectors  at  their 
annual  meeting  gives  a rosy  account  of  the  condition  of  the 
Fraternity,  and  says  in  part : 

The  Lodges  are  in  good  condition  Masonically  and  financially, 
and  the  work  is  being  conferred  in  a most  creditable  manner. 
There  is  a perceptible  improvement  in  the  manner  in  which  the 
several  degrees  are  being  conferred,  which  is  largely  due  to  the 
attendance  of  the  line  officers  at  the  Lodges  of  Instruction  and  to 
the  personal  supervision  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  whose  efforts 
it  has  been  to  have  the  work  rendered  uniformly  and  impressively. 
In  addition  to  this,  every  officer  is  apparently  taking  a personal 
pride  in  the  work  of  his  respective  Lodge. 

Brother  Henry  Branch,  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence and  the  successor  of  the  late  distinguished  Brother 
Edward  T.  Schultz,  made  a special  report  recommending 
the  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  and  Porto  Rico.  He  also  reported  that  The  Grand 
Orient  of  Spain  is  chartering  Lodges  of  Freemasonry  in 
different  states,  and  recommends  that  they  be  denounced  as 
clandestine  and  spurious. 

Under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland 
there  are  115  Lodges,  having  a total  membership  of  15,502, 
showing  a net  gain  of  623  during  the  year. 

Rev.  Henry  Branch,  P.  S.  G.  W.,  submits  his  first  report 
on  Correspondence.  We  quote  part  of  his  introduction : 

These  notes  are  scissored,  rather  than  penned,  as  becomes 
the  neophyte,  and  it  may  be,  they  are  addressed  to  another  con- 
stituency than  usually  enjoys  these  reports,  and  this  is  really  the 
aim  of  the  reporter;  to  tell  such  things  as  will  attract  and  instruct 
the  “other  man.’’  Reporters  are  tempted  to  be  debaters,  and  they 
love  to  parry  and  thrust.  It  may  be  that  a different  approach 
to  the  questions  mooted  in  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions,  while 
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not  so  interesting  to  the  Knights  of  the  Round  Table,  may  prove 
of  greater  interest  to  the  Brethren  everywhere  dispersed. 

This  explains  somewhat  the  idea  that  dominates  these  notes 
and  pleads  for  your  kind  indulgence,  and  it  may  he  that  experience 
will  develop  more  fully  and  justify  the  plea  that  is  made  for  a 
larger  audience  and  a more  general  interest  in  these  Corres- 
pondence Reports. 

Brother  Branch  having  been  for  years  the  eyes  and 
hands  of  Brother  Schultz  in  preparing  the  Maryland  re- 
ports, comes  to  the  Round  Table  with  the  experience  and 
discrimination  which  he  acquired  in  association  with  his 
predecessor.  He  needs  to  make  no  apology  to  those  who 
have  knowledge  of  his  past  work.  North  Carolina  for  1913 
has  been  fraternally  reviewed  by  Brother  Branch.

The  likeness  of  the  Grand  Master,  William  M.  Perrett, 
adorns  the  fly  leaf,  and  on  the  following  page  we  find 
medallion  likenesses  of  eleven  associate  officers. 

On  account  of  the  untimely  death  of  Grand  Master 
Francis  D.  Clarke,  Brother  Perrett  has  presided  over  the 
affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  pays  this  tribute  to  Brother 
Clarke : 

The  story  of  our  late  Grand  Master’s  life  has  been  often 
told.  What  he  was  to  his  family,  to  his  church,  to  the  singularly 
difficult  work  of  his  life,  to  this  city,  to  the  Masonic  fraternity, 
locally  and  at  large;  what  he  was  in  himself  as  a gentleman 
by  birth  and  education,  and  by  the  culture  of  the  spiritual  side 
of  his  nature,  all  these  things  have  been  recited  from  the  plat- 
form, printed  in  the  press,  talked  over  secretly  among  the  breth- 
ren. Through  coming  years  we  shall  talk  of  him,  while  we 
cherish  his  memory  in  our  hearts.  Too  young  he  wras  to  die, 
because  by  the  experiences  of  his  life,  he  was  when  he  died,  at  his 
best;  and,  therefore,  his  influence  will  be  felt,  in  many  directions, 
for  years  to  come. 
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The  constitution  of  chartered  Lodges  and  the  laying  of 
cornerstones  and  the  dedication  of  Temples  occupied  much  of 
the  time  of  the  Grand  Master. 

In  reference  to  cipher  rituals  and  their  occasional  loss  the 
Grand  Master  says : 

The  following  orders  for  lost  rituals  have  been  issued: 
In  each  case  full  investigations  were  made  and  the  officers  were 
impressed  with  the  fact  that  to  lose  a ritual  is  a serious  matter. 
I do  not  think  that  these  particular  officers  will  ever  be  careless 
with  a ritual. 

It  may  be  that  these  particular  officers  may  never  lose 
a ritual,  but  others  will  be  found  who  are  apt  to  do  so  from 
time  to  time. 

The  Grand  Master  gives  a full  account  of  his  visit  to 
Alexandria,  Va.,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  with  the  George 
Washington  Memorial  Association. 

Of  the  Masonic  Home  and  its  purposes  the  Grand  Master 
makes  these  gratifying  statements : 

There  is  no  topic  of  this  address  that  has  been  undertaken, 
or  subject  that  I have  dealt  with  as  Grand  Master,  that  awakens 
within  me  a desire  to  be  better,  to  do  better,  or  cultivate  more 
liberal  benevolence  and  dispense  greater  charity  than  the  in- 
spiring influence  of  our  Masonic  Home.  I wish  that  greater  force 
and  eloquence  of  speech  might  be  mine  to  place  before  you  today, 
in  convincing  and  persuasive  language,  what  I think  we,  as  breth- 
ren of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  should  do  to  promote,  sustain  and 
enlarge  the  scope  of  usefulness  and  benefits  that  are  possible  in 
this  Institution. 

The  Masons  of  Michigan  have  a right  to  feel  justly  proud  of 
the  splendid  Home  which  is  maintained  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
This  Institution  is  in  good  condition  and  is  being  well  managed. 
Every  effort  has  been  made  to  administer  its  affairs  economically 
and  to  keep  within  the  Grand  Lodge  appropriation.  The  Home  at 
Alma  is  practically  full  and  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
the  erection  of  another  building  at  that  Institution  will  claim  the 
attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

As  to  the  proposition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  for 
the  formation  of  a supreme  Grand  Lodge  for  the  United 
States  and  British  North  America,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michi- 
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gan  expresses  its  view  through  the  report  of  the  Juris- 
prudence Committee,  which  was  adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  communication  from  Grand  Master  George  H.  Burnett  from 
the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Oregon,  looking  to  the  formation  of  a 
federal  governing  body  that  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  all  the 
Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States,  respectfully  report  that 
they  do  not  believe  it  advisable  to  favorably  consider  such  com- 
munication at  this  time. 

The  number  of  active  Lodges  is  428,  having  a total  mem- 
bership of  74,964,  showing  a.  net  gain  of  3,212. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  259  pages,  is  a very 
full  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  64  Grand  Lodges.  It  is 
furnished,  as  usual,  by  Brother  Lou  B.  Windsor,  and  contains 
a very  full  summary  of  the  transactions  reviewed.  North 
Carolina  for  1913  has  a full  report  of  its  principal  doings.

Before  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Lodge  there  was  an 
address  of  welcome  by  the  local  Fraternity  of  Meridian  and 
also  an  address  by  Mrs.  Lottie  Armistead,  Grand  Worthy 
Matron  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star,  and 
appropriate  responses  were  made  to  each. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Alfred  H.  Bays,  so 
far  as  space  occupied  is  concerned,  is  a very  brief  paper,  but 
contains  fully  the  information  which  is  found  in  more  pre- 
tentious productions  of  this  kind. 

In  regard  to  the  Masonic  Home  he  says : 

I visited  the  Home  and  found  everything  in  first-class  con- 
dition. The  little  fellows  were  romping  and  playing  around  as 
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if  at  home,  and  I wish  to  say  that  it  will  do  every  Mason  good  to 
visit  there,  and  I want  to  impress  upon  each  one  of  you  to  go  out 
there  while  you  are  here.  The  Home  is  like  one  large  family. 

That  estimable  brother,  Edwin  J.  Martin,  and  that  good  wife 
of  his,  will  make  you  feel  like  you  were  at  home.  They  are  the 
right  people  in  the  right  place,  and  under  no  conditions  should 
we  part  with  them.  The  Home  under  their  management,  is  as 
it  should  be — the  pride  of  every  true  Mississippi  Mason,  and  it 
should  grow  as  the  spirit  of  Masonry  grows — as  the  spirit  of  love 
to  our  fellow  man,  and  above  all  and  more  especially  to  the  help- 
less infants  of  these  our  brethren  who  have  passed  over  the 
river,  leaving  these  tenderlings  to  our  love  and  our  sense  of 
justice,  truth  and  right  as  Masons. 

He  reports  three  cornerstones  laid ; dispensations  issued 
for  the  formation  of  five  new  Lodges  and  the  constitution 
of  six  chartered  Lodges.  At  the  close  of  his  address,  he  ap- 
pealed to  the  Grand  Lodge  to  practice  rigid  economy  so  as  to 
save  as  much  money  as  possible  for  the  use  of  the  Home  and 
the  boys  and  girls  sheltered  there.  In  this  matter  of  caring 
for  the  orphan  children  of  the  Craft,  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
the  whole  Fraternity  are  of  one  mind  with  the  Grand  Master. 
The  per  capita  assessment  for  maintenance  of  the  institution 
was  advanced  to  $1.00  and  aparently  without  any  opposition. 

Besides  this  extract  from  the  report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  Grand  Master’s  Address,  so  far  as  it  related  to 
the  Home,  indicates  that  the  Fraternity  of  Mississippi  will 
not  be  content  with  simply  feeding  and  clothing  these  child- 
ren, but  aims  to  send  them  out  enabled  to  ^become  self 
supporting.  Brethren,  send  your  Committee  to  the  Oxford 
Orphan  Asylum,  at  Oxford,  N.  C.  where  you  will  see  the 
plan,  that  you  propose,  in  actual  operation.  We  quote  from 
this  report : 

We  heartily  concur  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 
in  regard  to  educating  the  children  along  the  lines  of  industrial  and 
agricultural  development,  and  recommend  that  a committee  con- 
sisting of  the  Grand  Master,  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Secretary, 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  be  appointed  to  make  a 
thorough  investigation  of  other  institutions  such  as  ours  along  the 
lines  referred  to,  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  make  effective 
such  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Home  that  they  may  deem 
proper  and  practicable  in  carrying  out  these  recommendations. 
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In  Mississippi  there  are  365  Lodges,  having  a present 
membership  of  19,696,  a gain  of  593. 

Taking  the  chair  at  the  Round  Table,  made  vacant  by 
the  refusal  of  Past  Grand  Master  Harry  T.  Howard,  who  has 
declined  to  serve  further  in  this  department  of  Masonic 
Labor,  Brother  Oliver  Lee  McKay,  Past  Grand  Master,  in  his 
initial  report  shows  his  fitness  for  the  place  and  the  work. 
We  welcome  Brother  McKay  to  the  guild  and  feel  sure  that 
his  endeavors  will  be  creditable  to  himself  and  to  his  Grand 
Lodge.  North  Carolina  gets  a double  header  which  includes 
transactions  for  1912  and  1913  and  a space  of  five  and  a 
half  pages  for  which  we  wish  to  return  thanks.  Brother 
McKay  indicates  in  his  conclusion  that  like  Brother  Harry 
Howard  he  has  ideas  of  his  own  and  is  not  afraid  to  express 
them.

MISSOURI,  1914 

91th  Annual.  Kansas  City.  September  29. 

The  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Van  Fremont 
Boor,  forms  the  frontispiece. 

The  annual  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  an  extended 
account  of  his  administration,  and  occupies  nearly  60  pages 
of  the  volume. 

He  voices  sympathetically  the  passing  of  Brother  John 
W.  Owen,  the  Grand  Tyler,  and  Judge  Chesley  A.  Mosman, 
who  was  Deputy  Grand  Master  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

That  the  Grand  Master  is  a friend  of  the  Masonic  Home 
is  made  evident  by  his  appeal  for  a Lodge  and  a sufficient 
endowment  fund.  He  suggested  four  different  plans  looking 
to  this  end,  hut  the  Grand  Lodge  was  not  ready  to  accept 
either.  Instead,  however,  it  adopted  a resolution  directing  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  Masonic  Home  to  report  at  the  next 
Annual  Communication  the  cost  of  the  institution  in  detail 
since  its  organization,  the  contributions  received  from  all 
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sources  and  the  value  of  the  entire  plant  and  its  possible 
needs, 

The  Grand  Master's  decisions  were  generally  approved 
but  this  properly  came  to  grief : 

No.  6.  Marcus  Lodge,  No.  110,  asked:  Is  a candidate  eli- 

gible for  the  degrees  in  Masonry  who  has  a stiff  knee,  rendering 
him  unable  to  kneel  in  proper  form  or  position? 

Answer.  Believing  the  candidate  can  substantially  comply 
with  our  requirements,  I am  pleased  to  rule  that  he  is  eligible. 

Naturally  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  at  St.  Louis 
received  ample  notice  as  did  also  the  Peace  Conference  at 
Niagara  Falls. 

There  were  several  dedications  of  new  Masonic  temples 
and  many  corner  stones  laid. 

As  to  the  Masonic  employment  bureau,  the  Grand  Master 
says : 

In  connection  with  and  as  a department  of  the  Kansas  City 
Masonic  Board  of  Relief  a bureau  was  established,  several  months 
ago,  for  the  purpose,  first,  of  getting  on  intimate  terms  and  in  close 
touch  with  the  employers  of  all  kinds  of  labor;  and  second,  of  pro- 
curing positions  for  the  worthy  unemployed  members  of  the  Fra- 
ternity making  application.  From  June  1st  last  to  the  middle  of  the 
present  month  out  of  a list  of  one  hundred  and  five  applicants,  fifty 
positions  were  procured — a very  satisfactory  beginning. 

This  is  so  obviously  useful  that  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted 
an  amendment  to  the  by-laws,  which  authorizes  the  imposition 
of  25  cents  per  capita  from  members  in  cities  having  20  or 
more  Lodges  for  the  support  of  the  bureau. 

The  Grand  Master  issued  many  dispensations  to  re- 
ballot but  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  does  not  look  favor- 
ably upon  the  exercise  of  the  Grand  Master’s  prerogative  in 
this  regard 

There  are  quite  a number  of  very  old  Masons  in  Missouri, 
several  over  90  and  two  of  these  have  been  Masons  for  71 
years.  The  likeness  of  one  of  these  veterans,  William  McClurg 
Paxton,  appears  in  contrast  with  the  Grand  Master. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Recognition  of  Foreign 
Grand  Lodges  recommends  the  recognition  of  “The  National 
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and  Independent  Grand  Lodge  of  France  and  Her  Colonies,” 
for  the  reason  that  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England  and  Scot- 
land have  recognized  this  new  claimant.  Generally  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  England  and  Scotland  are  not  considered  safe 
guides  in  the  matter  of  extending  intimate  fraternal  relations. 

In  Missouri  there  are  636  constituent  Lodges  with  a 
membership  of  61,522,  showing  a net  gain  of  3,147.  The  re- 
port on  Grievances  and  Appeals  covering  more  than  14  finely 
printed  pages,  seems  to  us  to  be  a waste  of  valuable  space 
and  printer’s  ink.  A foot  note  by  the  Grand  Secretary  states 
that  the  report  had  been  “edited,”  but  further  emendation 
would  make  it  look  better.  We  would  heartily  commend  the 
adoption  of  the  form  used  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The  Masonic  Home  of  Missouri  shelters  70  men,  73 
women,  33  boys,  and  38  girls,  showing  a net  increase  of  19 
in  the  population.  This  institution  has  an  endowment  fund 
of  $127,348.59 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  144  pages,  is  contributed 
by  Past  Grand  Master  Charles  C.  Wood,  D.  D.,  and  is  an 
interesting  review  of  55  Grand  Lodges,  in  which  the  trans- 
actions of  North  Carolina,  for  1914,  receive  fraternal  con- 
sideration. He  says  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Winchester 
“is  one  of  the  briefest  on  record,  but  it  occurs  to  us,  that 
this  is  a merit.

MINNESOTA,  1914 

61st  Annual.  St.  Paul.  January  21. 

The  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  W.  Hayes 
Laird,  occupies  the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume. 

His  annual  address  is  a lucid  statement  of  his  conduct  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  just  closed.  He 
reported  many  special  dispensations  granted  and  a few  which 
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were  refused.  Of  this  latter  class  was  the  requested  to  be 
authorized  “to  make  a Mason  at  sight.” 

He  reported  having  granted  dispensations  for  the  forma- 
tion of  two  Lodges. 

He  reported  six  decisions,  the  last  of  which  we  quote  on 
account  of  its  novelty : 

A candidate  who  in  answer  to  the  question  of  “trust”  pro- 
pounded to  him,  makes  answer  “I  don’t  know,”  or  answers  in  a 
jocular  or  evasive  manner,  is  disqualified  for  initiation.  The  can- 
didate should  he  dismissed  at  once.  The  records  should  show  that 
the  candidate  was  disqualified  for  receiving  the  degrees  and  his 
fee  returned. 

A candidate  who  through  ignorance  fails  to  grasp  the  impor- 
tance of  the  question  of  his  “trust”  is  not  fit  material  for  our  In- 
stitution. Likewise,  one  who  makes  denial  of  the  Existence  of  a 
Supreme  Being  is  absolutely  disqualified  for  initiation. 

The  revised  constitution  was  adopted  by  more  than  two- 
thirds  majority,  subject  however  to  ratification  at  the  next 
Annual  Communication. 

On  the  subject  of  documentary  evidence  and  avouchment 
of  visitors,  the  Grand  Master  says,  and  we  think  wisely : 

Personal  avouchment  as  to  a Brother’s  standing  is  not  always 
to  be  relied  upon,  as  the  Brother  giving  the  information  may  know 
only  in  a general  way  that  at  some  time  or  at  some  place  he  sat 
with  the  Brother  in  a Lodge.  The  Brother  since  that  time  may 
have  been  stricken  from  the  rolls  for  non-payment  of  dues,  sus- 
pended or  expelled. 

The  only  safe  method  to  guard  against  an  impostor  is  to  re- 
fuse an  examination  of  a visitor  unless  he  is  in  possession  of  some 
written  evidence,  direct  from  a Lodge,  showing  that  he  was  in  good 
standing  in  a regular  Lodge  at  a date,  say,  within  one  year  prior  to 
the  time  of  the  proposed  visit.  A Brother  should  not  vouch  for  a 
Brother  visitor  with  whom  he  has  sat  in  a Lodge  unless  he  has 
been  shown  documentary  evidence  to  convince  him  that  the  Brother 
is  in  good  standing  in  some  Lodge  recognized  by  our  Grand  Lodge. 

Our  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  wisely  provides  that  documen- 
tary evidence  must  be  a pre-requisite  to  an  examination  of  a visitor 
to  a Lodge.  Section  23  of  Article  IV  recites — “Nor  shall  any  visitor 
be  admitted  without  satisfactory  proof  that  he  is  in  good  standing 
in  his  Lodge,  or  was  in  the  last  Lodge  of  which  he  was  a member.” 
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This  evidence  must  be  pre-requisite  to  an  examination  to  as- 
certain if  the  visitor  is  a Master  Mason  and  if  you  are  entitled  to 
hold  Masonic  conversation  with  him. 

We  find  from  the  Grand  Secretary’s  report,  that  there 
are  255  Lodges  on  the  roll,  with  a total  membership  of  28,735. 

On  the  announcement  of  the  disasters  from  the  Ohio 
floods,  the  Grand  Master  directed  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
forward  a check  for  $500,  after  which  he  issued  a call  to 
the  Lodges  for  aid  and  the  consequense  was  a contribution 
amounting  to  $2,200.  It  was  found  afterwards  that  no 
further  aid  was  needed,  and  on  motion  the  money  was  turned 
into  the  emergency  fund. 

The  Minnesota  brethren  are  very  much  in  earnest  in  the 
desire  to  provide  for  the  building  and  equipment  of  a Masonic 
Home ; and  it  is  apparent  that  with  the  active  efforts  of  its 
board  of  trustees,  it  will  not  be  long  before  the  hope  ends  in 
fruition. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Philippine  Islands  was  duly  recog- 
nized. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  covering  about  90  pages, 
and  reviewing  the  Transactions  of  65  Grand  Lodges,  is 
the  work  of  the  capable  and  experienced  reviewer,  Brother 
Irving  Todd. 

The  Proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for  1913  are  thor- 
oughly summarized,  and  received  more  than  the  average  of 
his  limited  space,  and  we  desire  to  make  acknowledgment  of 
his  generous  treatment.  We  would  apologize  to  our  brother 
for  appending  “Past  Grand  Master”  to  his  name  but  for  the 
fact  that  we  have  so  often  been  hit  in  the  same  tender  spot, 
and  received  titles  that  we  never  had  and  never  coveted.

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MONTANA,  1913 

49th  Annual,  Helena.  September  17. 

The  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  John  G.  Bair, 
adorns  the  volume.  Ilis  annual  address  is  a full  recapitula- 
tion of  his  official  acts  for  the  year  just  closed. 

This  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master  discloses  an- 
other objection  to  the  use  of  ciphers : 

In  this  connection,  I respectfuly  recommend  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  that  it  consider  it  advisable  to  make  some  arrangements 
whereby  an  instructor  fully  competent  to  translate  the  entire 
cipher  could,  upon  application  being  made  either  by  a lodge 
itself,  or  upon  advice  from  the  Grand  Master,  be  sent  to  such 
lodge  or  lodges  and  spend  one  or  more  consecutive  evenings  in 
giving  officers  a thorough  drill  in  the  Montana  work.  The  ex- 
penses of  such  a visit  would  cheerfully  be  borne  by  the  lodge 
requiring  this  work  to  be  done.  My  observation  and  experience 
leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  the  new  and  outlying  lodges 
that  should  receive  the  first  attention  from  the  visiting  Grand 
Officers.  Their  officers  are  not  so  apt  to  have  had  so  many 
opportunities  to  see  the  work  in  all  the  degrees  exemplified  so  fre- 
quently as  the  Lodges  that  are  older  and  longer  established  and 
which  have  larger  memberships. 

Six  Lodges  were  constituted  and  two  dispensations  issued 
for  the  formation  of  new  Lodges. 

Two  decisions  are  reported,  bearing  upon  the  interpre- 
tation of  local  enactments. 

There  are  80  Lodges  having  a total  membership  of 
7,500,  showing  a gain  of  523. 

From  the  reports  of  the  trustees  of  the  Masonic  Home 
we  find  that  there  are  at  present  eleven  inmates,  and  the  per 
capita  cost  of  operating  the  institution  seems  to  us  to  be 
unnecessarily  high. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Philippine  Islands  was  duly 
recognized. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  covering  217  pages  is  con- 
tributed by  Past  Grand  Master  H.  S.  Hepner,  and  is  an 
admirable  review  of  the  Proceedings,  which  have  come  to 
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hand.  Brother  Hepner  has  been  unusually  kind  in  quoting 
what  he  approves  in  the  North  Carolina  transactions.

NEBRASKA,  1914 

57th  Annual.  Omaha.  June  9. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Alpha  Morgan, 
contains  a full  recital  of  his  official  acts  for  the  year. 

After  an  elegant  welcome  to  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  he  referred  to  the  passing  away  of  prominent  and 
useful  members  of  the  Craft  in  Nebraska. 

The  Grand  Master  is  an  enthusiastic  friend  of  the  Masonic 
Home  and  of  the  Orphanage.  As  to  the  Home  the  Grand 
Secretary  report  as  follows : 

During  the  year  1913  seventeen  residents  were  received. 
Seven  died,  and  ten  left,  leaving  at  the  Home  on  January  1st,  1914, 
twenty  men,  seventeen  women,  two  boys,  and  five  girls;  total  44. 
The  average  number  at  the  Home  during  the  year  was  about  44. 
The  cost  of  maintaining  a resident  for  the  year  1913  was  $265.36; 
there  being  an  increase  of  $24.12  over  the  year  1812.  The  food 
cost  per  capita  per  month  for  1913  was  $5.87,  as  against  $6.54  for 
1912,  a decrease  of  67  cents. 

Besides  the  Home  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  has  in 
contemplation  the  building  and  equipment  of  an  Orphanage 
which  will  shelter  and  educate  the  orphan  children  of  Masons. 
This  enterprise  has  such  influential  and  earnest  support  that 
it  is  reasonable  to  hope  that  it  will  soon  be  a reality. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Orphanage 
recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following  propositions : 

1st.  We  feel  that  the  time  has  come  when  we  must  make  some 
effort  to  provide  a home  for  the  dependent  children  of  Masons 
in  Nebraska. 

2nd.  We  recommend  that  a committee  of  five  be  appointed,  of 
which  the  present  Grand  Master  shall  be  the  chairman,  which  shall 
be  authorized  to  purchase  suitable  grounds  and  location  and  erect 
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such  building  or  buildings  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  provision 
of  a home  for  the  boys  and  girls  who  are  at  this  time,  and  who 
through  the  coming  years  may  become  dependent  upon  the  Masons 
of  this  state  for  their  training  and  education. 

3rd.  We  recommend  that  in  the  execution  of  these  plans,  the 
committee  shall  arrange  to  have  the  boys  and  the  girls  kept  apart 
and  in  separate  institutions. 

4th.  We  further  recommend  that  a sum  not  to  exceed  $10,000 
be  appropriated  by  this  Grand  Lodge  to  be  used  for  the  execution 
and  completion  of  these  proposed  plans. 

The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  recommended  that 
the  $10,000  asked  for  by  the  Special  Committee  be  appro- 
priated by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  recommendation  was 
adopted. 

The  Grand  Master  referred  to  the  George  Washington 
National  Memorial  Association  and  its  request  that  each  Grand 
Lodge  contribute  a memorial  stone  for  the  building.  On 
motion  of  Carroll  13.  Evans  the  incoming  Grand  Master  was 
authorized  to  procure  a stone  and  present  it  to  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  number  of  his  official  visits  was  restricted  but  the 
few  that  were  made  were  pleasant  to  him  and  profitable  to 
the  Lodges. 

Under  the  head  of  Delinquent  List,  he  suggests  a remedy 
for  non-payment  of  dues,  which  to  our  mind  will  utterly 
fail  of  its  purpose.  These  matters,  we  think,  are  controlled 
by  the  good  sense  and  zeal  of  the  subordinate  Lodge  officers, 
especially  the  Secretary.  But  the  Grand  Master  says: 

As  a result  of  this  investigation  and  the  reports  that  have 
been  submitted  to  me,  it  is  my  opinion  that  we  should  adopt  a law 
to  the  effect  that  all  those  who  have  failed  to  receive  the  remaining 
degrees  for  five  years  or  more  and  all  Master  Masons  who  have 
been  suspended  for  five  years  or  more  should  not  be  included  in 
the  annual  returns  made  by  the  Secretaries.  But  when  reinstate- 
ment is  desired  the  suspended  brother  should  make  application 
therefor  as  now  provided  for  in  our  law. 

Two  Lodges  were  constituted  and  dispensations  issued 
for  the  formation  of  seven. 
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He  reports  the  loss,  by  fire,  of  three  Lodges,  which,  in 
each  case,  carried  sufficient  insurance  to  cover  the  loss. 

The  Grand  Master  thus  describes  what  he  believes  to 
be  the  true  mission  of  Masonry : 

In  the  Lodge  room  the  spirit  of  Fraternity  eliminates  the 
inequality  of  birth  and  environment;  there  the  strong  protect  the 
weak,  those  favored  by  fortune  assist  those  less  favored,  and 
those  who  push  aid  those  who  lag  behind  in  life’s  race.  To  make 
this  spirit  of  Fraternity  permeate  the  civil  walks  of  life  and  incite 
the  desires  of  men  for  better  things  is  the  enlarged  mission  of 
Freemasonry  today,  and  to  make  our  Order  a vital  living  force 
for  the  advancement  of  the  virtues  of  mankind  to  the  end  that 
humanity  may  enjoy  better  things  along  all  just  lines  of  human 
development,  furnishing  to  all  the  equality,  which  a freedom  and 
liberty  loving  people  possess,  is  a mission  well  worth  our  utmost 
effort. 

In  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  there  are  262  Lodges,  having 
a total  membership  of  21,122,  a net  gain  of  978. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  contributed  by 
Past  Grand  Master  Charles  J.  Phelps  and  is  reduced  to 
29  pages  of  the  volume.  The  Transactions  of  North  Carolina 
obviously  failed  to  reach  Brother  Phelps,  hence  we  cannot 
complain  of  the  omission.

NEVADA,  1914 


50th  Annual.  Reno.  June  9. 

This  well  printed,  attractive  volume  is  a pictorial  number 
in  that  it  contains  the  portraits  of  the  sitting  Grand  Master, 
W.  M.  David,  and  that  of  Frank  Bell,  who  was  the  Grand 
Master  in  1891.  Besides  there  are  medallion  pictures  of  all 
the  other  Grand  Lodge  officers. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a very  full  statement 
of  his  official  doings  during  the  year.  In  his  opening  para- 
graphs he  pays  tribute  to  the  Masonic  pioneers  who  established 
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the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada,  and  he  closes  with  this 
triumphant  statement : 

Truly,  my  brethren,  we  have  much  to  rejoice  over  today.  But 
in  the  midst  of  our  rejoicing  it  is  most  fitting  that  we  should 
pause  for  a moment  and  reflect,  that  in  the  short  space  of  time 
since  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  all  of  the  members 
composing  our  first  Grand  Body  save  one,  whom  we  are  pleased  to 
have  with  us  here  today,  have  passed  over  the  river  and  into  the 
dark  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death. 

The  surviving  Brother  of  the  early  band  referred  to 
by  the  Grand  Master  is  Brother  Edward  D.  L.  Cutts,  a mem- 
ber of  Carson  Lodge,  No.  1.  Brother  Cutts  was  cordially 
received  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  invited  to  a seat  in  the 
East. 

The  story  of  his  pleasant  official  visits  covers  six  pages, 
and  these  visits  were  all  profitable  to  the  Lodges  visited. 

Discussing  the  liquor  question  the  Grand  Master  has 
this  to  say  on  the  subject: 

Some  have  urged  that  our  Grand  Lodges  are  intemperate  in 
their  legislation  against  liquor  dealers;  that  the  proper  ones  to 
discipline  are  the  members  who  persist  in  occupying  prominent 
places  in  front  of  bars.  My  belief  is  that  Masonry  can  do  more 
by  a strong  advocacy  of  temperance — not  prohibition.  This  can 
best  be  accomplished  by  removing  the  temptation.  Our  Lodges 
should  see  to  it  that  wines  or  liquors  are  never  served  at  their 
banquets,  lest  there  be  some  who  cannot  withstand  temptation, 
and  indulge  to  excess,  thus  bringing  reproach  both  on  them- 
selves and  the  Lodge  that  plied  them  with  liquor.  Our  Lodges 
too,  in  justice  to  themselves,  ought  to  see  to  it  that  they  do  not 
occupy  buildings  in  company  with  saloons,  for  by  so  doing  they 
only  subject  themselves  to  criticism  by  many  who  feel  that  such 
occupancy  is  not  in  perfect  harmony  with  Masonic  teachings. 

He  reports  the  ease  of  an  application  for  a dispensation 
to  form  a new  Lodge,  which  he  was  forced  to  refuse,  because 
the  Master  was  unable  to  qualify  himself  for  the  work. 
But  one  new  Lodge  was  established. 

In  commemoration  of  the  50th  anniversary,  the  Grand 
Master  made  a strong  appeal  for  the  formation  of  an  educa- 
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tional  fund,  which  the  Grand  Lodge  approved  by  making 
an  appropriation  of  $125  as  a nucleus. 

This  is  the  condition  at  the  end  of  50  years : 

On  this  occasion  of  our  fiftieth  anniversary  it  may  he  interest- 
ing to  recall  that  the  Grand  Lodge  started  in  1865  with  a mem- 
bership of  483,  and  that  today  we  have  1,939  members  enrolled, 
an  increase  of  1,456,  an  average  gain  of  a little  over  29  a year. 
The  largest  gains  were  made  in  the  years  1868, — 225;  1876, — 263, 
and  1908, — 214.  For  nearly  twenty  years,  from  1878  to  1896,  years 
of  depression  in  the  state,  there  was  a small  loss  recorded.  Pros- 
perity and  activity  in  mining  and  trade  returned  in  1897,  since 
which  time  there  has  been  a steady  advance  in  the  growth  of  the 
Craft,  the  average  for  the  last  twelve  years  being  about  94  annually. 
Considering  our  State  and  its  population  this  is  a good  and  healthy 
growth. 

With  reference  to  the  Oregon  proposition  for  a con- 
ference of  Grand  Lodge  representatives  with  a view  of  form- 
ing a General  Grand  Lodge,  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Craft  submitted  this  report  which  was  adopted: 

Sec:  1.  With  reference  to  the  invitation  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Oregon  in  the  matter  of  a called  meeting  to  form  a central 
representative  Masonic  body,  we  recommend  that  the  Grand  Master 
attend  said  gathering,  to  be  held  in  San  1 rancisco  on  the  first 
Monday  in  September,  1915,  and  that  the  Grand  Master  make  due 
report  of  said  visit  to  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

In  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Nevada  there  are  24  Lodges, 
having  a total  membership  of  1,939,  a net  gain  of  53. 

A very  interesting  paper  on  “Fifty  Tears  of  Masonry  in 
Nevada,”  by  Brother  Lloyd  B.  Thomas  should  be  of  value 
to  the  Craft,  whether  officers  or  privates. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  covering  164  pages  of 
the  volume  and  reviewing  the  Transactions  of  73  Grand 
Lodges,  is  as  usual  prepared  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  Brother 
E.  D.  Vanderlieth,  and  it  is  very  sincere  praise  to  say  that 
it  is  up  to  the  standard  of  his  work.  The  North  Carolina 
Proceedings  for  1913  receive  fraternal  consideration.  AVe 
quote  this  admonition  from  his  Introduction : 
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Therefore,  my  brothers,  let  service  count.  Let  us  be  bent  on 
knowing  the  best,  choosing  the  best,  and'  doing  the  best.  Let  us 
verify  our  Masonry  by  carrying  it  into  the  world  and  making  it 
practical.  The  truth  we  need  is  the  truth  we  can  use.

NEW  BRUNSWICK,  1913 

46th  Annual.  St.  John.  August  26. 

This  modest  volume,  although  entirely  destitute  of 
rhetorical  displays  or  evidences  of  individual  eloquence, 
shows  a record  of  the  practice  of  the  Masonic  virtues  of 
benevolence  and  brotherly  love. 

The  annual  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  Frederick 
J.  G.  Knowlton,  is  a message  of  good  cheer,  of  satisfactory 
progress,  and  reasonable  prosperity. 

From  the  results  of  his  visits  he  finds  the  Craft  in  the 
bands  of  capable  officers,  and  in  arguing  that  every  Lodge 
should  own  its  own  Hall,  says: 

There  is  just  one  other  point  upon  which  I should  like  to 
dwell,  as  a result  of  my  visits,  and  that  is  the  ownership  and 
occupation  of  Masonic  Halls,  or  rooms.  I find  wherever  a Lodge 
owns  and  occupies  solely  for  its  own  use  a Masonic  Hall,  or  room, 
that  there  Masonic  life  is  strongest,  and,  in  some  cases,  where  the 
Lodge  has  joint  occupation  with  other  bodies,  there  Masonic  life 
is  at  low  ebb.  In  some  cases  it  is  not  possible  to  collect  the 
money  needed  in  the  Masonic  district  to  provide  a hall  or  room. 

The  Grand  Master  recommends  that  the  Board  of  General 
Purposes  be  authorized  to  petition  the  Legislature  for  an  act 
of  incorporation  for  the  purpose  of  holding  property  and 
administering  the  benevolent  and  other  funds  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  the  largest  income  so  far 
reported  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  viz:  $3,333.75. 

There  are  38  Lodges,  with  a total  membership  of  3,320. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  reported  adversely 
as  to  the  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Philippine 
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Islands  at  the  present  time,  but  recommended  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Porto  Rico  be  recognized  as  a regular  and  sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  report  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  con- 
firms what  the  Grand  Master  says  as  to  the  general  good  con- 
dition of  the  Lodges.

NEW  HAMPSHIRE,  1914 

125th  Annual.  Concord.  May  20. 

The  likeness  of  the  sitting  Grand  Master,  C.  Holman  A. 
Drew,  occupies  the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume. 

Several  special  Communications  were  held  for  various 
purposes,  one  of  which  was  for  the  purpose  of  giving  Masonic 
burial  to  Brother  John  Kimball  Wilson. 

The  semi-annual  Communication  held  on  the  30th  of 
December  1913,  was  as  usual  with  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  the 
important  purpose  of  fully  exemplifying  the  three  degrees, 
and  the  representatives  of  67  Lodges  were  present. 

After  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  Annual 
Communication,  two  distinguished  visitors  were  announced 
and  were  received  with  the  honors  to  their  rank.  They  were 
both  native  sons  of  New  Hampshire,  Isaac  Henry  Stearns, 
Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  and 
Francis  J.  Woodman  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

At  the  opening  of  his  address  the  Grand  Master  delivered 
a memorial  on  prominent  deceased  Masons  and  useful  citizens 
of  the  commonwealth,  whose  portraits  are  inserted  between 
the  pages  of  this  handsome  eulogy. 

He  reported  no  decisions  because  the  questions  pro- 
pounded to  him,  could  be  easily  answered  by  reference  to  the 
Digest. 

He  granted  many  special  dispensations. 
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The  Grand " Master  commends  highly  the  work  of  the 
Lodges  of  instruction. 

He  speaks  enthusiastically  of  the  Masonic  Home  at 
Manchester,  and  of  the  structure  itself  he  says : 

The  building  is  beautiful  for  situation,  fair  in  its  proportions 
and  substantial  in  its  construction,  on  a knoll  in  the  suburbs  of 
Manchester  with  lawns  sweeping  in  every  direction. 

As  a supplement  to  what  the  Grand  Master  says  of  this 
institution  we  take  this  extract  from  the  historical  address 
of  Past  Grand  Master  Charles  H.  Wiggin: 

Here  we  find  our  brethren  and  widows  of  our  brethren,  who 
in  the  declining  years  of  life  have  met  misfortune  and  reverse 
circumstances  that  were  not  thought  of  or  prepared  for  in  early  life, 
surrounded  with  home  conditions  and  comforts.  One  about  to 
visit  the  Home  for  the  first  time  might  have  in  his  mind  that  this 
is  a charitable  institution  and  that  “institution”  methods,  surround- 
ings, and  food  are  to  be  expected.  Not  so.  The  minute  you  cross 
the  threshold  you  are  given  a favorable  impression,  such  as  one 
would  receive  on  paying  a visit  to  a friend  living  in  a large,  com- 
modious and  comfortable  home.  It  is  well  kept,  neat  and  attractive. 
No  restraint  or  undue  regulations  are  placed  on  those  there,  other 
than  the  restraint  that  would  be  expected  of  a guest  visiting  at 
your  house  or  mine.  They  are  the  guests  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and 
are  so  treated.  What  we  are  doing  is  well  done,  and  as  time 
progresses,  it  is  hoped  we  will  do  more,  that  is,  that  we  will  make 
provision  for  a larger  number  and  provide  a hospital  department 
to  care  for  those  in  need  of  hospital  treatment. 

In  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  there  are  80  Lodges  on  the 
roll,  having  a total  membership  of  10,782,  showing  a net  gain 
of  162. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  the  excellent  handi- 
work of  Past  Grand  Master  Harry  M.  Cheney. 

The  Transactions  of  North  Carolina  for  1913  receive  very 
generous  treatment  at  the  hands  of  Brother  Cheney,  and  there 
is  every  reason  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  kind- 
liness of  this  contribution.  In  his  Introduction  he  has  these 
eloquent  words  in  expressing  the  joys  of  the  reporter: 

I cannot  rightly  say  that  anything  of  great  consequence  has 
been  discovered.  But  there  has  come  to  me  very  much  of  happi- 
ness in  the  old,  old  things,  almost  rediscovered. 
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If  one’s  niind  and  heart  is  all  wrapped  up  in  the  beauties,  in 
the  worth,  and  in  the  dignity  of  our  great  Fraternity — and,  believe 
me,  I am  continously  in  that  mental  and  physical  condition — what 
else  but  happiness  may  he  expected  when  the  new  hand  is  proffered, 
when  the  new  face  is  seen,  when  the  new  voice  is  heard — all 
evidencing  that  the  world  has  many  men  who  love  Freemasonry? 
What  else  but  happiness  may  he  expected  from  the  privilege  of 
finding  out  what  the  brethren  all  over  the  world  are  doing?  What 
else  but  happiness  may  be  expected  when  one  learns  anew  that 
our  institution  is  stronger  than  ever  before,  performing  its  mission 
quietly,  yet  effectually?  What  else  but  happiness  may  he  expected 
when  one  is  working  with  and  for  the  best  men  and  Masons  of 
them  all? 

Oh,  it  is  easy  for  the  cup  to  run  over  when  these  things  come 
to  you,  or  when  you  get  into  such  an  atmosphere. 

And  my  cup  has  been  running  over  and  over  again. 

The  experiences  of  the  added  years  are  ever  fresh  and  ever 
new,  and  the  past  has  been  the  very  best  year  of  them  all.

NEW  JERSEY,  1914 

127th  Annual.  Trenton.  April  22. 

The  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Fred  E. 
Tilden,  forms  the  frontispiece  of  the  volume. 

As  to  the  condition  of  the  Fraternity  in  New  Jersey,  he 
briefly  states : 

The  Craft  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  its 
growth  and  prosperous  condition,  our  net  gain  in  membership 
being  substantially  2,000  and  our  total  membership  being  now 
nearly,  if  not  quite,  40,000.  The  satisfactory  condition  of  our 
finances  is  evidenced  by  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  which 
will  be  submitted  to  you  in  due  course. 

Our  Lodges,  generally,  have  been  blessed  with  peace  and 
harmony,  and  it  has  been  my  good  fortune  not  to  have  had  recourse 
to  disciplinary  measures  except  in  a few  cases  which  will  he 
brought  before  you  in  their  proper  sequence. 

Two  Lodges  were  constituted.  He  reports  many  pleasant 
visits  to  the  local  Lodges  and  makes  suitable  acknowledge- 
ment of  the  courtesies  which  were  showered  upon  him. 
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The  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma,  having  taken  a sober 
second  thought  as  to  its  attitude  towards  New  Jersey  Masons, 
notified  the  Grand  Master  of  New  Jersey  that  its  edicts  of 
non-intercourse  had  been  rescinded.  Grand  Master  Tilden 
thus  reports  the  matter : 

March  20th,  1914,  I received  a letter  from  the  Grand  Master  of 
Oklahoma,  dated  March  14th,  intimating  that  a resolution  to  resume 
fraternal  relations  with  this  Grand  Lodge  had  been  referred  to  a 
committee  in  1913,  and  at  its  recent  session  (presumably  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1914),  upon  report  of  said  committee,  the  resolution  of  Feb- 
ruary 10th,  1910,  was  repealed,  and  that  the  writer  had  been  re- 
quested by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  notify  me  of  its  action  and  to  take 
such  further  action  as  Grand  Master  to  effect  the  spirit  of  its 
amicable  resolution  as  he  might  deem  proper. 

In  welcoming  the  sanity  and  Masonic  comity  evidenced  by  this 
letter,  I,  nevertheless,  perceived  that  my  duty  is  confined  to  advising 
the  Craft  in  New  Jersey  that  the  ban  or  embargo  laid  upon  Masons 
hailing  from  this  Jurisdiction  has  been  raised  in  the  State  of  Okla- 
homa, and  that  they  will  now  be  accorded  there  the  recognition  and 
fraternal  courtesy  hitherto  denied,  and  which  has  without  interrup- 
tion been  extended  to  Masons  hailing  from  Oklahoma  while  visiting 
Lodges  in  New  Jersey. 

Since  it  is  in  effect  both  in  form  and  matter  a request  from  a 
new  Grand  Lodge  for  recognition  and  exchange  of  representatives, 
you  will  doubtlessly  give  it  the  usual  disposition,  namely,  reference 
of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence,  to  which  the  matter 
had  been  referred,  made  the  following  report : 

In  the  matter  of  the  letter  from  the  Grand  Master  of  Okla- 
homa to  the  Grand  Master  of  New  Jersey,  reciting  the  action  taken 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma  in  withdrawing  its  proscription  of 
New  Jersey  Masons  within  its  territorial  Jurisdiction,  and  express- 
ing its  desire  for  amicable  relations  with  this  Grand  Lodge,  re- 
ferred to  this  Committee  for  consideration  and  report. 

Relations  which  have  not  heretofore  existed  with  this  rel- 
atively new  Grand  Lodge  cannot  well  be  resumed;  and  your 
Committee  have,  therefore,  only  the  duty  before  them  of  pointing 
out  the  regularity  of  this  New  Grand  Lodge  as  the  immediate  and 
Masonically  legal  successor  of  two  Grand  Lodges,  with  which,  prior 
to  their  dissolution,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  was  in  frater- 
nal relation.  There  can  be  no  objection  to  according  recognition 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma  and  exchanging  representatives 
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therewith,  if  such  action  meets  your  approval.  The  subject  is 
placed  before  you  without  recommendation. 

Immediately  afterwards,  Brother  Robert  A.  Shirrefs, 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  moved  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  accord  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Oklahoma  recognition,  and  that  the  Grand  Master  be  author- 
ized to  exchange  representatives  therewith.  The  motion  was 
adopted  and  thus  ends  an  unwise  and  unnecessary  episode. 

The  Grand  Master  found  it  necessary  to  administer 
discipline. 

The  affairs  of  the  Masonic  Home  are  reported  to  be  in  a 
satisfactory  condition,  but  in  need  of  more  room.  The  Grand 
Master  says  in  part : 

The  affairs  of  our  Masonic  Home  are  in  a prosperous  and 
satisfactory  condition,  as  will  be  shown  by  the  detailed  report  of 
the  Masonic  Home  Committee  which  will  presently  be  submitted 
for  your  consideration.  I refrain  from  any  comment  on  the  subject 
other  than  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Home  has 
practically  reached  the  limits  of  its  accommodations.  The  growth 
of  our  membership  means  a proportionate  increase  in  the  number 
of  inmates  we  will  be  expected  to  care  for,  and  the  necessity  for 
building  an  additional  structure  for  their  accommodation  is  ob- 
vious. In  case  of  emergency  some  of  the  rooms  of  the  new  boys’ 
dormitory  can  be  used,  but  the  experience  of  your  Committee  has 
been  such  as  to  demonstrate  the  unwisdom  of  housing  young  chil- 
dren and  old  people  under  the  same  roof. 

He  reports  a mild  invasion  by  Italian  Masons,  so  called, 
but  the  action  of  Grand  Master  Tilden  and  that  of  Grand 
Master  Smith,  of  New  York,  will  be  likely  to  suppress  this 
movement. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Philippine  Islands  was  duly 
recognized,  and  the  request  of  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of 
Egypt  was  denied  and  its  further  consideration  indefinitely 
postponed. 

In  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  New  Jersey  there  are  194 
Lodges  having  a total  membership  of  38,674,  a net  gain  during 
the  year  of  2,025. 
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The  report  on  Correspondence  covers  200  pages 
and  reviews  profitably  the  Transactions  of  66  English-speak- 
ing Grand  Lodges,  as  well  as  the  principal  German  Grand 
Lodges.  Brother  Robert  A.  Shirrefs  is  the  reporter,  and  to 
say  that  this  report  is  np  to  the  standard  of  his  work  is  ample 
commendation.  The  Transactions  of  North  Carolina  for  1913 
receive  kindly  consideration.  This  reporter  is  placed  under 
obligations  for  kind  personal  reference.

NEW  MEXICO,  1913 

36th  Annual  Santa  Fe.  October  20. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Marine  R.  Williams  gives 
a full  account  of  Lis  official  acts,  during  the  year.  He  makes 
this  gratifying  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Craft : 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  Masonry  in  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  has  made  satisfactory  progress  during  the  year;  that 
peace  and  harmony  prevail  among  our  members;  that  our  relations 
with  other  Jurisdictions  have  been  most  pleasant  and  cordial,  and 
that  our  finances  are  in  good  condition. 

He  reports  a great  many  special  dispensations  granted 
for  various  purposes,  but  he  refused  requests  to  confer  degrees 
out  of  time. 

He  reported  having  made  twenty  decisions,  which  were 
approved  in  the  main. 

The  Grand  Master  was  lucky  in  having  been  unable  to 
accept  many  invitations,  with  the  result  that  he  thus  kept 
his  digestive  apparatus  in  good  working  order. 

He  found  some  irregularities,  which  were  not  serious,  and 
were  easily  corrected. 

There  are  44  constituent  Lodges  with  a membership  of 
3,208,  showing  a net  gain  of  221. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland  was  recognized. 
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The  report  of  the  Comjnittee  on  the  Masonic  Home  site, 
was  brief  and  the  Committee  was  continued. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was,  as  usual, 
submitted  by  Past  Grand  Master  James  H.  Wroth,  in  which 
he  reviewed  the  Proceedings  of  40  Grand  Lodges,  five  of  them 
being  double  headers. 

He  briefly  reviewed  the  Transactions  of  North  Carolina 
for  1913  and  indulges  in  mild  sarcasm  as  follows : 

As  Brother  Roy  Fulkerson,  of  D.  C.,  would  say,  they  have 
installed  a rat  proof  corn  crib  at  the  Orphans’  Asylum.  This  af- 
fords us  much  pleasure. 

Brother  Wroth,  commends  the  work  of  the  Grand 
Historian,  Brother  DeLancey  Haywood,  and  expresses  the 
opinion  that  the  work  is  worthy  of  emulation  by  other  Grand 
Lodges.  From  his  conclusion  we  quote  this  paragraph  and 
concur  therein : 

We  are  doing  too  much  legislation,  with  the  natural  result 
that  we  are  degenerating  into  a body  of  Masonic  lawyers  based  on 
the  civic  plan.  If  our  fraternity  is  to  amount  to  anything,  it  must 
put  itself  on  record  and  stick  absolutely  to  the  old  line  laws. 
Some  of  you  may  imagine,  and  probably  will,  that  this  is  becoming 
a fossil,  but  the  one  thing  that  has  held  Masonry  together  has  been 
the  inability  to  change  the  immutable  laws  of  Masonry  and  if  we 
are  to  continue  to  do  as  well  in  the  future  as  we  have  done  in  the 
past  there  must  be  no  tampering  with  the  old  regulations  and 
constitution.  I have  been  surprised  to  see  the  various  forms  of  legis- 
lation introduced  which  reminds  one  more  of  a state  legislature 
than  of  a Masonic  body.  Masonry  is  practically  an  autocracy. 
There  is  no  appeal  from  the  Master,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  is  purely 
a legislative  body,  which  is  perfectly  right,  as  there  will  come  times 
when  there  needs  to  be  certain  directions  to  be  given  the  constit- 
uent lodges  from  the  representative  assembly,  but  we  regret 
extremely  to  see  that  many  Grand  Lodges  are  making  changes 
in  their  laws  that  are  an  absolute  violation  of  the  primeval  law 
of  Masonry.

133rd  Annual.  New  York.  May  5. 

The  retiring  Grand  Master,  Charles  Smith,  makes  this 
flattering  statement  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Craft. 

Great  activity  has  characterized  all  the  Lodges,  and  a delight- 
ful degree  of  harmony  is  everywhere  manifested  by  all  the  Brethren. 
Extensive  journeyings  have  enabled  me  to  visit  every  portion  of 
the  State  to  meet  the  Brethren  in  their  own  Lodge  rooms,  and 
I have  been  greatly  impressed  and  stimulated  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  work  to  which  I have  devoted  my  time  by  the  spirit  of 
genuine  fraternity  which  prevails  in  the  Craft,  and  by  the  en- 
couragement given  me  by  the  thousands  whom  it  has  been  my 
privilege  to  take  by  the  hand.  I have  indeed  found  that  our 
Craft  is  animated  by  the  paramount  desire  of  who  can  best  work 
and  best  agree.  ' 

The  list  of  the  Masonic  dead  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  New 
York  is  a very  long  one,  and  includes  names  of  many  dis- 
tinguished Masons  and  prominent  citizens.  In  the  list  is  the 
name  of  R.  W.  Edwin  A.  Quick,  Historian  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

He  reported  the  formation  of  eleven  new  Lodges.  A new 
auxiliary  to  the  benevolent  organizations  is  referred  to  by 
the  Grand  Master  in  the  following  extract : 

Three  years  ago  the  Masonic  Employment  Bureau,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  was  an  inspiration.  Through  careful 
and  painstaking  management  we  now  have  a bureau  worthy  of  the 
name,  demonstrating  that  Masonry  is  eminently  practical  in  all  its 
ideals.  During  the  fiscal  year  just  ended  more  than  225  men, 
women  and  children  were  placed  in  positions,  the  earning  power 
of  which  is  estimated  at  $155,000  anually.  Business  conditions 
generally  are  said  to  be  not  as  bright  as  in  the  previous  year, 
and  many  industries,  instead  of  engaging,  were  compelled  to 
discharge  or  lay  off  a number  of  employees.  In  view  of  this 
situation,  together  with  the  statement  that  there  were  more  than 
200,000  idle  men  and  women  in  this  city,  the  bureau  has  accom- 
plished more  this  year,  and  its  record  of  service  exceeds  that  of  last. 
That  these  results  were  obtained  is  ample  evidence  of  the  untiring 
efforts  and  energy  of  the  management.  The  Masonic  Employment 
Bureau  is  here  to  stay,  and  its  success  depends  almost  as  much 
on  the  moral  and  physical  support  of  the  Fraternity  as  the 
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financial  assistance  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Brethren  who  are  de- 
sirous of  helping  deserving  Brother  Masons  to  help  themselves 
and  to  maintain  their  families  in  comfort  and  respectability  can 
accomplish  much  by  using  the  bureau,  in  the  first  instance,  rather 
than  other  channels,  or  the  medium  of  a newspaper. 

No  decisions  are  reported. 

Owing  to  the  large  debt  upon  the  property  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  city  of  New  York,  Grand  Master  Smith  found, 
at  the  beginning  of  his  second  year’s  service,  that  meeting 
this  debt  would  seriously  cripple  the  usefulness  of  the  Ma- 
sonic Home  at  Utica,  and  he  found  himself  in  the  con- 
dition which  he  describes : 

Two  courses  of  action  presented  themselves  to  my  mind; 
to  perform  the  routine  work  of  the  Grand  Master,  adjust  such 
difficulties  as  might  arise,  and  maintain  a general  watchful  care 
over  the  welfare  of  the  Craft;  or,  to  inaugurate  a project  which  in 
its  successful  accomplishment  would  prove  of  more  lasting  good. 
I chose  the  latter  course,  and  evolved  the  idea  of  the  establishment 
of  a Sinking  Fund,  with  which  to  cancel  at  maturity  the  obli- 
gations resting  upon  the  Fraternity  of  this  State.  To  this  end  I 
visited  many  Lodges  and  solicited  subscriptions  toward  that  fund, 
and  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  reported  to  you  that 
such  subscriptions  had  reached  the  sum  of  $6,412.41. 

In  his  efforts  to  establish  the  Sinking  Fund,  the  Grand 
Master  knew  that  it  was  a very  big  task  involving  strenuous 
personal  efforts  and  extensive  travel  over  the  State.  But  his 
labors  have  resulted  in  pronounced  success,  which  he  thus 
modestly  states : 

These  facts,  together  with  the  genuine  spirit  of  support  I 
found  in  my  visitations  to  various  parts  of  the  State,  and  the 
iesolution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session,  in- 
viting all  the  Lodges  to  take  such  steps  as  may  seem  best  to  them 
to  raise  and  pay  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum 
Fund,  on  or  before  July  1,  1918,  a sum  of  money  equal  to  $7.00  on 
each  member  enrolled  January  1,  1913,  has  resulted,  in  the 
payment  of  $200,261.63,  as  contained  in  the  following  statement, 
classified  by  Districts  and  individual  subscriptions: 

The  Masonic  Home  at  Utica  is  the  pride  of  New  York 
Masons  and  at  present  shelters  185  men,  125  women,  73  boys 
and  71  girls,  an  average  for  the  year  of  454. 
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To  those  who  enjoy  the  refinements  of  interpretation 
of  Masonic  law,  we  commend  the  report  of  the  Judge  Advo- 
cate, Brother  Charles  G.  F.  Wahle,  which  covers  thirty  pages 
of  the  volume. 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  Queensland  and  the  Philippine 
Islands  were  duly  recognized,  but  the  applications  for  recog- 
nition of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Panama,  Cuscatlan  and 
Uruguay  were  deferred  for  future  consideration. 

There  are  826  Lodges  with  a membership  of  188,000. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  the  most  comprehensive 
of  its  kind,  is  presented  by  Brothers  William  Sherer,  Emil 
Frenkel  and  Emanuel  Loewenstein,  and  is  a credit  to  the 
Committee  and  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  North  Carolina  for 
1913  has  fraternal  notice.

NORTH  DAKOTA,  1014 

25th  Annual  Fargo.  June  16. 

The  likeness  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Walter  L. 
Williamson,  occupies  the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume  and  is  seen 
again  in  a group  picture  with  four  of  his  predecessors  in 
the  Grand  East. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a comprehensive  ac- 
counting of  his  official  work  during  the  year.  Of  the  con- 
dition of  the  Craft,  he  expresses  his  satisfaction  in  this  para- 
graph : 

I am  proud  of  the  growth  of  true  Masonry  in  our  State,  and 
rejoice  in  the  good  we  have  done  in  our  several  communities.  We 
are  constantly  carrying  the  Gospel  of  Love  and  Forbearance  to 
the  newly  settled  portions  of  our  fast  growing  and  prosperous 
State.  We  have  never  been  found  wanting  in  deeds  of  charity. 
We  have  responded  nobly  to  the  call  of  distress  when  humanity 
was  suffering  in  other  parts  of  our  great  country  from  flood,  fire 
and  earthquake.  The  widow  and  orphan,  the  sick  and  distressed, 
in  our  communities  and  our  State,  have  never  known  hunger, 
or  in  want  when  our  local  Lodges  were  appealed  to. 
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In  his  notice  of  the  fraternal  dead,  he  refers  affectionately 
to  the  final  departure  of  Senior  Grand  Warden  William 
Spriggs,  whom  the  Grand  Master  visited  shortly  before  his 
death. 

The  likeness  of  Brother  Spriggs  precedes  the  memorial 
pages  of  the  volume. 

He  reports  pleasant  official  visits  to  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Pennsylvania,  Massachusetts,  and  South  Dakota. 

He  reports  having  attended  the  George  Washington  Me- 
morial Association  in  February,  1914,  and  gives  a very  full 
account  of  the  organization.  The  special  committee  made 
this  report  which  was  adopted : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the 
Grand  Master’s  Address  recommending  the  appropriation  of 
$100.00  for  a membership  in  the  Charter  Roll  of  Honor  of  the 
above  named  Association,  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $100.00 
be  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  one  additional  Honorary  Life 
Membership,  with  the  understanding  that  this  does  not  bind  the 
Grand  Jurisdiction  should  not  officially  recognize  any  action  taken 
without  further  action  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

He  reported  in  full  the  proceedings  of  the  Graud  Masters’ 
Conference  at  St,  Louis,  Mo.,  May  14,  1914,  and  the  committee 
to  which  the  matter  was  referred  made  this  report  which 
was  adopted : 

We,  your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the 
Grand  Master’s  Address  relative  to  the  Conference  of  Grand  Mas- 
ters held  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  May  14-15-16,  1914,  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows: 

We  heartily  approve  of  and  commend  the  action  of  our  Grand 
Master  at  that  Conference,  both  as  to  his  affirmative  and  negative 
vote,  particularly  his  stand  taken  upon  question  six.  However, 
in  endorsing  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master,  we  wish  it  distinctly 
understood  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction  should  not  officially  recognize  any  action  taken 
at  this  Conference. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  questions  contained  in  this 
part  of  the  Grand  Master’s  Address  be  taken  up  and  considered 
at  the  next  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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He  reported  having  received  a communication  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon,  advocating  the  formation  of  a 
General  Grand  Lodge  for  the  United  States  and  British 
North  America.  The  Jurisprudence  Committee  to  which 
this  matter  was  referred,  reported  tersely  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  approves  the  letter  of  the  Grand  Master  with 
reference  to  the  proposal  for  a General  Grand  Lodge,  and  desires 
to  state  its  position  as  opposed  to  any  proposition  looking  to  the 
formation  of  a General  Grand  Lodge. 

Several  corner  stones  were  laid;  one  Lodge  was  consti- 
tuted and  dispensations  issued  for  the  formation  of  four 
others. 

His  official  visits  were  not  very  numerous,  but  they 
were  all  pleasant. 

On  the  13th  of  July,  1914,  the  Grand  Master,  in  the 
presence  of  a large  number  of  Masons  and  ladies  of  the 
Eastern  Star,  dedicated  the  Masonic  cottage  at  the  State 
Sanitarium  for  tuberculosis  at  Dunseith,  North  Dakota.  The 
buildings  are  figured  in  the  Proceedings  and  need  only  the 
interior  furnishing  to  be  in  readiness  to  receive  patients. 
In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  add  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
expressed  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Eastern  Star  its  grate- 
ful appreciation  of  the  valuable  aid  of  its  members  in  its 
humane  effort  to  care  for  the  afflicted. 

In  North  Dakota  there  are  107  constituent  Lodges,  with 
a total  membership  of  9,130  showing  a net  gain  of  378. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  presented 
by  Past  Grand  Master  James  W.  Foley,  and  covers  48  pages 
of  the  volume.  The  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodges  re- 
viewed are  condensed  as  much  as  possible,  so  as  to  give  in- 
formation of  the  general  conditions.  We  regret  that  the 
North  Carolina  Proceedings  failed  to  reach  Brother  Foley.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  William  Medford 
Christie,  opens  with  the  gratifying  statement  that  the  past 
year  has  been  one  of  almost  perfect  peace  and  satisfactory 
progress,  both  numerically  and  financially. 

Appropriate  reference  is  made  to  the  Masonic  dead. 

The  Grand  Master  devoted  much  of  the  time  to  official 
visits  to  the  Lodges  most  in  need  of  his  supervision  and  advice. 

His  decisions  and  rulings  having  reference  mainly  to  the 
interpretation  of  local  laws  were  approved  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  Nova  Scotia  Freemasons’  Home  which  has  received 
the  loving  care  of  the  Craft  for  a number  of  years  past 
receives  this  high  commendation  from  the  Grand  Master : 

I now  approach  the  subject,  which  above  all  others,  is  dear 
to  the  heart  of  Masons,  our  “Home”  for  aged  Masons,  their  wives 
and  the  widows  of  Masons.  I trust  that  some  day  we  may  be 
able  to  add  to  that  designation,  “the  orphan  children  of  Masons.” 
This  “Home”  has  proved  all  that  its  most  ardent  advocates  hoped 
for.  Those  brethren  who  so  enthusiastically  and  forcibly  ad- 
vocated the  establishment  of  the  “Home”  and  are  present  today 
to  hear  the  account  of  its  present  equipment,  must  glow  with 
satisfaction  that  the  promises  of  bygone  days  have  been  fully 
realized,  and  that  now  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  our  beloved 
Order  has  an  establishment  thoroughly  equipped  for  the  care 
and  comfort  of  those  who  are  placed  under  its  roof,  where  the 
poor  deserving  brethren,  who,  on  account  of  their  age,  or  for 
other  causes,  are  compelled  to  lay  down  the  working  tools  of 
life,  and  who  are  without  a home  or  without  anyone  to  support 
them  can  end  their  days  in  peace,  comfort  and  happiness.  Such 
a “Home”  we  have,  and  I am  sure  that  I am  voicing  the  sentiments 
of  all  Brother  Masons  in  this  Jurisdiction,  when  I say  that  we  are 
proud  of  our  “Home.” 

We  find  that  the  inmates,  thirteen  in  number,  have  re- 
ceived the  ample  and  loving  care  of  the  management. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  200  pages,  is,  as  usual, 
contributed  by  Brother  Thomas  Mowbray,  whose  experience 
and  Masonic  scholarship  give  him  special  fitness  for  the  per- 
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formance  of  this  task.  His  review  of  the  Proceedings  of 
North  Carolina  is  for  the  year  1913,  in  the  administration 
of  Grand  Master  W.  B.  McKoy.  Brother  Mowbray  notices 
everything  of  importance  during  the  year,  and  expresses 
his  appreciation  for  the  “nice  things”  we  have  said  of  him. 
But  we  find  that  we  have  not  said  half  the  nice  things  that 
we  have  in  mind  concerning  his  labors.

NEW  SOUTH  WALES,  1918 

Sydney.  June  11. 

A careful  inspection  of  this  unpretentious  volume  of 
Proceedings  indicates  that  the  Craft  is  going  on  the  even  tenor 
of  its  way  to  pronounced  prosperity,  numerically  and  finan- 
cially. These  good  brethren  are  inspired  by  the  dominant 
sentiment  of  caring  for  the  needy  and  dependent. 

The  funds  of  benevolence  are  growing  year  by  year,  not- 
withstanding the  increased  disbursements.  In  evidence  of  this 
it  is  noted  that  the  Board  of  Benevolence  during  the  year 
paid  out  the  sum  of  £2,016,  or  more  than  $10,000  in  relief. 

The  term  of  service  of  Lord  Chelmsford  having  expired 
as  Civil  Governor  of  New  South  Wales,  he  terminated  also 
his  government  of  the  Craft  as  Grand  Master.  In  his  final 
address  he  says  in  part : 

Brethren: — The  inevitable  has  come,  and  I meet  you  tonight 
for  the  last  time  as  your  Grand  Master. 

It  is  close  upon  three  years  since  you  elected  me  to  that 
post,  and  you  have  extended  your  confidence  to  me  on  two 
subsequent  occasions. 

I am  very  proud  to  have  been  your  Grand  Master,  and  I shall 
look  back  upon  my  years  of  office  with  pride  and  pleasure.  With 
pride  because  the  Craft  has  prospered  wonderfully  during  these 
three  years.  Its  numbers  have  increased  from  15,000  to  19,000. 
I have  in  fact  signed  5,923  Master  Masons’  Certificates.  Its  funds 
have  increased  from  £24,525  to  £40,000. 

These  are  remarkable  figures.  I can  lay  no  claim  to  any 
credit  for  them,  but  it  is,  I think,  a legitimate  cause  of  pride  that 
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that  branch  of  the  Craft  of  which  I am  Grand  Master  should  have 
prospered  so  signally  during  my  tenure  of  office. 

With  pleasure,  because  we  have  been  a happy  family  during 
these  three  years.  No  great  questions  have  agitated  us  to  the 
disturbance  of  our  harmony,  and  I can  remember  no  instance  in 
which  I have  had  a difference  with  any  Brother. 

Brothers,  this  is  as  it  should  be.  If  we  allow  personal 
differences  to  creep  into  our  body,  it  will  work  not  only  serious 
harm  to  it,  but  will  prejudice  the  Craft  in  the  eyes  of  the  world. 

Dr.  Carruthers  was  elected  Grand  Master  to  succeed 
Lord  Chelmsford. 

There  are  in  New  South  Wales  240  Lodges,  having  a total 
membership  of  18,728.

OHIO,  1913 

104th  Annual.  Columbus.  October  22. 

The  likeness  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  Charles  J. 
Pretzman,  a native  son  of  Ohio,  adorns  the  volume. 

After  giving  a cordial  welcome  to  the  brethren  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master,  Edwin  S.  Griffiths,  sorrow- 
fully announced  the  death  of  a Senior  Past  Grand  Master, 
Brother  Leander  Burdick,  to  whom  he  paid  this  high  tribute : 

A man  ef  firm  convictions,  yet  courteous  and  tactful;  a warm 
friend;  a wise  counsellor,  and  devoted  to  his  wife  and  children;  he 
lived  his  life  honorably  and  conscientiously,  and  has  left  an  un- 
rivaled record  for  integrity  and  probity. 

The  Grand  Master  refused  absolutely  to  grant  dispen- 
sations for  conferring  degrees  out  of  time. 

He  reports  having  granted  dispensations  for  the  creation 
of  six  new  Lodges,  and  the  constitution  of  five  Lodges  either 
in  person  or  by  proxy. 

The  dedications  of  Masonic  temples  were  numerous,  as 
were  also  the  laying  of  cornerstones.  The  most  notable  of 
the  latter  function  was  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  the 
Perry  Memorial  at  the  village  of  Put  in  Bay,  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  battle  of  Lake  Erie,  and  of  the  peace  of  1814.  The 
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occasion  was  made  memorable  by  the  presence  of  distinguish- 
ed Masons  from  every  part  of  the  United  States.  Brother 
John  H.  Clarke,  the  president  of  the  Ohio  Commission,  de- 
livered an  eloquent  and  instructive  address  relating  mainly 
to  the  achievements  of  the  pioneer  Masons  of  a hundred 
years  ago. 

Very  pathetic  and  also  inspiring  is  the  story  of  the  Ohio 
flood  and  the  prompt  relief  of  the  sufferers  by  the  Ohio 
Masons.  Of  this  answer  to  the  cry  of  distress  the  Grand 
Master  makes  this  acknowledgment : 

The  responses  to  my  appeal  and  the  appeals  of  the  other 
presiding  officers  were  most  generous.  Our  sister  Grand  Juris- 
dictions came  to  our  aid  in  a most  generous  and  satisfactory  man- 
ner, showing  the  interest,  the  love,  and  the  adherence  our  fellow- 
members  all  over  the  world  in  their  readiness  to  contribute  for  the 
aid  of  their  distressed  Brethren  as  a result  of  this  disastrous 
catastrophe.  • , 

The  Grand  Master  had  occasion  to  make  no  decisions, 
but  having  discovered  a disposition  in  some  of  the  Lodges 
to  go-as-you-please,  he  called  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  the  matters  mentioned,  so  that  they  may  be  corrected. 
First,  some  of  the  Lodges  are  sending  the  names  of  candidates 
through  the  mails  in  unsealed  envelopes.  Second,  he  says, 
“I  have  received  some  correspondence  requesting  permis- 
sion to  take  from  the  records  of  a Lodge  the  testimony  taken 
in  trial  for  un-Masonic  conduct,  the  same  to  be.  used  for 
purposes  outside  of  the  Lodge.”  Third,  he  objected  to  loose- 
leaf  methods  of  keeping  the  records  of  the  Lodge.  In  his 
opposition  to  these  irregularities  the  Grand  Master  received 
the  cordial  support  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  and  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  official  visits  of  the  Grand  Master  were  occasions 
of  pleasure  to  him  and  of  profit  to  the  Lodges  visited. 
His  only  regret  is  that  it  was  impossible  to  visit  a greater 
number  of  the  subordinate  Lodges. 

The  conclusion  of  Brother  Griffith’s  address  is  so  beauti- 
ful that  we  are  tempted  to  quote  this  paragraph : 
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And  there  is  another  story  that  cannot  he  told  in  words.  It 
is  the  glory  of  our  Ancient  Craft  that,  through  the  corporate 
transactions  of  the  Grand  and  Constituent  Bodies  may  be  re- 
corded in  published  annuals  and  kept  through  the  years  in  public 
archives,  the  real  works  of  Freemasonry  are  performed  in  un- 
ostentatious quiet,  unheralded,  unblazoned,  unchronicled  to  public 
fame,  but  nevertheless  constituting  lasting  history  because  such 
works  are  born  of  the  divine  in  man  and  never,  never,  never  die. 
The  record  may  be  written  of  prompt  and  effective  Masonic 
relief,  unstintingly  poured  out  with  eager  helpfulness  and  gen- 
erous liberality  in  times  'of  great  disaster  and  imminent  need 
such  as  have  called  to  us  during  this  year.  But  what  story  can 
be  told  of  Masonic  charity  which,  daily  and  hourly,  in  every  city, 
village,  and  hamlet  of  our  State,  enters  the  abode  of  the  poor, 
hears  the  wail  of  a child  in  hunger,  regards  the  sob  of  a mother 
in  distress,  sees  the  anguish  of  a strong  man  in  his  hour  of 
desperation,  and  feeds  the  starving,  succors  the  afflicted,  helps, 
sustains  and  strengthens  the  despairing?  It  is  such  Masonry 
that  makes  the  arid  waste  of  desolation  blossom  into  a garden  of 
joy  and  yet  leaves  no  record  except  for  him  who,  refreshed  by 
the  fragrance  and  beauty  of  the  roses,  feels  that  a Mason  has 
been  there. 

The  Masonic  Home  of  Ohio  at  Springfield  gives  a home 
and  refuge  to  70  men,  54  women,  24  boys  and  24  girls,  a 
total  of  172,  and  every  want  and  every  comfort  added  to 
make  life  contented  and  happy. 

There  are  535  Lodges  in  Ohio  having  a total  membership 
of  90,666,  showing  a total  gain  in  the  year  of  over  4,000. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  his  third,  is  contributed 
by  Past  Grand  Master  Nelson  Williams,  and  is  an  excellent 
presentation  of  the  present  status  of  Freemasonry  in  the 
Jurisdictions  which  he  has  visited.  His  review  of  North 
Carolina  for  1913  is  an  ample  and  kindly  statement  of  our 
doings.

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Charles  L. 
Reeder,  is  a strong  comprehensive  Masonic  state  paper,  and 
it  received  the  strong  endorsement  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

We  quote  this  sensible  view  of  the  Grand  Master  on  the 
subject  of  increasing  the  membership  of  Lodges : 

The  general  popularity  of  Masonry  has  induced  many  to  apply 
for  admission  and  the  list  of  membership  in  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion has  been  greatly  enlarged,  perhaps  more  during  the  past  year 
than  any  one  preceding,  and  we  might  feel  this  a subject  for  con- 
gratulation. It  is  well,  however,  to  pause  and  inquire,  “Has  the 
increased  membership  strengthened  the  Brotherhood — has  it  made 
our  Fraternity  more  industrious  in  furnishing  nourishment  to  the 
hungry,  refreshment  to  the  sick  and  joy  and  comfort  to  the 
afflicted?” 

It  has  been  well  said:  “They  mistake  the  nature  of  the  Ma- 
sonic Institution  who  estimate  its  strength  by  its  numbers,  or 
measure  its  prosperity  by  the  length  of  the  roll  of  its  initiates. 
These  are  not  the  standards  by  which  either  the  one  or  the  other 
is  to  be  determined.  Its  strength  is  in  its  principles  and  its  pros- 
perity is  with  the  character  of  its  members.” 

As  to  conferences  of  Grand  Masters  and  their  value  to  the 
Craft,  Brother  Reeder  believes  that  they  will  become  of  more 
and  more  service. 

He  is  averse  to  granting  dispensations  for  conferring  de- 
grees out  of  time,  except  in  cases  of  obvious  necessity. 

In  the  matter  of  physical  qualifications,  he  believes  the 
Grand  Lodge  should  relax  its  rules  and  that  this  modification 
would  be  of  service  to  the  Fraternity. 

One  of  his  recommendations,  that  every  Lodge  should 
carry  a reasonable  amount  of  insurance  on  all  its  property, 
was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  imposition  of  discipline  upon  Lodges  and  upon  in- 
dividual Masons  is  to  be  expected,  but  a recital  of  the  causes 
of  punishment,  does  not  make  pleasant  reading. 
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The  Grand  Master,  like  many  of  his  predecessors  and 
the  most  prominent  members  of  the  Craft,  is  an  earnest  friend 
of  the  Masonic  Home,  of  which  he  says  in  part: 

The  affairs  at  Darlington  are  prosperous;  the  four  hundred 
acres  of  rich  land  under  cultivation  is  in  healthful  condition  and 
exceedingly  productive;  the  two  hundred  and  forty  acres  of  pasture 
land  is  certainly  very  attractive  and  inviting  to  the  live  stock  on 
the  farm. 

The  Home  school  is  really  the  admiration  of  the  entire  com- 
munity. 

The  health  of  the  Home  family  is  remarkable  and  is  probably 
due  to  the  pure  water  supply  from  the  natural  springs  located 
upon  the  land,  apparently  by  the  hands  of  Providence,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  children  at  Darlington. 

The  inmates  in  the  Home  have  varied  in  number  from  111 
to  162  with  a present  membership  of  162.  For  the  active 
share  in  the  equipment  and  supervision  of  the  Home  by  the 
ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star,  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  this 
resolution : 

Now  therefore,  be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  State 
of  Oklahoma,  in  session  at  McAlester  this  12th  day  of  Feb- 
urary,  A.  D.,  1914  does  hereby  extend  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  Oklahoma  its  heartfelt  thanks  and 
gratitude  for  this  noble  work  and  prays  that  the  blessings  of 
Heaven  may  rest  upon  its  future  labors. 

The  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  presented  a long  re- 
port, from  which  we  extract  this  section  in  reference  to  the 
New  Jersey  differences : 

In  lieu  of,  and  as  a substitute  for,  report  of  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  we  respectfully  submit  the  following: 
That  we  extend  recognition  to  all  constitutent  members  under 
the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  New  Jersey,  except  members  of  Alpha 
Lodge,  No.  166,  Newark.  We  do  not  at  this  time  suggest  exchange 
of  representatives  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  above  paragraph 
be  approved  as  read  and  as  a substitute  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence  on  the  same  subject. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was 
contributed  by  Past  Grand  Master  Thomas  C.  Humphrey  and 
is  a readable  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  48  Grand  Lodges, 
North  Carolina  for  1913  being  included. 

He  compliments  Grand  Master  "W.  B.  McKoy  for  carry- 
ing a “level  head”  and  promulgating  no  decisions.  We  are 
in  entire  accord  with  Brother  McKoy  and  our  friend,  that 
fewer  decisions  would  be  desirable.

OREGON,  1914 

64th  Annual.  Portland.  June  10. 

The  portrait  of  the  sitting  Grand  Master,  Septimus  S. 
Spencer,  adorns  the  flyleaf. 

Ilis  address  is  a comparatively  brief  accounting  of  the 
conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the  year 
just  coming  to  a close.  He  reports  prosperity  and  unity 
prevailing  amongst  the  Craft. 

He  constituted  three  Lodges  and  issued  dispensations 
for  the  formation  of  seven  others. 

He  reports  11  decisions,  all  of  which  were  approved  ex- 
cept one.  Like  most  of  the  other  Grand  Masters,  he  laid  the 
plans  for  extensive  visitations  and  a real  revival  amongst  the 
Craft,  but  unfortunately  he  was  forced  to  surrender  to  the 
demands  of  business,  and  consequently  his  knowledge  of 
the  condition  of  the  Craft  came  to  him  second-hand. 

The  Grand  Master  was  mi  able  to  accept  the  invitation  to 
attend  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  at  St.  Louis,  but  he 
was  represented  by  two  enthusiastic  Brethren,  Past  Grand 
Masters  E.  E.  Kiddle  and  James  F.  Robinson.  Brother  Kid- 
dle made  a fairly  full  report  of  the  actions  of  the  Conference. 
These  Brethren  presented  a copy  of  the  resolutions  intro- 
duced at  the  Grand  Masters’  Conference  as  showing  the  ul- 
timate purpose  of  these  meetings.  For  the  information  of 
our  readers  we  reproduce  them : 
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Whereas,  The  Masonic  law  of  the  several  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions of  the  United  States  differ  widely  in  so  many  cases  in 
which  there  is  a uniformity  of  purpose  and  should  be  a uni- 
formity of  procedure,  and 

Whereas,  Under  our  present  system  there  are  so  many  in- 
stances where  hardships  and  inconveniences  are  imposed  upon 
members  from  a lack  of  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  sister  Grand 
Jurisdictions,  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  a great  many  of  these  differences 
could  be  obviated  if  we  had  uniform  laws  governing  the  several 
Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States,  and 

Whereas,  Good  results  have  been  obtained,  both  in  the  ritu- 
alistic work  and  the  formation  and  administration  of  their  laws, 
by  the  organization  of  a General  Grand  Chapter  and  a Grand 
Encampment,  having  jurisdiction  over  their  respective  Grand 
Bodies  of  the  several  states,  and  believing  the  time  has  arrived 
when  some  action  should  be  taken  to  bring  about  similar  results 
in  the  Grand  Lodges,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  representatives  of  the  several  Grand 
Lodges  of  A.  F.  & A.  M.  here  assembled,  recommend  to  the  sev- 
eral Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States,  with  whom  we 
are  in  fraternal  correspondence,  the  creation  of  a central  gov- 
erning and  advisory  body,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  formulate 
and  enact  a Uniform  Code  of  laws  for  the  government  of  the  Craft 
in  the  United  States;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  select 
the  time  and  place  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  proposed  con- 
vention, and  that  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  be  requested  to 
send  three  delegates  thereto. 

In  the  Jurisdiction  of  Oregon  there  are  111  Lodges, 
having  a present  membership  of  13,260,  a net  gain  of  943. 

In  recognition  of  the  devoted  service  of  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  to  the  suffering  and  distressed,  the  Grand 
Lodge  took  a recess  when  it  was  announced  that  a dele- 
gation of  the  Eastern  Star  was  in  waiting.  The  ladies  were 
received  and  mutual  congratulations  exchanged. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  covering  163  pages,  is 
furnished  by  Past  Grand  Master  David  P.  Mason.  The 
Proceedings  of  North  Carolina  received  very  kindly  consider- 
ation and  the  generous  space  of  more  than  three  pages.  In 
his  review  of  the  Montfort  controversy,  we  desire  to  correct 
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the  statement,  that  in  our  introduction  to  the  report  on 
Correspondence  we  “reproduced”  the  claim  of  Brother  Lam- 
berton  that  the  appointment  of  Montfort  was  a mistake. 
Brother  Lamberton  made  no  such  claim ; it  is  we  who  sug- 
gested the  mistake.

PENNSYLVANIA,  1913 

The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  held, 
in  Philadelphia,  December  29t.h,  Brother  William  L.  Gorgas, 
R.  W.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

The  volume  is  adorned  with  engraved  portraits  of  Samuel 
W.  Bradford,  Grand  Master  in  1815,  and  Josiah  Randall  who 
was  Grand  Master  in  1822-1823,  and  contains  the  record  of 
the  four  quarterly  Communications  and  the  Grand  Annual 
Communication. 

Necessarily  very  much  of  this  volume  is  taken  up  with 
reports  of  the  committees  having  in  charge  the  funds  of  this 
wealthly  Grand  Lodge  and  of  the  officers  having  the  direction 
and  management  of  its  extensive  charities. 

The  Masonic  Home  of  Pennsylvania,  new  entertaining 
109  guests,  has  cost  considerably  over  $1,000,000,  nearly  all  of 
which  has  been  paid.  To  have  a full  conception  of  this 
institution,  which  we  believe  to  be  the  finest  and  most  complete 
in  the  world,  it  should  be  seen,  and  no  brief  description  would 
be  adequate  to  disclose  the  institution  in  its  completeness. 
When  finished  as  it  will  be  in  a few  years,  it  will  be  the 
grandest  of  its  kind  in  the  whole  world,  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  almoners  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund  report 
that  they  have  favorably  acted  upon  778  applications  for 
relief,  and  made  allowances  aggregating  $8,500.  Five  of 
these  beneficiaries  were  North  Carolina  Masons  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  they  will  not  forget  this  kindness,  nor  fail  to 
return,  if  able,  what  they  have  received,  and  more. 
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The  stewards  of  Stephen  Girard  Charity  Fund  granted 
relief  amounting  to  $3,440  to  156  applicants. 

The  bursars  of  the  Thomas  R.  Patten  Charity  Fund 
granted  relief  of  $3,870  to  481  applicants. 

Besides,  the  almoners  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund 
have  now  384  beneficiaries  whom  they  have  regularly  assisted, 
and  these  are  the  widows  or  dependants  of  deceased  Master 
Masons. 

The  farewell  address  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Master,  Brother 
William  L.  Gorgas,  indicates  very  clearly  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  has  prospered  during  his  two  terms  of  office. 

He  refers  to  the  publication  of  a digest  of  decisions,  which 
as  he  states,  will  be  the  law  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  until 
amended  or  annulled.  He  says : 

The  Digest  of  Decisions  issued  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
has  supplied  such  a long-felt  want  to  the  student  of  Masonry  that  no 
Decisions  were  rendered  by  me  during  the  past  year.  Every 
question  likely  to  arise  can  be  disposed  of  in  such  a way  that  a 
particular  case  need  not  throw  the  Fraternity  into  a state  of  turmoil 
and  confusion,  as  had  been  the  case  previous  to  the  issuing  of  the 
Digest. 

It  has  received  such  a popular  endorsement  from  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Fraternity  throughout  the  State  that  I feel  justified 
in  saying  it  is  the  “right  thing  in  the  right  place.”  How  long 
these  Decisions  of  Past  Grand  Masters  shall  remain  the  Law  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  remains  to  be  seen,  as  Grand  Masters  have  the 
right  to  amend  or  annul  them  as  they  may  deem  best.  The 
publication  of  it  has  been  paid  from  the  appropriation  made  to 
the  Grand  Master,  so  that  it  has  been  issued  without  any  ex- 
pense to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Lie  reports  having  authorized  by  wire  the  Grand  Mas- 
ters of  Nebraska,  Indiana  and  Ohio,  to  draw  on  him  for 
$500  each  for  the  relief  of  the  flood  sufferers,  but  only  the 
Grand  Master  of  Ohio  accepted  the  donation.  One  of  the 
Lodges,  University  Lodge,  No.  610,  contributed  $500  for  the 
same  purpose. 

Four  Lodges  were  constituted  and  six  corner  stones  laid. 
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On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Philippine  Islands  was  duly 
recognized. 

There  are  490  Lodges  having  a total  membership  of 
110,630,  showing  a net  gain  of  5,375. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  always  interesting  and  in- 
structive, is  a review  of  the  transactions  of  62  Grand  Lodges, 
and  is,  as  usual,  contributed  by  Brother  James  M.  Lamberton. 
The  Proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for  1913  receives  the  fra- 
ternal consideration  of  Brother  Lamberton.  Brother  Lam- 
berton mildly  questions  the  accuracy  of  Brother  McKoy  in 
his  statements  as  to  the  laying  of  corner  stones  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  and  says : 

We  confess  we  should  like  to  have  some  details  of  the  laying 
of  the  corner  stone  in  London  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  in 
1667,  as  it  is  generally  understood  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England 
was  organized  in  1717;  and  we  must  confess' to  having  doubts  that 
the  same  Grand  Lodge  laid  a corner  stone  in  1667,  and  also  in  1809. 
It  might  be  well  to  make  our  Brother’s  last  sentence  a little  more 
accurate.  Alexandria-Washington  Lodge,  No.  22,  as  it  was  known 
later,  was  present  when  the  stone  referred  to  was  laid  under  the 
direction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland. 

Brother  Lamberton  quotes  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
as  to  the  territorial  primacy  of  Grand  Master  Joseph  Mont- 
fort. 

At  the  opening  of  the  address  of  Brother  EL  W.  Gowen 
he  says : 


“You  have  just  listened  to  the  reading  of  the  introduction  of 
the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  by  my  dear 
and  venerable  brother,  John  A.  Collins,  of  Enfield,  in  which  he 
reproduces  the  claim  of  Brother  James  M.  Lamberton,  of  Penn- 
sylvania, that  the  appointment  of  Joseph  Montfort,  of  Halifax,  as 
Provincial  Grand  Master  of  and  for  America  was  a mistake  of  the 
copyist  of  the  Montfort  commission,  due  to  generosity,  or  indif- 
ference, or  ignorance;  also  that  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence was  inclined  to  concur  in  this  opinion. 

A more  careful  reading  of  our  introduction  and  of 
Brother  Lamberton ’s  findings  would  have  enabled  Brother 
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Gowen  to  escape  the  error  of  imputing  to  Brother  Lamberton 
sins  for  which  we  alone  were  responsible.  The  only  ap- 
proach to  an  expression  of  opinion  by  Brother  Lamberton 
is  contained  in  this  extract : 

“We  think  it  is  hardly  to  be  supposed  that  the  Duke  of 
Beaufort,  who  appointed  Egerton  Leigh,  for  South  Carolina  in  1770, 
would  the  following  year  by  his  appointment  of  Joseph  Montfort 
‘of  and  for  America,’  intend  to  interfere  with  Brother  Leigh’s  juris- 
diction.’’ 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  Brother  Lamber- 
ton is  justified  in  making  this  statement: 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  “claim”  as  to  the  title  of  Grand 
Master  Montfort  being  “a  mistake  of  the  copyist,”  is  that  of  Brother 
Collins,  and  not  of  this  writer,  who  would  be  very  glad  indeed  to 
have  Brother  Gowan  explain  about  the  sentences  which  he  felt 
it  his  duty  to  correct. 

We  have  endeavored  to  obtain  from  Brother  Gowen  a list 
of  the  six  Blue  Lodges  which  were  chartered  direct  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England,  but  have  failed  thus  far  to  secure 
the  information.  Brother  Gowen ’s  business  keeps  him  out 
of  the  State  very  much  of  the  time.  He  has  written  us  that 
the  list  of  the  Lodges  has  either  been  lost  or  mislaid,  and  he 
cannot  from  memory  recall  them,  but  he  believes  that  their 
locations  were  Norfolk,  Va.  ; Wilmington,  N.  C. ; Halifax, 
N.  C. ; Charleston,  S.  C. ; Savannah,  Ga.

PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS,  1914 

2nd  Annual.  Manila.  February  3. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  H.  Eugene  Stafford, 
opens  with  a grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  extreme  kind- 
ness which  he  received  at  the  hands  of  his  Masonic  Brethren 
in  California  and  Minnesota  on  the  occasion  of  his  return 
to  the  United  States  for  surgical  treatment.  Of  this  grati- 
fying experience  he  says  in  part : 
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I desire  at  this  time,  oil  my  own  part,  and  in  behalf  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  to  thank  the  Grand  Lodge 
officers  of  the  State  of  California,  for  their  fraternal  care  of  my- 
self while  invaliding  through  their  State  on  the  way  to  and  from 
Rochester,  Minnesota.  They  were  tireless  in  their  ministrations 
and  brought  to  my  heart,  with  greater  force  than  every  before, 
the  beauties  of  our  Order. 

To  Most  Worshipful  Brother  Filmer,  Grand  Master  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  to  Right  Worshipful  Brother  Whicher,  Grand  Secretary, 
I extend  our  profound  thanks  and  gratitude. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  who  notified  the  Master  of 
Rochester  Lodge  of  that  State,  of  the  presence  in  their  midst  of  the 
Grand  Master  of  the  Philippines;  to  Grand  Master  Lane  and  the 
other  Grand  Lodge  officers  who  journeyed  to  Rochester  to  pay 
their  respects  to  your  representative;  to  the  Master,  Wardens 
and  Brethren  of  Rochester  Lodge  who  so  faithfully  visited  me 
when  in  hospital — who  filled  my  room  with  flowers,  and  my  heart 
with  gratitude  and  the  cheering  certainty  that  although  I had 
traveled  half  around  the  world  and  into  a land  of  utter  strangers, 
yet  I found  myself  surrounded,  supported  and  affectionately  cared 
for  by  brother  Masons,  my  gratitude  is  earnestly  offered. 

To  Brother  Charles  Mayo,  of  Rochester,  Minn.,  I offer  all 
that  one  Mason  can  to  another  who  has  saved  his  life  and  thereby 
returned  him  to  the  bosom  of  his  Masonic  family. 

One  of  his  decisions  related  to  this  legitimacy  and  regu- 
larity of  a Lodge  claiming  to  hold  a charter  from  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Portugal  subsequent  to  the  formation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  He  properly  ruled  that  this  offspring  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Portugal  was  irregular  and  clandestine. 

The  Grand  Lodge  now  has  a membership  of  500,  showing 
a gain  of  41  in  the  year. 

Brother  Amos  G.  Beilis  submits  his  initial  report  on 
Correspondence,  which  covers  33  pages  of  the  volume.  Our 
Brother  appeals  for  leniency  of  judgment  upon  the  quality 
of  his  contribution  and  to  us  it  seems  entirely  unnecessary, 
as  he  shows  his  ability  to  hold  his  own.  We  extend  a hearty 
welcome  to  this  Brother  over  the  wide  Pacific.  We  can  ap- 
preciate this  state  of  mind  of  Brother  Beilis : 

In  reading  the  various  addresses  and  orations  in  the,  different 
Proceedings,  we  have  found  many  gems  of  thought  which  ye  would 
like  to  have  quoted  in  full  but  as  our  Grand  Lodge  is  y<y  young 
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and  our  funds  are  limited,  we  have  decided  to  curtail  our  report 
as  much  as  possible.  We  have  refrained  from  criticizing  for  fear 
that  it  might  be  thought  that  we  are  rather  presumptuous  in  our 
young  age.  We  have  paid  more  attention  to  the  decisions  by  the 
various  Grand  Masters  as  these  will  undoubtedly  be  of  more  in- 
terest and  benefit  to  our  Grand  Lodge  in  deciding  similar  cases 
which  might  arise.

QUEBEC,  1914 

44th  Annual.  Montreal.  February  11. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  John  E.  Wright,  is  a 
comparatively  brief  paper  and  deals  almost  entirely  with 
domestic  affairs,  but  due  consideration  is  given  to  every 
item  of  interest  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

This  is  his  description  of  the  condition  of  Freemasonry  in 
the  province  of  Quebec : 

As  we  survey  the  year  just  closed,  we  cannot,  I am  sure, 
but  distinguish  a splendid  advance  in  all  lines  of  thought  and 
action,  the  growth  of  the  Order  has  been  beyond,  probably,  all  our 
expectations,  and  as  evidence  of  the  healthy  financial  standing  of 
some  of  our  Lodges,  we  note  that  a number  have  acquired  the 
properties  in  which  their  meetings  are  held,  while  others  have 
secured  new  quarters,  more  commodious  and  more  suitable  for 
carrying  on  their  work. 

He  paid  appropriate  tribute  to  the  distinguished  dead 
of  his  own  and  other  Jurisdictions. 

His  general  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  won  this  acknowledgment  from  the  Committee  on 
Grand  Master’s  address: 

The  concise  and  business-like  manner  in  which  the  Grand 
Master  has  placed  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  record  of  his  ad- 
ministrative acts,  presents  the  various  incidents  of  his  busy  and 
prosperous  term  of  office  with  cinematographic  exactness  and 
clearness  of  detail,  and  facilitates  materially  the  work  of  this 
Committee. 
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In  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Quebec  there  are  65  Lodges, 
having  a total  membership  of  7,819,  showing  a net  gain  of 
457  during  the  year. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  the  veteran  and 
scholarly  reviewer,  Past  Grand  Master  E.  T.  D.  Chambers,  and 
is  of  the  excellent  kind  which  he  always  contributes.  The 
transactions  of  North  Carolina  for  1913  in  the  administration 
of  Grand  Master  W.  B.  McKoy  received  the  kindly  consider- 
ation of  Brother  Chambers.  He  agrees  with  Brother  McKoy 
that  we  should  go  slow  in  legislation.  The  adoption  of  the 
District  Deputy  plan  is  a new  thing  in  North  Carolina  and 
has  not  yet  shown  the  great  usefulness  which  is  sure  to  follow 
the  appointment  of  suitable  officers.

RHODE  ISLAND,  1914 

124th  Annual.  Providence.  May  18. 

The  likeness  of  the  handsome  retiring  Grand  Master, 
John  F.  Clark,  occupies  the  fly  leaf  of  this  volume.  The 
annual  address  is  a comparatively  brief  but  comprehensive 
report  of  his  official  doings  for  the  year.  He  reports  a long 
list  of  the  Masonic  dead  in  Rhode  Island. 

His  special  dispensations  were  not  numerous. 

The  frequency  with  which  the  Proceedings  of  Lodges  and 
Grand  Lodges  are  reported  in  the  public  press  prompts  the 
Grand  Master  to  promulgate  his  admonition  against  this 
practice,  and  he  says : 

During  the  past  year  an  effort  has  been  mad^  to  prevent  the 
publication  in  the  daily  press  of  the  Proceedings  ol  Masonic  meet- 
ings, including  the  election  of  officers,  but  with  little  success. 
Brethren,  although  fully  aware  of  the  provisions  oi  Grand  Lodge 
Regulations,  still  persist  in  giving  their  portraits  imd  other  in- 
formation for  the  public  press.  This  comes  about  largely  from 
a custom  of  having  a banquet  upon  the  night  following  the  election 
and  installation  of  officers.  At  this  function  many  who  are  not 
members  of  the  Craft  are  present,  any  one  being  admitted  who 
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has  been  invited.  To  grace  the  tables  at  these  times  menus  are 
placed  at  each  place.  In  addition  to  the  menu  proper  usually 
the  portrait  of  the  Master,  the  list  of  speakers  and  a full  list  of  the 
officers,  appear.  From  this  card  it  may  readily  be  seen  how  a 
newspaper  man,  even  not  a member,  may  make  up  his  story  to 
be  published  the  next  morning. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  and  that  of  the 
Grand  Lecturer  indicate  that  the  Craft  is  generally  pros- 
perous, and  the  Lodges  doing  the  work  properly. 

With  37  Lodges  and  a membership  of  8,833,  showing  a 
gain  of  373,  this  small  but  compact  Jurisdiction  is  setting 
a commendable  example  to  larger  Grand  Lodges. 

As  evidence  of  the  wise  policy  of  the  Grand  Lodge  not 
to  unduly  increase  the  number  of  its  Lodges  it  may  be  noted 
that  the  youngest  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction,  St.  Andrews, 
No.  39,  was  established  twenty  years  ago. 

At  the  half-yearly  communication,  November  17,  1913, 
the  Committee  on  Correspondence  through  its  chairman, 
Brother  William  L.  Chatterton,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Philippine  Islands  was  duly  recognized  as  a regular  and 
sovereign  Masonic  body.

The  likeness  of  the  Grand  Master-elect,  L.  T.  McDonald, 
forms  the  frontispiece. 

Judging  by  the  statement  of  the  sitting  Grand  Master, 
W.  B.  Willoughby,  in  his  excellent,  business-like  address  this 
young  Grand  Lodge  in  the  great  north-west  territory  is  mak- 
ing rapid  progress,  numerically  and  financially;  and  of  the 
conditions  prevailing,  the  Grand  Master  is  justified  in 
saying : 

It  is  with  pleasure  I can  state  that  the  Order  is  progressing 
very  rapidly.  The  greatest  development  during  the  year  is  along 
the  new  lines  of  railways,  particularly  the  Weyburn-Lethbridge  Ex- 
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tension,  where  very  great  Masonic  activity  has  been  displayed. 
The  class  of  members  who  are  joining  the  various  lodges,  I believe 
bears  a fair  comparison  with  that  joining  in  any  other  Grand 
Jurisdiction.  The  relations  between  this  Grand  Lodge  and  other 
Grand  Lodges  with  which  it  holds  fraternal  intercourse,  have 
been  harmonious. 

Under  the  head  of  “Official  Rulings”  we  are  in  accord 
witli  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Grand  Master : 

I have  always  thought  that  the  fewer  Masonic  rulings  given 
the  better,  and  unless  such  become  necessary  at  any  time,  I think 
it  well  to  refrain  from  making  new  rulings.  In  many  cases,  the  rul- 
ings would  be  only,  after  all,  the  individual  expression  of  opinion  of 
the  Grand  Master  for  the  time  being,  and  his  successors  in  office 
might  not  hold  the  same  opinion.  In  a great  many  matters  of 
Masonic  procedure,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  uniformity  should  be 
preserved,  yet  the  practice  so  common,  in  some  jurisdictions,  of  the 
Grand  Master  making  rulings  on  all  kinds  of  unimportant  matters 
is  one  which  I do  not  approve. 

Sixteen  Lodges  were  constituted  and  dispensations  issued 
for  the  formation  of  eight  new  ones. 

The  Grand  Master  deplored  the  fact  that  the  benevolent 
fund  is  not  growing  as  rapidly  as  he  would  desire. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Re- 
lations, recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Egypt  and  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  the  application  of 
the  York  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico  for  this  purpose  was  refused 
consideration  until  next  year. 

There  are  110  Lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction,  having  a total 
membership  of  5,952,  showing  the  phenomenal  increase  of 
862. 

The  general  review  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings, 
submitted  by  Past  Grand  Master  A.  S.  Gorrell  is  an  interest- 
ing story  of  what  he  has  seen  worthy  of  note  in  57  Grand 
Lodges;  and  we  regret  that  the  Transactions  of  North  Caro- 
lina failed  to  reach  the  hands  of  this  capable  reporter.

The  volume  is  adorned  with  the  likeness  of  Past  Grand 
Master  Alfred  M.  Simpson,  president  of  the  Board  of 
General  Purposes;  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  William  L. 
Ware  and  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  Thomas  C.  Holland. 
There  is,  besides,  a view  of  the  Adelaide  Chambers,  the  birth 
place  of  Freemasonry  in  South  Australia ; also  a photograph 
of  a Past  Master’s  jewel,  presented  to  Brother  H.  D.  Dale 
by  brethren  of  Adelaide  Lodge,  No.  2. 

A careful  inspection  of  this  volume  gives  evidence  of  the 
ability  and  zeal  of  all  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
of  the  firm  purpose  to  increase  its  fluid  of  benevolence  and  by 
that  means  to  be  enabled  promptly  to  care  for  every  worthy 
case  of  need. 

From1  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  we  note  the  satis- 
factory condition  of  the  Fraternity  in  the  following  extract: 

And  now  turning  to  the  progress  of  the  Craft  in  this  State. 
Last  year  was  the  thirtieth  year  of  United  Freemasonry  in  South 
Australia,  and  happily  it  was  also  the  most  successful.  I remem- 
ber that  before  we  celebrated  our  silver  jubilee  I was  exceedingly 
anxious  that  we  should  have  4,000  subscribing  members.  At  the 
jubilee  my  ambition  was  not  quite  gratified  as  our  members  were 
slightly  under  the  4,000.  But  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  place  on 
record  to-night  that  we  now  have  5,266  subscribing  members  of  the 
Masonic  Order  in  this  State.  That  is  an  increase  of  362  for  the 
year,  and  must  be  most  gratifying  to  all  who  have  the  welfare 
of  Freemasonry  at  heart.  We  have  only  once  had  a larger  increase 
in  a single  year,  but  I think  the  record  established  last  year  was 
one  of  which  we  have  every  reason  to  be  proud,  for  we  have  to 
remember  that  we  are  not  a propagandist  body.  We  do  not  canvass; 
we  seek  to  attract  membership  by  the  work  we  are  doing,  and 
the  principles  which  we  uphold. 

Very  properly  the  Grand  Lodge  expressed  its  sympathy 
to  the  Grand  Master  on  the  death  of  his  wife,  Lady  Way. 

The  grants  to  charitable  institutions  and  hospitals 
amounted  to  nearly  $200,  and  to  indigent  and  needy  members 
of  the  Craft  the  sum  of  $1,650. 
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Two  notable  events  were  the  laying  of  foundation  stones 
of  the  Balaklava  Masonic  Hall  and  of  the  Kapunda  Masonic 
Hall.  These  ceremonies  were  attended  by  large  numbers  of 
the  Fraternity. 

There  are  77  constituted  Lodges,  having  a total  member- 
ship of  5,266,  showing  a net  increase  of  362. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  contributed  by  different 
members  of  the  committee  of  14.  The  report,  as  a whole,  is 
very  creditable.  The  transactions  of  North  Carolina  for 
1913  are  very  fully  noted  by  “W.  H.  S.”  which  we  suppose 
means  Brother  W.  II.  Selway,  who  overlooked  nothing  of 
importance.

• The  likeness  of  the  Grand  Master-elect,  George  T.  Bryan, 
occupies  the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  George  S. 
Mower,  is  a comprehensive  report  of  his  official  acts,  and  al- 
though covering  twenty  pages  only  of  the  volume,  it  leaves 
out  no  important  item  of  his  administration. 

He  reports  the  condition  of  the  Craft  to  be  eminently 
satisfactory,  and  that  at  no  time  has  greater  peace  and 
unity  prevailed. 

He  pays  a sincere  compliment  to  the  Craft  when  he 
reports  that  there  was  a prompt  and  generous  response  to  his 
appeal  for  aid  for  the  Ohio  flood  sufferers. 

The  Washington  Memorial  Association  received  his  hearty 
commendation,  as  did  also  the  conferences  of  Grand  Masters. 
He  believes  that  these  conferences  will  tend  to  make  Masonic 
law  more  uniform. 

Under  the  head  of  Necrology  he  reports  the  passing  of 
Brother  John  Kennerly,  who  for  many  years  held  the  office 
of  Grand  Marshal  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  After  the  an- 
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nouncement  of  his  death,  the  Grand  Master  convened  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  Special  Communication,  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  Brother  Kennerly  Masonic  burial.  Later  on  Past 
Grand  Master  Orlando  Sheppard  read  a memorial  on  the 
life  of  the  departed  brother,  from  which  it  is  clear  that  he  was 
an  upright  man  and  Mason.  More  than  fifty  years  ago  this 
writer  and  John  Kennerly  were  boys  together,  comrades  and 
friends;  later  we  were  schoolmates  at  the  celebrated  prepar- 
atory school  at  Winnsboro,  conducted  by  J.  W.  Hudson,  a 
great  educator  in  that  day ; there  we  grew  more  intimate,  and 
this  writer  can  confirm  all  that  is  said  of  his  personal  bravery 
and  nobility  of  character.  Modest  and  unpretentious  in  his 
demeanor,  but  immovable  in  maintaining  what  he  believed 
to  be  right,  John  Kennerly  won  the  love,  the  confidence, 
and  the  admiration  of  his  fellows.  Peace  to  his  ashes  and  rest 
to  his  soul ! 

The  Grand  Master  reports  a long  list  of  special  dispen- 
sations, but  refused  the  conferring  of  degrees  out  of  time. 

The  fund  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a prospective 
Masonic  Home,  is  growing  but  not  so  rapidly  as  it  is  desired 
by  its  advocates. 

There  are  256  chartered  Lodges  and  four  under  dispen- 
sation. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  contributed  by  Past 
Grand  Master  J.  L.  Michie.  It  covers  165  pages  and  every 
page  contains  matter  of  interest  to  every  Mason.  The  Trans- 
actions of  North  Carolina  for  1913  receive  fraternal  and 
extended  review,  for  which  we  have  been  made  his  debtor. 

We  transcribe  a communication  received  by  Brother 
Michie  from  Hungary.  It  is  worth  the  space :

40th  Annual.  Aberdeen.  June  9. 

Of  the  pictures  which  grace  this  volume  that  of  the  Grand 
Master,  a fine  steel  engraving,  forms  the  frontispiece.  Another 
is  a group  picture  of  the  family  of  Past  Grand  Master  George 
V.  Ayres,  which  includes  himself,  his  wife,  and  their  five 
handsome  children.  A photograph  of  Edmund  Cook  precedes 
the  picture  of  “Past  Grand  Master’s  family”  and  counting 
them,  we  find  that  there  are  18  still  alive  and  active  in  good 
works. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master  we  quote  his  defi- 
nition of  what  Masonry  is  : 

Masonry  that  attempts  to  live  within  the  four  walls  of  its 
Temple  and  finds  its  only  expression  in  its  ritual  and  symbols, 
has  missed  the  very  essence  of  its  life.  Masonry  is  the  great 
institution  for  blessing  and  uplifting  mankind.  The  gospel  of 
democracy  is  taught  more  clearly  in  our  beloved  Order,  than  in 
any  other  organization  in  the  World.  It  is  the  gospel  that  places 
its  value  upon  human  life  and  says  “We  are  going  to  meet  upon 
the  level  and  give  you  a fair  chance  in  life  to  work  and  become 
successful.”  And  whenever  we  have  been  in  touch  with  a human 
life,  be  it  in  a social,  political,  or  personal  relation,  let  us  leave 
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It  better  than  we  found  it.  Our  work  in  Masonry  is  to  unite  all 
religions  and  tongues  into  one  great  brotherhood. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  having  constituted  four 
Lodges  and  having  enjoyed  fully  the  social  features  of  these 
visits.  Dispensations  were  issued  for  the  formation  of  three 
new  Lodges. 

Under  the  head  of  Decisions,  the  Grand  Master  reports 
having  refused  permission  to  a Lodge  to  hold  a meeting  in 
the  open  air. 

The  Grand  Master  received  several  invitations  to  visit 
other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  but  was  unable  to  accept  any 
except  that  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  “to  attend  a 
conference  of  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  world”  at  St.  Louis, 
May  14,  15,  and  16,  1914. 

He  reported  also  having  visited  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Massachusetts  and  several  others  in  the  east. 

For  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  charity  fund  and  pei- 
haps  of  ultimately  building  a Masonic  Home,  the  Grand 
Master  recommends  an  increase  of  the  per  capita  tax  as 
follows : 

I earnestly  recommend  that  our  Grand  Lodge  increase  our 
per  capita  at  least  ten  per  cent.  There  are  many  within  our  bodies 
that  need  assistance.  It  is  not  my  plan  to  recommend  a Masonic 
Home  (at  least  at  present)  but  to  create  such  a fund  that  the 
revenue  derived  therefrom  will  amply  care  for  our  needy.  I 
sincerely  hope  that  this  matter  will  have  earnest  consideration 
during  this  session. 

In  South  Dakota  there  are  142  constituent  Lodges,  hav- 
ing a total  membership  of  10,730,  showing  a net  gain  of  512. 

Bearing  on  the  subject  of  the  celebration  of  the  200th 
Anniversary  of  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England, 
the  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  George  A.  Pettigrew,  suggests : 

If  we  arc  to  participate  in  that  celebration  in  any  way,  it 
would  seem  that  the  present  time  is  none  too  early  to  begin 
making  preparations.  It  has  occurred  to  me  that  it  would  not 
be  amiss  to  work  along  the  line  of  an  organized  campaign  in 
behalf  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund  to  culminate  at  the  celebration 
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in  bringing  together  the  contributions  of  the  Lodges  and  others 
interested  and  establish  the  Fund  upon  a working  basis. 

On  recommendation  of  Past  Grand  Master  S.  A.  Brown, 
Committee  on  Correspondence,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Chile  was 
recognized  as  a regular  and  legitimate  Grand  Lodge  of  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons  of  that  Republic. 

An  interesting  episode  of  the  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  of  its  being  called  from  labor  to  refresh- 
ment, with  the  purpose  of  receiving  a committee  of  ladies 
from  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Order  of  the  Easter  Star, 
who  complimented  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  charitable  work  of 
Freemasonry  and  asked  as  mothers,  wives,  sisters  and  daugh- 
ters of  Freemasons  to  be  allowed  to  become  co-workers  in  its 
labor  of  benevolence.  The  delegation  was  welcomed  by  the 
Grand  Master,  and  the  expressions  of  good  will  were 
reciprocated. 

Among  the  most  welcome  of  the  Correspondence  reports 
which  come  to  our  table  is  that  of  Past  Grand  Master  Samuel 
A.  Brown,  who  in  208  pages  of  the  volume  reviews  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  67  Grand  Lodges  amongst  which  North  Carolina 
for  1914  receives  very  kindly  consideration. 

We  quote  the  opening  paragraph  of  his  introduction  to 
which  we  give  our  full  concurrence : 

Survey  of  the  Masonic  Field  as  it  appears  in  the  interval 
between  our  annual  Communications  at  Yankton  and  at  Aberdeen 
gives  the  greatest  encouragement  of  the  fraternal  heart.  The  an- 
nual increase  in  membership  for  the  United  States  is  more  than 
sixty  thousand,  and  the  number  actually  lost  by  demit  and  ex- 
clusion is  less  than  one  per  cent.  All  the  world  over  there  is  a 
larger  and  more  liberal  spirit  of  benevolence,  not  indeed  enough 
to  satisfy  the  friends  of  the  Craft,  but  ample  to  incense  our  enemies 
who  are  said  to  be  now  making  more  desperate  efforts  to  discredit 
the  Brotherhood  than  ever.

Master,  forms  the  frontispiece. 

On  the  27th  of  December,  1913,  the  centennial  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  celebrated  with  appropriate  and  impressive 
ceremonies.  Past  Grand  Master  Rev.  J.  Lynn  Bachman 
delivered  the  address  of  welcome  and  as  it  is  a matter  of 
great  interest  to  North  Carolina  Masons,  we  make  these 
comprehensive  extracts : 

J.  LYNN  BACHMAN,  P.  G.  M. — My  brethren : If  I could  re- 

count the  great  events  of  these  hundred  years  we  celebrate  today, 
I should  have  to  cross  the  broken  bridges  of  dead  empires.  It  is  a 
long  way  back  to  our  dear  old  North  Carolina  Home. 

So  an  hundred  years  ago,  our  dear  mother  asked  her  child  of 
Franklin  what  she  most  desired  and  it  should  be  granted.  The  child 
said,  my  request  is  very  modest,  give  me  Tennessee.  A man  from 
Ohio  visited  the  continent.  His  friends  showed  him  their  cathedrals, 
their  museums  and  great  art  galleries;  to  everything  they  showed 
him  he  would  reply  “these  are  fine,”  but  if  you  want  to  see  big  things 
you  should  come  over  to  Ohio.  They  took  him  to  Rome,  gave  him 
several  social  drinks  and  then  took  him  down  into  the  catacombs, 
put  him  to  sleep,  set  up  some  mummies  around  him  and  lighting 
tapers  they  awaited  for  him  to  awake,  wondering  what  he  would 
then  say.  At  last  he  awoke,  took  in  the  situation.  He  saw  the  dead 
mummies,  the  candles  burning;  he  staggered  to  his  feet,  looked  a- 
bout  him  and  said,  “Just  as  I expected,  Resurrection  morn  has  come 
and  Ohio  is  first  on  the  ground.”  [Applause.] 

We  love  our  old  home.  North  Carolina  is  dear  to  us,  from  the 
East  where  the  Atlantic  laves  her  shore,  to  the  crowning  heights 
of  Mount  Mitchell  where  the  Storm  God  enters  his  pavilion  of  cloud 
and  rides  forth  in  stately  majesty,  to  be  seen,  heard  and  loved  by 
all  his  loyal  subjects  of  the  mountains.  But  if  you  want  grit,  grace 
and  push,  see  it  from  the  rock-ribbed  cliffs  of  old  Sullivan,  where 
the  Storm  God  in  all  these  years  has  set  his  foot  in  thunder  and 
flashed  his  eye  in  lightning,  to  Shelby,  where  the  silent,  mighty  on- 
sweep  of  the  great  Mississippi  tells,  we  are  girded  with  unseen 
power. 

Tennessee  Masons  twenty-seven  thousand  strong,  send  a cheery 
message  over  the  mountains  to  North  Carolina  today  and  cry,  see 
how  your  son  has  grown. 
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Many,  many  years  ago,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
constituted  four  subordinate  lodges  in  the  State  of  Franklin,  and 
four  in  West  Tennessee.  Those  in  the  State  of  Franklin  were  Ten- 
nessee Lodge  No.  2,  Knoxville.  John  Sevier  was  its  first  Worship- 
ful Master.  Greenville  Lodge  No.  3;  Newport  Lodge  No.  4,  and  Over- 
ton  Lodge  No.  5,  Rogersville.  These  lodges  were  made  up  of  the  best 
men  in  the  State,  as  they  were  in  the  towns  that  were  centers  of  the 
social,  educational  and  civic  life  of  that  day.  All  the  eight  lodges 
grew  and  strengthened,  until  on  October,  1813,  they  asked  for  a sepa- 
rate jurisdiction,  which  was  granted  one  hundred  years  ago  today, 
when  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  ordered  them  to  meet  in 
Knoxville  and  constitute  the  Grand  Lodge  of  F.  & A.  M.  of  the  State 
of  Tennessee.  Thomas  Claiborne,  of  Davidson  County,  was  elected 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Master,  Charles  Comstock,  made  a very  elo- 
quent address,  after  which  he  introduced  Past  Grand  Master 
Henry  H.  Ingersol,  who  reviewed  the  vicissitudes  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  its  life  of  100  years.  The  story  had  all  the 
dramatic  interest  of  a novel  and  dwelt  with  absorbing  in- 
terest in  every  period  of  its  existence,  but,  particularly  in 
the  turbulent  days  of  reconstruction  when  the  Ku  Klux 
and  Union  League  were  disturbing  elements  in  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

The  personnel  and  characteristics  of  the  leaders  of  the 
Craft  at  that  time  are  thus  depicted  : 

And  when,  a little  later,  our  river  towns,  and  especially  our 
great  city  on  the  Mississippi,  suffered  the  double  scourge  of  cholera 
and  yellow  fever,  and  men  in  terror  deserted  even  their  stricken 
families  and  fled  to  the  mountains  for  safety  from  the  double  pes- 
tilence, a body  of  Freemasons,  as  brave  as  the  Greeks  who  held  the 
pass  at  Thermopylae,  leagued  themselves  together  to  bury  the  dead, 
to  watch  at  the  bedside  of  the  dying  and  to  nurse  the  afflicted  back 
to  life!  And  while  Memphis  holds  memory  and  gratitude,  she  will 
never  forget  or  undervalue  the  services  and  the  devotion  of  A.  J. 
Wheeler,  A.  S.  Myers,  Bun  F.  Price  and  those  other  true  Masons  who 
kept  watch  and  ward  by  day  and  by  night  until  the  hoar  frost  came 
with  healing  on  its  wings,  and  the  survivors  of  families  were  once 
more  united  in  their  own  homes! 

Grand  Lodge  in  those  days  was  a peculiarly  notable  body  of 
men.  Strong,  vigorous  and  manly  were  its  members,  with  the  tall, 
erect  figures  of  the  distinctly  Scotch  type,  and  not  of  the  quiet  and 
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submissive  temperament.  Notable  even  among  these  tall  Tennes- 
seans in  1869,  I recall  three — Robert  I.  Chester  among  the  seniors, 
and  James  D Richardson  and  John  T.  Iron  among  the  juniors  of 
that  day;  all  easily  six  feet  two  inches  high  and  commanding  atten- 
tion whenever  they  addressed  the  body.  Two  others  also  I recall, 
strikingly  handsome  men — the  brunette  general,  John  C.  Brown, 
sitting  with  his  brethren  on  the  floor,  but  soon  to  come  to  the  chair; 
and  the  charming,  manly  blonde,  John  Frizzell,  who,  having  passed 
the  chair,  was  at  the  Secretary’s  desk  where  he  held  unquestioned 
leadership  for  a full  quarter  century. 

Happy  indeed  are  those  who  have  the  opportunity  of  read- 
ing the  full  details  of  this  ceremonial. 

The  address  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Charles  Com- 
stock, is  a full  and  complete  recital  of  his  official  doings. 
We  had  marked  many  items  in  this  address  for  commendation 
but  we  have  already  consumed  so  much  of  our  space  that  we 
must  leave  them  unnoticed. 

On  the  practical  question  of  Appeal  for  Aids  to  the 
Lodges  we  must  make  room  for  this  sensible  statement  of 
the  Grand  Master: 

While  it  is  necessary  in  some  instances  to  issue  appeals  for  aid 
in  behalf  of  brethren  in  distress,  I am  of  the  opinion  that  a more 
systematic  method  should  be  adopted.  The  results  attained  are  not 
altogether  satisfactory,  for  the  reason  that  the  response  in  some 
cases  is  inadequate  for  the  relief  that  is  needed,  while  in  other  in- 
stances it  is  excessive,  and  the  funds  received  are  not  always  used 
advantageously. 

If  a plan  can  be  adopted  whereby  these  appeals  shall  be  issued, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  the  contributions  to  pass 
through  his  hands,  to  be  expended  under  his  supervision,  and  where 
a surplus  is  received  to  let  it  be  held  for  similar  future  contingen- 
cies, I am  confident  that  better  results  will  be  accomplished. 

The  Masonic  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Home  receives  the 
loving  care  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Besides  this  Home  the 
building  of  an  old  Masons’  Home  has  received  the  earnest 
approval  of  influential  brethren,  and  the  erection  of  the 
building  has  already  been  commenced. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  contributed  by  Past 
Grand  Master  Henry  A.  Chambers,  who  as  usual  gives  an 
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illuminating  picture  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  which 
he  has  travelled.  Himself  a native  Tar  Heel  whose  love 
for  the  scenes  of  his  boyhood  has  not  diminished,  it  is 
not  surprising  that  he  gives  fraternal  consideration  to  the 
proceedings  of  the  Old  North  State.

TEXAS,  1913 

78th  Annual.  Waco.  December  2. 

This  bulky  volume  of  Proceedings  is  adorned  with  the 
likenesses  of  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  J.  J.  Mansfield,  and 
John  L.  Terrill,  who  was  Grand  Master  in  1897. 

The  annual  address  of  Grand  Master  Mansfield  is  a very 
full  and  comprehensive  report  of  his  official  doings  during 
a very  busy  administration.  After  a cordial  welcome  of  the 
representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  he  sorrowfully  notes  the 
passing  away  of  distinguished  Craftsmen,  among  whom  were 
three  Past  Grand  Masters,  R.  N.  Lusk,  Robert  M.  Elgin,  and 
Thomas  B.  Cochran. 

In  reference  to  some  unfounded  charges  against  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  by  a prominent  American  Mason, 
the  Grand  Master  says  in  part: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I comply  with  the  request  of  the  R.  W. 
Grand  Secretary  in  assisting  to  remove  the  false  impression  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  has  two  prescribed  forms  of  Masonic  cere- 
mony— one  for  royalty,  the  other  for  those  whose  station  in  life  has 
been  less  favored,  and,  while  doing  this,  I trust  that  the  effort  may 
serve  a double  purpose — that,  also,  of  interesting  the  Craft  in  the 
universality  of  the  established  forms  and  customs  of  Freemasonry. 
Those  whose  social  position  is  the  highest  known  are  not  exempt 
from  the  ancient  ceremonies  that  have  grown  hoary  with  age  and 
exalted  by  practice.  Nor  is  it  to  be  understood  that  they  have  any 
desire  for  such  immunity;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  we  are  pleased  to 
believe  that  while  practicing  the  sublime  moral  teachings  of 
this  most  honorable  of  earthly  institutions,  they  also  esteem  it  a 
privilege,  as  well  as  a pleasure,  to  conform  to  those  immutable 
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practices  that  have  prevailed  “from  the  time  when  the  memory  of 
man  runneth  not  to  the  contrary.” 

In  reporting  the  disastrous  floods  in  Ohio,  the  Grand 
Master  says  that  he  directed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  for- 
ward $500  from  the  general  fund  for  the  relief  of  immediate 
distress,  and  followed  this  with  an  appeal  to  the  Lodges. 
The  response  was  prompt  and  $1,548  was  added,  making  the 
total  contribution  $2,048. 

Fourteen  Lodges  to  whom  charters  had  been  granted, 
were  duly  constituted  and  dispensations  granted  for  the  for- 
mation of  four  others. 

There  is  a long  list  of  the  laying  of  cornerstones  by  the 
Grand  Master  in  person  or  by  his  proxies. 

Only  one  dispensation  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time  was 
granted,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons. 

About  eight  pages  of  the  volume  are  given  over  to  the 
reports  of  the  physical  disqualifications  of  greater  or  lesser 
extent. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  43  in  number,  must 
have  taxed  his  patience  and  consumed  valuable  time ; but 
he  gave  to  each  full  consideration,  and  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  gave  its  approval,  except  as  to  some  slight 
qualifications. 

In  so  large  a Jurisdiction  it  is  not  surprising  that  the 
Grand  Master  had  to  administer  discipline,  but  this  was 
tempered  with  charity  and  mercy. 

The  Masonic  Orphans’  Home  is  in  a thoroughly  pros- 
perous condition  and  has  a population  of  92  boys  and  92  girls 
and  32  widows  and  four  applications  pending. 

There  are  876  Lodges  having  a total  membership  of 
58,724. 

Having  been  the  predecessor  of  our  late  distinguished 
Brother,  Dr  Thomas  M.  Matthews,  for  one  year,  Past  Grand 
Master  George  W.  Tyler  comes  back  after  a lapse  of  twenty- 
five  years  to  take  his  place  at  the  Round  Table.  Brother 
Tyler  gives  this  interesting  history  showing  the  cordial  re- 
lations between  himself  and  Brother  Matthews :

Having  thus  completed  the  work  of  the  year,  the  Chairman 
will  close  with  a few  personal  reflections. 

At  the  December  Communication,  1886,  Grand  Master  A.  J. 
Rose  tendered  him  the  chairmanship  of  this  Committee,  which  he 
leluctantly  accepted.  His  report  will  be  found  in  the  Proceedings 
for  1887.  He  was  then  chosen  Grand  Junior  Warden  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Texas  and  retired  from  this  Committee.  Past  Grand 
Master  Thomas  M.  Matthews,  a member  of  the  Committee  con- 
tributed several  reviews  to  that  report  (under  his  initials),  which 
fully  demonstrated  his  capacity  and  fitness  for  and  interest  in  the 
work,  and  this  writer  was  instrumental  in  having  Brother  Mat- 
thews appointed  chairman  of  the  Committee.  It  proved  a wise 
selection.  For  twenty-five  years  Brother  Matthews  has  prepared 
the  annual  reports  for  our  Grand  Lodge.  The  writer  having  passed 
out  of  the  Grand  Master’s  chair  in  1891,  he  was,  at  the  instance 
of  Brother  Matthews,  placed  as  the  second  member  on  the  Com- 
mittee and  has  served  there  ever  since — a period  of  twenty-one 
years.  While  it  was  the  oft-expressed  wish  of  Brother  Matthews 
that  the  writer  should  succeed  him  when  he  fell,  candor  compels 
the  statement  that  the  writer  never  gave  the  matter  serious 
thought  and  was  only  glad  to  feel  that  he  was  gratifying  a friendly 
impulse  on  the  part  of  Brother  Matthews.  When  the  latter  came 
last  year  to  the  end  of  his  long  journey,  full  of  years  and  honors, 
the  hammer  of  fate  seemed  to  fall  upon  the  head  of  this  writer 
and  he  again,  after  twenty-five  years  retirement,  reluctantly  accept- 
ed the  chairmanship  of  this  Committee. 

The  transactions  of  North  Carolina  for  1913  receive  the 
kindly  consideration  of  Brother  Tyler.

The  likeness  of  the  Grand  Master  elect,  James  W.  Cherry, 
adorns  the  volume. 

A special  communication  of  Grand  Lodge  was  held  No- 
vember 20,  1913,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  Masonic  burial 
to  a deceased  brother,  R.  W.  James  W.  Pearson. 

The  retiring  Grand  Master,  George  H.  Bern,  delivered 
an  exhaustive  report  of  his  official  doings  and  we  concur  en- 
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tirely  with  the  Committee  on  Grand  Master’s  Address  when  it 
says : 

We,  your  Committee  on  Grand  Master’s  Address,  beg  leave  to 
report  that  we  have  read  and  studied  that  thorough  and  compre- 
hensive resume  of  our  Grand  Master’s  stewardship.  We  found 
the  work  a pleasure.  The  address  is  husiness-like,  and  at  the 
same  time  scholarly.  While  our  Grand  Master  sees  what  of  clouds 
there  are  on  the  horizon,  he  proceeds  without  faltering,  what 
of  perplexities  he  has  met  he  has  faced  courageously,  and  has 
sought  to  solve  manfully.  Through  all  that  he  says  and  all  that 
he  reports  having  done,  there  runs  the  spirit  of  true  Masonry. 

His  account  of  his  year’s  leadership  is  earnest,  honest,  thought- 
ful and  abounding  in  vivifying  hopefulness. 

An  admirable  addendum  to  this  address  is  the  marginal 
citations  to  the  committee  reports  and  final  actions.  It  is  as- 
sumed that  this  desirable  departure  from  the  methods  pursued 
in  every  other  Grand  Lodge  is  chargeable  to  the  new  Grand 
Secretary,  Past  Grand  Master  Charles  B.  Jack.  It  is  evident 
that  Brother  Jack  will  have  to  be  watched  for  fear  that  he  will 
arouse  other  Grand  Secretaries  from  their  slumbers. 

The  Grand  Master  submitted  a letter  received  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica,  asking  the  Grand  Lodge  to  appeal 
to  the  authorities  at  Washington,  not  to  gobble  up  the  Central 
American  States.  As  the  apprehension  of  these  Brethren  was 
very  real  the  Grand  Master  promptly  wrote,  and  endeavored 
to  assure  them  that  the  United  States  Government  had  no 
purpose  of  annexing  their  territory. 

The  Grand  Lodge  contributed  to  the  relief  of  the  flood 
sufferers  in  Ohio. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  having  visited  every  Lodge 
in  the  Jurisdiction,  and  in  that  connection  says  that,  as  the 
Grand  Lodge  provides  the  funds  to  defray  the  expense  of  these 
officers,  the  visited  Lodge  should  not  be  taxed  with  the  enter- 
tainment of  the  Grand  Master  and  his  retinue  on  these  occa- 
sions. 

The  Grand  Lodge  enacted  into  the  form  of  law  a practice 
which  had  always  been  in  operation,  namely  that  the  Master 
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Mason  degree  should  not  be  conferred  on  more  than  one  can- 
didate at  the  same  meeting. 

Already  in  this  small  Jurisdiction  is  heard  the  demand  to 
commence  preparation  for  a Masonic  Home.  Brother  Dern  is 
not  in  accord  with  this  ambitious  aspiration  of  some  of  the 
Brethren,  and  we  agree  with  him  when  he  says : 

I wish  I could  feel  free  to  press  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  the 
commencement  of  this  work.  But  we  must  be  practical,  and  not 
let  sentiment  carry  us  beyond  our  ability  to  perform.  I gravely 
fear  that  our  Grand  Lodge  is  too  small  and  weak  to  undertake  a 
task  of  this  magnitude  at  the  present  time.  I am  unwilling,  how- 
ever, to  dismiss  the  subject  without  giving  it  full  and  fair  con- 
sideration. I therefore  suggest  that  a committee  of  three  be 
appointed  to  study  and  investigate  the  feasibility  or  advisibility 
of  starting  a Masonic  Home  Fund,  and  report  at  the  next  Annual 
Communication. 

Utah  has  17  constituent  Lodges,  with  a membership  of 
2,200  active,  aggressive,  zealous  Masons. 

The  memorial  tablets  of  the  late  beloved  Grand  Secre- 
tary, Christopher  Diehl,  authorized  by  the  last  Grand  Lodge 
was  reported  to  be  completed  and  the  committee  hoped  to 
have  a photograph  of  the  die  before  the  close  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

As  to  the  Washington  Memorial  Association  and  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Grand  Lodge  therein,  the  committee  to  which 
the  matter  was  referred  asked  for  further  time. 

Brother  Charles  B.  Jack,  Past  Grand  Master  and  present 
Grand  Secretary,  contributed  the  report  on  Correspondence 
and  includes  a review  of  the  Proceedings  of  North  Carolina 
for  1913,  and  it  is  deservedly  flattering  to  Grand  Master  W.  B. 
McCoy.  In  the  report  of  his  welcome  to  the  Round  Table  by 
the  members  of  the  Guild,  under  North  Carolina  he  says : 

Brother  Collins  makes  us  feel  quite  disappointed,  for  we  are 
reported  “missing”  in  his  list  of  Proceedings  received. 

We  know  who  is  going  to  try  to  see  that  such  a thing  doesn’t 
happen  again. 
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Brother  Jack  is  mistaken.  We  reviewed  the  Proceed- 
ings of  1913  and  the  volume  was  not  reported  missing.

121st  Annual.  Burlington.  June  10. 

The  likeness  of  the  Grand  Master,  Eugene  S.  Weston, 
occupies  the  fly  leaf,  immediately  following  which  is  a bio- 
graphical sketch  of  a useful  and  well  spent  life. 

His  annual  address  contains  an  itemized  report  of  the 
routine  affairs  which  have  presented  themselves  to  him  during 
the  year  just  coming  to  a close  and  we  can  add  no  higher 
commendation  than  that  of  the  special  committee  on  the 
Grand  Master’s  address: 

The  pleasure,  however,  is  ours  to  commend  to  you,  and 
through  you,  to  the  Craft  at  large  In  this  Jurisdiction,  thoughtful 
consideration  by  all  of  the  entire  address;  to  thank  him,  in  be- 
half of  all,  for  the  wholehearted  devotion  to  duty,  evinced  in  every 
line  covering  his  official  doings.  His  cordial  greetings,  his  wise 
counsel  and  his  timely  words  of  caution,  demand  from  all  of  us 
grateful  recognition  of  his  unswerving  fidelity,  and  acknowledgment 
of  the  inspiration  afforded  all  by  the  many  beautiful  designs  drawn 
by  him  on  his  official  trestleboard  during  the  past  two  years. 

He  reports  three  decisions,  the  last  of  which  is : 

A Lodge  cannot  receive  the  application  of  one  of  Mongolian 
blood. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported  adversely  and 
fully  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  cannot  approve  the  third  decision  of  the 
Grand  Master.  One  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  Masonry,  as 
taught  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  is  its  universality.  It  is  open 
to  all  men  within  the  jurisdiction  of  whatever  race  or  creed,  pro- 
vided that  they  are  of  good  moral  character,  possess  the  necessary 
mental  and  physical  qualification,  that  they  are  influenced  by  proper 
motives  and  believes  in  a Supreme  Being.  Each  individual  peti- 
tioner is  entitled  to,  and  should  receive  full  and  impartial  con- 
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sideration  upon  the  merits  of  his  own  particular  case,  and  the 
fact  that  he  belongs  to  a certain  class  or  race  of  people  cannot, 
of  itself,  render  him  ineligible.  The  question  is  whether  the  peti- 
tioner himself  is  a proper  candidate  for  Masonry.  The  people 
of  his  color  or  blood  may,  by  reason  of  certain  racial  beliefs  and 
characteristics,  be  generally  ineligible,  but  the  particular  member 
of  the  family  may  have  entirely  repudiated  all  the  objectionable 
influences  and  doctrines  of  his  race.  The  question  of  his  accept- 
ance thus  becomes  one  for  the  Lodge  to  decide  after  a fair  and 
impartial  consideration  of  the  merits  of  the  individual  petitioner. 
The  Grand  Master’s  decision  was  that  “the  application  of  one  of 
Mongolian  blood”  could  not  be  received.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how 
a Lodge  can  refuse  to  receive  the  petition  of  any  one  if  it  is  made 
out  in  proper  form,  is  accompanied  by  the  necessary  prerequisites 
and  contains  nothing  in  itself  to  show  that  the  petitioner  is  in- 
eligible. 

The  most  gratifying  report  that  we  find  in  the  volume 
is  that  of  the  Committee  on  Grievance  as  follows : 

Your  Grievance  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  no  matter 
has  been  referred  to  them  during  this  session  and  so  far  as  we 
are  aware  “peace  has  been  within  our  walls  and  prosperity  with- 
in our  palaces.” 

The  Grand  Secretary,  R.  W.  Brother  H.  H.  Ross,  reports 
that  there  are  103  Lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction,  that  every  one 
has  made  returns  and  that  all  except  one  has  done  some 
work.  The  membership  is  13,874,  which  gives  an  average 
for  the  individual  Lodges  that  guarantees  stability  and  use- 
fulness. The  gain  for  the  year  has  been  264. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  presented  by 
Past  Grand  Master  Marsh  0.  Perkins,  and  reviews  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  65  Grand  Lodges,  and  covers  profitably  163  pages. 
The  character  of  the  work  which  has  been  turned  out  by 
Brother  Perkins,  needs  no  praise  as  its  high  quality  is  known 
to  every  member  of  the  guild.  The  transactions  of  North 
Carolina  for  1913  received  a discriminating  review.  Brother 
Perkins  indulges  in  a genial  smile  at  the  expense  of  Brother 
McKoy’s  chronology,  in  this  wise: 

Possibly  he  may  have  the  details  at  hand  anent  the  story  of  the 
Edinburg  building  in  1753,  but  if  the  ceremony  is  to  be  for  “lowly

structures  and  the  towers  of  the  mighty,”  why  didn’t  he  come 
nearer  the  present  day  by  citing  the  instance  of  an  American 
Grand  Lodge’s  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  a tobacco  warehouse? 
As  to  English  precedents,  one  might  reasonably  question  the 
observance  of  a ceremonial  in  1655  by  a Grand  Lodge  organized 
in  1717,  to  say  nothing  of  the  event  recorded  by  him  as  occurring  in 
1809.

136th  Annual.  Richmond.  February  10. 

The  likeness  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  P.  K.  Bau- 
man, occupies  the  fly  leaf. 

The  annual  address  of  the  sitting  Grand  Master,  W.  L. 
Andrews,  is  a compact,  well  written  story  of  the  advances 
and  present  condition  of  the  Craft  during  the  year  just 
closed.  Prosperity  and  peace  prevail  in  the  Lodges. 

He  reports  that  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  first  time  in 
many  years  is  out  of  debt,  and  therefore  able  to  contribute 
to  make  improvements  in  the  Orphans’  Home,  which  now 
cares  for  79  children.  The  improved  conditions  of  this  in- 
stitution is  largely  due  to  the  labors  and  influence  of  the 
ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star  to  whom  the  Grand  Master  makes 
proper  acknowledgment. 

It  is  in  contemplation,  also,  to  provide  for  the  building 
and  maintenance  of  an  old  Masons’  Home,  the  needs  of  which 
is  generally  acknowledged. 

We  copy  the  following  opinion  of  the  Grand  Master  as 
being  timely  and  appropriate : 

This  leads  me  to  comment  on  attacks  being  made  in  some 
publications,  in  the  name  of  Masonry,  on  certain  religious  faiths  of 
our  own  and  other  countries. 

One  of  the  very  fundamental  principles  of  our  Institution  is 
that  it  is  to  respect  every  man’s  religious  belief  and  to  accord  to 
him  the  utmost  latitude  in  his  exercise  of  that  faith. 

The  fact  that  the  Institution  is  malevolently  attacked  and 
criticised  by  some  sect  is  no  reason  why  we  should  in  like  manner 
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demean  and  lower  ourselves  to  the  vilifier’s  level  by  retorting  in 
kind. 

Masonry  needs  no  defense  and  the  enthusiastic  brother  who 
deems  he  is  rendering  her  a service  by  attempting  to  defend  her 
against  the  defamation  of  the  ignorant  and  vicious,  himself  wrongs 
her.  His  upright  life  is  all  the  defense  Masonry  needs  or  asks. 

In  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  there  are  326  Lodges,  having 
a total  membership  of  24,146. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  covering  146  pages  and 
reviewing  55  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings,  is,  as  usual,  con- 
tributed by  Past  Grand  Master  Joseph  William  Eggleston, 
whose  ability  in  this  line  of  work  is  universally  recognized. 
North  Carolina  for  1913  is  reviewed,  and  most  of  the  space 
devoted  to  the  Montfort  controversy.  We  desire  to  say  that 
the  opening  paragraph  of  Brother  Gowen’s  remarks  as  quoted 
that  we  “reproduced  the  claim  of  Brother  Lamberton  that 
the  appointment  of  Montfort  as  Provincial  Grand  Master  of 
and  for  America,  was  a mistake  of  the  copyist  of  the  Mont- 
fort Commission,  etc.”  Brother  Lamberton  makes  no  such 
“claim,”  and  we  alone  are  responsible  for  the  suggestion. 
Brother  Egglestion  closes  his  review  of  this  matter  as  follows : 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  very  properly,  prides  itself 
on  this  ancient  document,  but  goes  rather  far  in  assuming  a sort  of 
parentage  over  the  rest  of  us  because  this  Provincial  Grand  Master 
issued  charters  elsewhere,  from  which  several  Grand  Lodges  grew. 
He  did  issue  one  in  Virginia  to  Cabin  Point  Royal  Arch  Lodge,  but 
the  other  Virginia  Lodges,  like  those  of  Pennsylvania  and  elsewhere, 
never  recognized  the  authority  from  which  he  derived  his  commis- 
sion, viz.,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  at  London.  At  that  time  and 
for  many  years  later  (till  1813)  they  were  called  “Moderns,”  and 
most  American  Lodges  adhered  to  the  Ancient,  or  York,  Masons, 
and  we  still  claim  to  be  York  Masons.  Another  point  is  that  there 
was  then  no  such  thing  as  territorial  jurisdiction,  and  even  yet 
Scotland,  which  chartered  the  Fredericksburg  Lodge,  barely  recog- 
nizes it. 

Several  of  these  Provincial  Grand  Masters  held  commissions 
unlimited,  and  their  acts  were  interlocking  without  complaint.  Most 
important  of  all  to  this  discussion  is  the  mistake  of  modern  times  of 
imagining  that  they  were  Grand  Masters  at  all  when  they  had  really 
less,  even,  of  delegated  or  second-hand  powers,  save  that  they  could 
charter  Lodges,  than  our  preseht-day  District  Deputy  Grand 
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Masters,  to  which  office  they  corresponded.  Even  the  issuing  of 
charters  was  a chaotic  matter,  for  one  of  our  Subordinate  Lodges 
still  in  existence  chartered  one  or  more.  Provincial  Grand  Masters 
were  then  here,  as  they  are  now  in  Great  Britain,  simply  subordinate 
officers,  reporting  all  their  acts  for  approval  to  higher  authority. 
Peyton  Randolph,  if  ever  appointed,  which  is  doubtful,  was  not 
recognized;  nor  was  Cornelius  Harnet,  who,  at  the  very  same  time, 
claimed  the  office.  Virginia  Lodges  got  their  origin  partly  from  the 
Ancients  (York  Masons),  partly  from  Scotland,  and  three  of  them 
from  the  (York  again)  Provincial  Grand  Masters  of  Pennsylvania. 
Besides  these  there  is  real  ground  to  believe  that  some  of  them 
sprung  into  existence  by  the  mere  act  of  their  members  meeting 
and  organizing.  This  was  a new  and  crude  country  with  poor 
means  of  intercommunication,  and  intercourse  with  England  was 
only  by  means  of  little  sail  vessels  no  larger  than  our  present  coast 
schooners. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  England  is  often  called  the  Mother  Grand 
Lodge  but  only  properly  so  by  reason  of  the  union  of  the  Moderns 
and  Ancients  in  1813;  and,  besides  that,  Masonry  in  Scotland  can 
prove  title  by  record  of  the  Mother  Kilwinninge  Lodge  of  far  more 
ancient  existence  than  can  any  in  England.  Virginia  dates  her 
Grand  Lodge  from  its  organization  in  1778,  and  is  the  senior  on 
.the  American  continent.

WASHINGTON,  1914 

57th  Annual.  Tacoma.  June  9. 

The  likeness  of  the  presiding  Grand  Master,  Asa  H. 
Hankerson,  occupies  the  fly  leaf  of  the  volume. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  an  admirable  report 
of  a very  successful  administration.  It  is  brief,  practical,  and 
free  from  rhetorical  frills. 

He  makes  appropriate  reference  to  the  Masonic  dead  of 
his  own  and  other  Jurisdictions. 

He  gave  a brief  account  of  the  Conference  of  Grand 
Masters  at  St.  Louis  and  like  all  the  other  visitors  on  that 
occasion,  made  acknowledgments  of  the  hospitality  and  good 
fellowship  of  the  St.  Louis  Masons.  He  made  reference  to  the 
improvements  at  the  Masonic  Home,  the  principal  of  which 
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was  the  completion  of  the  administration  building  and  he 
commends  earnestly  the  efficient  and  faithful  work  of  the 
Home  Committee.  The  imposing  structure  at  Puyallup  is 
figured  in  the  Proceedings.  The  Home  membership  consists 
of  23  old  people  and  three  children.  In  round  numbers  the 
cost  of  maintenance  is  estimated  for  the  coming  year  to  be 
$10,000.  This  includes  salary  of  officials,  table  supplies,  fuel, 
lights  and  other  necessary  expenses.  This  seems  to  us  to  be  a 
costly  way  of  supporting  these  26  inmates.  From  the  report 
of  the  trustees  we  find  that  needed  improvement  will  cost 
$5,000  more. 

Three  Lodges  were  constituted,  and  dispensations  issued 
for  the  formation  of  five  new  Lodges. 

On  account  of  a disastrous  flood  at  Nome,  Alaska,  the 
Grand  Master  cabled  $500  to  Anvil  Lodge  to  assist  in  the 
work  of  relief  and  he  says  that  this  Lodge  is  always  under  a 
heavy  burden  in  taking  care  of  sojourners  from  other 
Jurisdictions. 

He  reports  four  decisions,  which  were  approved. 

Speaking  of  incompetent  Masters,  who  are  unfortunately 
found  in  very  many  Jurisdictions,  he  says  of  this  evil : 

In  one  instance  the  Master-elect  admits  his  incompetency  and, 
although  several  months  have  elapsed,  he  has  made  no  effort  to 
qualify  himself,  and  the  Lodge  will  apparently  go  through  the  year 
with  the  old  officers.  I would  recommend  that  section  152  of  the 
Code  he  amended  so  as  to  clearly  justify  the  Grand  Master  in  grant- 
ing a dispensation  to  hold  a special  election  in  such  a case,  even 
though  the  Master-elect  does  not  definitely  refuse  to  be  installed. 

In  confirmation  of  our  opinion  of  Brother  Hankerson  as 
a judicious  and  useful  executive,  we  quote  this  compliment 
from  the  Grand  Secretary : 

No  one  has  a better  opportunity  to  judge  of  the  work  of  the 
Grand  Master  than  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  I desire  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  earnestness,  intelligence  and  Masonic  spirit 
in  which  he  has  handled  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the 
many  intricate  matters  that  have  come  up  for  his  consideration 
during  the  past  year.  It  is  unnecessary  to  mention  to  you  that  his 
inborn  courtesy  has  made  it  a pleasure  and  delight  to  work  with 
him  in  advancing  the  interest  of  this  great  Fraternity. 
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We  quote  the  opening  paragraph  of  his  conclusion,  which 
indicates  his  good  sense  and  tact : 

I am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  except  for  the  routine 
matters  there  has  been  absolutely  no  occasion  to  exercise  any 
authority  as  Grand  Master.  Nothing  approaching  “you  must”  or 
“you  must  not”  has  gone  forth  from  my  office.  In  the  few  cases  of 
irregularity  that  have  been  brought  to  my  attention  it  has  been 
necessary  only  to  point  them  out  and  they  have  been  promptly 
adjusted.  The  spirit  that  has  been  shown  by  the  brethren  on  these 
occasions  has  served  to  bring  us  closer  than  ever  together. 

There  are  194  constituent  Lodges,  having  a total  member- 
ship of  19,542,  showing  a net  gain  of  1,135,  and  the  average 
membership  is  94,  a number  sufficient  to  maintain  an  active 
useful  organization. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  contributed  by  Past 
Grand  Master  Ralph  C.  McAllaster,  and  covers  86  pages  of 
the  volume.  This  contribution,  though  condensed,  is  instruc- 
tive and  gives  information  as  to  important  movements  in  other 
Jurisdictions.  The  Proceedings  of  North  Carolina  for  1913- 
1914  receive  fraternal  consideration. 

So  far  as  we  know  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
has  never  paid  mileage  to  representatives  of  the  Lodges  and 
we  agree  with  Brother  McAllaster  that  this  policy  should 
be  changed.  We  quote  Brother  McAllaster ’s  conclusion  in 
verse : 

When  I started  on  this  journey 
I was  tired  of  staying  home. 

From  New  Foundland  to  New  Zealand  I would  roam. 

I would  eat  the  Georgia  ’possum. 

Hear  Minnehaha’s  laughing  water, 

See  Mississippi’s  sweet  magnolias  in  their  hloom. 

So  I’ve  been  all  ’round  among  you, 

And  have  listened  to  you  tell 

Of  your  pleasures  and  perplexities  as  well. 

And  have  tried  to  be  a brother, 

Talk  them  over,  and  to  offer, 

Now  and  then,  a thought  to  help  to  find  the  way.

WEST  VIRGINIA,  1913 

49th  Annual.  Clarksburg.  November  12. 

The  likeness  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  Thomas  P. 
Jacobs,  forms  the  frontispiece  of  the  volume. 

The  annual  address  of  Grand  Master  Charles  W.  Lynch 
is  a faithful  history  of  his  official  doings  for  the  year. 

The  passing  of  a distinguished  Past  Grand  Master, 
Joseph  Hall,  who  died  January  25th,  elicits  this  tribute : 

Death  has  also  invaded  our  own  jurisdiction.  One  who  sat 
with  us  in  our  last  annual  communication  has  answered  its  call — he 
who  was  constant  in  his  attendance,  faithful  in  his  devotion  to 
Masonry,  tactful  in  argument,  confident  in  his  conclusions,  and, 
whether  right  or  wrong,  forceful  in  debate. 

While  discussing  the  general  topic  of  Masonic  charity,  the 
Grand  Master  has  this  pleasant  story  to  tell  of  the  prompt 
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action  of  the  Lodges  in  answering  the  cry  of  distress  from 
the  Ohio  flood  sufferers : 

To  the  call  thus  made,  there  was  a general  and  hearty  re- 
sponse, carrying  with  it  an  apparent  appreciation  of  fraternal  obli- 
gation. As  a result,  $2,502.75  came  into  the  hands  of  the  committee 
appointed  to  make  distribution  to  those  needing  assistance. 

Finding  the  contribution  thus  made  more  than  amply  sufficient 
for  all  purposes,  the  committee,  at  its  suggestion  and  with  my 
approval,  returned  the  excess  to  the  several  contributing  lodges, 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  severally  advanced  by  them,  except 
that,  upon  like  suggestion  and  approval,  it  returned  to  lodges  within 
the  flooded  territory,  and  to  some  extent  injured  by  the  high  water, 
their  donation  in  full.  Although  thus  afflicted,  they  had  cheerfully 
responded,  by  reason  of  sympathy  for  their  less  fortunate  brethren. 
While,  of  course,  this  restitution  is  in  some  degree  compensatory, 
yet  incomparably  more  compensatory,  is  the  consciousness  of  duty 
respected  and  duty  performed. 

The  Grand  Master  says  that  during  his  official  visits,  he 
was  received  with  universal  courtesy  and  hearty  good  will. 

He  rendered  sixteen  decisions,  which  to  our  mind,  seem 
to  be  in  accord  with  general  Masonic  law. 

He  expresses  strongly  his  reprobation  of  profanity  among 
Masons,  and  says : 

Besides,  such  practice  is  generally  abhorred  by  gentlemen,  and 
is  seldom  employed  in  their  presence.  If  banned  there,  it  should 
meet  disapproval  everywhere.  One,  whose  conduct  is  refined  when 
in  the  presence  of  a lady,  should  feel  the  same  wholesome  restraint 
when  in  the  presence  of  a gentleman.  It  is,  therefore,  the  duty  of 
every  loyal  Mason  ever  to  remember  the  imperative  initiatory 
injunction,  never  to  mention  the  Holy  Name,  except  with  that 
reverential  awe  due  from  a creature  to  his  Creator. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  we  take  this 
extract  as  showing  the  condition  of  the  Craft : 

So  far  as  I am  informed,  peace  and  harmony  prevail  through- 
out our  Jurisdiction  and  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  returns,  wrhen 
received,  will  show  a healthy  increase  in  membership.  Our  state  is 
growing  rapidly  in  population  and  otherwise,  and,  as  the  state 
grows,  Masonry  will  necessarily  keep  pace  with  the  growth.  I am 
also  of  the  opinion  that  you  will  find  from  the  rejections  reported 
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that  the  Brethren  are  on  guard  at  the  Ballot  Box  to  see  that  the 
unworthy  do  not  enter. 

A statement  of  the  dues  collected  since  October  31st  will,  as 
heretofore,  be  published  with  the  proceedings  of  the  year  and  found 
in  the  appendix. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Philippine  Islands  was  duly  recog- 
nized. 

The  announcement  of  the  Committee  on  Educational 
Fund  that  no  application  for  relief  had  been  made  to  it  dur- 
ing the  past  year  is  strong  evidence  of  the  prosperity  of 
individual  Masons. 

There  are  163  Lodges  having  a total  membership  of 
16,710,  showing  a net  gain  of  955  during  the  year. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  contributed  by  the  able 
and  versatile  reviewer,  Past  Grand  Master  George  W. 
Atkinson,  and  that  announcement  gives  the  guarantee  of 
quality.  He  gives  North  Carolina  for  1913  kindly  considera- 
tion and  liberal  space. 

We  quote  this  paragraph  from  his  introduction : 

Nobody  is  responsible  for  what  I think  or  write — not  even  my 
own  Grand  Lodge.  My  West  Virginia  brethren  have  requested  me  to 
write  for  their  information  what  is  going  on  in  the  Masonic  Frater- 
nity the  world  over.  They  are  not  bound  by  what  I may  say,  nor  is 
our  Grand  Lodge.  All  they  want  to  know  is  what  is  going  on,  and 
all  they  expect  me  to  do  is  to  give  my  version  of  conditions  as  I see 
them,  and  they  reserve  the  right  to  indorse  or  reject  whatever,  I,  as 
their  representative,  may  say  or  suggest  in  my  report.  I wish, 
therefore,  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  I,  alone,  am  responsible  for  all 
that  may  appear  in  what  I am  about  to  write.  No  two  men  can  see 
existing  conditions  in  the  same  light  from  the  same  standpoint. 
Consequently  no  one  should  be  censured  for  differing  from  another 
on  matters  of  either  Masonic  law  or  procedure.  I may  think  one 
way,  you  may  think  another;  what  does  it  matter,  if  we  differ  and 
and  yet  are  both  seeking  after  Truth?  What  all  of  us  are  working 
at  and  after,  is  truth,  reason  and  ordinary  common  sense  in  all 
things  that  concern  us  as  individuals  and  as  brethren.

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WISCONSIN,  1914 

70th  Annual.  Milwaukee.  June  9. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  George  B.  Wheeler, 
is  an  excellent  presentation  of  the  work  accomplished  during 
his  administration.  He  summarizes  the  numerical  growth  of 
the  Fraternity  during  the  seventy  years  of  its  life : 

Let  us  glance  for  a moment  at  the  growth  of  Masonry  by 
decades.  In  1844,  there  were  three  Lodges  with  a membership  of 
79;  in  1854,  there  were  50  Lodges  with  1,110  members;  in  1864, 
134  Lodges  with  4,942  members;  in  1874,  177  Lodges  with  9,760 
members;  in  1884,  201  Lodges  with  12,392  members;  in  1894,  229 
Lodges  with  15,505  members;  in  1904,  253  Lodges  with  20,571 
members,  and  in  1914,  273  Lodges  with  29,242  members.  These 
figures  are  from  the  reports  made  in  December  last,  so  that  from 
our  knowledge  of  the  splendid  work  accomplished  thus  far  in  1914, 
we  may  reasonably  assume  that  today  our  membership  has  passed 
the  thirty  thousand  mark. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  14  decisions,  which  were  ap- 
proved by  the  Jurisprudence  Committee,  except  as  to  obvious 
modifications  of  two  of  them. 

He  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  five  new 
Lodges. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  does  not  favor  the 
George  Washington  Masonic  National  Memorial  Association, 
and  re-affirms  its  intention  of  not  becoming  a member  thereof. 

So  also  does  it  make  plain  its  disapproval  of  the  con- 
ferences of  Grand  Masters,  as  being  negative  in  every  respect 
except  in  that  of  giving  the  Grand  Masters  a good  time. 

The  Grand  Master  recommended  an  increase  in  the 
salary  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  and  this  was  readily  adopted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Wisconsin  is  evidently  on  the  eve  of  establishing  a Ma- 
sonic Home,  the  only  hindrance  being  some  legal  obstacles, 
which  will  soon  be  removed. 

There  remains  in  the  treasury  an  unexpended  balance  of 
the  contributions  made  by  the  Lodges  for  the  flood  sufferers 
of  Ohio  and  Indiana  and  the  following  motion  was  carried : 
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On  motion  of  Brother  Charles  E.  Whelan,  Past  Grand  Master, 
which  was  carried,  the  Grand  Secretary  was  ordered  to  notify 
Lodges  that  the  sum  of  $1,200.00  remains  an  unexpended  balance 
from  the  money  raised  for  the  relief  of  our  brethren  in  Ohio  and 
Indiana,  and  that  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  of  Wisconsin  be 
requested  to  release  their  claim  thereto  to  the  end  that  the  amount 
may  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund 
account. 

This  is  an  excellent  way  of  utilizing  this  fund,  and  we 
feel  sure  that  the  contributors  will  sanction  this  arrangement. 

The  Committee  on  “Ritual  for  Cremation’’  was  not 
ready  to  report,  and  further  time  was  granted. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  172  pages,  is  a delightful 
narrative  of  his  observations  of  the  Craft  universal  in  other 
Jurisdictions  by  Brother  Aldro  Jenks,  Past  Grand  Master, 
who  has  made  every  reader  of  his  report  his  debtor. 

Brother  Jenks  gave  North  Carolina  for  1913,  very  pleas- 
ant notice.  He  disagrees  with  the  Grand  Master,  W.  B. 
McKoy,  as  to  the  possible  utility  of  a permanent  organization 
of  Grand  Masters  and  furthermore  shows  clearly  that  the 
adoption  of  that  thing  would  be  an  innovation  fatal  to  the 
Craft.  Brother  Jenks  indulges  in  a pleasant  smile  when 
considering  Brother  McKoy ’s  traditions  and  chronology.  We 
quote : 

He  does  not  agree  with  the  holdings  of  many  Grand  Lodges 
that  the  ceremony  of  laying  cornerstones  should  be  confined  to 
buildings  of  a strictly  public  nature  or  to  structures  erected  for 
Masonic  purposes.  He  states  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland 
laid  the  cornerstone  of  the  Exchange  Building  in  Edinburgh,  Sep- 
tember 13th,  1753;  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  laid  the 
cornerstone  of  a similar  building  in  London  in  1667,  and  on  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1809,  they  laid  the  cornestone  of  Covent  Garden  Theatre, 
London.  There  seems  to  be  something  wrong  with  these  dates. 
How  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  could  lay  a cornerstone  in  1667 
when  the  first  meeting  of  the  first  Grand  Lodge  in  the  world  was 
not  held  until  1717,  we  are  unable  to  imagine.  Our  brother  must 
have  his  lines  crossed  somewhere. 
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We  regret  that  our  limitations  forbid  any  extended 
quotations  from  this  admirable  contribution  of  Brother  Jenks.
